Effets-than Principles: And theſe two Extremes are tte 7 
preternatural Vices of Appetite; the one being the Stupidii 
and Defect, and the other the Grcen- Sickneſs or Bulimia d 
the Defire.

ceſſors; to which prone Nature, even amongſt the moſt pe 
Barbarous, does willingly render an implicite Veneration: 


And therefore ſeeing their Libraries were their Memorics, 7 
and Words their Characters, ſo Songs and rude Rhimes | 
were the only Books whereby their Bards and Druids in- 


ſtructed their Children in the Hiſtories of former Ages, 


making the famous Actions of their Anceſtors fo much 


the more the Pattern of their Conduct and Manners, as it 7 * 
was the Subject of their Innocent Melody and Mirth; And vg 
this Cuſtom is at this Day in Practice amongſt the uncul- 


tivated Heathens of Africa and America. 


But when the kind Heavens were pleaſed to gratify the 2 


Induſtry of Man with the Invention of Letters; no Sub— 
ject ſeemed to the Ancients ſo worthy of the Prerogative 
of being tranſmitted to Poſterity, as that of Hiſtory ; and 
indeed, the moſt ancient that can be found of their Wri- 
tings is of that Kind. Whether it was that they knew no 
Immortality but that of Fame; of found no better Way to 
provide with Security for their Oespring, in whom they 
were to live to Poſterity, than by handing down to them 


the Methods and honeft Courſes, by which ſome attained | 
to Honour, Wealth, and Command, whilſt others, by the 


contrary Ways, lived and died in Oæꝭſcurity, Poverty, and 


Contempt. 


And the Deſire oi perpetuating the Memory is ſuch a 
glimmering Glance of the primitive, but offuſcated Light 
of Nature, that ſome think it a convincing Argument to 
prove the Immortality of the Soul; it being a vain Thing 
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15 any, but eſpecially a reaſonable Being to deſire that, to 
Mich it hath no natural Capacity: And the rather, that 
We greater and more elevated Souls of all Ages have aſ- 


oe to the purchaling of the fame; witneſs in ancient 
WF; me the great Alexander, who envied no Man but Achil- 


I , for the Happineſs he had in having Homer for his 


Hictoriographer; and ſince him Julius Ceſar, who not- 
Withſtanding he was tired out with the Fatigues of a con- 
*Wucd and difficult War, yet as he thought no Man able 
do what he had done, ſo he judged none worthy to 
S&rpetuate his Memory, and to write as he fought, but 
mſelf. 

But what Satisfaction ſoever dying Men may have in 
e Proſpect of a laſting Name, it is certain, the Living 
Feap great Benefit from the Regiſter of their Actions; for 
Fould a Prince have Meaſures to govern, a Subject how 
P obcy, a Stateſman how to give Counſel, a Judge and 
Nagiſtrate how to execute Juſtice, a Husband and Fa- 
er how to command and cheriſh, a Mie and Child how 
love, honour, and obey; and all Conditions of Men 
ow to perform mutual good Offces in every kind of So— 
e; Hiſtory, and eſpecially the trueſt and moſt ancient 
F All, the Holy Scriptures, is that Repoſitory from whence 
ey may draw the trueſt Maxis for all Duties, exempli- 
ed with the good or bad Succeſſes of thoſe who have fol- 
wed or tranſgreſſed the ſame. And thus much in ſhort 
= tory in general. 

But as all /7/tories are not of the ſame Nature, ſo nei- 
er are they of the ſame Uſetulneſs and Advantage; Not 
mention the ancient Poets, which are good in their Way; 
me are ff:tious Romances, which beſide the Satisfaction 
ey give the Author's venting Head, are of very little, 
Fot any Ule, unleſs it be to teach young Gallants to ſtruc 
in the Phraſe of Heroes, and Ladies to repartee like a 
. book : And the Moralities, which we are told are 
Puched therein, are too freque: t'y applied in Serenades, 
Wove-Letters, and Affignations.

Judgment, they put under their In- 
terdiction, which was accounted the 
moſt grievous Puniſhment. Theſe 
Druides were priviledged from the 
Wars, and all other Burthens, Taxes, 
and Payments.

Their Coin was either of Braſs, 
or elſe of Iron Rin ngs fixed at a cer- 
tain Weight, which they uſed for 
their Money ; but as Times grew 
more civil, and Traffick more fre- 
quent, they ſtamped both Gold and 
Silver. 

Their Armour were Shields and 
ſhort Spears, in the lower End of 
which Spears was faſtened a round 
Bell of Braſs, which at the Begin- 
ning of a Fight they ſhook with a 
great Courage, conceiting that ſuch 
a rattling Noiſe did diſmay the E- 
nemy. In the Beginning of a Bat- 
tle they fought in Chariots, but when 
they had wound themſelves in a- 
mongſt their Enemies, they fought 
on Foot, upon Occaſion retiring to 
their Chariots, which in the mean 
Space that they fought on Foot, 
were drawn all together. They 


were ſo expert in managing their, 


Chariot Horſes, that running them 
forcibly down a ſteep Hill, they 
could ſtop and turn them in the 
Mid-way. 

Julius Cæſar found the Iſland of 
Britain, not in a monarchical Eſtate 
under one King, but divided into 
ſeveral Provinces or petty King- 
doms.

Theſe were the Oppugners of 
Roman Power for above an hundred 
Years ; nor were the Britains then 
ſubdued without themſelves ; for 
their own Diviſions made Way for 
the Romans to become their Maſters, 
and to poſſeſs their Country. 

About the Year. of the, World's 
Creation 3913, and before the Birth 
of Chriſt Fifty four Years, the for- 
tunate Romans, under the Conduct 
of Julius G ſar, firſt took F ooting 
in Britain about Deal; and ſo wel- 
come was the News of Cz/ar's Lan- 
ding in Britain to the Roman Senate, 
that they decreed unto his Honour 
a general 'Thankſgiving for twenty 
Days, which was the firlt ſo great 
Honour ever granted ; the former 
greateſt Victories having had but 
Five, or at moſt but Ten Days aſ-

Once entring into a 
Boat in tempeſtuous Weather, and 
the Waterman afraid to put forth 
from Shore, he thus animated him, 
Proceed couragiouſly againſt the Storms, 


for thou carrieſt Cæſar, and Cæſar's 


Fortunes. And when he was fore- 
warn'd of the Conſpiracy made a- 
gainſt him in the Senate Houſe, 
and diſſuaded from going thither at 
that Time, he anſwered, That he bad 
rather die than admit Fear into his 
Breaſt. So reſolutely going to the 
Place, he was by Brutus, Caffe, and 
other Conſpirators, murder'd in the 


Senate -Houſe, receiving in his Body 


Twenty three Wounds; He was 
bald-headed, therefore to cover it, 
he always wore the Triumphant 
Laurel Garland. Some report, that 
the Baths by the City of Bath were 
firſt found out by him ; others ſay, 
by an ancient Britiſb King called 
Bladus. For twenty Years after 
Cz/ar's coming into Britain, the 
Britains retained their own Kings 
and Laws, having no Roman Pre- 


fects over them. 


A.M. Tadian Auguſtus Ceſar 
3980. was Julius Ceſar's Si- 
ſter's Son, and his adopted and de- 
clared Heir. In the b orty ſecond 
Vear of his Reign, the Prince of

He often 
ſaid, That he had rather ſave One 
Subject's Life, than kill a 'Thou- 
ſand Enemies, So bountiful he was, 
that thereby he conſumed his own 
private Eſtate ; which his Empreſs 
repining at, he ſaid, That when he 
undertook to be Emperor, he then 
laid afide the Intereſt and Proprie- 
ties of a private Perſon. In farther 
Praiſe of him, it is ſaid, That in his 
Youth he did nothing raſhly, nor 
in his Age negligently . He died of 
a Fever, aged Seventy. 


A. D. Arcus Aurelius Antoni- 

162, nus Philiſophus choſe 
to himſelf for his Aſſociate in the 
Empire Lucius Verus, who raiſed 
the Fourth Perſecution, when thoſe 
two famous Chriſtians, Polycarpus 
Biſhop of Smyrna, and Juſtin Mar- 
tyr, ſuffered Martyrdom, the like to 
which did many other Chriſtians. 
But after nine Vears bloody Perſe- 
cution, the Tyrant Lucius was cut 
off by an Apoplexy. Marcus Aurelius 
in his Wars againſt the Quads, Ger- 
mans, What with the Peſtilence ra- 
ging in his Army, and what by want 
of Water, was ſorely diftreſſed ; but 
by the Prayers of his Chriſtian Sol- 
diers, ſuch a plentiful Shower of 


Rain fell, that therewith, after five 


Days extreamelt Drought and 
'Thirſt, the whole Army was refreth- 
ed, and his Enemies, on the contra- 
ry, by Thunder and Lightning, were 
utterly diſperſed and overthrown ; 
whereupon this Emperor both mi- 
tigated the Perſecution, and named

His Son Commodus 1 the 
Phyſicians to deſtroy him. 


A. D. Urelius Commodus would 

181. ſometimes ſhew himſelf 
like Hercules in a Lion's Skin, ſome- 
times was wantonly clad in the Ha- 
bit of an Amazon. He kept three 
hundred Concubines, and amongſt 
the reſt his beloved Martia, whoſe 
painted Picture he wore on the Out- 
fide of his Garment ; but through 
ſome Diſpleaſure, having deſigned 
to put her and ſome other Perſons to 
Death, they conſpired againſt him, 
and with Poiſon, Stabs, and Strang- 
ling, murthered him. The News 
of whoſe Death was moſt grateful 
both to the Senate and People, who 
ſtyled him, Hoftis humani generis, 
the Enemy of Mankind. About the 


Beginning of this Emperor's Reign 


was the Chriſtian Faith in Britain 
firft profeſſed by publick Authority, 
under King Lucius the firſt Chriſtian 
King in the World ; at which Time 
E leutherius, then Biſhop of Rome, 
ſent Paganus and Damianus to him, 
upon ahoſs Preaching the Heathen- 
11h Flamens and Arch-Flamens 
(twenty - eight in Number) were 
converted to ſo many Biſhops Sees, 
whereof London, York, and Caerlion 
upon Us? in Wales, were made the 
Metropolitans of the Province. The 
firit Archbiſhop of London was The- 


anus. 


A. D. Ublius Helvius Pertinax, 
194. a petty Tradeſman's 
Son, was, in his old Age, called 
to the Government of the Empire 
by the Senate ; but the Pretorian 
Cohorts (whole licentious Lives he 
reſtrained) ſhed his innocent Blood, 
when he had reigned little more 
than a Month,

Idius Fulianus, a L 
194. yer by Profeſſion, i 
the Empire was now expoſed to 81 
by the Pretorian Soldiers, (being 1

And becauſe Pa- 
pinianus, the famous Civilian, would 
not excuſe the Murther in his Pleas 
at the Bar, he cauſed him to be 
ſlain, with many of the Nobility 
who favoured Geta. Julia his Bro- 
ther Geta's own Mother, and his Mo- 
ther- in-law, he took to Wife, tis 
reported, on this Occaſion: Julia 
in his Preſence, either caſually or 
purpoſely let fall her Veil, thereby 
diſcovering her naked Breaſts and 
Beauty, which he beholding, in- 
ſtantly ſaid, Were it not unlawful, 
I ſhould not be unwilling ; to which 
ſhe reply'd, That all Things were 
lawful to him who made Laws for 
others, but was himſelf ſubject to 
none ; whereupon he married her ; 
but a violent Death prevented him 
from enjoying her long ; and ſhe 
hearing of his being murthered, 
poiſoned herſelf. 


A. D. pilius Macrinus,from ob- 

219. {cure Parentage, by E- 
lection of the Soldiers, obtained the 
Imperial Crown, but enjoy ' d it but 
a ſhort Time, for young Heliogaba- 
lus warring againſt him, overcame 
him, and put him to Death, with 
Diadumanus his Son. 


AJ. D. Manus Ant. Heliogabalu, 
220. the natural Son of Ca- 
racalla, 
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racalla, was incredibly luxurious. 
His Garments, tho* exceeding coſt- 
ly, he would not put on twice. His 


Shoes were ſet with Pearls, his Seats 


ſtrewed with Musk and Amber, his 
Bed covered with Gold and Pur- 
ple, and adorned with moſt collly 
Jewels, his Veſſels (even of the ba- 
feſt Uſe) all Gold, his Lamps burnt 
with the Balms of Arabia and India, 
his Ways ſtrew'd with the Powder of 
Gold and Silver, his Diet ſo profuſe, 
that at every Supper in his Court was 
uſually ſpent 1000 Pounds Sterling. 
At a Feaſt of the chief Roman Citi- 
zens in his Court, he cauſed all the 
Rooms to be ſtrewed with Saffron, 
faying, That ſuch Cattle deſerved 
tuch Litter. Near the Sea he would 
eat no Fiſh, and in the Inland no 
Fleſh; He had whole Meals made 
of the Tongues of ſinging Birds and 
Peacocks, or of the Brains of moſt 
coltly Creatures. At one Supper he 
was ſerved with 600 Oftriches. He 
built a Stew in his Court, wherein 
himſelf, in the Attire of an Harlot, 
would make Orations to his Whores, 
terming them his Fellow-Soldiers, 
and giving them Inſtructions how 
they ſhould practice with the greateſt 
Variety their filthy Luſts. In Rome 
he built a Charter-Houſe for Wo- 


men to meet in, where they might 


determine of their Attires. He 
brought his Mother Semiamira in- 
to the Senate, giving her a Voice 
with the Senators: But Conſcience 
accuſing him, and fearing the Rage 
of the People for his Crimes, he 
prepared filken Halters, golden 
Knives, and built a lately Tower 
exceeding high, adorned with Gold 
and Gems, thinking when Occaſion 
ſhould be, by ſome of theſe Means 
to deilroy himſelf, having theſe 
Words oft in his Mouth, That howw- 
frever he died, yet his Death ſhould 
be precious in the Sieht of all Men. 
but he was miltaken ; for the Pre- 


torian Band dragged him and hi; 
Mother with Acclamations throug\ 
Rome, ſaying, That the Bitch ai 
her Whelps muſt go together; then 
ſlew them, and threw them int» 
Dber. And the Senate approving 
what was done, decreed that hl 
Name ſhould be blotted out of all Mo. 
numents in Rome, and never any .

gainſt the Per/ians, Goths, Sarmates, 
and Germans. He was moſt noble 
and lovely conditioned, exceeding 
ſtudious, and addicted unto Learn- 
ing, having in his Library no leſs 
than 62,000 Books. But by his Pre- 
fect Philip he was depos'd, Philip 
alſo uſurping the Imperial Govern- 
ment, under whom for a Time this 
depoſed Vouth held an ordinary 
Captain's Place; but the Uſurper 
judging himſelf not ſecure while 


Gordianus lived, commanded him 
to be ſlain. 


A. D. Por Philippus Arabs hath 


the Honour, according to 


ſome, of being the firſt 


Emperor baptized into the Chriſtian 
Faith, together with his Wife Sowe- 
ra, and his Son Philip. Himſelf 
and his Son were ſlain by the Sol- 
diers. Of his Son it was reported, 
that he was of ſo admirable a Com- 
poſedneſs, that in all his Life he 
was never ſeen to laugh. 


A. D. Rajanns Decius ſwayed 


253. the Empire like a wor- 
thy Prince, ſaving his perſecuting 
the Saints of God; for he it was 
that raiſed the ſeventh Perſecution 
againſt the Chriſtians. Under him 
ſuffered Fabianus and Cornelius, Bi- 
ſhops of Rome; St. Lawrence, and 
many other good Chriſtians he put 
to great Tortures ; amongſt the reſt, 
Origen he cauſed to be icourged at 
an 45 Stake, and then locked his 
Feet in the Stocks four Paces aſun- 
der.

but thereby he attained & 
o Empire he had luſted after. The 
on. Chriſtians he baniſhed. At which 
Time fo violent a Peſtilence com- 
menced, that no Province in the 
World was exempt from it. He 
made a diſhourable Peace with 
the Goths, who notwithſtanding con- 
tinued their Furies againſt the Ro- 
mans, which his General A*milianus 
Maurus revenged with a wonderful 
Slaugher ; whereby /Zmilian grew 


ſo famous, and Gallus fo contempti- , 


ble, that the Soldiers proclaimed . 
milian Emperor, who flew Gallus 


and his Son both in Fight. 


A.D. TV Ultus Fimilianus, an African 
255. by Birth, of baſe Paren- 

tage, was elected Emperor 
only by the M;/arArmy,which Ele- 
Etion the Italian Bands oppoſed in 
favour of their own Leader Valeria. 
nus, Whom they ſought to promote 
to the Empire, the Senate alſo incli- 
ning thereto. Therefore the Man 
Soldiers, when they underſtood this,

A. D. T Tcinius Valerianus, in the 
255. Beginning of his Reign, 
was very gracious and mild towards 
the Chriſtians; but afterwards (ſtir- 
red up by an Egyptian Sorcerer) he 
began the eighth Perſecation with 
great Cruelty, Many were the 

artyrs which with horrible Tor- 
tures he cauſed to be put to Neath ;

A.D. Tcinius Galienus, in whoſt 
268. Time the Sun was cloud.

other Edifices, ſhaking the Ground 

ſo terribly, that vaſt Caves and hi. 
deous gaping Bowels of the Earth 
were thereby laid open, and great 
Streams of Salt Water flowed ot 
from them; the Earth roared, and 
ſeemed to thunder, when there . 
no Voice heard in the Air above, ll 
The Sea over-{welled her Banks, 
and brake into many Continents, 
drowning Countries, Cities, andPeo- 
ple; and fo violent a Peſtilence n. 
ged, that in Rome, no leſs than Five 
thouſand Perſons died thereof in: 
Day. Which ſad Calamities ſome- FRF / 
what moving the Emperor to Re. 
morſe, he ſtayed the Perſecutions of 
the Chriſtians, ſending out his E. RF. 
dicts in Favour of them. The Re. 
man Soldiers now in divers Places 
of the Empire ſet up no fewer than 
thirty titular Emperors at once. . 
But Ga/ierns, after that he had fuf- 
fered the Empire to be rent inPieces, 
and uſurped by many barbarous Na- 
tions, was murthered at Milan by. 
three of his principal Captains. 


A.D. Urelius Flavius Claudiu 
271. was elected by the 80.

peror by the Senate in Rome. He 
flew ard took Priſoners of the Gt"!

the Shadow of Sovereignty. 


A. D. Alerius Probus was elect-· 


280. ed by the Eaſtern Ar- 
my, and had his Election confirm'd 
by the Senate, with theſe Additions 
to his Title of Auguſtus, namely, 
The Father of his Country and high- 
et Biſhop. His firſt Service, after 
he was Emperor, was in Gallia 
againſt the Germans, who had made 
themſelves Lords thereof, where, 
in ore Bare continuing two Days, 
40,000 of them, and re- 
covered out of their Hands feven 
Cities. He quieted the Provinces 
of Muſcovia, Ruſſia, and Polonia, 
and likewiſe Greece, Syria, Arabia, 
Paleſtina, and Judea. Whence paſ- 
ſing into Perſia, he had honourable 
Conditions of Nar/es their mighty 
King: Whereupon iflued ſo uni- 
verſal a Peace, tnat no Wars were 
heard of in all the Provinces of 
the Empire. But this Calm laſted 
but a ſhort Time; for the Eg yp- 
tians, and likewiſe Bonoſus and Pro- 
clus rebel againſt him; all whom 
he ſubdued. Other Defections and 
Rebellions there were in the Eaft- 
em Part, which he prepared vi- 

rouſly to correct; reſolving, as 
ie ſaid, to bring Matters to that 
Paſs, that the State ſhould want no 
more Soldiers ; which Saying of 
his, with alſo his Curbing the diſ- 


ſolute Manners of the Soldiers, did Palladius 
ſo diſguſt them, that ſome of his 4. B. of 
Army conſpired againſt him, and London. 


treacherouſly murthered him. After 
which they yet erected him an ho- 
nourable Sepulchre, whereon was 
engraven this Epitaph ;

Carinus, his 
eldeſt Son, he made Governor of 
Britain, and the Weſtern Parts, 
and himſelf, with his younger Son 
Numerianus, prepared for the EA 
againſt the Perſians; but in his 
Journey thither-ward, as he lay 
fick in his Bed, a Thunderbolt 
flew him, with many others then 
with him in his Tent. The Ter- 
ror whereof ſo diſanimated the 
whole Army, that they deſiſted 
from the intended Deſign againſt 
Perſia; and Numerianus took his 
Father's Death ſo heavily, that with 
continual Weeping his Eyes were 
ſo weakened, that he could not bear 
the Light. From which Diſaſters, 
Arrius Aper, in Hopes of procuring 
the Empire to himſelf, took Occaſion 
to work the Death of Numerianus. 


A. D. Tclefianus, who at the 
288. firſt was a common 
Soldier, flew Arrius Aper; which 
done, he was elected Emperor, and 
confirmed by the Senate. Valerius 
Maximianus, for his good Service 
in vanquiſhing the Gaz/s, who trou- 
bled the Peace of the Empire, he 
made his Conſort in the Govern- 
ment. Theſe Emperors raiſed the 
Tenth Perſecution, which cont1- 
nued for the Term of Ten Years, 
ſo fierce, that within the Space of 
one Month, Seventeen Thouſand 
Chriſtians were put to Death, beſides 
infinite Numbers of others cruelly 
handled, though ſuffered to eſcape 
with their Lives. And as in other 
Parts of the Empire, ſo in Britazn, 


their Seal of Arms, a Field charged . 


ed, and their Bodies afflicted. St. 
Alban, of the City Verolamium, wu 
beheaded at Holmburſt, now called 
Se. Albans. His Inſtructor Ampbi. 
bolus was brought to the ſame Place 
and whipped at a Stake, wheren 
his Entrails were tied, ſo winding 
his Entrails out of his Body, was a 
laſt toned to Death. Sundry other 
wer put to Death in other Places; 
and in Litchfield ſo many, that the

A. D. F NOnftantine the Great, at 
310. his firſt Entrance upon 
the Empire, purſued the Relicks of 
the War, which his Father Conſfan- 
tius had begun againſt the Caledoni- 
ans and other Pils. Then he un- 
dertook to tame the Tyrant Maxer- 
tius : but being doubtful what God 
he ſhould call upon for Aid in this 
his Enterprize (for as yet he was not 
fully ſettled in the Chriſtian Faith, 
nor baptized) in his Meditation hap- 
pening to caſt up his Eyes Eaſt- 
ward, he beheld in the Heavens the 
Sign of a Croſs, or the Form of the 
firſt Greek Character of the Name 
of Chriſt, preſented to his Sight, 
wherein were Stars (as Letters) ſo 
placed, that this Sentence in Gree# 
might be read, In hoc wince. This 
miraculous Sign, promiſing Victory, 
was ſo comfortable to Conſtantine, 
that with great Coura ge he advanced 
towards his Enemy, bearing before 
him and his Army, in place. of the 
Imperial Standard, the Form of this 
Vihon embroidered with Gold and 
precious Stones. Maxentius had 
tramed a deceitful Bridge over 7y- 
ber, near unto Pons Milwius, with 
Intent thereby to intrap tr ;

. forgetful Haſte, he took over the 
ſame Bridge, which ſuddenly falling 
under him, he with many more 
were drowned, and Conſtantine re- 
mained Victor.

Herein was built the Palace of that 
publick Library, wherein were con- 
tained 20000 of the choiceſt writ- 
ten Books, and in the Midſt thereof 
were the Guts of a Dragon, in length 
120 Feet, on which was admirably 
written in Letters of Gold the Liad. 
of Him r. But this new City quickly 
loſt its Name of New Rome ; for 
Love to the Founder made it take 
Name from him, that is, Conflanti- 
nople. To this City Conflantine drew 
his Legions out of Germany, Gallia, 
and Britainy, which much weaken- 
ed this Part of the Empire, and 
made Way for the Piat, to infeſt the 
more civil Parts of this Iſland. He 
called the Council of Nie, where 
himſelf fate Preſident. 

He died May 22, 337, whoſe 
Body was interr'd at Conſtantinople, 
in the Church of the Apoltles which 
himſelf had founded. 

This Chriſtian Emperor would 
often kiſs the Hollow of old Paph- 
nutius's Eyes, which he had loſt in 
the former Times of Perſecution, for 
the Sake of Chriſt. He uſed ſuch 
Reverence and Attention to the 
Word of God preached, that many 
times he would ſtand up all Sermon- 
time, and when ſome told him that 
it was to his Diſparagement, he an- 
ſwered, That it was in the Serwice 
of the great God, who is no Reſpecer

"Theſe Goths therefore, to revenge 
their Wrongs, choſe for their Leader 
a valiant Goth, named Alaricus, who 
ſhortly proved the Scourge of Rome. 
With him joined the Vandals, Alans, 
and Sqawewians ; all which, with 
great Fury, began to war in Auſtria 
and Hungary, increaſing their Pow- 
ers with ſuch Multitudes, that the 
World was amazed, and ſtood in 
Fear. For unto thoſe reſorted Two 
hundred thouſand Goths more, un- 
der the Conduct of Radagaſius their 
King, who with united Force over- 
ran Thracia, Hungary, Auſtria, Scla- 
wonia, and Dalmatia, ipoiling all 
in ſuch Manner, that Devils, and 
not Men, ſeem'd to have paſſed that 
Way. The Roman Empire thus de- 
clining, and the Armies in Britain 
fearing the Fury of the Goths, to ſe- 
cure themſelves the beſt Way they 
could, elected an Emperor at home, 
one Marcus their Lieutenant ; but 
he not fitting their Humours, they 
in a ſhort Time murther'd him. In 
whoſe Stead they enthroned one 
Gratian a Britain, whom within 4. 
Months they alſo murther'd. At 
the Death of him, they elected, for 
the Name Sake, one Conſtantine, 
a common Soldier, and he paſſing 
beyond the Seas, was very proſpe- 
rous for a while. His Imperial Seat 
he placed at Arles, ſent Letters ex- 
cuſatory unto Honorius, pretending 
that the Soldiers compelled him to 
do what he did; which ſo pleaſed 
the Emperor, that he ſent him a 
Purple Robe. But one Maximinus 
riſing againſt him, he was taken 
Priſoner, ſent to Rome, and there 
beheaded. From that Time Britain 
renew'd her Obedience to Honorius; 
and Vidlorinus, Lieutenant here, oft- 
times repreſſed the Incurfions of 
the Scots and Pics.

they all Judging him guilty

diſclaim thenceforward all Obedi- 
ence to him as their Archbiſhop. 
And there next Day * whilſt they 
were conſulting concerning him, 
he cauſed to be ſung before- him

But Henry, 
to let the Servant of Servants know 
that he was Supreme in his own 
Kingdom, and that he liked not 
his taking Part with a Subject a- 
gainſt his Sovereign Lord, com- 
manded the Sheriffs to attack ſuch 
as did appeal to the Court of Rome, 
with the Relations of all ſuch of 
the Exgliſh Clergy as were with Becker, 
and to put them under Sureties : 
Alſo to ſeize their Revenues, Goods, 
and Chattels. The King likewiſe 
ſeized all the Archbiſhop's Goods 
and Profits, baniſhed his Kindred, 
prohibited his being publickly pray- 
ed for as Archbiſhop : Commanded 
his Juſtices to apprehend and ſecure 
all ſuch as ſhould bring any Inter- 
dit into England, till the King's 
Pleaſure was further known. On 
the other Hand, Becket in France, by 
ſpecial Authority from the Pope, 


excommunicated the Biſhop of Lon- 


don, and proceeded fo far with o- 
thers, that there was ſcarce found 
m the King's Chapel ſuch as might 
perform the wonted Service. Here- 
upon the King ſends again to the 
Pope, to fend him Legates which 
might abſolve his excommunicated 
Subjects, and ſettle a Peace. But 
the Pope's Legates, whom he ſent, 
did not effect a Reconciliation, by 
reaſon of Becket's Perverſeneſs.

In the Iſle of Wight it rained

with this Queſtion, See avhbether this 
be thy Son's Coat, or not? Whereup- 
on the Pope replied, That he wwas 
neither his Son, nor the Son of the 
Church, and therefore ſhould be ran- 
Somed at the King's Pleaſure, becauſe 
he avas rather to 4 judged a Serwitor 
of Mars, than a Soldier of Chrift. In 
this War with the French, the King, 
amongſt other Victories, obtained 
one of Fame ; taking an Hundred 
Knights and Servitors on Horſeback, 
and Footmen without Number, 
thirty Men of Arms, alſo 200 great 
Horſe, whereof 140 had Barbs 
and Capariſons armed with Iron. 
The King in his own Perſon did 
moſt nobly, for with one Spear he 
threw to the Earth Matthew de 
Mummerancy, Alan de Ruſci, and 
Fulk de Giſerval, and took them. 
So have awe wanquifhed the King of 
France at Gyſors, howwbeit ave have 
not done it, but God and our Right by 
us, ſaid the King in kis Letter to 
the Biſhop of Durham. But the fatal 
Accident is at Hand, which put an 
End to this renowned Warrior ; 
for the Viſcount of Limoges having 
found a great Hoard of Silver and 
Gold, ſent a great Part thereof to 
King Richard, as chief Lord; with 
which the King being not contented, 
came with ſome Forces to the Caflle 
of Chaluz, belonging to the Viſ- 
count, where he ſuppoſed the Riches 
Kere; the Garriſon of Which Place

and all therein, if only their Lives 
and Limbs might be ſaved; but the 
King would accept of no Conditi- 
ons, bidding them to defend them- 
ſelves as they could, for he would 
enter by the Sword, and hang them 
all.

ſaid, had ſlain his Father, and two 
Brothers, with his own Hands. Yet 
did the magnanimous King, forgive 
this Bertram de Guidon the Fact, gave 
him an hundred Shillings, and ſet 
him at Liberty. But Captain Mar- 
cadey after the King was dead, took 
him, flea'd him alive, and then 
hang'd him.

Hubert, Archbiſhop, called 
a General Council in his. Province 
without the King's Permiſſion, and 
then diſdained the King's Prohibi- 
tion thereof. The Lay-Peers they 
came in alſo to act a Part, and at 
a Time when the King ſtood in need 
of their Help againſt the Poicto- 
wins and French, refuſed to attend 
the King in his Wars againſt them, 
Howbeit, King John put forth to 
Sea, arrived in Normandy, and in 
Battle overthrew his Nephew Ar- 
thur, and by Valour recovered all 
the Province that had revolted ; 
Prince Arthur, and all the Peers of 
Poictou, above 200 French Knights, 
and others of Command, he took 
Priſoners. Not long after which, 
young Arthur died, not without 
Suſpicion of Violence ; which gave 
a freſh Occaſion to ſome of the diſ- 
affected Peers to bandy againſt the 
King, whom the King of France 
now cited as his Homager tor the 
Dukedom of Normandy, to appear 
at a ſet Day to be tried by his Peers 
upon Point of Murther and 'I'rca- 
ſon. And King 7 not appear- 
ing at the appointed Time, was by 
the King and Peers of France diſin- 
herited and condemned, and accord- 
ing to the Sentence they proceeded 
againſt him ; and what by the King's 
Remiſſneſs, the Treachery of his 
People, and Power of his Enemies, 
he loſt a great Part of the ſtrongeſt 
Towns and Caſtles in the French 
Territories. But the delinquent 
Peers and Barons King 7h put to 
their Fines ; and for the carrying on 
of the Wars againſt France, had a 
Subſidy granted him, which moved 
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i100. the People to think hardly of him. 
he King of France, who had been 


too ſucceisful of late againſt the Eng - 
liſb, ſent a braving Champion over 
into Exgland, to juſtify by Duel his 
Proceedings in King John's French 
Dominions ; with whom John Cur- 
cy, Earl of Ufer, undertook to 
combat. This Curcy was a Man 
of Gigantick Limbs and Strength, 
and of ſome Conditions not deſpica- 
ble, had they not been ſavaged with 
too much Rudeneſs : Which ap- 
pear'd not only by his wild Speeches 
touching the King's Miſuſage of his 
Nephew Arthur ; but even then, 
when the King demanded of him 
whether he would combat in his 
Quarrel ; he anſwer'd, No, not in thy 
Quarrel, nor for thy Sake; yet for 
the Kingdom's Right 1 will fight to 
the Death. But this the French 
Champion never put him to ; for 
hearing of the Earl's exceſſive Feed- 
Ing, and Strength anſwerable there- 
to, the Manſieur ſneak d away into 
Spain, as aſhamed to ſhew his Face 
again in France. Of Earl Curcy tis 
farther ſaid, that when the two 
Kings of France and Eng/and met 
together upon a Truce in Fance, 
King Philip having heard of Curcy, 
and that he was in the Exgliſb Camp, 
requeſted of King John that he 
might ſee ſome Experiment of his 
ſo much feared and famed Strength.

The Lay People were tumbled like 1199. 
Dogs into every Ditch. Howbeit woymd 


the King to beeven with the Pope, 
proicrib'd the diſloyal Clergy, their 
Revenues he confiſcated, their Bi- 


ſhopricks, Abbies, and Priories, he 
put into Lay-mens Hands, and 


every where they ſuffered Wrong, 
without ordinary Protection of Ju- 
ſtice. But ſome of the eminent 
Clergy deteſted the Pope's ſavage 
Proceedings, as Philip, Biſhop of 
Durham, and his Succeſſor, and the 
Biſhops of Winchefter and Norwich ; 
they animated the King to contemn 
the Papal Curſe, and the Ciftercian 
Abbots ( negle&ting the Interdi& 
continued the Divine Service, till 
the Pope ſuſpended them for their 
Contempt. Moreover, the Pope to 
revenge himſelf of the King, ana- 
thematized him by Name, which 
cauſed many to deſert his Service; 
for which he puniſh'd them by Fine. 
Yet at length, the better to ſecure 
himſelf and State, the King was ve- 
ry deſirous to come to an Atone- 
ment, and aſſured under his Seal, 
that Archbiſhop Langton, with the 
Biſhops and Monks, and others, 
ihould be reflored both to his Fa-

Mead) whither they came with arm- 
ed Multitudes out of all the King- 
dom, numberleſs. Where the King 
perceiving their ſo great Strength, 
and his own ſmall Party, he grant- 
ed them the utmoſt of their Deſires, 
not only for Liberties ſpecified in 
Magna Charta, and Charta Foreſtæ, 
but alſo for a Kind of Rule in the 
Government, by 25 ſelected Peers, 
to whoſe Command all the other 
Barons were alſo bound by Oath to 
be obedient. But the King could 
not long reliſh this; therefore pri- 
vately ſends to his truſtieſt Friends 
to fortify and victual their Caſtles, 
and himſelf ſecretly retires into the 
Iſle of Wight. From whence he 
diſpatched Meſſengers, both to the 
Pope and his foreign Friends, to 
crave the Cenſure of the One, and 
Succours of the Other, againſt ſuch 
outrageous Rebels. In both which 
his Agents were fo ſedulous, and 
Friends compaſſionate, that at Rome 
by definitive Sentence the - Barons 
Charters were made void, the Ring 
an 
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1199, and Barons accurſed, if either of 
tem obſerv'd the Compoſition made 


at Council Mead. And from Fan- 
ders, Gaſcoign, Brabant, and other 
Parts, ſuch competent Aids came in 
as encouraged the King, after three 
Months Secreſy, to ſhew himſelf in 
the Face of his Enemies.

adorned with little black Croſſes, 
having two Labels hanging down 
before and behind ; which the Arch- 
biſhops, when going to the Altar, 
put upon their Necks, above their 
own Pontifical Ornaments.) The 
diſloyal Barons were all excommuni- 
cated by Name, and all their Lands, 
together with the City of London, 
interdicted. But the lofty Barons 
held thoſe Cenſures in ſo high Con- 
tempt, that they decreed neither 
themſelves nor Citizens of London 
ſhould obſerve them, nor the Pre- 
lates denounce them.

Father King 2 De- 
ceaſe, the Earl of Pembroke being, 
by common Conſent of Peers and 
Prelates, conſtituted Guardian of 
him during his Non- age. This No- 
ble Earl ſet out againſt Lewis, and at 
Lincoln utterly deated his Army ; 
which Diſcomfiture was called Lewis 
Fair, from the great Spoil that the 
Earl's Soldiers took from the Lew:- 
Here 
the chiefeſt of the malignant Barons 
were taken, with about 400 Knights, 
beſides Eſquires, and of other Sorts 
innumerable. A great Number al- 
ſo of ſuch as eſcaped out of the 
Fight, were knocked on the Head 
by the Country People. Likewiſe 
Kot the ſame Time a freſh Supply 
of Men and Money coming from 
France, were ſcattered, ſunk, and 
taken by the Exgliſb Fleet, the Eng- 
liſb in the Engagement uſing unſla- 
ked Lime, which they threw into 
the Faces of the Monſieurs, blindiug 
their Sight therewith.

In 4. D. 1257, was Richard Earl 
of Cormuall, the King's Brother, 
elected King of the Romans, and 
was crowned at Aguiſgrane, having 
pane a large Sum of Money for the 

onour. At this Time the Earl was 
reputed to poſſeſs ſo much ready 
Coin, as would every Day, for ten 
Vears, afford him an hundred Marks 
upon the main Stock, beſides his 
Rents and Revenues in Germany, and 
the Engliſb Dominions. 

And now the King relapſed into 
his own Profuſeneſs, and favouring 
of the Poictowins, and other Foreign- 
ers; the Nobles hereupon came ex- 
quiſitely armed to the Parliament, 
holden at Oxford, with a Reſolu- 
tion to force the King and his A- 
liens to their Propoſals; which 
were, That the King ſhould un- 
feignedly keep the Charter of Li- 
berties : That ſuch an one ſhould be 
in Place of Juſticiary, who would 
Judge all impartially : That the 
Foreigners ſhould be expelled the 
Realm: And that Twenty. four 
Perſons ſhould there be choſen, to 
have the ſole Adminiſtration of 
King and State, and yearly appoint- 
ing of all great Officers; reſerving 
to the King the Ceremonies of Ho- 
nour; binding themſelves by Oath 
to ſee theſe Things performed, and 
the King and Prince ſwearing to 
obſerve the Ordination of theſe diſ- 
loyal Barons, who had, by an Edi& 
given out, high Menacings againſt 
all that ſhould reſiſt. The Poicto- 
wins were fo terrified by theſe vio- 
lent Proceedings, that they fled in- 
to France. The giddy People join- 
ed with the Barons, as the Aſſer- 
tors of their Liberties ; the Len- 
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donner bound themſelves under their 


publick Seal, to aſſiſt them in the

the Romans, the Barons would not 
ſuffer to come into England, but in a

were on the Earl's Side, and diſtri- 
buted their Eſtates amongſt his well- 
deſerving Subje&s. The Legate Car- 
dinal Ottobon excommunicated the 
Biſhops of London, Winchefter, War- 
cefter, and gow rt for their ad- 
hering unto the Earl. And now all 
things being calm in England, Prince 
Edward, with many of the Nobles, 
took the Croſs upon them for the 
Holy Land. And the King, to ſecure 
the Nation's Peace, held a Parlia- 
ment at Marlborough, where the 
Statutes of Mar/borough were en- 
acted. But King Henry having 
been at Norwich, to puniſh the Citi- 
Zens Outrage in burning the Priory 
Church, he in his Return, fell grie- 
vouſly ſick at the Abby of St. Ed. 
mond in Suffolk, and there died in 
A. D. 1272, and was buried at 
Weſtminſter. His Wife was Eleanor, 
the Daughter of Raymond Earl of 
Provence. His Iſſue was Edward, 
Edmund ſurnamed Crouchback, Ri- 
chard, who died young; as alſa 
John, William, and Henry. Mar- 
aret, married to Alexander III.

In the 17th Year of his Reign, four 
Mock Suns were ſeen from Morn- 
ng to Evening ; after which follow- 
ed fo great a Dearth, that People 
were forced to eat Horſe-Fleſh and 
Barks of Trees; and in London twen- 
ty Thouſand were famiſhed. In 
this Famine, which was about A. D. 
1235, certain poor People of Abol- 
de/lia (ſo called then) in Cambridge- 
Sire, whilſt Corn was green, pluck'd 
the Ears in the common Fields to 
ſuſtain their Lives; whereupon the 
Owners call upon and compel the 
Prieſt to curſe them all; but one a- 
mongſt them, more human than the 
reſt, adjured the Prieſt, in the Name 
of God, to exempt his Corn from 
the Sentence, ſaying, It pleaſed him 
well that the Poor for their Neceſſity 
had took of his Corn; and ſo com- 
mended that which they had left to 
God, who miraculouſly preſerved it, 
when as all the other Corn (among 
which his grew) was utterly de- 
ſtroyed by terrible Lightning, Wind, 
Hail and Rain, whilſt the Prieſt was 
about to denounce the Curſe. A. D.

King Edvard to yield hereunto, was 
the Want of Supplies of Money, 
thro the Fault of his Officers in Eng- 
land, whom he ſeverely puniſhed at 
his Return.

aving diſloyally left their own 
Earl and chief Lord Philip, King 
of France. And Lewis the Emperor 
breaking League with the King of 
England; took Part with France ; 
which when King Edward under- 
ſtood, he angrily Tad, J avill fight 
evith them beth.

Howbeit undaunted Edward en- 
tred himſelf into the Ford, crying 
He that lowes me, let him follow me, 
as one reſolved to paſs over, or there 
to die; the firſt of which he did; 
for his Soldiers following him, 
won the Paſſage, putting du Foy to 
Flight. And now King Edward 
being come near to Creſſie in Pon- 
thieu, lying between the Rivers of 
Soame and Anthy, he there moſt vi- 
gilantly ee e for his Defence 
againſt King Philip, who was ad- 
vancing towards him with an Hun- 
dred Thouſand Men and upward. 
When the two Armies were within 
Sight of each other, the King of 
England, after he had called upon 
God, diſpoſed his Hoſt into three 
Battles. To his Son Edward the 
Black Prince, he gave Order of the 
Van; the ſecond Battle the Earls of 
Northampton and Arundel command- 
ed; the third himſelf. And as if 
he meant to barricado his Army 
from flying, he cauſed his Carriages 
to be placed in the Rear thereof, and 
Trees to be plaſhed and felled, to 
ſtop up the Way behind his Hoſt ;

At length, 
after much Spoil made upon the 
French, a Peace was concluded on 
betwixt the two Kings, though it 
continued not long e'er the French 
broke the Agreement. In Revenge 
wherof, Edward preſently entred 
France with an Army, and ſpoiled 
it where he came; and after his Re- 
turn into England again, when he 
heard that John the new King of 
France had given to Charles the Dau- 
thin the Dutchy of Aguitain, King 
Edævard beſtowed the ſame upon 
the Black Prince, commanding him 
to defend that Right with the 
Sword. 'The Prince thereupon, fur- 
niſhed with a gallant Army, ſet fail 
towards France, where he took many 
Towns and Priſoners, advanced into 
the Boſom of France up to the very 
Gates of Burges in Berry ; from 
whence, Er about to return 
to his chief City Bourdeaux, John 
King of France encountred him with 
a great Army, having the Odds of 
fix to one; notwithſtanding which, 
the victorious Prince of Wales diſ- 
comfited the French, took Priſoners 
King John and Philip his youngeſt 
Son, the Archbiſhop of Sens, and 
many great Lords, and about two 
Thouſand Knights, Eſquires, and 
Gentlemen bearing Armories. And 
ſlew in Fight above fifty-two Lords, 
and ſeventeen Hundred Knights, 
Eſquires, and Gentlemen, with Sir 
Reginald Camian, who that Day bore

1376. the Orfamb.or French Enſign ; and 
WwYYy of the common Soldiers about fix 


Thouſand. 'To Fames Lord Aud- 
ley, who in this Fight received ma- 
ny Wounds, the Prince 8 500 
Marks Lands in Fee Simple, which 
ſaid Land the Lord Audley beſtow- 
ed on his four Eſquires that had 
continued with him in all the Brunt 
and Fury of Danger. King Edward 
the Father, whilſt his Son was thus 
proſperouſly buſied in France, pro- 
ceeded in hoſtile Sort againſt the 
Scots, and brought King Balio/ at 
Roxborough to make a Surrender of 
his Crown to him. Prince Edward, 
after his late Victory, marched with 
Joy and Triumph to Bourdeaux ; 
where having refreſhed his wearicd 
Soldiers, he took his leave of France, 
though not of the King thereof ; 
for him he brought with himſelf 
a Captive to London, whither the 


Prince was welcomed with exqui- 


gte Honours by Henry Picard, then 
Lord- Mayor. Which ſaid Picard at- 
terwards, at one Tume, feaſted at his 
own Charge the Kings of England, 
France, Scotland, and Cyprus. King 
Edward ordered that eight Days 
ſhould be ſpent in giving God the 


Glory for the Victory; and not long 


after, with a Fleet of one thouſand 
one hundred Sail, he paſſed over 
from Sandwich to a freſh Invaſion; 
and being come before the Walls 
of Paris, he honoured four hun- 


dred Eſquires and Gentlemen with 
Knighthood. 


Ample Conditions 
were offered by the French unto 
the King of England, to which he 
would not at preſent liſten; yet at 
length was perſuaded to an Ke. 
on theſe Conditions: That himſelf 


and Son Exavard ſhould for ever re- 
leaſe unto King John and his Heirs 


the Right. and Claim which they 
had unto the Crown of France, Dut- 
chy of Normandy, &c. That King

ſome other Conditions. All which 
were ratified with Hands, Seals, and 
Oaths at Calais, though by the

ward heard thereof. Wherefor # 
the King ſent over 7% Duke of *

after them the King ſent that re 
nowed Captain Sir Robert Kyull, 
who went on very proſperouſly, til 
by the Inſtigation of Sir John Mem 
ſtergvorth, and ſome others, (wio 
thought themſelves better than Si 
Robert) a Diviſion was made in ths 
Army, whereby the Engl; Fortune 
were hindered ; for the which Mer 
flerworth paid the Loſs of his Heal, 
About the ſame Time alſo ſons 
great Officers of the King's, as /un 
Duke of Lancaſter, the Lord Lat:

Arms, in Remembrance of the great 
good Service done by the Lord- 
Mayor. Zack Straw, at the Time 
of his Execution, confeſſed, That 
theſe Rebels had deſigned to mur- 
der the King and Chiefs of the 
Realm, and to have ſet up Petty 
Kings of their own chooſing in 
every Shire. The Number of Re- 
bels executed in all Places was a- 
bout fifteen Hundred, Theſe were 
called the Hurling-times. And now 
the Nation being ſettled in Quiet, 
King Richard married the Lady 
Anne, Daughter unto the Emperor 
Charles the Fourth. John Duke 
of Lancaſier was ſent into France, 
where he concluded a Truce with 
that Nation for ſix Months. But 
theſe Sun- ſhine Days laſted not 
long ; for beſides the Annoyances 
done to Ergland by the Scots at ſe- 
veral Times, and the French threat- 
ning an Invaſion, the worſt Miſ- 
chief fell at Home through the 
Means of diſcontented and ambi- 
tious Spirits, who kindled a Civil 
War.

The an- 
cient Nobles envied that Robert de 
Vere, Earl of Oxford, was created 
Marquis of Dublin, and Duke of 
Ireland; and Michael de la Pool, 


a Merchant's Son, Earl of Suffo/k ; 


and that the King had been in too 
great Favour. Theſe were held 
for great Grievances; nor would 
the Parliament nn the King any 
Aids againſt his Foreign Foes, unleſs 
theſe Lords were removed and de- 
graded. This the King covld not 
well digeſt, but conſulted the Learn- 
ed in the Law, concerning certain 
Articles of Treaſon, within the 
Compaſs of which he might take 
the popular Lords. And at Notting- 
bam Robert Trifihan, Chief Juſticiar, 
Rotert Belknap, Chief Juſtice of the 
Common-Pleas, hn Holt, Roger 
Filibrop, and William Burgh, Juſti- 
ciars; John Lockton, the King's 
Serjeant at Law; all ſubſcribed to 
certain Articles of Treaſon made

And now the King and Tor

Death. But whilt King Richard 
was in Treland to qualify a Diſtur- 
bance there, Herry Duke of Lan- 
cafler and Hereford lands in England 
with what Forces he had, pretend- 
ing nothing but the Recovery of his 
Inheritance. To him there repaired 
Henry Piercy, the Earl of Northum- 
berland, his Son Hot-ſpur and Earl 
of Weſtmorland, with many others: 
Multitudes offering their Service to 
him, as pitying his Calamity, and 
exaſperated againſt the King, be- 
9 to furniſh his Iriſh Voyage he 
had extorted Monies on all Hands, 
and had taken up Carriages, Victu- 
als, and other Neceſſaries, without 
any Recompence. The Duke of 
Lancaſter, with an Army of about 
60,000, marched to Briſtol, beſieg- 
ed the Caſtle, and took it, and 
therein two Knights of the King's 
Council, Buy and Green, whoſe 
Heads were cut off at the Requeſt of 


the Rabble. 


The Duke of Jork, whom King 
Richard had left behind him to go- 
vern England, could gain but ſmall 
Aſſiſtance againſt Lancaſter, nor could 
the King at his Return into Erg- 
land find many Friends, therefore he 
betook himſelf to a Parly 'with his 
Enemies ; the Sum of his Demands 
being, That if himſelf and Eight 
more whom he ſhould name might 
have honourable Allowance, with 
the Aſſurance of a private quiet Life, 
he would reſign the Crown. This 
was promiſed him; whereupon he 
put himſelf into the Duke of Lan- 

caſter's 
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eafter's Hands, who conducted him 
out of the Ve to London, where he 
was lodged in the Tower. And now 
a Parliament was ſummoned in the 
King's Name to be held at - 
minfter, in which Parliament Kin 
Richard was charged with the Breac 
of his Coronation Oath in Thirty 
two Articles: His abuſe of the pub- 
lick Treaſure, Waſte of the Crown 
Lands, Loſs of Honour abroad; and 
that at home he was guilty of Fal- 
ſhood, Injuſtice, Treaſon againſt the 
Rights of the Crown, and what 
not, that Ambition and Envy could 
invent againſt him. The Reſult 
whereof was, he reſign'd his Crown 
to the Duke of N which 
Reſignation the whole Body of the 
Parliament did particularly accept, 
ſaving Tho. Merks, Biſhop of Car- 
liſte, A. D. 1399, Sept. 29. His firſt 
Wife was Anne, Daughter to the 
Emperor Charles IV. His ſecond 
Wife Jſabel, was Daughter to Charles 
VI. King of France. 

In the very Beginning of this 
King's Reign, one John Philpot, a 
private Citizen of London, at his 
own Charge, manned out a Fleet 
to Sea, for the guarding of both 
Land and Sea from the Enemy ; and 
was ſo ſucceſsful, that within a 
ſhort Space, he took fifteen Ships 
of the Spaniards fraught with rich 
Merchandize. |

When 
Morning was come, the French took 
the Field, preſſing who ſhould be 
foremoſt to this eaſy (as they 
thought) Conqueſt. Againſt whom 
(their greateſt Strength conſiſtin 
in Horſe ) King Henry commicnded 
Two Hundred {ſtrong Bowmen to 
lodge in a low Meadow, where a 
'deed Ditch fuil of Water might 
help to ſecure them from the Horſe, 
and the Buſhes cover them from 
Sight ; having Stakes alſo prepared, 
and ſhod with Iron at both Ends, 
which they were appointed to ſtick 
Nope-wiſe in the Ground, and to re- 
move them upon Occaſion to guard 
them from the Horſe. This done, 
King Henry ranged his Hoſt, diſ- 
poſing it into three Battles, pla- 
cing his Bowmen on both Sides the 
Main, where the King rode him- 
ſelf richly accoutred, before whom 
the Royal Standard was born, and 
many other Banners in warlike 
Order. Both Sides being in Readi- 
neſs, they a while ſtood facing one 
another.

Which Words 
ended, his Army fell proſtrate on 
the Ground, and committed them- 
ſelves to God, every Man taking 
into his Mouth a Piece of Earth, 
in Remembrance of his own Mor- 
tality, or in lieu of the Sacrament : 
And then riſing up, the King, with 
chearful Countenance, commanded 
his Standard to advance forward, 
ſaying, Becauſe our injuricus Ene- 
mies do attempt to gut up our Way, 
let us ſet upon them in the moſi Glo- 
rious Trinity, and in the beſt Hour of 
the whole Year.

The French kept ſtil 
their own Ground, which the un- 
daunted Exgliſb perceiving, they ad-

Then with an 
Army of 25,527 Soldiers, every 
Fourth being an Horſeman, be- 
ſides a Thoaſand Carpenters and 
Labourers, upon July 28, 1477, he 
took to the Seas, and Auguſt the 
firſt, arrived in Normandy, to their 
great Terror, many of the Inhabi- 
tants for Fear flying into Bretaign. 
And as ſoon as on Shore, to encou- 
rage his Followers, he dubbed thir- 
ty eight Knights, then laid Siege 
againſt Congucſt, the ſtrongeſt City 
in Normandy, which he took Au- 


guſt the 16th. He took likewiſe 


the Caſtles of Aumbelliers and Lo- 
vers; the firſt of which he gave to 
his Brother Clarence, the ſecond to 
the Earl of Salisbury, and the third 
to the Earl Marſhal. Caen in Nor- 
mandy, the King took by Force, gi- 
ving the Pillage thereof amon 
his Soldiers. Now whilſt King 
Henry was buſied in France, the Scots 
wrought what Miſchiefs they could 
againit him at Home, entred Eng- 
land in a hoſtile Manner, bringing 
one with them whom they pretend- 
ed to be King Richard 11. and laid 
ftrait Siege againſt Roxborough and 
Berwick ; but upon the Report of 
an Army of Engliſb coming againſt 
them, they broke up their Sieges, 
and well was he that could firſt ſet 
Foot in his own Country. In Ja- 
nuary, the ftroug Town and Ca- 
ſtle of Fallors was delivered to the 
King; after which he divided his 
Army into ſeveral Parts, under the 
Conduct of the Pukes of Clarence 
and Glouceſter, and Earl of Warwick, 
who took ſundry Garriſons.

infer in little Time after their Ar- 
Wal in England. Then he called a 
Tarliament in order to the raiſing 
pt Monies for the continuing of the 
onqueſt in France; but ſome Men 
binding more their private Intereſt 
Pan the Publick, inſtead of being 
Pee thereto to contribute, they pe-

titioned the King to commiſerate 
the Poverty of the Commons, which 
as they pleaded, were beggared 
by the Wars; wherefore, without 
farther preſſing for any Aid, the 
King again pawned the Crown to 
his rich Uncle Cardinal Beauford, 
for Twenty thouſand Pounds, and 
then returned into France with four 
Thouſand Horſe, and twenty-four 
Thouſand Foot. And Time it was, 
for the Dauphin's Party was grown 
conſiderably ſtrong by Aids ſent 
from Scotland under the Conduct of 
the Earl Bucguabanan, and Archi- 
bald Dauglas, who had given a De- 
teat to a Party of the Exgliſb, there- 
in killing the valiant Duke of C/a- 
rence, and taking Priſoners the Earls 
of Huntingdon and Somerſet, and Tho- 
mas Beaufort. After which the Dau- 
fhinois had laid Siege to Alenzo, and 
ſtraitned the City of Paris, by with- 
holding Proviſions from it ; but when 
victorious Henry appeared, the Ene- 
my betook them to their ſtrong 
Holds, many of which he gained in 
ſhort Time. 

A. D. 1421, and December the 6th, 
whilſt King Henry lay before Meauæ, 
News was brought him, that his 
Queen, at the Cattle of Vindſor, was 
delivered of a Son ; at which he ex- 
ceedingly rejoyced, yet ſaid, he li- 
ked not the Place of her Delivery, 
having before commanded that {ſhe 
ſhould not be delivered there ; and 
withal predicted, that what Henry 
of Monmouth ſhould gain, Henry of 
Windſor ſhould loſe. 

A. D. 1422, Queen Catharine 
paſſed beyond the Seas to the King 
in France, and there in the Louvre, 
King Henry and his Queen Catha- 
rine, at the Feſtival of Pentecoſt, fat 
in their Royal Robes, with their 
Imperial Crowns on their Heads, 


and kept their Court with great 


Confluence of People. But ſhortly 
after this renowned Prince fell ſick 
13 of 
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of a burning Fever and Flux, where- 
of he died Augiſt 31, 1422. His 
Bowels were buried at St. Mauro 
de Foſſes, his Body at Weſtminſter, 
next beneath the Jomb of Edward 
the Confeſſor. Upon his Tomb 
Queen Catharine cauſed a Royal Pic- 
ture to be laid, cover'd all over with 
Silver Plate Gilt, the Head where- 
of was wholly of maſſy Silver. All 
which, at the 45by's Suppreſſion, 
was ſacrilegiouſſy broken off, and 
taken away. His Iflue was only 
Henry of Windſor. Tis ſaid of him, 
that he was a Prince godly in Heart, 
ſober in Speech, ſparing of Words, 
reſolute in Deeds, provident in 
Counſel, prudent in Judgment, mo- 
deſt in Countenance, magnanimous 
in Action, conſlant in Undertaking, 
a great Alms-giver, devout to God- 
ward, a. renowned Soldier, fortu- 
nate in Field, from whence he ne- 
ver returned without Victory. He 
erected the Monaſteries of Bethien 
and Bridget, near unto Richmond, 
gave princely Gifts to the Church 
of Weftmin/ter, and Brotherhood of 
St. Gi/-s's without Cripplegate, Lon- 
gn. He firſt inſtituted Garter Prin- 
cipal King at Arms, beſides other 
Augmentations to the Order of St. 
George. 

A. D. 1414, Sigiſmund the Em- 
peror came to Exgland, deſiring to 
make Peace betwixt the two Na- 
tions of France and England ; but 
when that could not be effected, 


he entred into a League with the 
Engliſh himſelf. Sir Roger Aion 
Beverley, Marley, and {ome others, 
were ſtrangled and burned for * 
unlawful Meeting in St. Gil; 
Fields. 

A. D. 1417, Sir John Olteafile 
Lord Cobham, was adjudged 52

Courage, and conſtantly affirming, 
that God had ſent her to deliver 
the Realm of France from the Eng- 
lib Yoke, and to reſtore him to 
the Fulneſs of his Fortunes. 'Then 
ſhe armed herſelf like a Man, and 
required to have that Sword which 
at that Time did hang in St. Catha- 
rine's Church of Firebois in Tourain; 
and being warlikely array'd, ſhe gets 
into Orleans, which did greatly ani- 
mate the fainting F-ench. From 
Orleans this Maid of God (for ſo 
the French called her) fent a Letter 
to de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, in 
Words to this Effect: King of Eng- 
land, do Reaſon to the King of Hea- 
den for his Blood Royal; yield up to 
the Virgin the Keys of all the good Ci- 
ties which you have forced, & c. I am 
the Chief of this War, whereſcever 1 
encounter your Men in France, { will 
chaſe them, will they, mill they, &C.

A. D. 1454, the Duke of York, 
in deſpight of his ſacred Oath ſo 
publickly taken, raiſed Arms againſt 
the King, marching with his For- 
ces towards London. Againſt whole 
coming King Henry prepared an 
Army, with which he advanced to 
St. Albans, where a ſharp Battle was 
fought, and the Royal Party worſt- 
ed.

and Realm. The next was to free 
the Yorkifts from Treaſon, as to their 
taking up of Arms. In this Parlia- 
ment the Duke of York created him- 
ſelf Protector of England; the Earl 
of Salisbury, his great Confident, was 
made Lord Chancellor, and the Earl 
of Warwick, (Salizbury's Son) Captain 
of Calais, They feared as yet to 
touch King Henry's Life, becauſe the 
People did wonderfully eſteem and 
reverence him for his Holineſs. But 
that they (the Yorkifs) might with 
the more Pacility uncrown, and at 
laſt kill him, they by Degrees work'd 
out his ancient Counſellors, and pla- 
ced of their own Creatures in their 
Rooms. 

And now the French encouraged 
by our inward Diviſions, landed at 
Sandwich Fifteen thouſand Men, 
where they did ſome Spoil, then 
departed. Another Party of them 
burned Foway and ſome other Towns 
in Devonſhire.

George Duke of Clarence the King's 
Brother, to favour his Deſiguments, 
the Duke being the eaſier wrought 
upon, by reaſon he had before took 
Offence againit his Brother about his 
Marriage, and preferring his Wife's 
Kindred. Then did Warwick by his 
Agents fur up a Commotion in the 
North, one Robert Huldren firſt head- 
ing a Rabble of about Fifteen thou- 
ſand, and he being put to Death, 
Sir John Conters undertook the lead- 
ing of them, marching with them 
towards London, proclaiming, that 
King Edward was neither a jult 
Prince toGod, nor a profitable Prince 
to the Commonwealth. Againit 
theſe Rebels the King ſent an Army 
that engaged with them, not far 
from Banbury, where the Northern 
Men had gone off with the worſt, 
had not 7h Clapham, Eſquire, a 
Servant of Warwick's, diſplay'd his 
Colours with the White Bear, and 
from an eminent Place cried a War- 
wwick,a Warwick; whereat the Velch- 
men, fearing indeed that Warwick 
had been come, betook themſelves 
to flight, leaving their General the 
Earl of Pembroke and his Brother in 
the Field, who valiantly fighting 
were encompaſſed and taken. The 
Earl with his Brother Sir Richard 
Herbert, were brought to Banbury, 
where with ten other Gentlemen, 
they loſt their Heads, Caniers and 

Clapham being their Judges, 1409. 
From hence the Northern Men, 
under the Conduct of Robin of Rid- 
diſdale, haſted to the King's Manor 
of Grafton, where the Queen's Father 
then lay, whom with his Son 7% 
they ſuddenly ſurprized, and at Nor- 
thampton 
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461. thampton, firuck off their Heads. The

Nor did he nor Clarence 
leave off here, but procured a Rebel- 
lion in Lincoluſtire, where Sir Robert 
Wells, an expert Soldier, with Thir- 
ty thouſand Commons, diſturbed the 
Country, and in every Place pro- 
claimed King Henry. At Stanford, 
Wells ſet upon the King's Forces 
(not ſtaying for Varavich's coming) 
where he performed a moſt bloody 
Fight, till at length Sir Robert being 
taken, the Linco/nſhire Men caſting 
away their Coats, all run away.

Woodville Earl of Rivers, 
by his Wife Jaguelana Dutcheſs of 
Bedford, the Daughter of Petey Earl 
of St. Paul. His Iflue were two 
Sons, Edward Prince of Wales, born 
in the Sanctuary of F No- 
vember 4, 1471, and Richard Duke 
of York ; and ſeven Daughters, BIi- 
zabeth born at Weſtminfler, Februa- 
ary 1466, married with Henry VII. 
Cicely, married unto Fobnr Viſcount 
Wells, and buried at Quarena in the 
Iſle of Wight. Arne was married 
unto Thomas Howard Duke of Nor- 
Folk, Earl Marſhal, and High Trea- 
ſurer of England, and was buried at 
Framingham in Norfolk. Bridget 
was veiled a Nun in the Nunnery of 
Dartford in Kent. Mary died in the 
Tower of Greenwich 1482, and was 
buried at Wind/or. Margaret died 
an Infant. Catharine was married 
to William Courtney, Earl of Dewon- 
/tire and Lord of Oathampton, His 
Concubines were E/izabeth Lucy and 
Three others, which were of Three 
ſeveral Humours, as himſelf would 
ſay: One the merrieſt, which was 
Shore's Wife; another the wittieſt; 
and the Third the holieſt; for foe 
had wholly devoted herſelf to his Bed 
and her Beads. His bate Iſſue were 
Arthur ſurnamed Plantagenct, and 
Elizabeth. 

He ordained Penal Statutes againſt 
exceſſive Pride in Apparel, eſpecial - 
ly againſt long picked Shoes then 
worn, which had grown to ſuch 
an Extreme, that the Pikes in their 
Toes were turned upwards, and 
with Silver Chains or Silk Laces tied 
to the Knee.

Fourth, being a Child 
but of about Twelve Years of Age 
when his Father died, was commit- 
ted to the Government of his Uncle 
Sir Anthony Woodwille, a Right Ho- 
nourable Perſon, with whom were 
Joined other of the Queen's Friends.

Then the Hypoctite 
Glouceſter underſtanding that the

But theſe Commotions and Fears 
were moderated by the Lord Hafiings 
then Lord Chamberlain, who per- 
ſuaded that the Duke of Glouce/ter was 
a ſure Friend to the King, and that 
the Lord Rivers with the others were 
for Matters attempted againſt the 
Dukes of Glouceſier and Buckingham, 
put under Arreſt ; and that the King 
was bringing up to his Coronation. 
May 4, the King entred the Ci- 
ty, and was lodged in the Biſhop's 
Palace, where was held a great 


Council, and the Dukes of Glouceſter, 


Buckingham, and all the Lords, were 
{worn to the King, and the Duke 
of Glauceſter was choſen to be Pro- 
tector of the King and his Realm. 
And now the Protector, to the End 
he might finiſh his Deſigns at once, 
projected to get the young Duke of 
York out of Sanctuary; in order to 
which he pretends, ' that the ſaid 
Duke only was a fit Aſſociate for 
his Brother the King, and that it 
was diſhonourable both for the King 
and thoſe about his Grace, that the 
King's Brother ſhould be fain to 
keep Sanctuary. But becauſe the 
Duke might not be taken out of San- 
ctuary by Violence, the Archbiſhop 
of Tort was therefore employed to 
perſuade with the Queen to yield 
him up. This the Archbiſhop un- 
dertook (tho perhaps 'nvt very wil- 
lingly) alledging to the Queen the 


Comfort that his Society would be 


to the King his Brother, and that 
it would take of the Obloquy of 
one Brother's being afraid of the 
other, which would ſeem to be by 
the Duke's being kept in Sanctuary, 
The Queen, deſirous to keep him 
where he was, pleaded his Infancy, 
his being vexed with Sickneſs, inſo- 
much that ſhe durſt put no earthly

And to this her Reply ſhe added ma- 
ny biting Words againſt the Protec- 
tor. owbeit, in the Concluſion 
finding by the Archbiſhop's Words, 


that the Protector would fetch her 


Son out by Force, if otherwiſe he 
might not be had, ſhe deemed it belt 
to deliver him; which ſhe did to the 
Biſhop and other Lords with him ; 
ſaying to them, I deliver him and 
his Brother into your Hands to keep, 


of whom I Hall ast them before

June the 13th, many Lords aſ- 
ſembled in the Tower, and there ſat 
In Council, communing concernin 
the King's Coronation, for the which 
Pageants were provided; and whilſt 
they were in Conſultation, in came 
the Protector about Nine of the 
Clock, faluting them courteouſly ; 
and excuſing Himself that he came 
ſo late, ſaying merrily, I have been 
a Sleeper To-day ; then after a while 
departed, and about Eleven of the 
Clock returned thither, but with a 
wonderful four and angry Counte- 
nance, knitting his Brows, frown- 
ing and fretting and N his Lips; 
and after ſome ſhort Time ſaid, 
Mat are they worthy to have, avho

Howbeit the Lord Chamberlin 
(who from the Death of King B. 
ward had kept Jane Shore) ſaid, 
Certainly, my Lord, if they har | 
done, they are worthy of great Pu 
nifhment.

And now the Way thus prepared. 


Glouceſter haſtens for his own Co- 
ronation, inſtead of ſetting the 
Crown on his Nephew's Head. 
Edmund Shaw the Mayor of London, 
he wins to his Side. And the May- 
or's Brother Dr. Shaw (by the Direc- 
tion of the ProteQor and his Coun- 
cil) upon Sunday June 19, at Paul's 
Croſs, declared to the People, that 
King Edward 1V. was never law- 
fully married to the Queen, and 
therefore his Children were Baſtards. 
Moreover, that neither King Cd. 
ward himſelf, nor the Duke of Cla- 
rence were reckoned (by thoſe that 
were of Secrecy in the Houſhold) 
for the Duke of Yor4's Children; 
but, ſaith he, as for the very noble 
Prince, the Lord ProteQor, he is 
the Father's own Picture, his own 
Countenance. At the Time of the 
uttering of theſe Words (according 
to the Plot laid before-hand) the 
Protector ſhould have come in, to 
the End that thoſe Words juſt meet- 
ing with his Preſence, the People 
might have been the more affected 
with them ; but whether by the 
Slowneſs of the Protector in com- 
ing, or the Doctor's too much Speed, 


the Protector came not till theie 


Words were over: Nevertheleſs 
when the Doctor ſpied his Lordſhip 
coming at laſt, he abruptly broke 
of from the Matter he was upon, 
to repeat the former Words, 7578 
is the very noble Prince, &c. But 
the People were ſo far from crying, 
King Richard (as it was hoped they 
would) that they ſtood as if they 
had been without Senſe, they were 
ſo amazed at this ſhametal Ha- 
rangue. And the poor Parſon, when 
he had done, got him Home, and 
there conſumed and pined to Death 
in few Days after. The Theme of 


his Preachment was, Baſtard ſlips 
Fall never take deep Root. On the 
I. Tucjang 
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1483. Tueſday following Henry Duke of 
Loyd Buckingham made an Oration to the 


Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 


mons in the Gaildball of London, 
wherein he aſperſed King Edward 
IV. as a Tyrant, his Children as 
Baſtards ; endeavoured to prove the 
Protector to be the only true Heir 
to the Crown ; perſuading the Citi- 
zens, that they (ſhould therefore join 
with the Nobility in petitioning the 
ProteQor to take the Government 
of the Realm upon him, according 
to his very right and juſt Title. 
The next Day the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and chief Commoners of the 
City reſorted unto the Protector to 
Baynard's Caſtle ; whither alſo re- 
paired Puckingham and other No- 
bles, with many Knights and Gen- 
tlemen. When they were met to- 


gether, Buckingham deſired the Pro. 
tector's Pardon, and Licence to a. 
quaint his Grace with the Intent of 
their coming (as tho' he had not 
known it before) which, in ſtor 
was to beſeech him to take the Crown 
and Government of the Realm up- 
on him. At which Words the pro. 
tector began to look angrily, withzl 
denying to yield thereto. Where. 
upon his Privado, Buckingham, threat. 
ned, ſaying, That if he would not. 
they would find out ſome other 
Man that ſhould, for they were re. 
ſolved that King Edward's Line. 
age ſhould no longer reign over 
them ; and then Richard was plexſ. 
ed to accept the Crown as his jul 
Right ; the People thereat ſuouting 
and crying, King Richard, King 
Richard. | 
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4. D. Irhard III. Son of Richard 
1433. Duke of York, was born 

with all his Teeth, and 
Hair to his Shoulders. This his 
monſtrous Birth foreſhewing his 
monſtrous Conditions and Proceed- 
ings. June 22. he was by the No- 
bility and Citizens of London elect- 
ed King of Eg land, and afterward 
by Act of Parliament was confirm- 
ed.

Another deteſtable Practice of 
theirs was to have falſe Jurors and 
Ringleaders of falſe Jurors, who 
would never give in any Verdict 
againſt their Patrons Empſom and 
Dudley, inſomuch that if any ſtood 
out in Law, theſe Sons of Belial 
ſquared the Deſtiny of their Cauſes : 
By theſe Means many honeſt and 
worthy Subjects were rigorouſly fined, 
impriſoned, or otherwiſe afflicted. 
But the King falling ſick of a con- 
ſuming Diſeaſe, by the Means of 
good Council, he inclined to grant 
to all Men general Pardons, certain 
only excepted; and ordained that 
all ſuch Monies ſhould be reſtored, 
as had been unjuſtly levied by his 
Officers. He died A. D. 1509, 
April 22.

Daughter of King Edward IV. wha

His Iſſue by her was Arthur, who 
died at Ludlow 1502, aged Fifteen 
Years, and was buried in the Cathe- 
dral Church of St. Mary's in Nor- 
ceſter; Henry, who ſucceeded him in 
the Throne; Henry Edmund Duke 
of Somerſet was born 1495, and died 
at Bi/hop-Hatfield 1499.

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was born 1489, and at the Age of 
Fourteen was married to James the 
Fourth, King of Scotland, and after

him Henry Lord Darnly, who mar- 
ried Mary Queen of Scots, by whom 
he had King Fames the Sixth.

The French at- 
tempting to relieve the Town with 
Victuals and Men, were ſo encoun- 
tred by King Henry, that many of 
their chiefeſt Captains were taken 
Priſoners, and fix of their Standards 
won, and the reſt of the Monſieurs 
for Safeguard of Life ſo poſted a- 
way, that this Conflict was called 
the Battle of Spurs; ſhortly after 
which the Town yielded unto the 
King. Then was the Siege removed 
to Tournay, which in ſhort time was 
alſo ſurrendred to the King with Ten 
Thouſand Pounds Sterling for the 
Citizens Redemption, who, to the 
Number of 80,000, then took their 
Oathz to become his true Subjects, 
A. D. 1513. The ſafe keeping of 
this City the King committed to Sir 
Edward Poynings, Knight of the 
Garter, and ordained Thomas Wool- 
ſy Biſhop of Tournay. 

Whilſt King Henry was buſy in 
France, his Lieutenant Thomas Earl 
of Surrey marched againſt the Scots, 
who were entred into Northumber- 
lend, and at Flodden the Armies en- 
paged in Fight, and the Exgliſ won 
the Day. In this Battle King Tames 
of Scotland was lain, one Archbi- 
hop, two ' Biſhops, two Abbots, 
twelve Earls, ſeventeen Lords, 
Anights and Gentlemen a great 
Number; in all about eight Thou— 
land were flain, and almoſt as many 
taten Priſoners in Anno Dom.

zens, upon May- Day, aſſaulted theſe 
Strangers, doing much Harm to

| Fifteen Years of Age; but he dy- 
ing e'er he had been married 
Twelve Months, King Henry, his 
Brother, by the Advice of his Coun- 
cil, took this Princeſs Catharine to 
Wife in two Days after his Father's 
Death, and enjoyed her Nuptial 
dociety near Twenty Years ; in 
which Time ſhe had born him two 
dons, both dying in their Infancy, 
and one Daughter named Mary, af- 
terward Queen. But now, he laid, 
his Conſcience was much diſſatiſ- 
fed, doubting it might not be law- 
ful for him to have his Brother's 
Wife, notwithſtanding he had a Diſ- 
| penſation from the Pope for it ; 
lierefore firſt he refuſed his Queen's 
Bed ; and having moved the Doubt 
to his own Divines, he next ſent 
lor the Opinion of moſt of the 
Univerſities of Europe, which con- 
Caded againſt it, and ſignified ſo 
much under moſt of their common 
Seals, He alſo ſent Agents unto 
eme, wih an humble Requelt to

weighty Affair. 

Whereupon Cardinal Campejus 
was ſent over into England, with 
whom Cardinal Woolſey was joined 
in Commiſſion. Theſe Cardinals 
had a Place ordained them in the 
Black-fryers m London, for the keep- 
ing of their Court of Judicature : 
To which Court the King and 
Queen were ſummoned to appear 
perſonally ; which accordingly they 
did, having ſeveral Seats prepared 
for them. When the Court was 
ſat, the Crier called King Henry to 
appear; who forthwith anſwered, 
Here. Then was the Queen called, 
who made no Anſwer at all, but 
preſently roſe up, and going to the 
King, fell on her Knees at his Feet, 
and in the Audience of the People. 
ſaid unto him, Sir, I deſire you to 
* take ſome Pity upon me, and do 
* me Juſtice and Right ; I am a poor 
* Woman, a Stranger born out of 
* your Dominions, having here no 
indifferent Council, and leſs Aſ- 
ſurance of Friendſhip. Alas! 
wherein have I offended, or what 
Cauſe of Diſpleaſure have I given 
you, that you thus intend to put 
me away? I take God to be my 
Judge, I have been to you a true 
and humble Wife, ever contorm- 
able to your Will and Pleaſure, ne- 
ver gainſaying any, thing where- 
in you took Delight. Without all 
Grudge or diſcontented Counte- 
nance, I have loved all them that 
loved you, howſoever their At- 
fections have been towards me. I 
have born you Children, and have 
been your Wife now theſe twenty 
Years. Of my Vuginity and Mar- 
riage-bed I make God and your 
own Conſcience the Judge ; and if 
it otherwiſe be proved, I am con- 
tent to be put from you with 
Shame.

* and Ferdinand of Spain, my Fa- 
* ther, accounted the wiſeſt among 
their Kings; could they in this

twenty Years ſhould be thus cal-

c all, that ſhe hath been to me a 
moſt true, obedient, and comfort- 
able Wife, endued with all virtu- 
ous Qualities and Conditions, ac- 
cording to her Birth, and in Low- 
lineſs equals any of baſer Sort.“ 
Which ſaid, Cardinal Woolſiy hum- 
bly requeſted the King, that he 
would be pleaſed to geclare before 
that honourable Aſſembly, whether 
he had been the Cauſe of this his 
intended Divorce, wherewith he 
was Charged in the Opinions of the 
People ? Whereupon the King ſaid, 
My Lord Cardinal, I can well ex-

cuſe you in this, and rather 4 firm 
that you have been againſt me, in at. 
tempting it thus far. Then by and by 
the Court was adjourn'd till A1 28 
following ; which Time being come. 
the King's learned Council alledoeg 
many Reaſons and Likelihood: 10 
prove, that Prince Arthur had N ap- 
tial Knowledge of Lady Catharines 
Body, as their being both of Year 
capable to explete the Act; he above 
Fifteen, ſhe above Sixteen, and both 
lay m one Bed almoſt five Months 
together, &c. 

From Day to Day the Pleas pro. 
ceeded, but nothing was concluded 
touching the Divorce ; therefore the 
King ſent the two Cardinals to per- 
ſuade with the Queen, to put the 
whole Matter to himſelf, which he 
ſaid would be far better and more 
honourable for her, than to ſtand 
to the Trial of the Law. Theſe Le- 
gates accordingly repaired to her; 
ſhe from among her Maids at Work, 
came forth of an inner Room to 
them, having a Skein of white 
Thread about her Neck ; to whom 
ſhe ſaid, Alack, my Lordi, I an 
dery ſorry to make you attend upon 
me. What is your Mill? Madan, 
quoth Woolſey, we are come in good 
Will to know your Grace's Mind in 
this great Matter of your Marriage, 
and to grve you our Advice, awith tht 
beſt Service we can. The Queen 
thanking them, ſaid, That by Orr 
of Holy Church ſhe was eſpouſed 1 
the King, as his true Wife, and in 
that Point he awould abide till tht 
Court of Rome (which ava, privy 
to the Beginning) had made there 
a final Determination and End. 


The. King then, hopeleſs of lis

his great Friend: but he, tis ſaid, 
was an Inſtrument of the Cardinal's 
Fall.) This great Cromwell procured 
it to be enacted in Parliament, That 
the Lord's Prayer, Creed, and Ten 
Commandments ſhould be read in 
the Engli Tongue. Other Matters 
alſo, tending to reform the Englih 
Church from the Roman Corruptions, 
were attempted by Cromwell, which 
did not at all pleaſe the Monks and 
their Party. The Lincolnſhire Men 
began a Commotion under the Lead- 
ing of one Mackare/ a Monk, who 
named himſelf Captain Cobler. A 
Copy of their Grievances they ſent 
to the King ; ſome of which were, 
the Suppreſſion of many Religious 
Houſes, whereby the Service of 
God, they ſaid, was miniſh'd : The 
King's taking into his Council Men 
of low Birth, who ſought their own 
Lucre : That there were divers Bi- 
ſhops lately preferred, that had ſub- 
verted the Faith of Chriſt : That by 
Reaſon of their Loſs of Sheep and 
Cattle, they were not able to pay 
the Quindecim, or Tax, granted to 
the King, Sc. But theſe Rioters 
the King ſoon pacified with good 
Words. 

In whoſe Steads others aroſe up 
immediately, for Forty Thouſand 
Rulticks aſſembled in York/:re, fur- 
niſhed with Horſe, Armour, and 
Artillery. Their Pretence was Reli: 
For; and Defence of Holy Church. 
Their Banners were painted with 
the five Wounds of Chriſt, the Cha- 


lice, Cake, and other Romih Inven- 


tions. This their Rebellion they 


termed the Holy Prgrimage. Their 


General of Foot was one James Di- 
amo nd, a poor Fiſherman, ſtiled the 
Earl of Poverty ; their chief Leader 
was Mr. Robert Aube, a Man it ſeems 
of Terror: For when Lancaſter, 
Herald at Arms, was ſent to him to 
declare the King's Meſſage, this Ale 
did ſo terribly bluſter forth his An- 
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ſwers, that the Herald fel! beg 
him on his Knees, excuſing hint 
to be but a Meſſenger. Many per 
ſons of great Note were Partie, 
this Inſurrection. And to draw: 
more into his Side with the 
Aske and his Complices ſet fon 
in writing theſe ſcandalous Untrys 
againſt the King.

King Henry thereby run in great Ob- 


loquy with many Foreign Princex 


and Potentates, but eſpecially of the 
Pope. Yea, and home- born Sub- 
jects diſliking hereof, by ſecret work- 
ing ſought to deprive King Henry, 
and to elevate Reginald Pole to the 
Regal Dignity, for the which Trea- 
ſon Henry Courtney Marqueſs of Ex- 
ce/ter, the Lord Mantacute, Cardi- 
nal Pole's Brother, and Sir Edward 
3 were beheaded on Tower- 
144. 

A. D. 1540. and January the 
6th, was King Henry married unto 
the Lady Anne, Siſter to the Duke 
of Cleve; but he refrained her Bed, 
for the Diſlike he had to her Perſon; 
and ſhe, good Lady, no other Cauſe 
alledged, was divorced by Parlia- 
ment the June following; when it 
was alſo enacted, that ſhe ſhould no 
longer be called Queen. 

In this Parliament was Cromwell 
attainted for ſetting at Liberty cer- 
tain Perſons committed for Miſpri- 
ſion of Treaſon and Hereſy ; for fa- 
vouring and maintaining the 'Tranf- 
lation of heretical Books (ſo called) 
into Exgliſs; for countenancing and 


ſupporting heretical Teachers; for 


being an Heretick himſelf ; and for 
having ſpoken great Words for the 
upholding his ſaid Religion; to wit, 
That the King himſelf ſhould not 
change it, if he would. The Cauſe 
why the King fell into Diſlike of 
him, and conſequently of his Ruin, 
was, becauſe he ſtood in the Defence 
of the Lady Anne of Cleve, and 
ſpake not all well of the Lady Ca- 
tharine H;ward, whom the King 
was minded, and did take to Wife. 
Which Diſtaſte of the King's againſt 
him, his Enemy Stephen Gardiner, Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, did improve to 
Cromauell's Deſtruction, who was be- 
headed on Tower- Hill, and with ons

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concerned the Papiſts. 
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1535. the Lord Hungerford of Heitsbury, 
or Buggery. 


Margaret Counteſs of Salisbury, 
Daughter of George Duke of Cla- 
rence, and Mother of Cardinal Regi- 
nald Poole, being neither arraigned 
nor tried, but condemned by Par- 
hament as Cromwell had been, was 
behcaded. And the Lord Leonard 
Grey, about the ſame time, loſt his 
Head for Treaſon. And the next 
Day after his Death, Tho. Fines Lord 
Dacres of the South, died at Tyburn 


for killing a Man in a Fray. Nor 


was the Sword ſheathed until the 
Heads of Queen Catharine Howard, 
and the Lady Jane Rochford were 
ſtruck off; the former for Adultery, 
the other for Concealment, as was 
alledged. 'The Parties offending with 
Catharine Howard, were Francis 
Dercham and Thomas Culpepper ; 
Dereham before ſhe was Queen, and 
Culpepper after, who both were ex- 
ecuted at Tyburn, December the 10th, 
and on February the 12th following, 
Mrs. Catharine Howard, (for ſo in 
the Act of Attainder ſhe is called) 
who had been Queen for the Space 
of a Year and half, with the Lady 
Fane, Widow of the Lord Rochford, 
were brought unto the Towver Hill, 
where in lamentable Paſſions they 
ſuffered Death. This Queen proteſt- 


ed, after her Condemnation, to Dr. 


White, her laſt Confeſſor, that ſhe 
was guiltleſs, rg never {o abuſed 
her Sovereign's Bed. 

But as theſe in Caſe of Treaſon,

ford and Duke of Somerſet, was, 
by the Conſent of the Nobles, made 
Protector over his Minority, and 
the Realms. In ſhort time after the 
King's Coronation, the Lord Pro- 
tector and Council ſought to effect 
the Marriage betwixt the young 
King and the young Queen of 
Soiland, as it had been formerly 
agreed on by both Nations; but 
this the Scots refuſed to yield un- 
to; wherefore the Protector led an 
Army into Scotland, and at a 
Place called Edmonſtone edge, near 
to Muſcleborough, fought the Scots, 
and vanquiſhed them, following the 
Chaſe of them almoſt five Miles; 
wherein the Lord Fleming, with 
ſundry Men of Note were ſlain, 
and 10,000 of the Soldiers; and 
about 1,000 were taken Priton- 
ers, the Chief whereof were the Ear! 
of Huntly, the Lords Yer, Hob- 
by, and Hamilton, the Lord Items, 
and a Brother of the Earl of Ca/- 
U; Leith the Engliſb ſacked, and 
ſet on Fire, took the Iſland St. Cz/- 
mes, Broughticrag, Roxbrough, Humes 
(alle, and others; inſomuch, that 
many Gentlemen in Tiæidale and 
the Meres came to the Protector, 
and entred into Terms and Condi- 
tions of Peace with him. Afcer 
and erde Protector's Return, a Parliament 
was aſſembled at London, wherein 
the dix Articles were repealed, 
oe Colleges and Chapels that 
ug Henry had left were given 
e King, and the Churches or- 
ered to be purged of all Images. 
nd accordingly Commiſſioners 
gere appointed, who firſt began at 
vt, Paul's in London, and thence 
proceeded throughout England and 
Faies, But this Reformation oc- 
Savor aoned great Commotions, which 
„ en in the Weſt, A Prieſt ſtabb' d 

ee Mr. Beh, a Commiſſioner, to 
de Heart, for plucking down cer- 
in Images; and this Fact of his 
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was ſo favoured by the Corniſb and 
Devonſhire Ruſticks, that "Ten thou- 
ſand roſe in Arms, heading them- 
ſelves under Mr. Humphrey Arundel, 
6 other Gentlemen, and 8 Prieſts. 
Theſe Rebels beſieged the City of 
Exceſter, and ſorely diſtreſſed it, yet 
did the Citizens loyally hold out a- 
gainſt them; for which the King 
did enlarge their Liberties, and gave 
unto their City the Manor of Ei- 
lond At laſt the Rebels agreed upon 
Articles to be ſent to the King, 
therein requiring to have Maſs cele- 
brated as in Time paſt it had been. 
To have Holy Bread and Holy Wa- 
ter in Remembrance of Chriſt's Bo- 
dy and Blood. To have the Six Ar- 
ticles again in Force, &c. To theſe 
and the reſt of their Demands, the 
King ſent an Anſwer ; therein pity- 
ing their Ignorance, reproving their 
Saucineſs, and withal a general Par- 
don to as many as would deſiſt in 
time, concluding thus: We for our 
Part ſeek no longer to live than to 
be a Father to our Pesple; and as God 
hath made us your Ring; ſo he hath 
commanded your Obedience; oy whoſe 
great Majeſty we fwear, you fhall feel 
the ſame Power in our Sword, which 
how mighty it is no Sulject knoweth, 
how puiſſant it is no private Man can 
judge, and beau mortal no Engliſh 
Heart can think. Therefore embrace 
our Mercy wwhiljt it is offered, left the 
Blood ſpilt by your Means cry for 
Vengeance from the Earth, and be 
heard in the Ears of the Lord of Hea- 
ven. Notwithſtanding all this, the 
Rebels ſtill perſiſted in their Trai- 
terous Attempts; the King there- 
fore ſent an Army againſt them, 
which put them to flight at Honiton, 
then worſted them at Exceſter, 
where the Rebels huid Siege, and 
laſtly upon C!ft-Heath deſtroyed 
the greateſt Part of them; their 
conſecrated Hoſt, Crucifix, Croſſes, 
conſecrated Banners, Holy Bread 


and 
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1547. and holy Water (which the Rebels 


had brought into the Field, think- 
ing by virtue of them to have made 
all ſure on their Side) were all tram- 
pled into the Dirt. Arundel, Winſ- 
land, Holmes, and Bury, four Re- 
bel Captains, were taken and exe- 
ecuted at London. Others alſo of 
their Partakers were executed by 
Martial Law, amongſt whom was 
Boyer the Mayor of Bodmyn in Corn- 
al] Nigh to which Town dwelt 
a Miller that had been a buſy Fel- 
low in the Rebellion, but he know- 
ing his own Danger, willed his 
Man to take the WEN of Maſter, 
if any enquired after him. To this 
Miller's Houſe Sir Anthony King- 
flone, Marſhal of the Field, came, 
where calling for the Maſter, the 
officious Man in his Name very bold- 
ly preſented himſelf, whom Sir 


Anthony ſtraight commanded to the 


Gallows ; and when the poor Fel- 
low, ſeeing the Danger he was in, 
changed his Note, confeſſing him- 
ſelf to be but the Man, Sir Anthony 
ſaid, Well, thou canſt never do thy 
Maſter better Service than to han 

for him, cauſing him to be cruſſed 
up on the next Tree. Other Com- 
motions aroſe in other Parts of the 
Realm; but the moſt dangerous was 
that in Norfalt, headed by Robert 
Ket a Tanner of Wimonham, who 
took upon him to be the King's 
Deputy, giving out Warrants in the 
King's Name for what he pleaſed, 
His Tribunal Seat was in an old 
Tree, where ſat the jolly Tanner, 
accompanied with his Counſellors 
and Aſſiſtants, being Two choſen 


Men out of every Hundred of the 


Rout. Hither came the Complaints 
of the Camp, and from hence Com- 
miſſions were iſſued out to plunder 
Ships and Gentlemens Houſes of 
Armour and Artillery ; fo that this 
Tree was termed the Oat of Refor- 
mation, Whence likewiſe ſome- 


times Sermons were delivered, and 
once by the Reverend Dr. Parti 
for which his Life was endanger. 
ed, his Sermon was ſo Ciſplealing 
to the Rabble. To pacify theſe 
Rebels, the King cauſed his gene. 
ral Pardon to be proclaimed by an 
Herald at Arms. Notwithſtanding 
which they ſtill procecded in ther 
Rebellion, and made themſelve; 
Maſters of the City of Noravich, The 
King therefore ſent WV/liam Parr, 
Marquis of Northampton againſt 
them, but him they over powered. 
Then the Lord Duale, Earl of I ar. 
wick was employed againſt them, 
who with ſmall Aſſiſtance gained the 
Market-place of Norwich, where 
he cauſed ſixty Rebels, whom he had 
taken, immediately to be executed 
by Martial Law. 'The main Body 
of the Rebels entrenched themſelves 
at the Foot of the Hill called Df: 
findale, partly upon vain Prophecies 
given forth amongſt them by Wi- 
zards, That Hab, Dic, and He, 
(meaning the Clowns) ſhould with 
their Clubs fill up the Valley of 
Duffindale with dead Bodies. On 
Auguſt 27, the Earl prepared for 
Fight, the Rebels likewiſe ſet them. 
ſelves in order, placing in their Fore 
Rank all the Gentlemen whom they 
had taken Pritoners, coupled ut 
Irons. Upon the Rebels Captan 
Drury with his own Band and tit 
Almains Charged couragiouſly, an 
opened their Battle, to the ſetting A 
Liberty of the captive Gentlemen 
and the Earl's Light Horſe came 
valiantly on, that the Rebels gavt 
back and fled, and with the ore 
moſt their Captain Ket. The Chal 
held Three Miles and more, V1!

Kt was apprehended in a Barn, 
where he had hid himſelf, and ſhort- 
ly after was hanged in Chains upon 
the Caſtle of Norwich ; William Ket 
his Brother was hanged upon the 
high Steeple of Wimonham, and Nine 
others of them were hanged upon 
the Oak of Reformation. This 
Rebellion was at the firſt broached 
under the Pretence of throwing open 
the Incloſures, which the King by 
roclamation had commanded to be 
fone, tho" it was neglected. Theſe 
Diſtarbances being ſettled, others 
ere made in the North by Thomas 
Dale a Pariſh Clerk, William Om- 
ler a Yeoman, and” one Stephenſon 
he Poſt of Seymour. Their Preten- 
es were to reſtore to the Church her 
Rights, and to diſburthen the Land 
f Grievances ; giving out that the

And as the Commons diſquieted 
t Country, ſo did ſome Lords and 
idies diſquiet the Court, The Pro- 
or's Brother, Thomas Seymour, 
won of Sudley, High Admiral of 
land, had married Queen Ca- 
ne Parre ; which Lady conten- 
g tor Place with the Protector's 
cheſs, occaſioned the haughty 
caels (*tis ſaid) to procure the 
Val Id Sud/ey's Ruin.

But 
the Brothers being now disjoined, 
who might have ſupported eac] 
other, had they lived together in 
brotherly Love, the Protector him- 
ſelf is marked out for Deſtruction. 
Divers Lords article againſt the 
Duke, accuſing him that he had ani- 
mated the Rebels in the Rebellion : 
That he was a Sower of Sedition 
amongſt the Nobles : That he had 
againtt Law erected a Court of Re- 
queſts in his own Houſe, in forcing 
divers of the King's Subjects thither 
to anſwer for their Freeholds, c. 
And ſo cloſe and cunningly they pro- 
ſecuted the Matter againſt him, that 
they got him into the Tower, October 
12, 1549, but the King procured 
his Liberty immediately, tho' not 
his former Authority. In the mean 
Space that the Protector was under 
theſe Troubles, the Scots recovered 
the Places that the Engliſb had gain- 
ed from them. The French alſo at- 
tempted to gain the Fort of Bulloin- 
berg by Surprize, unto which Enter- 
prize 7000 Men were choſen, who 
ſecretly marched in the Night with 
Ladders and Furniture meet for the 
Deſign, and approached within a 
Quarter of a Mile of the Fort; but

what was intended, haſtily an

And, 
which is wonderful, this Diſeaſe 
followed only Erg/i/> Men in Fo- 
reign Countries, no other People 
being infected thereby. And to 
fill up the Dolours of theſe doleful 
Times, the good Duke of Somerſet 
was again by the Over-reachings of 
the Earl of Warwick (lately cre- 
ated Duke of Northumberland) and 
other his Emulators, committed Pri- 
ſoner, and not long after put to 
Death. For the Duke of Somerſet 
giving Ear to ſuch falſe Friends as 
ſought his Ruin, privily armed 
himſelf, and ſo went to the Coun- 
ci] Table, his Flatterers having put 
him in fear of ſome ſudden At- 
tempt intended againſt him. But 
at the Council-Table his Boſom be- 
ing opened, and the Armour found, 
he was forthwith apprehended as 
intending the Death of ſome Coun- 
Tellor, and ſent to the Tower, October 
16, 1551, and in December follow- 
ing he was condemned of Felony, 
as ſeeking the Death of ſome of the 
King's Counſellors ; and on Febru- 
ary 22, of the fame Year, he was 
brought to the Scaffold on Toxver- 
Hill, where he thus ſpake to the 
People: Dearly beloved Friends, 1 am 
brought hither to ſuffer Death, albeit 
newer offended againſt the King, 
either in Word or Deed, and hae 
always been as true and faithful to 
this Realm as any Man hath been. 
But foraſmuch as 1 am by Law con- 
Kemned to die, 1 do acknowledge my 
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1551, Howbeit the French King gave not 
Loy Over till he had recovered, by Sur-

ed together thitherward, ſuppoſing 
he had brought a Pardon from the 
King, and with a ſudden Shou 
cried, A Pardon, A Pardon, God 
ſave the King. But theſe Interryp 
tions over, the Duke proceeded 1 
his Speech ; requeſting the Peopl 
to join in Prayer with him for t 
King, exhorting them unto Obe 
ence to him in his Council. Wh 
done, aſking every Man Forgixenet 
and declaring, that he freely torga 
every Man; he meckly ſubmit 
his Head to the Ax.

A. D. IOUS King Edward 
1553. having exchanged this 
mortal Life for a happy 


Immortality, the Council in the firſt 
Place perſuaded the Lord-Mayor, 
and certain of the Aldermen of 
London, to take their Oaths to be 
faithful to the Lady Jane Grey; 
then cauſed the ſaid Lady Jane to 
be proclaimed in London, Queen 
of England. But when Queen Mary 
heard the News of her Brother's 
Death, and the Council's Proceed- 
ings, by her Letters ſne required 
the Council, as they tendered her 


Diſpleaſure, and their own Safeties, 


to proclaim her Queen and Gover- 
nour of the Land. Unto which Let- 
ters che Lords forthwith anſwered, 
That by good Warrant of ancient 
Laws of the Realm, beſides the laſt 
Will of King Edward, the Right 
Was in the Lady Jane to govern 
England, unto whom therefore, and 
none other, they muſt yield Sub- 
jection. They alſo remembred the 
Queen of the unlawful Marriage 
and Divorce of her Mother, of her 
own Illegitimation, defirmg her to 
forbear any farther Claim, and to 
ſubmit herſelf to the Queen Jane, 
now her Sovereign. Which Letters 
ſent to Queen Ma: y, were ſubſcribed 
by The.

A. D. 1554, and April the 16th, a 
Diſputation began concerning 7ran-

In the November next fol- 
lowing this Marriage, the Queen was 
reported to be with Child, for Joy 
whereof Te Deum was commanded 
ſolemnly to be ſung, and Proceſſions 
and Prayers were made for her ſafe 
Delivery.

and then becauſe a Nobleman had 
given his Counſel to cut off the Lady 
Elizabeth's Head, whence he aſſured 
himſelf that thoſe ſo bad-minded 
to their natural Princeſs, could not 
be well-minded to him a Stranger. 
A great Friend, tis ſaid, King Philip 
was to the ſaid Princeſs Elizabeth, 
nor would he ceaſe ſoliciting his 
Queen till he had gained her ſome 
Freedom from her cloſe Reſtraint. 
But now the expected Time of Queen 
Mary's Deliverance being come, a 
Rumour was ſpread that a Prince 
was born, for Jov whereof the 
Belk were rung, Bonhres flamed, 
Proceſiions were made, and {ome in 
their Sermons fondly deſcribed the 
Beauty of this young Prince. Not- 
withſtanding at laſt it proved no 


ſuch Matter. Some ſaid this Ry, 
mour was ſpread in Policy, and thy 
the Queen, to have put the Lady 
Elizabeth beſides the Crown, wolle 
have mother'd another Body's Chil, 
but King Philip ſcorned to father jr 
Others ſaid, that the Queen miſc.

for Joy whereof great Triumphs 
were made in England, which latted 
not long ; for this Succeſs made the 
Engliſh too ſecure, inſomuch, that 
thro' Neglect of ſeaſonable and hitting 
Supplies, the Town of Calais was 
forced to yield to the French, upon 
but indifferent Terms on the Ex- 
liſb Part, Thus the Town of Calas 
won by the victorious King EAu 
the Third, and that by no leſs tha 
eleven Months Siege, was now | 
the Compaſs of eight Days belieged 
and regained, and that in the Dept 
of Winter, it being ſurrendered ai 
January the 17th, 1557. And i 
the ſame Month and Year were all 
the ſtrong Forts of Gui/cs and Hane 
taken by the French, whereby all tt 
Engliſh Footing was loſt in Fran?

The Love of whom the Prince 
had received by the Eye, and 
ſhe of him by the Ear: For ha- 
ving formerly received Impreſſi- 
ons from the Reports of his Gal- 
lantry, when ſhe was told of his 
paſſing through Paris, ſhe anſwer- 
ed, That if he went to Spain for a 
Wife, he might have had one nearer 
Home, and ſaved himſelf a great 
Part of that Labour. Prince Charles, 
after the Celebrating of his Father's 
Funeral, whereat himſelf was chief 
Mourner, he next haſtened the co- 
ming over of his - deareſt Conſort 
the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, whom 
the Duke of Chevereux had in 
his Name eſpouſed at the Church 
of Noſtredame in Paris; and he 
received her at Dover; the next 
Day after Trinity-Sunday, at Can- 
terbury, began the Nuptual Em- 
braces.

Fames's Time, which delayed the 
Succours, and increaſed the Ne- 
ceſſities: Yet at Length the Parli- 
ament granted two Subſidies ; which 
done, and divers Acts paſſed, the 
Parliament was adjourned till Au- 
guſt, and their Convention to be at 
Oxford, by reaſon of the Plague 
then raging in London, When the 
Parliament was met again. accord- 
ing to the Time appointed, there 
were high and furious Debates of 
Grievances ; as, That evil Coun- 
Cils guided the King; that the Trea- 
ſury was miſemployed, with Reflec- 
tions on the Duke of Buckingham's 
Miſcarriages. The Commons con- 


ſulting to diveſt the Duke of his 


Admiralſhip, and to demand an Ac- 
count of thoſe publick Monies where 
with he had been intruſted. The 
King hereupon diſſolved the Parlia- 
ment; and the Infection decreaſing 
at London, his Majeſty was crown- 
ed at Veſtminſter, February the Se- 
cond ; and February the Sixth, ano- 
ther Parliament was begun, wherein 
the Commons voted the King Four 
Subſidies.

When the Parliament were met 
at their prefixed Time, there was 
forthwith preſented to the Houſe of 
Commons a certain Paper, called, 
A Speech Without-Doors. Wherein 
were laid open the Miſcarriages 
of many Perſons in Places of 'T ruſt, 
with ſeveral Sorts of National 
Grievances. The firſt Matter that 
the Parliament took into their Con- 
ſideration was the Grievances of 
the Country; and the firſt Grievance 
they debated was the Caſe of thoſe 
Gentlemen, who having refuſed 
the Loan, were, notwithſtanding 
their Habeas Corpus, committed to 
Priſon. This Paper took up a 
long Debate and in earneſt, which 
was chiefly managed by Sir Francis 
Seymour, Sir Thomas Wentworth, Sir 
Benjamin Rudyard, Sir Edward 


Coke, and Sir Robert Philips. Next 


the Houſe proceeded to the draw- 
ing up of a Petition againſt Recu- 
ſants, to which Petition the King 
gave a fatisfattory Anſwer. Then 
after the granting of the King Five 
Subſidies, they took into Debate 
the Petition of Right, wherein they 
prayed his moſt Excellent Majeſty, 
Fir/?, That no Man hereafter be 
compelled to make or yield any 
Gift, Loan, Benevolence, Tax, or 
ſuch- like Charge, without common 
Conſent by Act of Parliament, and 
that none be called to make An-

Thirdly, That the Soldiers and

Fourthly, That the late Commiſſi- 
ons for Proceeding by Martial- Law 
might be revoked and annulled, 
and that hereafter no Commiſſions 
of like Nature might be iſſued forth. 
To all which the King at laſt yield- 
ed his Conſent ; ſending this An- 
ſwer to the Parliament, Soi? droit 
fait comme il eſt defiree.

Majeſty that he was looſed and ab- 
ſolved from Rules of Government, 
and that he had an Army in Fe 
land which he might employ to re- 
duce the Kingdom. And that the 
ſaid Eart had been an Incendiary 
of the Wars: betwixt England and 
Scotland, &c. 

May 1, his Majeſty called both 
Houſes together, and told them, 
that he had been preſent at the 
hearing of the great Cauſe, and 
that in his Conſcience poſitively he 
could not condemn the Earl of 
Treaſon, and yet could not clear 
him of Miſdemeanours; but hoped 
a Way might be found out to ſatisfy 
Juſtice and their Fears, without op- 
preſſing his Conſcience. 

May 2, the Prince of Oranze 
was married to the Princeſs Mary 
at N Hitehall. 

May 3, there came a feditious 
Rabble of about 5 or Goo of 
the Dregs of the People, armed 
with Staves, Cudgels, and other 
Inſtruments of Outrage, to the 
Parliament-Doors, clamouring Ju- 
ſtice, Fuftice 3; and potted upon the 
Gate of W:ftminſter a Catalogue of 
the Names of thoſe that would have 
acquitted the Earl, whom they ſty- 
led Straffordians. Then at the Doors 
of the Houſe of Peers, they affront- 
cd ſome of the Lords, eſpecially 
the Biſhops, at their paſſing in and 
out; after this they forced open the 
Abby-Church, where they broke

Majeſty, and did adviie his 
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. 
down the Organs, ſpoiled the Veſt- 


ments and Ornaments of Worſhip. 
From thence they hurried to the 
Court, and there moſt impudently 
and traiteroully cried out, Ihat 
they would have Straford's Head, 
or a beter; upbraiding the King 
himſelf (who perſuaded them, as 
they paſſed by, to a modeſt Care of 
their own private Affairs) with an 
Unfitneſs to reign; and when ſome 
Juſtices of the Peace, according to 
their Office, endeavoured to ſup- 
preſs thoſe Tumults, by impriſon- 
ing ſome of the Leaders of them, 
they themſelves were impriſoned 


by the Command of the Commons, 


upon Pretext of an Injury offered 
to the Liberties of the Subjects ; 
one of which was (as they then 
dictated) that every one might ſafe- 
ly petition the Parliament; how- 
beit aſerwards they acted quite 
contrary to ſuch whoſe Petitions 
were too honeit to pleaſe them. 
Bat notwithſtznding theſe tumul- 
tuous Inforcements, his Majeſty 
would not fign the Bill of Attain- 
der, till he had conſulted both with 
the Judges, as to Matter of Law, 
and the Biſhops, as to Matter of 
Conſcience, When the Judges told 
his Majeſty, that in point of Law 
e , to the Oath made by 
Sir Henry Fane, of the Earl's Ad- 
vice to raiſe Horſe to awę this Na- 
tion) the Earl was Guilty of Trea- 
lon; *tis ſaid, an eminent Biſhop 
did anſwer the King, that he had 
a Conſcience as a. private Man, and 
as a publick; and though by his 
private Conſcience he could not yield 
to the Earl's Death, yet by his pub- 
lick (conſidering the preſent State of 
Things) he might. | 

May lo, with much Reluctancy 
the King ſigned a Commiſſion to 
ſome Lords to paſs the Bill of At- 
tainder, and another of ill Conſe- 
quence alſo, which was for Conti- 


nuation of the Parliament during 
the Pleaſure of the two Houſes. 

May 12, 1641, was the Far of 
Straford ſtrongly guarded to 7 oy. 
hill, and there, with Courage he. 
ſeeming a Chriſtian, he ſuffered the 
ſevering of his Head from his Body, 
The Death of which great and able 
Miniſter of State did ſo terrify the 
other Miniſters of State, chat many 
of them made a voluntary Refa. 
tion of their Offices. At the Reque! 
of the Houſe of Commens, the King 
for Peace Sake, relnquified by 
Claim of "Tonnage and Poundage, 
and yielded to ſign the Bill: for tz.

October 12, the Natives, cr 
Wild if, began a mol! bloody 
Rebellion throughout the whole 
Kingdom of Ireland, on a ſudden 
invading the unprovided Ze 
that were ſcattered amongſt tuem, 
deſpoiling them of their Goods, and 
maſſacring 220,000 of them, with 
out any reſpe& of Sex, Age, Kin. 
dred, or Friendſhip, making them 
as ſo many Sacrifices to their bloody 
Superſtition, the Popiſh Religion, 
The chief Heads of this Rebellion 
and Maſſacre (befide the Priel 
were Sir Phelim O-Ncal, Turbourh 
O- Neal his Brother, Norty Mace 
Guire, Philip O-Rely, Moelmum 0. 
Rely, Sir Conno Mac- Gennis, Mae. 
Brian. and Mac- Maban. His Ma. 
jeſty then in Scotland, having In. 
telligence of the diſmal Fate of Ui? 
Engliſh in Ireland, ſent Poſt to the 
Parliament of England to have them 
ſend Reliefs thither ; but Differences 
ſtill heightning betwixt the King 
and his Parliament, Succours were 
not ſeaſonably ſent, by which de 
Rebels much ſtrengthned themie!ves 
At the King's Return from 8. otland, 
the Parliament preſcnted him wil 
a Petition for taking away the Votes 
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land the Ceremonies of the Church, 
E.:.d for the removing of evil Coun- 
ſellors from about him. Their 
Forand Remonſtrance they alſo pre- 
Lented him, wherein were reckon- 
Jed up the Offences of the Courtiers, 
the unpleaſing Reſolves of ſome 
Fludges, the Neglects or Rigors 
of ſome Miniſters of State, the un- 
digefted Sermons of {ome Preach- 
ers, the Poſitions of ſome Divines 
in the Schools; unpleaſing Acc1- 
dents they . therein repreſented as 
Defigns of Tyranny ; and thoſe 
Things which had been reformed, 
were yet mentioned as Burthens, 
To this Remonſtrance his Majeſty 
anſwered, 'T'hat he thought he had 
ziren Satisfaction to the. Peoples 
ears and Jealouſies concerning 
Religion, Liberty, and Civil Inte- 
reſts, by the Bill he had paſs'd this 
Parlament; defiring that Wittun- 
derſtandings might be removed on 
either Side, and that the bleeding 
Condition of Ireland might perſuade 
them to Unity, for the Relief of 
that unhappy Kingdom. But this 
modeſt Aniwer of his Majefty's did 
not at all ſatisfy the Factious. The 


Number and much Confuſion re- 
lorted again to Weminfler ; ſome 
cying out againſt Biſhops and Li- 
turgy of the Church ; others boldly 
menacing, that the Militia ſhould 
be taken out of the King's Hands; 
aronting the Biſhops at their paſ- 
ing in and out of the Lord's Houle ; 
ad before I bitebal! behaving 
ltemſelyves very inſolently. His 


es Majelty hereupon took a Guard 
ns © fuch Gentlemen as offered their 
-rc WY dervice for his Safety; but the 
ne Fatious made uſe of this to raiſe 


ue Rage and Jealouſy of the whole 
City againſt the King ; for at Mid- 
ht there were Out-cries made 
n the Streets, that all People 
ud riſe to their Defence, for 


Apprentices and Rabble in great

cut their Throats in their Beds. 
The King therefore, not always to 
encourage theſe Indignities with 
his Patience, reſolved by a Courſe 
of Juſtice to puniſh the Authors 
and Countenancers of theſe ſediti- 
ous Practices; fo commanded his 
Attorney-General to accuſe Five 
Members of the Lower Houſe of 
High "Treaſon, namely, Mr. Den- 
1 Hollis, Sir Arthur Hagelrig, Mr. 
ohn Pym, Mr. John Hamfden, 
and Mr. Milliam Stroud ; and the 
Lord Rimbuiton, Eail of Man- 
cheſter, of the Houſe of Peers. He 
alto {ent ſome Officers to ſeal up 
their Trunks and Cabmets in their 
ſeveral Lodgings, and to ſecure 
their Perſons. To this the Com- 
mons voted, That all thoſe Perſons 
were Enemies to the Common- 
wealth, that ſhould obey the King 
in any of his Commands concern- 
ing them; and it was lau ful for 
any Perſon to aſſiſt the ſaid Mem- 
bers. And becauſe the King came 
into the Houſe of Commons, and 
there demanded to have the Five 
Members delivered up to him 
(though he left his Guard of Pen- 
ſioners, and Lords and Gentlemen, 
without upon the Stairs) the Com- 
mons voted this Proceeding of the 
King a Breach of the Privilege 
of Parliament; and withal publiſh- 
ed a Declaration, That whoſoever 
ſhould arreſt any Member of Par- 
liament by Warrant from the King 
only, was guilty of the Breach ot 
Parliamentary Privileges; and like- 
wiſe, That all they who attended 
the King when he came to demand 
the Five Members (then hid in the 
City) were Guilty of a T'raiterous 
Deſign againit the King and Parlia- 
ment. The Leadeners came thro:ig- 
ing to HY/efiminfier in a tumultu— 
ous Sort, to petition for the Im-: 

O + peacl. ed 
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the King and his Papiſts were 1641. 
coming to fire the City, and t- 
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[[= felves very 
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peached Members, bchaving them- 
rudely towards the 
Biſhops. And tuch Increaſe and 
Numbers of the heady common 
People aſſembled in a tumultuous 
Manner about Whitehall and Vest 
minſter, that the King juſtly miſ- 
truſting ſome Danger from them, 
withdrew himſelf, with the Queen, 
and their Children, to WMinaſor. 
The next Day after which, the 
Five Members were triumphantly 
guarded from London to Weſtminſter 
by Water. Strange Reports were in 
theſe Times given out concerning 
Dangers from the King; how that 


Troops of Papiſts were gathered 


about Kingſton upon Thames, under 
the Command ot Colonel Lund/- 
ford, who was charactered to be of 
ſo monſtrous an Appetite, that he 
would eat Children, and other like 
falſe ridiculous Stories. Petitions 
were preſented to the Parliament, re- 
quiring that neither the Biſhops nor 
Popiſh Lords ſhould continue to 
vote amongſt the Peers, Women 
alſo preſented a Petition to the like 
Purpoſe. 'The Houſe of Commons 
petitioned his Majeſty, that they 
might have the Tower and London 
Militia put into their Hands; which 
he denied to grant. Yet did they 
place Major General S4/ppo» over 
that Militia. | 
The King, in hopes to ſtay the 
Fury of the Faction, conſented to 
almoſt all that they deſired. How- 
beit, notwi hſtanding all his gracious 
Condeſcenſions, Endeavours were 
ſtill uſed to create an Hatred of his 
Majeſty. Mr. John Pym publickly 
charged him with Connivance, at 
leaſt, if not with Contrivance of the 
{riſþ Rebellion; and when the King 
requir'd Satisfaction for the Calum- 
ny, the Commons juſtified Pym's 
Speech to be the Senſe of their Houſe. 
The 74, Rebels indeed, to diſhear-

King from his People, to main- 
tam a firm Peace betwixt the Con- 
federate Nations of England and 
Scotland, to aſſiſt and defend all thoſe 
that enter into this ſolemn League 
and Covenant, in the maintaining 
and purſuing thereof, to endeavour 
the Amending of their Lives, and 
each one to go before another in 
the Example of real Reformation, 
that the Lord might turn away his 
Wrath and heavy Indignation, and 
eltabliſh theſe Churches and King- 
doms in Truth and Peace. All the 
Parliament's Pretence in raiſing Arms 
was Reformation, for the Defence of 
the King's Perſon, to reſcue him 
ſrom his evil Council, and to make 
him a glorious King ; which at length 
they did when they deprived him of 
his natural Life. 

A. D. 1644, Sir William Waller 
defeated Sir Ralph Hopton about 
Brandm-Heath. The Lord Fairfax 
and his Son Sir Thomas took divers 
of the King's Garriſons in the North. 
Prince Rupert raiſed the Siege of 
Latham Houſe ; which Garriſon had 
been defended the Space of about 
eighteen Weeks, by that loyal and 
magnanimous Lady the Counteſs of 
Derby. Tune 29, the King's Forces 
gave a great Defeat to Waller's Ar- 
my at Cropely-Bridge. And preſently 
after this the King drove the Earl 
of Eſeæ up into Cornwa!/ ; but the 
Earl deſerted his Army, paſſing by 
Water to Plymouth ; and his Horle 
taking the Advantage of a dark 
Night, eſcaped, leaving the Foot to 
ſhitt how they could, who capitu- 
lated for their Lives, leaving their 
Arms, Cannon, Ammunition, and 
Baggage to the King's Diſpoſal. 
Then 1/ferdcome, - Barnſtaple, and 
Saltaſh, yielded to the King, who 
now victorioully marched towards 
Londan.

Marſton · moore, Where the Parlia- 
ment Army obtained 2 very conſi- 
derable Victory. And O#ober the 
27th, Efjex, Waller, and the Earl 
of Mancheſter, met the King as he 
came out of the Weſt at Fi hr ig 
where a ſharp Battle was fought, 
and the King's Party forced out of 
the Field. 

In Nowember, Mack Mahon, an 
Lib Rebel, was hanged and quar- 
tered at Tyburn. And December 23, 
Sir Alexander Carew was beheaded 
on Tower-hill, for attempting to give 
up the Ifland of Plymouth to the 
King's Forces. 

January the 1ſt, Hotham the Son, 
and January the 2d, Hotham the 
Father, were beheaded on Torwer- 
Bill, for deſigning to betray Hull to 
the Royaliſts, and for other Trea- 
cheries. 

William Laud, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, having been voted guil- 
ty of High Treaſon by the Houſe 
of Commons, and condemned by 
the Houſe of Peers to be drawn, 
hanged, and quartered, (though up- 
on his Petition they changed the 
Manner of his Execution) was 
brought to the Scaffold on Toxwer- 
bill, January 10, where he preach- 
ed his laſt Sermon, taking for his 
Text, Hebr. xiii. 2. So yielding his 
Neck to the Stroke of the Execu- 
tioner. The Charge againſt him 
was, endeavouring to ſubvert the 
Laws, Religion, and Privileges of 
Parhament. 

January 30, by his Majeſty's 
Procurement, a Treaty was held

the King's Standard, one of his 
Coaches, his Cabinet of Letters, 
which the Parliament cauſed to be 
made publick. 

April 16, Leiceſter was yielded 
up to Sir Thomas Fairfax, which 
accompliſhed, he marched into the 
Weſt to relieve Taunton, then be- 
ſieged by the Royal Party. At 
Langport he diſcomfited the Lord 
Goring's Forces, taking 1,400 Pri- 
ſoners. Then Bridgwater and 
Bath yielded to him. Then he 
beſieged Sherbourn Caſtle, and ſent

February the 6th, the Scots left 
Newcaſtle, and marched homeward; 
and two Days after the King ſet for- 
ward with the Parliament's Com- 
miſſioners for Halmby; attended 
with .goo Horſe, And now the 
Parliament, becauſe they wanted 
others to quarrel withal, fell to 
quarrel amongſt tliemſelves, divi- 
ding into two Parties, Presbyteri- 
ans and {naependents, with Anabap- 
tiſts and the other Sectariſts ; for 
the Independents comprehended all 
the ſeveral Seas. The Presbyts- 
rians were then powerful in the 
Houſe, but the other in the Army, 
and were a ſubtil and reſolute Peo- 
ple. The former of theſe Parties 

ſecing 
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1646, ſeeing themſelves in Danger of be- 
ng ſupplanted by the other, voted 


in Parliament, to have Part of the 
Army disbanded, another Part of 
it ſent over into Jreland towards 
the reducing that Country, and the 
Remainder to be diſpoſed into ſeve- 
ral Places of England, to keep the 
Royaliſts in Awe. This put the 
Army into a Heat, who, to make 
their Part ſure, ſent a Party of 
Horſe, commanded by Cornet Foyce, 
to ſeize upon the King's Perſon, 
and to bring him from Ho/mby into 
their own Quarter, which was 
done, June 3. 1647. From Holm- 
by they conveyed his Majeſty to 
Childerſley, and thence to New- 
Market, the Grandees of the Army 
pretending to him, how they were 
grieved for his Impriſonment and 
Sufferings, profeſſing they would 
never part with their Arms, till 
they had made his Way to the 
Throne (but it muſt be a Throne 
in Heaven.) Oliver Cronrwell the 
Grand Grandee, to clear himſelf 
from Diſſimulation herein, tis ſaid, 
did afterward pretend, that as he 
was praying for a Bleſſing from 
God on his Undertaking, to re- 
ſtore the King to his priſtine Ma- 
jeſty, his Tongue did cleave to the 
Roof of his Mouth, that he could 
not ſpeak one Word more, which 
he took as a Return of Pray er, and 
that God had rejected him from 
being King. And the more to 
palliate their Evil- Meanings, they 
permitted him the Service of his 
own Chaplains, which he had been 
denied at Holmby, the Commerce of 
Letters with the Queen, the Viſits 
of his own Party, and Attendance 
of his Courtiers.

Cooke, Sir Fames Harrington, Mr. 
Richard Brown, Mr. Hugh Kenedy, 
and Mr. Rcbert Berkley, in the 
Names of the Parliament of Eng- 
land, and in Behalf of the King- 
dom of Scotland. 

From Carisbrooke-Cafile, his Ma- 
jeſty wrote a Letter to the Parlia- 
ment, wherein he profeſſed he 
could not either, as a King or Chri- 
ſtian, conſent to the aboliſhing of 
Epiſcopacy, becauſe he eſteemed it 
to be Apoſtolical, and at his Co- 


.Tonation was ſworn to maintain it; 


yet he was willing Preſbytery 
ſhould be ſettled for Three Years, 
and that a free Debate ſhould be had 
by ſuch a Number of Divines, a- 
bout the Settlement of Church- 
Government for the future. And 
was willing alſo that the Parliament 
ſhould diſpoſe of the Militia, and 
ſhould have the Choice of his Privy-

him during his Reign : Withal ear- 
neſtly ſoliciting them to pity the 
languiſhing Condition of the King- 
dom, and to come to a perſonal 
Treaty with him. After Three 
Days Debate, the Parliament ſent 
Four Bills to his Majeſty to be figned 
by him ; but ſo derogating they 
were from his Royalty, that the 
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1648. Scorch Commiſſioners declared againſt 


them, and the King refuſed the 
ſigning of them. The Parliament 

thereupon voted, That no more 
Addreſſes ſhould be made to the 
King. 

In the mean while Colonel Ham- 
mond had diſmiſſed the King's Ser- 
vants, and uſed him more ſeverely 
than formerly, which occaſioned 
Captain Burleigh to beat up the 
Drum for the King's Service and 
Freedom in the Iſle of igt; but 
he was ſoon apprehended, and after- 
ward executed. 

A. D. 1648, the Parliament 
voted, That all they who would 
not ſubmit to the Power (meaning 
their uſurped Authority) ſhould be 
expelled the Univerſity, and that 
alt the College Rents thould be pay- 
ed to the Vuitors by them appoint- 
ed. 

April the gth and 1oth, the Lon- 
don Boys made an Inſurrection, ſeiz- 
ed the Magazine at Leadenball, cry- 
ing out for God and King Charles, 
but were quieted by Fairfax.

and the Lot falling upon Poyer, he 
was ſhot to Death. | 

April the zoth, the Duke of 
York, diſguiſed in Woman's Apparel, 
eſcaped from St. James's, and paſs'd 
into Holland. Many were the Pe- 
titions that were now preſented to 
the Parliament ſor a perſonal Trea- 
ty, and for diſbanding the Army ;

A Prince he was very temperate, 
caſte, humble, affectionate to his 
People, eloquent, notwithſtanding 
ſome ſmall Heſitation in his Utte- 
nance ; exceeding in Fortitude and 
Patience ; moſt devout in, and con- 
fant to his Religion. His Wife was 
Harietta Maria, the Daughter of 
flmry che Fourth King of France, 
by whom he had Iſſue Charles- 
fams, born at Greenwich, May 13, 
1028, but died near as ſoon as 
bom. Charles, afterwards King of 
Ezland, born at St. Fames's, May 
9, 1630. James, Duke of York, 
ad afterwards King, born alfo at 
James's, October 14, 1633. Henry, 
Duze of Glouceſter, born in the ſame 
Pace, July 8, 1039. Mary, born 
Iv. 4, 1631, married to William, 
Count of Naſſau, Prince of Orange, 
V whom ſhe had the late Prince of 
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Orange, who was King of England 1648. 
in — — of his Wife May, eldeſt: 


Daughter of King James II. Eli- 
zabeth, born January 28, 1635. Anne, 
born March 17, 1637, died before 
her Father. Catharine, who died 
almoſt as ſoon as born. Henrietta, 
born at Excefter, June 16, 1644, 
married to the Duke of Anjou and 
Orleans, only Brother to Lewis XIV. 
King of France. In his Troubles 
he compoſed an excellent Book, in- 
titled, Exc Baoinxy. He had be- 
gun the Repairing of St. Paul's at 
London; he built that Ship called the 
Royal Sovereign, whoſe Burthen was 
1636 Tons, her Length 127 Feet, 
her Breadth within the Planks 46 
Feet, her Depth from her Breadth 
19 Feet, carrying 100 Pieces of 
Ordnance wanting four ; her Lan- 
thorn ſo large, that ten Men might 
ſtand in it; her Building coſt 80, ooo 
Pounds. | 

In the laſt Year of King James 
the Firſt, and firſt of King Charles 
the Firſt, (wiz. 1625.) the Plague 
began in V/hite-Chapel in London, 
in the ſame Houſe, on the ſame 
Day of the Month, with the ſame 
Number that died 22 Years before, 
when Queen Elizabeth departed this 
Life. Of this Plague there died 
in all within the Bills of Mortality, 
41,313, beſides of other Diſeaſes

Father King Charles I. was 
murthered ; and that Tail of a Par- 
liament fitting at Weftminfler, were 
reſolved, initead of admitting him 
the lawful Heir unto the Govern- 
ment of England, to aſſume it to 
themſelves. To which End, they 
firſt ſet forth a Proclamation, That 
no Perſon whatſoever ſhould pre- 
ſume to proclaim, or any Way to 
promote Charles Stuart, Son of 
Charles Stuart, late King of Eng- 
land, or any other Perſon, to be 
King or Chief Magiſtrate of theſe 
Kingdoms ; but he that ſhould at- 


tempt any ſuch Thing, ſhould be ad- 


judged a Traytor. After this, they 
voted the Houſe of Lords to be 
uſeleſs and dangerous, and kingly 
Government to be unneceſſary and 
burthenſome, and therefore they a- 
boliſned both. However, the Mar- 
quis of Ormond cauſed his Majeſty 
to be publickly proclaimed King of 
Ireland, and the Scotch Parliament 
did the like in Scotland. But the 
Members of We/tminffer having a 
victorious Army on their Side, pro- 
ceeded to eſtabliſh their Projects ; 
cauſed all publick Writings to be 
iſſued out in the Name of the Keep- 
ers of the Liberyes of England by 
Authority of Parliament ; ordering 
a new Great Seal to be made, with 
the Croſs and Harp on one Side, 
and this Inſcription, The Great Seal 
ef Ergland; on the other Side,

Cuſtody. 

In Ireland, the King's Lieute- 
nant, the Marquis of Ormond, in 
order to promote the King's Cauſe 
there, concluded a Peace with the 
Ii, and June the 22d he beſieged 
the City of Dublin; but Auguſt the 
2d, Colonel Michael Fones, with 
his whole Strength, being between 
8 and q, ooo, ſallied out upon the 
Beſiegers, who were 19,000 Horſe 
and Foot, and routed them totally, 
flew of them about 3000, took Pri- 
ſaners 2517, took all the Marquis's 
Train of Artillery and Ammuniti- 
on, and a very rich Booty in the 
Camp. Auguſt the 16th, Oliver 


Cromwell landed with his Forces at 


Dublin, and after a ſhart Stay there, 
marched with great Expedition a- 
gainſt Tredagh, or Dregheda, where 
Sir Arthur Aßeton was Governor; 
the Defendants of the Town did 
bravely behave themſelves, however 
Oliver gained it by Storm, giving 
{trict Orders to his Soldiers, that 
they ſhould afford Quarter neither 
to Man, Woman, nor Child, but 
ſhould kill all. He vowed to one

Auguſt the 22d, was Colonel Eu- 
ſebius Andrews beheaded on Tower- 
Hill, for receiving a Commiſſion 
from his Majeſty. Ir Scotland 
the Engliſb Army under Oliver 
having made themſelves Maſters of 
ſome Garriſons on September the 
Firſt, marched to Dunbar, whither 
the Scotch Army followed them, 
and pent them up on a Neck of 
Land not a Mile and a half from 
Sea to Sea; great were the Streights 
of the Engliſb Army at that Time, 
many of the Soldiers being fick and 
diſabled, and the whole Army ſhut 
up as it were in a Pound ; but 
theſe Extremities, inſtead of diſ- 
heartning them, ſet the greater Edge 
to their Courages, and reſolv'd they 
were on September the 3d, 1650, 
either to force their Way through 
their Enemies, or nobly to die in 
the Attempt ; to which End, a Par- 
ty was ſent to gain Comper's Perth- 
paſs from the Scots ; which being 
effected, the whole Eng/;b> Army 
Charged, and after about an Hour's 
hot Engagement, the Scotch Horſe 
were routed, and thereupon the 
Foot threw down their Arms, and 
made the beſt Uſe they could of 
their Legs. In the Scots Army were 
this Day near 16,000 Foot, and 
6,000 Horſe, whereof 4,000 were 
ſlain, and near 10,000 taken Pri- 
ſoners. The Engliſ Army were 
not above 7, 500 Foot, and 3,500 
Horſe, beſides diſabled Men. There 
were taken from the Scots in this 
Fight 27 Field-pieces, io, o Arms, 
many Priſoners of Note, and near 
200 Horſe and Foot Colours, which 
were afterwards hung up as 'Tro- 
phies in Veſiminſter-Hall. 

September the 8th, the virtuous 
Princeſs Elizabeth died in her Con- 


finement at Caraſbrool- Caſle * 
the Ille of Wight. And in 4 
following the Prince of Oran 
died at the Hague in Holland ; 11 
ſome Time after this, the Mock. 
Parliament, to free England of the 
Royal Blood, ſent the Duke 9 
Gloucefler to Heidelberg, ordering 
him an Allowance of 1,500 “. ter 
Annum. 

October the Sth, ſome Cavalier 
took Arms in Norfolk, for which 
about Twenty of them were x. 
cuted. 

December the 24th, the firong 
Caſtle of Edinbargh was yielded i. 
to the Engl; Hands, tho? not with 
out Suſpicion of ſome Treachery,

Conditions. A little before thi 
time tnere were three different Par 
ties in Scotland; Dawid Leſley an 
his Army were for King and Kirk 
the Marquis of Montroſe and hi 
Followers were for the King with 
out the Kirk 3 and Colonel Kerre 
and Straugban, were for the Kir 
without the King. Colonel Aer 
Party was routed, and himſelf t. 
ken Priſoner by Colonel Lanbent 
and Straughan and Swinton delerte 
the Kirk, complying with the Eg 
liſh, for which the Kirk excommu 
nicated them. 

March the 4th, Sir Henry Ha 
was beheaded before the Royal Ex 
change, becauſe being the King 
Leaguer at Conſtantinople, he had op 
pos'd Bendiſb, who was ſent thith 
by the States of England. 

The 2uakers about this time ir 
appeared; one George Fox (cal 
by them the Elder, there being 
other of the ſame Name of 1a 
Date among them) was the orig 
nal Riſe of them. Their beginnt 
certainly was very protg10U, 
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being firſt taken with Swellings in 
teil Bodies, as if ready to burſt, with 
Shakings and I remblings (thence 
called Puakers) and many Times 
committing ſtrange ridiculous Extra- 
vagancies. 

4.D. 1651, March 29, was Cap- 
nin Broaun Jabel, an expert Seaman, 
beheaded under the Scaffold on Toww- 
Hl, for taking Part with his So- 
vereign. 

In Ireland, the Deputy thereof, 
Iritm, was very lucceſsful againſt 
the Marquiſs of Ormond, the Lord 
Inchequin, Marquiſs Cintard, Earl 
of Ca/t/chaven, and other the King's 
Friends, taking many Garriions 
from them; the like did Oliver 
in Hcotland from the King's Friends 
mere. 

Howbeit, his Majeſty hoping 
that now at length England might 
be favourable to his juſt Cauſe, he 
advances into Exg/and by the Way 
of Carliſle, with about 16,000 Men, 
bending his Courſe by a {ſwift

mies, reſolved to fally upon them 


with his whole Force, which ac- 
cordingly he did; and at the firſt 
made the diſtoyal Party retire ſome- 
what diſorderly, the King himſelf 
performing the Part of a valiant 
Soldier at the Head of his Horſe. 
But at length his Army being over- 
powered by the numerous freſh Sup- 
plies of his Enemies, his Majeſty's 
Side was put to the worſt, his Horſe 
flying amain towards the North, 
and his Foot into Vorceſter, whi- 
ther they were ſollowed at the Heels 
by their Victors, who entered the 
City with them, which they plun- 
dered, killing and taking molt of 
the Scots Priſoners; thoſe Horſe 
that fled were purſued, and great 
Part of them taken ; and the poor 
ſtraggling Scots were either made 
Priſoners, or killed by the Country 
People. The Number of the King's 
Party flain were judged to be a- 
bout 3000, and of Priſoners ta- 
ken in the Whole about 10,000, 
amongſt which were Duke Ha- 
multon, the Earls of Shrewsbury, 
Derby, Cleaweland, Lauderdale, 
Rotho, Carnwath, and Killy, the 
Lord Synciair, Sir John Packing- 
ton, Sir Charles Cunningham, Sir 
Ralph Clare, Major - General P:/- 
cotty, Major - General Montgome- 
, Colonel Graves, Mr. Farfraw 
the King's Secretary, the Adjutant- 
General, Marſhal - General, Gene 
ral of the Ordnance, together with 
5 Colonels of Horie, 13 of Foot, 
17 Lieutenant-Colonels, 19 Majors, 
109 Captains; there were alſo taken 
158 Colours, the King's Standard, 
Coach and Horſes, Collar of SS's, 
and Star- Cloak, with other Things 
of great Value. His Majeſty, in 
his Eſcape, endeavoured to go for 
Scotland, but miſſing his Way th 
firſt Night, was conducted by the 
Earl of Derby to a Houſe called 
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Boſcobel, inhabited by one Pendrel, 
a faithful Perſon, and ſeated in a 
fine Grove in Shrop/hire, upon the 
Confines of Stafforaſpire. While 
he was here, his Majeſty was ob- 
liged to keep out all Day in the 
Wood, to avoid the Search of the 
Parliament Soldiers, who frequent- 
ly viſited the Place; where his 
Majeſty with Colonel Carlis fat all 
Day in a large thick Oak. From 
hence he wander'd in Diſguiſe, and 
after many Diſappointments and 
providential Eſcapes, he came at 
laſt at Six Weeks End to Shoreham 
in Suſſex, from whence he got Pal- 
ſage, and in a ſhort Time arrived 
ſafe at Frecam, near Hawre de Grace 
in France, although his Foes had 
all that Time been making the 
ſtricteſt Search imaginable. 

A little before this Fight at 
Worceſter, divers Perſons, many of 
them Presbyterian Miniſters, were 
ſeized on for holding Correſpon- 
dence with Charles Stuart none 
might, as they loved their Lives 
and Eſtates, call him King) and on 
Auguſt the 2 2d, were two of them, 
namely, Mr. Chriſtopher Lowe, Mi- 
niſter, and Mr.' Gibbons, beheaded 
on Tower-Hill. 

The common Priſoners, Scotch

wen. Upon the 18th, 19th, and 
oth Days of February, the two 
Fleets fought again, when the Dutch 
were forced to fly, the Exgliſs ta- 
king fifty-two of the Merchant- 
men they had in Convoy, and nine 
Men of War. 
A. D. 1653, April the 20th 
Oliver Cromavell took upon him to 
put a Period to the fitting of thoſe 
lng-winded Members at V eftmin- 
fer, objecting to them when he 
came to diſplace them, That they 
delayed, if not utterly neglected the 
redreſſing of publick Grievances 3 
that they deſigned their own Inte- 
telt, and perpetuating themſelves, 
therefore they were to fit there no 
lnger, Inſtead of theſe Members 
turned out of Doors, Oliver and 
his Officers conſtituted a Council of 
State to rule the Common- wealth, 
though they reſolved to rule the 
Council of State. 

June the 2d, the Engliſh and 
Dutch Fleets engaged again in Fight, 
When at the very firſt Shot made by 
tie Datch, Admiral Richard Dean, 
Was ſlain.

Cromwell this while, with ſome 
of the leading Officers of the Ar- 
my, had made Choice of certain 
Perſons not above 150 for the three 
Nations, who were to have the Le- 
giſlative Power, and to be tiled 
a Parliament. Theſe Parliament- 
Gentlemen, and Soldiers of the new- 
faſhioned Election, met Fuly the 
4th, at Weſtminſter, where they 
choſe Mr. Rouſe for their Speaker : 
But not agreeing among themſelves 
(for about ſixty of them conteſted 


hard for the taking away of Tithes 


from the Miniſters as Antichriſtian) 
they fairly re-delivered their Power 
into Oliver's Hands, December the 
12th, after they had enacted a Law, 
That Juſtices of the Peace, and not 
Miniſters, ſhould join<Perſons toge- 
ther in ſacred Wedlock. 

But while this cunning Thing 
called a Parliament was doing little, 
or little to the Purpoſe, the active 
Dutch were again put forth to Sea, 
with about 120 Men of War, and 
before the Texel were encountred 
by the Erglih, Fuly the 29th; the 
Fight was vigorouſly maintained 
on both Parts, till*the Dutch Ad- 
miral Fan Trump, fighting in the 
midit of the Englißß Fleet, was

by the reſt of the Fleet was fo 
diſcouraged, that they made to the 
Texel as ſpeedily as they coull.

But to return to Olla er, who, af- 
ter his patched Junto had diſſolved 
themſelves, called a Council of Ot- 
ficers, with ſome other of his Crea- 
tures, to conſult about the Settle- 
ment of a Government; and theſe 
at length, after great Pretences of 
ſeeking God's Mind herein, con- 
cluded to have a ſingle Perſon again 
to be the Head of the Common- 
wealth of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, and the Dominions and 
Territories thereurſtto belonging, 
and O/zver Cromwell muſt be the 
Man, who though awhile ſeeming 
unwilling to undertake ſo great a 
Charge, yet at length yielded, and 
accordingly was inſtalled Lord 
Protector of the Common-wealth 
of England, with much Formality 
and Ceremony, in the Chancery- 
Court at We:/tmin/ter, before the 
Judges, the Lord-Mayor and Al- 
dermen of Lenden, with the Chief 
Officers of the Army, on Decem- 
ber the 16th. Immediately after 
which, all publick Writings chan- 
ged their Stile from that of The 
Keepers of the Liberties of Erg- 
land, to that of Ol;zver Lord Pro- 
tector of England, &c. And the 
City of London to manifeſt their 
Good-lking of this Government 
and Governor (at leaſt to make 
Shew of it) invited the Protector to 
a magnificent Feaſt at Crocer's-Gall,

In England the Royal Party were 
buſy to take down the Protector's 
Greatneſs; but the Plot was difco- 
vered before it was ripe for Execu- 
tion, and many of the Conſpira- 
tors in ſeveral Places ſeized on by 
the Ol/iverians. At Salisbury, March 
the 1ith, a Party of about 200 
Cavaliers were in Arms, but were 
diſperſed, and ſome of their chief 
Leaders taken, as Mr. Grove, Lieu- 


tenant - Colonel Penrudach, Major 
Dean, Tones, &c. Others there 


were in Arms about Shrewsbury, 
Sheravood Foreſt in Northumberland; 
and another Party in Yori4/re, wheres 
Sir Henry Sling ſoy was taken. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Penruddack, and Mr. 
Grove, were beheaded at Salis/hury, 
and ſome others of them were 
hanged. 

A. D. 1655, about the Begin- 
ning of this Year, Admiral Bla- 
with, his Fleet performed a daring 
Piece of Service at Tunis, where 
demanding from the Dey or Go- 
vernor of Tunis the Reparation for 
the Loſſes the Eng liſb ſuſtained 
from Turkiſh Pirates, and having a 
ſcornful Anſwer returned, he bold- 
ly preſſed upon their Ships lying 
under the Caſtle of Golitta, and 
there burnt nine Ships, with but 
the Loſs of 25 Men; in the mean 
time plying continued Broadſides 
upon the Cattle, within Musket- 
ſhot of it. 

In England the Protector conſti- 
tuted a new kind of Officers called 


e Major- 
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1657. Major- Generals, who were each of 
them (being eleven in Number) in 


their ſeveral Limits aſſigned them to 
ſuperviſe the Actions of the poor 
Royaliſts, and to decimate their 
Eſtates, and indeed to do what they 
liſted; but theſe after they had ty- 
rannized a while were laid aſide. 
February the 16th, the Spani- 
ardi at Dunkirk declared open War 
againſt England, and immediately 
thereupon was a Peace concluded 
betwixt France and England ; one 
of the Articles of which was, That 
the King of France ſhould exclude 
Charles Stuart, (King of England) 
and all his Relations and Adhe- 
Tents, out of his Dominions, And 
accordingly the Duke of York was 
complimented to depart France by 
ſuch a Time; nor was his Retinue 
to ſlay after him: Had his Majeſty 
himſelf been there, he muſt have 
expected the ſame Dealing. | 
February the 21, died that learn- 
ed Prelate Dr. Uher, Archbiſhop 


of Armagh, and was buried in ef- 


minſter- Abbey. 

A. D. 1656, to begin this Year 
well for fortunate Oliver, ſome of 
his Fleet under the Admirals Blake 
and Mountague, not far from Cadiz

gainſt the Protector, as it tormerly 
had been againſt the King's Pr. 
ſon ; then ordained Monies to be 
raiſed in the three Nations ſor pg. 
ing the Armies; and ordered ; 
Year's Rent to be paid the Protec. 
tor for every Houſe built upon 4 
new Foundation within Ten Mis 
of the City of London. 

Yet notwithſtanding the Provif. 
on made to ſecure the Protector; 
Perſon, there were divers Attempt 
made -to kill him, and a printed 
Paper was publiſhed, intituled, 
Killing no Murther. One il: 
Sindercomb, formerly a Soldier in 
the Army, had determined to ſhoot, 
or by one Means or other to nid 
the World of him; but his Deſign 
being betrayed, he was condemned 
to be hanged and quartered ; to pte. 
vent which, he procured his own 
Death, it is ſaid, by ſnuffing up 4 
poiſonous Powder into his Head ; 
wherefore, as a Self murtherer, he 
was dragged at a Horſe's Tall trom 
the Tower to Tower: Hill, where be. 
ing turned naked into a Llole, a 
Stake ſpiked with Iron was drizen 
through him. 

A. D. 1657, this Year com- 
menced with a Conſpiracy of Fifth 
Monarchiſts to have pulled cown 
Oliver ; but the Plot was diſcover- 
ed, and the ProjeQors apprehen- 
ded ; the chief of whom was Ma.

April the 20th, Admiral Blake 
performed another notable Exploit ; 
tor at Sancta Crux in Teneriffa, the 
chief Iſland of the Canaries and 
belonging to the Spaniards, he hred 
and funk 16 great Ships, among 


which was the Admiral, Vice-Ad- 
| miral, and Rear- Admiral, and two 
lor three Galleons. The Spaniards, 


belides the Loſs of the whole Fleet, 
had many hundred of Men flain 
on the Shore ; yet in this notable 
Aion, the Engliſb had but 48 Men 
ain, and 120 wounded. The Pro- 
teftor, to gratify the Admiral for 
this his brave Service, ſent him a 
Diamond Ring worth 500 J. and 
Captain Richard Stainer, who led 
the firſt Squadron, was at his coming 
into England, for this and his other 
good Service at Cadiz, honoured 
with Knighthood. 

And now the Parliament, who 
had been long debating concerning 
the ſetting of his Highneis, at laſt 
preſented him with a certain thing 
called, The Humble Petition and 
Advice, deſiring him to take the 
Corernment of the three Nations 
upon him, with the Stile of King; 
which Stile he refuſed, as foreſee- 
mg this would diſguſt the Secta- 
nuts generally ; therefore contented 
limſelf with the Power- Royal, and 
his old Stile of Lord Protector, 
which the Parliament confirmed, 
And June the 26th, his Highneſs 
Was with great State and Magni- 
ficence inſtalled in his Office of 
Proteftorſhip in We{{minſter-Hall ; 
Where the Speaker, in the Name of 
tie Parliament, preſented him with 
a Robe of Purple Velvet, lined 
with Ermine, a Sword, a large Bi- 
ble richly gilt and boſſed, and 
a Sceptor of Gold. And when the 
Speaker, Earl of Warwick, and 
vir Bulftrode Whitlock, had veſted 
liver, then the Speaker admini- 
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ſtred the Oath to him in theſe fol- 


lowing Words: J do in the Preſence, CSHNN 


and by the Name of God, promiſe 
and ſwear, That to the utmoſt of my 
Poxwer I will uphold and maintain

Common-wealth of England, &c. 
and that done, ſome Soldiers 
and others cried, God ſave the 
Lord Protector. Oliver thus eſta- 
bliſhed in his Mightineſs by Par- 
liament, he falls to faſhion his Fa- 
mily after the Manner of a King's 
Court; hath his Yeomen of the 
Guard, in their Livery of Grey 
Cloth welted with black Velvet, 
over whom commanded Valter 
Strickland 5 his Lord Keeper WAs 
Nathaniel Fine“; and Lord Cham- 
berlain Sir Gilbert Pickering, &C. 
And the better to ſtrengthen him- 
ſelf at Home, and to raiſe his Fa- 
mily into Eſteem, he gave his eldeſt 
Son a Command 1n the Army, 
his younger Son he made Lord De- 
puty of Lreland ; his two younger 
Daughters, that were not yet diſpo- 
ſed of in Marriage, he matched the 
elder of them with Mr. Robert 
Rich, the Earl of 1arawickt's Grand- 
ſon, and the youngeſt with a Per- 
ſon of great Honour, the Lord Tal- 
caibridoe. And that he might be 
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1658. as King-like as poſſible, and withal 


check the Commons in Parliament, 
he conſtituted an Upper Houſe of 
Parliament, inſtead of the Houſe of 
Lords, fixty-two in Number, moſt 
of them his own Creatures ; among 
whom were Colonel Hew/2r, one 
by Trade next kin to a Cobler, and 
Colonel Pride, formerly a Brewer's 
Servant ; who before this had been 
made two of his Knights Errants, 
And, to honour the Muſhrooms, he 
elected to fit in his Upper Houſe 
ſome few Noblemen, as the Earl of 
Warm wick, &c. 

February the 2oth, the Parlia- 
ment, that had been adjourned, 
now re-aſſembled ; but becauſe 
they admitted thoſe Members to 
fit with them, who at firſt refuſed 
to ſubſcribe to Olwer's Inftru- 
ments ; and becauſe they queſtion- 
ed the Protector's Power in erect— 


ing his Upper Houſe, (which in 


Contempt they called, 7he other 
Houſe,) Oliver hereupon ſent for 
them to his Upper Houle Bar, where 
he made a long Speech to them, 
and in Concluſion told them, That 
it did concern as well the Peace 
and Tranquility of the Nation, as 
his own. Intereſt, to terminate that 
Parliament, and therefore he did 
at this Time put an End to their 
Sitting.

neis Oliver Lord Protector.

Thus 
was miſerable Ergland ſubjected to 
the arbitrary Power of an Army, 
to have what Lords and Laws they 
But the Time of its Liber- 
ty approached, the principal Inſtru- 
ment whereof was General George 
Mznk, who pretending to a Reſet- 
tlement of the Junto, and not to 
be able to ſee the Nation ſo enſla- 
ved by Lambert and his faQtious Par- 
ty, drew his Army out of Sce-land, 
having firſt changed ſome of his 
Officers. The Committee of Safety 
exceedingly courted this General to 
comply with them ; and when that 
would not do, Lambert drew his 
Army into the North, with Deſign 
to impede General Mz»#'s March 
to London ; but all their Projects 
arailed nothing with the General, 
And to help forward his Majeſty's 
Intereſt, and the Nation's Delive- 
rance, the City of Landen grew 
very diſcontented and ſurly againſt 
the Army; the Fleet declared 
for the Junto; likewiſe many of 
Lambert's Party withdrew them- 
ſelves from him; and the Country 
in general was full of W 
all 
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and Murmurings; inſomuch that 


the Committee of Safety perceived 


themſelves to be in a very unſafe 
and kind of deſolate Condition ; 
and therefore with great Submith- 
on they ſent for the Speaker de- 
firing him, with the reſt of his Fel-

ſtitute a new Council of State; ſet 
at Liberty Sir George Booth, and 
ſuch of his Party that were Priſo- 
ners ; alſo all ſuch as had been im- 
priſoned for petitioning for a Free 
Parliament ; as Sir Robert Pye, 
Major Fincher, &c. cauſed the 
Rump Militia, conſiſting moſt of 
Sectaries, to be disbanded; made 
ſuch Acts as might beſt conduce to 
the Settlement of the Nation, as 
for taking away all Places of Truſt 
and Power out of the Hands of the 
Sectarian Party; alſo voted a Full 
and Free Parliament to be choſen 
and fit at Weftminfter, April the 25th. 
This Parliament was called Free; 
yet (as in all the Protector's Parlia- 
ments) no Loyaliſt that had been 
in actual Arms for the King, was 
capable of being elected a Parlia- 
ment-Man. 

March the 17th, the Long Par- 
lament diſſolved themſelves, lea- 
ving a. Council of State to govern 
till the next Parliament ſhould aſ- 
ſemble. But in the Interim that 
the Parliament was buſied for the 
recovering the Peace and Freedom 
of the Nation, ſome Male- contents 
were very active for ſowing the 
Seeds of Diviſion in the Army, eſ- 
pecially in that Part which had 
been for the Committee of Safety ; 
yet by the Care and Prudence of 
General Monk (who diſplaced molt 
of the Fanatick Officers) their 
Deſigns were fruſtrated. Lambert, 
aſter the Diſſolution of the Par- 
lament, attempted to involve the 
Nation again in a Civil War ; but 
Colonel Richard Ingoldſoy diſperſed 
his ſmall Force, and took him Pri- 
ſoner, 

A. D. 1660, April the 25th, the 
Free Parliament aſſembled at 1 
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1662. minſter, and on May the iſt. vo- 
ted, that according to the ancient 


and fundamental Laws of this 
Kingdom, Charles the decond is the 
Jawful and undoubted King of theſe 
Nations. Tranſcendant was the 
Toy all over England, which iſſucd 
from this good News. His Ma- 
jeſty from his Court, then at Be- 
da, had ſent his Letters to both 
Houſes of Parliament, to Gencral 
Monk, and to the City, to Admi- 
ral Montague and the Othcers of 
the Fleet, with a Declaration alſo 
to all his loving Subjects, the Sub- 
ſtance whereof was, That he did 
grant a free and general Pardon 
to all his Subjects that ſhould 
within Forty Days lay hold upon 
his Grace and Favour, excepting 
ſuch Perſons as ſhould be excepted 
by Parliament. That he would 
ſhew all poſſible Indulgence to tcn- 
der Conſciences, and ſuch as dif- 
fer in Matters of Religion, ſo they 
did not diſturb the Peace of the 
Kingdom; that he would preſerve 
them free from Injury in their 
Lives and Eſtates; and that all 
Things relating to Sales and Pur 
chaſes (for there had been more 
Lands bought and fold in the late 
Uſurping Limes, than what the 
right Owners, loyal Subjects, had 
conſented to) ſhould be determined 
in Parliament : 'That he would take 
Care for the Arrears of the Soldiery 
under the Command of General 
Mang; and that they ſhould be 
received into his Service, upon as 
good Pay and Conditions as at that 


preſent they enjoyed, The Parlia— 


ment conſidering that his Majeſty 
had for many Years been deprived 
of his Revenues, and therefore could 
not but be in Want of Money, they 
therefore ordered, that the Sum of 
50,000 J. ſhould be ſent him for a 
Preſent; and 10,000 /. to the Duke

September the 13th, that hope- 
ful Prince, Henry Duke of Glou- 
ce/ler, departed this Life ; and on 
the ſame Day the Parliament was 
adjourned to the th of November 
following. .

The Perſons whoſe Names 
follow, had the Favour to be re- 
prieved after Condemnation, be- 
cauſe they delivered themſelves to 
the Parliament's Mercy upon their 
Proclamation, Hardreſs, Waller, Wi- 
at, Tichburn, Marten, Pennington, 
Row, Holland, Dowuns, Garland, 
Temple, Millington, Haweningham, 
Lilburn, Fleetwood, Smith, Meyn, 
and Hulet. This laſt was accuſed 
to be one of thoſe two which in a 
Frock and Vizard aſſiſted in the 
horrid Execution of the King ; but 
becauſe the Evidence againſt him 
ſeemed to the Judges not ſufficiently 
clear, he had his Reprieve. 
December 24th, Mary the Prin- 
ceſs of Orange died at Whiterall, 
and on the 29th of the ſame Month 
was buried at //fminfter; and the 
Parliament on the ſame Day diſſol- 
ved. At the Diflolution whereof 
the King gave his Royal Aﬀent to 
theſe Acts, amongſt many others, 
dig. An Act for granting to the 
King's Majeſty 40,000 J. per Men- 
im, for fix Months, for diſbanding 
the Armv, and paying the Navy; 
and an Act for Attainder, which was 
made to attaint the Judges and other 
Actors in the Murder of the late 
King. Cromwell, Ireton, Bradſhaw,

This Year of Fubilie were the 
Lands of the King's loyal Subjects 
reftored to them, that had been 
unjuſtly taken from them by the 
late Uſurper.

4. D. 1661, the Entrance of 
this Year was made famous by the 
magnificent Coronation of King 
Charles II. In Preparation unto 
which his Majeſty created fix 
Earls, fix Barons, fixty-eight 
Knights of the Bath; and on the 
22d of April he made his Caval- 
cade from the Tower through Lon- 
an to Weſtminſter, againſt which 
time four magnificent Triumphal 
Arches had been erecied by the 
City (as their Charter obligeth 
them) for his Majelly to pals 
through. 

The firſt of which was placed in 
Leadenhall-freet, repreſenting his 
Majeſty's happy Arrival in England: 
The ſecond was near the Noral- 
Exchange, being a Naval Repre- 
ſentation : The third in Cheap/ide, 
repreſenting the Temple of Con- 
cord; The fourth in Flzct-/reet, 
repreſenting the Garden of Plenty. 
Ajril the 23d was the Day of his 
Majeſty's Coronation, when he diſ- 
poled of the Regalia unto the No- 
blemen hercafter mentioned, to be 
carried by them from Weſlminſter 
Hall to the A{ovey-Church.

— 


took the uſual Oath, To confirm 
the Laws to the People, and namely, 
the Franchiſes granted to the Clergy 
by St. Edward the Confeſſor: To 
maintain the Goſpel eflabliſhed in the 
Kingdom: To keep Peace, execute Fu- 


ſtice, and grant the Commons the 


rightful Cuſtoms. 

Then followed this Hymn, Come 
Holy Ghaſt, Eternal God, &c. a 
Prayer for the King, and the Li- 
tany ; which being finiſhed, and his 
Majeſty ſeated in the Coronation- 
Chair, the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury anointed him, firſt in the Palms 
of his Hands in Manner of a Croſs, 
pronouncing theſe Words; Let theſe 
Hands be anointed avith holy Oil, 
as Kings and Prophets hawe been 
anointed, and as Samuel did anoint 
David 7o be. King, that thou maye/t 
be blefjed and eſtabliſbed King in this 
Kingdom, and amoneſt this People, 
auh, the Lord thy Cad hath given 
thee to rule over. 

After which, the Choir ſang 
this Anthem: Zadok the Prieſt, 
and Nathan the Prophet, anointed 
Solomon King, and all the Peo- 
ple rejoiced, and ſaid, Cod fave the 
King. 

At the End of which Anthem, 
the Archbiſhop ſaid, Lo9k deaun, 
Almighty God, evith thy faveurable 
Countenance upon this glorious King, 
&c. and then proceeded to anoint 
the King's Breaſt, between his 
Shoulders, and on both his Shoul— 
ders, the Bowing of his Arm, and 
Crown of his Head : Which being 
done, the Anointing was dried up 
with fine Linnen; and two ſhort 
Prayers followed. 'Then the Dean 
of Neſiminſter put on the Coif with 
the Colobium Sindonts, or Surplice, 


upon the King; whereupon the 


Archbiſhop pray ed, ſaying, O God, 


the King of Rings, and Tord of 
Lords, by whom Kings do reign, and 
Lawgivers da make good Lay, 
wouchſafe, 7 beſeech thee, in thy 


Fawour, to bleſs this kinoly Org. 


ment, and grant thy Servant Charles 
our King, awho ſhall avear it, may 


ſine in thy Sight with the Orna— 


ment of a good Life and holy Actions; 
and after this Life ended he may fr 
ever enjoy that Life of Gliry aubich 
hath no End, through Chriſt Cir 
Lord. Amen. 

This ſaid, the T:iJue- Hoſe, San 
als, and Super- Tunica, were put 
upon the King; then the Sword 
of State was received by the Arch- 
biſhop from the Lord Chamberlain, 
Earl of Manchefter, and laid upon 
the Altar, and a Prayer made, That 
it might be ſan#ified to prote and 
defend Churches, Widows, Orphans, 
and all the Servants of God; and 
that it might be a Fear and Terror

The Prayer ended, the Arch- 
biſkop and Biſhops delivered the 
Sword to the King, ſaying, Acciße

Sword, aubich is hallowed for the

Then ſucceſſively the 4rmil and 


Mantle were put upon the King, 


St. Edzvard's Crown upon his Head, 


a Ring upon the Fourth Finger ot 


his Right Hand, and into each 
Hand a Scepter ; all which were 
ſeverally conſecrated by the Arch. 


biſhop, as the Calabium Sindonis and 


Sword of State had been. 
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Then the Archbiſhop and Biſhops 

reſent did their Homage to the 
King, kneeling down before his 
Knees, and promiſing to be faithful 
9% him and his Heirs, Kings of Eng- 
land; which ſaid, they kiſſed the 
King's Left Cheek. 

After them, the Temporal No- 
bility did their Homage allo at 
the King's Knee, in theſe Words : 
JG. M. do become your Liegeman of

Which ſaid, they ſingly aſcended 
the Throne, and touched the King's 
Crown, promiſing by that Ceremo- 
ny, to be ready to ſupport it with all 
their Power. 

Then the King went to the Al- 
tar, there preſented another Wedge 
of Gold, and receiv'd the Sacrament, 
after which an Anthem was ſung, 
and the King put off St. Edward's 
Crown, and had the Imperial 


Crown ſet upon his Head, the 


Scepter with the Croſs put into his 
Right Hand, and Globe into his 
Left, immediately going back to 
IF:/tminfier- Hall, where himſelf and 
Nobles teaſted, 

May the 8th, according to his 
Majelty's Summons, the Parlia- 
ment met at Veſiminſter, and e- 
leRed Sir Edward Turner for their 
Speaker.

May the 20th, by Order of Par- 
nament, was the Scots Solemn League 
and Covenant, that had been impo- 
ted on the King's Subjects without 
his Conſent, burnt in Landis by the 
Hands of the Common Hangman.

Hu:dles from Newgate to Tyburn, 
and from thence back again. 

February the 8th, happened a 
violent Wind, the like to which 
had not been known in the Me- 
mory of any then living; it did 
very much Harm in many Parts of 
the Nation, by tearing up of Fruit 
and Timber Trecs, and ruining 
Houſes, This Year the Book of 
Common-Prazer was reſtored to the 
Church, and confirmed by Act of 
Parliament. | | 

February the 13th, Elizabeth, 
Queen of Bohemia, the King's Aunt, 
departed this Life at London. 

A. D. 1662, and April the 19th, 
three of the Regicides, namely, 
Bari ſtead, Okey, and Corbet, (taken 
in Holland) were drawn upon Hur- 
ales from the Tower to Tzburn, and 
there hang'd and quarter'd, 

. May the 14th, Catharine the In- 
fanta of Portugal, Daughter of John 
IV. King of Portugal, and Siſter of 
Alphonſo IV. arrived at Port ſinouth, 
where the was married to Charles 
II. King of England, Scotland, 
Ec. R 

May the 19th, at the Proroga- 
tion of the Parliament, the Pill for 
Hearth-Money received the Royal 
Aſſent. 

In the Beginning of June were 
Sir Henry Vane, and Lambert, 
tried at the King's Bench Bar, for 
formerly diſturbing the Peace of 
the Nation, &c, and were found 
guilty of Treaſon, and Condern- 
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ed; and on June the 14th was 
Sir Hemy Lane beheaded on 
Toaver Hill, but through his Ma- 


jeſty's Clemency, Lambert had his 


Lite reſpited. On St. Bartholomew- 
Day did many Eccleſiaſtical Per- 
ſons relinquiſh their Benefices, ra- 
ther than conform to the Church- 
Ditcipline, and declare their un- 
feipned Aﬀent and Confent to all 
and every thing comained and pre- 
ſcribed in and by the Book of 
Common-Prayer, and ſubſcribe the 
following Acknowledgment, viz. 
I do declare, That it is not law- 
ſul, upon any Pretence whatſo— 
ever, to take Arms againſt the 
King. And, That I do abhor 
that traiterous Poſition of taking 
Arms by his Authority againſt his 
Perſon, or againſt thoſe that are 
commiſſioned by him, Sc. That 
I wil conform to the Liturgy of 
the Church of Eg land, as it is 
now eſtabliſhed by Law. Ard I 
do declare, That I hold there 
lies no Obligation on me, or any 
other Perſon, from the Oath, 
commonly called, The Solemn 
League and Covenant, to endea 
vour any Change or Alteration.of 
Government, either in Church or 
State, and that the ſame was in 
itſelf an unlawful Oath, and im- 
* poſed upon the Subjects of this 
Kingdom againſt the known Laws 
and Liberties thereof. 

December the 23d, were executed 
at Tyburn four diſcontented Secta- 
riſts, for complotting to diſturb the 
Peace of the Nation, wiz. Thomas 
Tongue, Grorge Philips, Nathaniel 
Gibbs, and Francis Stubbs. 

A. D. 1664, numerous Com- 
plaints being made unto the Par— 
liament, of the many Injuries and 
Nepredations done by the Dutch to 
the Engliſb Nation, they freely de- 
clared, That they would with their 


. 


Lives and Fortunes aſſiſt his Ma. 
jeſty, to the redreſſing of his Sub- 
jects V/rongs, and to the curbin 
again of that ungrateful People, 
In order to which, great Prepara- 
tions were made to furniſh out a 
gallant Fleet, and War was pro- 
claimed againſt the United Nether. 
lands. And, that nothing might 
be wanting to farther this great 
Undertaking, the Houſe of Com- 
mons voted his Majeſty a Supply 
of Two millions five hundred thon- 
land Pounds, to be raiſed in thice 
Years time. And to haſten the 
Naval Preparations, the City cf 
London lent his Majeſty 100,000 /, 

December the 24th, a Blazing 
Star appear'd ; and two others ſhort- 
ly after darted down their malign 
Influences upon Lenden, and other 
Places in England, | 

March the 7th, the London-Frigat, 
as ſhe was coming up to Les, was 
accidentally fired; to ſupp'r which 
Loſs, the City of Lond 1. cedily 
built another; this his Majeſty was 
pleaſed to name, The Loyal Lendon. 

A. D. 1665, and in the Month 
of May, began that tranicending 
Plague in London, whereot died 
in a little more than a Yeat's Space 
near 100,000 Perſons; many other 
Places of England were ſorely vi- 
ſited at this Time with that drcad- 
ful Judgment . of God, the Pelli 
lence. 

June the zd was that eminent 
Victory obtained over the Dutch 
Fleet, when twenty two of their 
Ships were taken by the Eng, 
and about 8000 of their Men ta- 
ken and killed, and ther Admiral 
Opdam was ſunk, together wih 
his Ship. The Engl loſt in 
Fight the Earl of Fa/mouth ; and 
that excellent Sea Captain Sir ,/

OZober the 3d, the Parliament 
met at Oxford, by reaſon of the In- 
fection at London. 

4. D. 1666, and in the Month 
of June, was the ſecond great 
Fight between his Majeity's Naval 
Forces and the Dutch, which took 
no Part of the 1ſt, zd, 3d, and 
4th Days of the ſaid Month. 45 
the 2d, was the third great Fight, 
wherein the Duke of Albemarle, 
through the great Number of his 
Enemy's Ships, was very hardly 
taſked, till Prince Rupert with a 
Squadron came in to his Aid un- 
looked for; but then the Dutch 
were ſoon ſent Home. In this 
War the Dutch were aſſiſted by the 
French, 

Upon the Second of September, 
about Two of the Clock in the 
Morning, began that dreadful Fire 
in London, which laſted till Thur/- 
day following, the Gth of the ſame 
Month: It began in the Houſe of 
one Fariner, a Baker in Pudding- 
Lane, near the Bridge, and ſpread 
felt in Length (beſides Breadth) 
ſrom the Toxver of Londin to Sy. 
Dunſtan's Church near Tempie-Bar 
in Fleet-ffreet ; by which, accord- 
ing to the Computation of Sur- 
veyors, were conſumed 373 Acres 
ct Building within the Walls of 
Lindon, and 63 Acres 3 Roods 
without the Walls; eighty-ſeven 
'ariſh-Churches, fix conlecrated 
Chapels, the Roya] Exchange, the 
Gu;/thell of the City, with ma- 
ny ſtately Halls, belonging to ſeve- 
zal Companies; and according to 
the beſt Account, 'Tirirteen thou- 
and two hundred Houſes. The 
1otal of the Lols ſuſtained by theſe 
devouring Flames, was valued to 
be Nine millions and nine hundred 
thouſand Pounds Sterling. That 
the Hand of God (for the Puniſh- 
ment of the SI NS of this City 


ther Careleſneſs or Deſign were the 
immediate Occaſion of it, is vari- 
ouſly believed and diſcourſed of. 
As it happened in the Time of a 
War with the French and Dutch, 
many at that Time did conclude it 
to be a treacherous Act of the ſor- 
mer of theſe People; elpecially 
ſeeing one Hubert, a crazy brained 
melancholick Frenchman, conteiled 
he did the Fact, by putting a Fire- 
ball into the Houſe of the Baker, 
where it began; and was therefore 
hanged at Tyburn. But of late, one 
Mr. Oates, of whom more parti- 
cular Mention ſhall be made here- 
after, lays the Guilt of this merc1- 
leſs Action on a Knot of Jeſuits, 
Friers, and {ri/þmen, in all to the 
Number of Eighty, or thereabouts ; 
who having laid the Project long 
before, could not conveniently put 
it in Execution till this unlucky 
Time. | 

This fatal Accident, the Fore- 
runner of many more of the ſame 
Kind, that happened in his Maje- 
liy's Dominions afterwards, gave 
the Ring a ſad Opportunity of ex- 
erciſing his Compaſſion and Care 
towafds many Ciliretted and diſ- 
tracted Families, who then lodged 
in the open Fields, under the Ca- 
nopy of Leaven: IIis Majeſty 
therefore not only iſſued Procla- 
mations to juſticès of the Peace for 
cauſing Proviſions to be ſent into 
the Nlarkets, and ordered his Sea- 
Stores to be opened for a prelent 
Supply ef Bread in Ship Bitket; but 
likewiſe paſſed a Declaration tor 
preventing ſuch lamentable Acci- 
dents for the future, that none ſhould 
oſſer to rebuild, until nece day 
Meaſures were appointed tor ren— 
dering the new Structutes more ſe— 
Cure and laſting. 
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The Parliament met on the 18th 
of September, and having given the 
King Supplies for the carrying on 
the War, paſſed an Act for eſta- 
bliſhing a Judicature, to take 
Cognizance of and determine all 
Differences that might ariſe among 
Parties, concerning burnt or demo- 
liſhed Houſes. A new Model of 
Building was appointed, and the 
Parliament was prorogued till the 
loth of Oꝶᷓcber ſollow ing. 

The Court ſeldom elcapes free, 
when Combuſtions rage in the Ci- 
ty, nor did it at this 1ime; for by 
Careleſneſs in uſing a Candle, a 
Fire taking in the Horſe-Guard at 
I iitehall, a great Part of that 
Building was buint down; but by 
the ſpecial Care of his Maj«fty 
and his Guards, its Progreſs was 
quickly ſtopt. 

His Majeſty at this time meeting 
with bad Uſage from many Hands, 
in order to a Redreſs, publiſhed ſe- 
veral Proclamations; one four pro- 
hibiting the Importation of Canary 
Wines, and all Commerce with thoſe 
Parts ; another to the ſame. Effect 
with France, and all the French 
King's Dominions; a third upon 
the humble Addreſs of the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament, for 
baniſhing out of the Kingdom all 
Prieſts and Jeſuits; and a fourth 
for open War with Denmark. 

The City, now aſhamed to lie 
longer ſmothered under Aſhes, was 
by Sir Jenas More, a famous Ma- 
thematician {conformably to the 
Scantling and Model of Building 
appointed by the Committee of Par- 
liament) began to be raiſed in Fleez- 
firect ; from which Beginning, it 
grew ſo haſtily towards a Perfec- 
tion, that in a few Years it outdid 
all its ancient Splendor and Glo- 
Ty, and appeared again far more 


beautiful than by its Fall it had 


been deſolate and abject; no leſs a 
Wonder than the Suddennets of itz 
Overthrow, ; 

Scotland at this time ſhared like. 
wiſe in Combuſlions, though occa. 
ſioned by a Fire of another Natute; 
for a ſeditious Zeal having inſpire 
ſome Malecontents with Revenge

againſt Sir James Turner, for exe. 
cuting (too rigorouſly, as they pre. 
tended) the Laws againſt them, 
they committed an inſolent Riot 
upon his Perſon, and hardly forbore 
the cutting him in Pieces. This 
Tumult was at fiſt raiſed by a 
ſmall inconſiderable Rabble, but in 
a ſhort Time they increaſed to a 
Body of 1600 Men, who marchin 
ſtraight towards Fdinbu;;h, we 
encountred and defeated by hi 
Majeſty's Forces, commanded by 
Lieutenant General Da/zeil, and 
Major General Drummond, Many 
of the Rebels were ſlain, more ta- 
ken, whereof the Ringleaders were 
executed, and the reit either pro- 
ſcribed, or otherways puniſhed by 
Law. 

'T he Convention of Eftates of Scat. 
/and, meeting in Fanuary 1606-7, 
for compoſing of the Affairs of that 
Kingdom, and for preventing both 
inteſtine and foreign Dangers that 
might threaten it, reſoſved to put 
the Country into a Poſture of De- 
ſence; and for maintaining {uct 
Forces as were neceſſary for ii! 
Majeſty's Service, aſſeſſed the King- 
dom in an Impoſition of 6coo 7. 
per Month. 

About the latter end of this Year, 
the Lord Wilhughby ſet out from 
Bar badoes with a conſiderable well- 
manned Fleet, with Deſign to an- 
noy the French and Dutch Planta- 
tions in the Weſt. Indies; but by a 
violent Hurricane his Fleet was 
diſperſed, and himſelf with many: 
more caſt away.

this Month; and then in Sonthavold- 
Bay a ſaarp Fight began, about five 
of the Clock in the Morning, and 
was obſtinately maintained on both 
Sides till Night; the Dutch then 
bore away, and the Dake Rood at- 
ter them, keeping within Sight of 
the Lights all Night. In the En- 
gagement died the Earl of Sand ꝛuich, 
Captain Dig in the Henry, Sir Fehn 
Cox hard by the Duke in the Price, 
Sir Freſchewville Hollis, and Monſieur 
de la Rabiner the French Rear- Ad- 
miral. Several other Officers were 
lain and wounded, about 700 com- 
mon Seamen loſt, and as many 
wounded ; the Royal James burn, 
and the Katharine taken, but by 
her own Men reſcued again. On 
the Dutch Side were killed Adiniral 
Van Ghent, and Captain Brackhell, 
Their great Ships were ſadly ſhat- 
terrcd, two ſunk, one taken, and one 
burnt; many others were miffing, 
whereof no Account could be given, 
and a great many of their common 
Seamen killed and wounded. The 
French at the fame time, to increaſe 
their Loſs, took ſeveral of their 
Towns and Forts by Land. 

Next Day after this Engagement, 
the Duke of Lor put twice out his 
bloody Flag upon Sight of the Dutch, 
but was as often prevented from 
engaging them by thick Fogs and 
Miſts, which gave the Datch Op- 
portunity to retreat; and ſo no 
more conſiderable Action was per- 
formed this Year. 

The States being thus preſſed (in 
all Probability) above the Strength 
of ſo {mall a Republick; having 
the French on the one Side, the Bi- 
ſhop of Munſter on the other, by 
Land, and the Exg/;/þ by Sea, to 
deal with, were not able to ſup— 
preſs the Tumults and Inſolencies 
of the exaſperated People. Ihe 
Burghers of Dort, in a tumultua- 
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ry Manner, got the Prince of O- 
range created Stadt- holder, which 
was afterwards confirmed by the 
States. And at the Hague, not 
long after, a maſterleſs Rabble 
haled out of Priſon the Ruart wan 
Putten, and his Brother De Wt, 
who had been condemned to loſe 
their Dignities and be baniſhed, for 
ſome Deſigns againſt the Prince, 
and barbarouſly murthered them, 
dragging their Bodies through the 
Streets, hanging them on the Gal- 
lows by the Heels, and afterwards 
inhumanly tearing and cutting them 
to pieces. 

This Year was the Earl of Ehex 
ſent into Jreland, to ſucceed the 
Lord John Berkley, as Lieutenant of 
that Kingdom. The Lord-Keeper 
of England, Bridiman, now aged 
and infirm, having reſigned his Place, 
the Earl of Shafrsbury was made 
Chancellor of England, and Thamas 
Lord Cliford Lord High-Treaſurer.

D. 1670, the Froncis in te 
to the Earl of Arlington, to whom laſt Campaign le their nnn 
Sir Jeſeth Milliamſoen ſueceeded as Marſtal Cayenne the Hach 
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vſnered in with a Fate as unlucky 
to the States ; for their Darling, 
Admiral De Ruyter, on the 29th of 
April, died of the Wounds which 
he had received ſome Days betore 
in an Engagement with the French, 
in the Bay of Auguſta on the Coaſt 
of Sicily. 


But to return home ; the firſt 


Thing we meet with this Year, of 
Note, is a dreadful Fire, which 
happened the 26th of May in the 
Borough of Southwark ; it began 
about Four in the Morning. and 
continued all Day, and Part of the 
Night; and notwithſtanding the 


indefatigable Pains and Diligence 
of his Grace the Duke of Monmouth, 
of the Earl of Craven, and Lord- 


Mayor, yet above 600 Houſes were | 


burnt and blown up by this fad 
Accident. 

His Majeſty, for ſecuring Trade 
to and from his Ports, which was 
much diſturbed by the Inſolency of 
Datch, Spaniſh, and French Priva- 
teers, amongſt whom the War 
fill continued; on the 2d of Jane 
cauſed a Proclamation to be pub- 
lihed, declaring all Ships, of what 
Party ſoever, that ſhould put into 
any of his Ports, to be under his 
Proteclion during their Stay there, 
commanding his publick Officers, 
and all other his Majaſty's Subjects, 
to ule their belt Endeavours to hin- 
der the roving of any private Men 
of War ſo near his Coatts, as 
might give Apprehentions to Mer- 
chant-men; That if a Man of 
War of any Party, and one or 
more Merchant men of another, 
ſhould come into his Majeſty's Ports. 
the Merchant men ſhouid have the 
Privilege to fail out two Tides be- 
fore the Man of War; That none 
of his Seamen ſhould preſume ro 
enter and lift themſelves on board 
& any foreign Man of War, or a- 
ay Ship defigned for Trafack or 


the Fiſhing-Trade, without his Ma- 
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jeſty's Leave firſt obtained; wit! 


ſeveral other Rules relating to the 
ſecuring of Trade, and his Maje- 
ſty's Sovereignty in theſe Seas: in 
Purſuance of which Proclamation, 
ſeveral Privateers were ſtopt and 
detained in many of the Ports of 
this Kingdom. 

Auguſt the zoth, her Royal 
Highneſs was brought to Bed of a 
Daughter, chriſtened by the Name 
of 7/abella ; the Lord High Trea- 
ſurer being Godfather. and the 
Dutchels of Mczmouth and Countels 
of Peterborough, Godmothers. 

October the 26th, his Majeſty 
paſied an Order in Council That 
none of his Subjects, except the 
Queen's domeſtick Servants, ſhould 
repair to her Majeſty's Chapel, or 
to the Houſes or Chapels of any 
foreign Ambaſſadors or Agents, 
there to hear Maſs, or Exgliqꝭ Ser- 
mons, upon Pain of having the 
Laws ſeverely executed againſt 
them; and is Majeſty appointed 
Meſiengers of the Chamber, ard 
other Officers, to wait without at 
the Houſes of fo eign Ambaſſadors, 
and Agents, and to take Notice of 
ſuch, of his Subjects as ſhould come 
out of che ſaid Chapels from Reli- 
gious „ [ip and bring them or 


their Namcs to the Council Board. 


The Principal Secretaries of State 
were by lis Majetty likewite re- 
quired to repair to the ſaid Amoaſ- 
ſadors and Agents. and in his Ma- 
jeſty's Name acquaint them with 
his Royal Pleaſure in executing his 
Laws, that they might have no 
Cauſe to complein of DiireſpeR 
offered to their Character, or ot any 
Purpoie of infringing their Privi- 
leges. 

A. D. 1677, Aprilthe irh, his 
Majeſty in his Royal Robes, with 
the uſual Solemnities, came into 
the Houſe of Lords, whither the 
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Houſe of Commons being called, 


Ls ſeveral Bills were paſſed; amongſt 
W. Sand others, an Act for raiſing the Sum of 
croft, 4 B 5 84, 978 /. 23. 2d halfpenny, for the 


of Cant. 


ſpeedy building of thirty Ships of 
War; another for an additional 
Exciſe upon Beer, Ale, and other 
Liquors for three Years ; another 
for erecting a Judicature to deter- 
mine Differences touching Houles 
burnt and demoliſhed by the late 
dreadful Fire in Southwark; ano- 
ther for taking away the Writ De 
H-rretico comburendo, &c. and then 
both Houſes adjourned to the 21ſt 
of May following. 

This Month the Duke of Nexw- 
caſtle, and Earl of Danby Lord 
High Ireaſurer of Emg/and, were 
inſtalled Knights of the Garter at 
Minder. 

May the 2z 1ſt, both Houſes, ac- 
cording to their laſt Adjournment, 
met again at W:/..,:infler, his Ma- 
jeſty having before by Proclamation 
required all the Members to be 
preient, in order to the debating 
Maiters of great Importance, In 
this Seſſion the Houſe of Commons 
made an Addreſs to his Majelty, 
That he would be pleaſed, for the 
Security of the Nation, and repreſ- 
fing the growing Greatneſs of 
France, to enter into ſome Leagues 
propoſed by them in their Acdreſs ; 
to which, on the 28th of the fame 
Month, he gave them his Anſwer 
at the Banqueting Huge; which 
being in Print, we ſhall refer you 
to the Anſwer it ſelf. His Majeſty 
farther t61d them, That it was his 
Pleaſure the Houſe ſhould be ad- 
Journed to the 16th of Jun follow- 
ing; and that if he intended they 
ſhouid fit again before Winter, he 
would give them Notice by his Pro- 
clamation. Accordingly both Hou- 


ſes were adjourned till the 16th of 
F «ly enſuing. 


Auguft the 4th, his Grace the 
Duke of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant 
of Leſand, began his Journey for 
that Kingdom. 

And now his Majeſty thinking 
fit to put a Stop to the French vic. 
torious Proceedings in Flanders be. 
thought himſelf of entring into Alli. 
ances with ſome Princes and State; 
abroad, and began to raiſe Forces 
for that Purpoſe ; of whom the Year 
following will afford more Matter of 
Diſcourſe. 

October the Qth, the Prince of O. 
range landed at Harwich, and went 
directly from thence to Nexw Mar- 
fret, in his Majesty's Coaches that 
attended his Highneſs there. 

Sunday, November the 4th, the 
Marriage between her Flighneſe the 
Lady Mary, the Duke of Yor4's el. 
deſt Daughter, and his Highnels the 
Prince or Orange. was privately 
celebrated at St. Famess by the 
Biſhop of Loud, in Preſence of 
his Majefty, their Royal Highneſſes, 
and ſome of the chiefeſt of the No. 
bility: And on Weane/day follow 
ing. her Roval Highneſs the Dut- 
cheis of Jar was brought to Bed of 
a Son, who was chriſtened by the 
Name of Charles, but died in De- 
cember following. 

Newember the 11th, about Nine 
of the Clock in the Morning, their 
Highneſſes the Prince and Princels 
of Orange parted from Whitehall, 
in order to their embarking in the 
Yatchesappointed to tranſport their 
Highneſſes to Holand ; his Majelty 
and his Royal Highneſs having ac- 
companied them to Erith, where 
their Highneſſes went on board. 

The Parliament, purſuant to their 


laſt Adjournment, having met at 


Weſtminſter, received an Intimatt- 
on from the King, That his Ma. 
jetty had Matters of very great Im- 


portance to communicate to both 


Houles, 


Houſes, in order to the Satisfaction 
of their late Addr. ſes for the Preſer- 
vation of Flanders, but Matters not 
then being ripe enough, it was his 
Majeſty's Pleaſure they ſhou'd be 
adjourned til] the 28th of the ſame 
Month, and accordingly they were 
adjourned. 

At the prefixed Time they met a- 
gain, and the King in a gracious 
Speech acquainted both Houles to 
this Purpoſe, That according to his 
Promiſe to them, that he would do 
ſomewhat for their Satisfattion before 
they met again, he had made Allicn- 
tes with Holland for the Preſervation 
of Flanders, ewhich, if ſeconded by 
plentiful Supplies from them, and due 
Care from the Spaniard for their oaun 
Preſervation. nicht be able by Arms 
to reflore ſuch an honcurable Peace to 
Chiiſtendom, as might not be in the 
Poauer of one Prince alone to diurb; 
which he had endeavoured to da by a 
fair Treaty: Yat he had married his 
Niece to the Prince Orange, and fo 
engaged hinſelF to maintain his Inte- 
refl. Ard having laid before them the 
E xpences he had been at, and chat 
an attual War would needs require, 
wth very preſſing Conſiderations, his 
Majefly demanded of them anjwerad'e 
Supplies. | 

March the 20th, amongſt other 
Bills in Parliament, there paſſed 
an Act for raiſing Money by Poll 
and other Ways, toznable his Ma- 
jeſty to enter into an actual War 


againſt the French King ; with a 


Prohibition of all Preach Commodi— 
ties. 

A. D. 1678, many of the For- 
ces raiſed by his Majeity ſince Sep- 
tember laſt being already in Flan- 
ders, and more going over daily; 
his Majetty, that be might put him. 
ſelf in a Poſtute of acting by Sea as 
well as by Land, cauied a Procla- 


mation to be publithed the Begin- 
ning of this Year, ſtrietly charging 


EF. 


all Scamen, his Subjects, who had 
liſted themſelves in the Service of 
Foreign Princes or States, ſorth- 
with to withdraw and return home, 
and that none for the future ſhould 
preſume, without Permiſſion from 
his Majeſty, to engage in any ſuch 
Service. 

About this Time, at Bruges in 
Flanders, happened a great Diſor- 
der, occaſioned by a rode Action 
of a Burgher, who in Time of a 

roceſſion, firuck a Dutch Cap- 
tain with a lighted "Torch over 
the Face, becauſe he did not unco- 
ver himielf ſo ſoon as the Townl- 
men would have had him; this 
occaſioned preſently the drawing 
oi. many Swords; and the Engl jo 
being falſly accuſed of the Tumult, 
ſome Soldiers were killed in the 
Streets; but by the Care of the 
Magiitrates and Officers, the Stir 
being quicted, and the Truth of 
the Matter diſcovered, the Magi- 
ſtrates of the "Town impriſoned 
and puniſhed ſome of the Authors 
of the Tumult; and to teſtify their 
Trouble at the Accident, magnifi-

cently treated the Exgl Officers 
and Soldiers, and publiſhed a Pla- 
cart in their Jull ation, charging 
all Perſons to ule the ſaid Soldiers 
wich all Kindneſs and Civility. 

On Saturday, April the ith, a 
Woman of Sgvanſi was brought 
to Bed of a dead Female Child, 
which had two perfect Heads and 
Necks upon one Body, with all 
the Parts of each Head exact. 
and the Members of the Body per- 
fect. 

The Parliament, purſuant to the 
laſt Prorogation, having met the 
23d of May, and continued fitting 
till the 15th uf Ju following;

1678, for raiſing Money for diſbanding 
of the Army, a great Part of which 


was now in Flanders ; another for 
granting an Additional Duty to 
his Majeſty upon Wines for three 
Vears; a third for burying in 
Woollen, and a fourth for the Re- 
lief and Diſcharge of poor diſtreſ- 
ſed Priſoners for Debt. 

After which the Lord Chancel- 
lor, by his Majeſty's Command, 
acquainted the two Houſes, that 
his Majeſty had thought fit. in 
the preſent Conjuncture of Affairs, 
to prorogue them to the firſt of Au- 
gu following, and fo keep them 
in Call by ſhort Prorogations ; his 
Majeity not knowing how ſoon 
he might have Need of their further 
Service and Aſſiſtance; but that 
his Majeſty's Intention was, they 
mould not meet till towards Win- 
ter, unleſs there were Occaſion for 
their aſſembling ſooner, of which 
he would give them timely Notice 
by Proclamation : And accordingly 
the Parliament was prorogued till 
the firſt Day of 4ugu/t. 

In purſuance of this Prorogation, 
3 Parliament met at We/#minfter 
the firſt Day of Auguſt, and were 
then by Commiſſion prorogued to 
the 29th of the ſame Month; at 
whici Time his Majeſty being 
willing they ſhould meet and con- 
einne fitting for the Diſpatch of 
weighty Affairs, did iſſue out a 
Proclamation, requiring all the 
\!{cmbers to give their Attendance 
4t #//{min}ler the ſaid Day. But 
che Face of Affairs abroad being 
much altered by the Concluſion of 
che Peace betwixt the French King 
and the States of the United Pro- 
winces, which was ſigned at Ni- 
mMeguen the firſt of Auguſt, his 
Majeſty thought fit likewiſe to 
change his Refolution ; and there- 
fore by Proclamation declared, 


That both Houſes ſhould be pro- 
3 


rogued from the 29th of Agi, 
to the firſt of October following ; 
and afterwards by another Procla- 
mation, to the 21ſt of the ſame 
Month; at which Time his la. 
jeſty required a full Meeting of the 
Members, in order to their fittir 
for the Diſpatch of weighty Mat. 
ters; which indecd happened to 
be of greater Concern than was 
imagined, 

the Prince of Orange was now 
marched with his Army to the Re- 
lief of Mons, at that Time blocked 


up by the French under the Com- 


mand of the Duke of Luxemburg, 
before he had the News of the 
Peace: And his Highnels, accom- 
panied with the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, about the Beginning of Au- 
guſt, being advanced near the E- 
nemy's Camp at St. Denis, brave- 
ly attacked it, and after a long and 
briſk Diſpute, forced the French 
to diſlodge, and poſſeſſed himſelf 
of the Ground. The Prince and 
the Duke of Monmonth were in 
great Danger in this Engagement, 
but both came off without any 
Hurt; the Earl of O/ory com- 
manded , his Majeſty's SubjeC3 
that were in the States Service, 
who gained no {mall Share in the 
Honour of this Day's Action, tho 
many gallant Men periſhed in the 
Attempt. 

This Year likewiſe, one 2“. 
tus Oates, who had been educa- 
ted at Cambridge, and admitted 
into Orders, did afterwards (ſeem- 
ingly at leaſt) turn Roman Cath:- 
lick, and going over to St. Omers, 
was admitted into the ExglU Col- 
lege there; where having continu— 
ed ſome Time, he went into Spain, 
and at length, after ſome Yea:s 
Correſpondence with the Engi;fh Je. 
ſuits abroad, came home, intrulted 
with Letters and other Matters 10 


their Friends here, This gave then 
a Cen- 
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2 Confidence in him, and obtained 
him the Privacy to all their De- 
ſigns, which when he had ſuffici- 
ently informed himſelf of, he con- 
ſulted with one Dr. Tongue, a Mi- 
niſter in London, concerning the 
Diſcovery thereof; who adviſed 
him to apply himſelf to Sir Ed“ 
mundbury Godfrey, a Juſtice of the 
Peace in Weſtminſter ; to whom he 
went, and on the 28th of Seprem- 
ber, 1678, diſcovered ſeveral trea- 
ſonable Deſigns, that the 7e/uirs 
and Romiſb Prieſts, and others of 
that Religion, were carrying on, 
to murther the King, deſtroy the 
Government, and ſubyert the E- 
ſtabliſned Religion. That in order 
to ic, there had been Conſults held 
by (ſeveral of the Conſpirators, on 
the 24th of April, in the Month of 
Auguſt, and at other times, in which 
it had been reſulved to kill the 
King; one Grove, a Layman, and 
Pickering, 2 Prielt, being contracted 
with to do it; for which the for- 
mer was to receive 1,590 J. but the 
latter content to have 30,000 \lafjes 
id for his Soul after his Death; 
That this Refolve be put into Wri— 
ting, and ſigned and ſealed by ſeve- 
ral of the Conſpirators : And leit 
this ſhould fail, a Contract was by 
others made with dir George Wake- 
man, a Phy ;:cian, who tor 15,0507 

was to poiſon the King: Again 

leſt both theſe ſhould fail, a third 
Means was propoſed, and that was 
by four Rufhans, who were hired 
for 80 J. to aſſaſſinate his Majeſty 
at Mindor. That he had ſeen the 
Piſtols that Grove and Pickering had 
prepared with ſilver Bullets to hoot 
the King in S? James Park, and 
that he had ſeveral times ſeen Grove 
and P:chering in the Park waiting 
an Opportunity; That in March 
laſt Pickering had a fair Opportuni- 
ty, but that the Flint of his Piſtol 


. 


being looſe, he could not ſhoot; 
That 5, ooo J. had actually been 
paid in Part to Sir George Wakeman, 
the reſt being to be paid when the 
Thing was effected. And that the 
four Ruthans had been ſent to Mind. 
for in Auguſt laſt, and the 80 /. ſent 
aſter them, himſelf having ſeen the 
Money paid. That an Army was 
to be raiſed and commanded by 
certain Lords. That there was alto 
a Deſign laid for killing the Duke 
of Ormond, and railing a Rebellion 
in Jreland, 40,000 Blank Bills be- 
ing provided to be ſent thither for 
the Papiſts. That Commiſſions 
had been granted from Rome, to 
make the Lord Araunde/ of Wardour 
Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Pow:s 
Lord Treaſurer, the Lord Bellafss 
General of the Army, the Lord 
Peters Lieutenant-General, the Lord 
Staf/5rd Paymalter of the Army, 
Mr. Coleman Secretary of State, and 
Mr. Langborn Advocate of the Ar- 
my. Tue chief Conſpirators were 
Mr. Coleman and Mr. Langborn, 
lawyers ; Tho. Whitebread, Provin- 
cial of the Jeſuits in Enzland; Wil- 
liam Harcourt, pretended Rector of 
London; John Fenwick, Procurator 
of the Jetuits in England; Fohn 
Gaben, Anthony Turner, William 
Ireland, William Marjhall, William 
Rumley, James Corker, Thomas Pick- 
ering, Jeluits, Popilh Prieſts, and 
Monks, Jobn Grove, the five Lords 
abovementioned, and ſeveral others 
not taken. | 
To corroborate Oate*'s Teſtimo- 
ny, there afterwards came in divers 
other Witneſſes, namely, Villiam 
Bed/re, formerly Servant to the 
Lord Bellafis, but afterwards em- 
ployed in carrying Letters beyond 
the Sea for the Jeluits; Stephen 
Dugdale. who had been Servant to 
the Lord Aſton; one Smith who had 
been a Prieſt of the Church of 
8 3 Rome, 
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Rome ; Thomas Dangerfield, Miles 


Wyo, Prance, and ſeveral others. 


There were alſo ſeized ſeveral 
Papers in Mr. Coleman's Cham- 
ber, importing a Deſign of obtain- 
ing a Toleration for, and Propa- 
gation of, the Popiſh Religion in 
England, being aflifled from France 
and Rome with great Sums of Mo- 
ney, Which was to be diſpoſed of 
in England to certain Perſons for 
that Purpoſe. Which Papers diſ- 
covered that he kept a conſlant 
Correſpondence with /a Char/e, the 
French King's Confeſſor, who ne- 
gociated this Matter there; and 
with the Pope's Nuncio at Bru/- 
fels, who agitated the ſame at 
Rome; this he himſelf conſcſied, 
but to his Death denied any Deiign 
of killing the King, or raiſing a Re- 
bellion. | 

There were likewiſe Letters and 
Papers ſeized in Mir. Harcourt's 
Lodgings, ſome of which gave an 
Account of a general Conſult to be 
held in London by the Jeſuits on the 
24th of April, for the tranſacting 
of ſome grand Affair. 

To which mult be added, three 
Letters written by ſome of the Je- 
ſuits. 

Sir Edmundbury Godfrey having 
taken Oates's Depoſitions, carried 
them to the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Scrogg:, who informed the King 
and Council of it, and Warrants 
were immediately iſſued for appre- 
hending the Perſons accuſed, who 
were accordingly ſeized, and ſent to 
Priſon. And in the Midſt of the 
Conſternation this Diſcovery had 
cauſed, Sir Edmurdbury Godfrey was 
on Saturday the 12th of O&ober 
miſſing from his Houſe, no body 
knowing what was become of him ; 
upon which it was immediately con- 
cluded that the Papiſts had murder- 
ed him. It was four Days before 


any News could be heard of him, 
and then he was found dead in a 
Ditch by Primroſe-Hill, with his 
own Sword run through his Body; 
aud upon the Inqueſt, the Coroner's 
Jary found that he had been mur- 
dered, | 
His Majeſty publiſhed a Procla- 
mation on the 2oth for the Diſco. 
very of the Murtherers, promiſing 
a Reward of 5oo/ which at the 
Parliament's Requeſt, which met 
the 21ſt of Ofober, being repeat- 
ed, with a Promiſe of protecting 
the Diſcoverer, one Milliam Bid. 
loe, commonly called Captain Bed. 
loe, came in, and declared that he 
had been treated with by ſome 
Popiſh Prieſts to murder a ccr— 
tain Gentleman, without naming 
whom, but was oidered to inh- 
nuate himſelf into the Acquain— 
tance of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey ; 
that the Day that Sir Edmundbaury 
Godfrey was miſſing, one of the 
Prieſts, named a Fare, told him, 
that there was a conſiderable Gen- 
tleman to be taken off that Night, 
who had in his Hands all the In- 
formations of Oates; that if they 
took thoſe Papers from him, it 
would obſtruct the Diſcovery; and 
aſked him to aſſiſt in it, which be 
promiſed, and appointed to meet 
at Scmerſet Houſe, but failed; that 
he ſeeing la Fare on Avda; 
Night, was Charged for a Breach of 
Promiſe; and that /a Fare then 
ſhewed him the Body in Somer/et- 
Houſe, which he immediately 
knew to be Sir Edmundbury Gad: 
frey's, and promiſed to aſſiſt in 
carrying it off, but that he failed 
then alſo: and being much diſturb- 
ed, went out of Town, and con- 
tinuing ſtill reſtleſs, at length re- 
ſolved to diſcover it. This is the 
Sum of Bedloe's Teſtimony in this 
Matter. 
Pu: 
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But ſoon after one Miles Prance, 
a Silver-ſmitb, came in, and gave a 
more particular Account of it, viz. 
That one Girald and one Kelly, that 
were Popiſh Prieits, together with 
Nobert Green, and Lawrence Hill, 
were the Perſons that perpetratcd 
this wicked Villainy ; the Manner 
thus: Hill went to Sir Edmundbu- 
73's Houſe on the 12th of Ogober, 
in the Morning, and pretending 
Buſineſs, he ſpoke with him; and 
afterwards with Girald and Green, 
dogged him all Day long, till at 
Eight a Clock in the Evening, as 
he paſſed by Somer ſet-Houſe, Hill 
came to Sir Edmundbury, and pre- 
tending that two Men were quar- 
relling, deſired him to come down 
to pacify them; which at their 
earneſt Intreaty he was prevailed 
upon to do, when going into Somer- 
fet-Houſe Water gate, and paſhng 
down towards the Yard that opens 
to the Water, as he came to the 
Bottom of the Rails, Green threw 


2 twiſted Handkerchief about his 


Neck, and dragged him behind the 
Rails, and there throttled him, and 
punched him; and Giral/z would 
have run his Sword through him, 
but was hindered by the reſt, leſt 
the Blood might diſcover them ; 
while this was doing, Prance (who 
had been engaged in the Buſineſs by 
the Perſuaſions of Girald and Kel- 
4% and was called out of his Houſe 
that Evening by Green) ſtood ta 
watch at the Gate; and Berry, who 
was Porter to Somer/et- Houſe, did 
the ſame at the Stairs; and after 
the Murther was done, he helped 


Hill, Green, Girald, Kelly, and Ber- 


ry, to carry the Body into Hill 
Chamber in Dr. Godwwin's Houſe, 
where it lay till Monday Night, and 
then it was removed into Somerſet- 
Huſe ; on Tueſday it was again re- 
moved near to Hi//'s Chamber, and 


ſty's Guards, who having formerly 


on Wedneſday it was again carried 1678. 
to the Room where it lay before, Ways 
from whence it was at 12 a-Clock 
that Night carried in a Sedan by 
Prance and Girald, and Green and 
Kelly, by Turns, as far as Soho, 
where Hill received it, and on a 
Horſe carried it to the Place where 
it was found, and run his Sword 
through the Body, that it might be 
ſuppoſed he killed himſelf, This is 
the Subſtance of what theſe two 
Witneſſes depoſed at the Trials of 
the Perſons that were afterward 
hanged for this Murther, | 
This horrid Murther made the 
Houle of Commons very rigorous 
in examining the Evidence, and 
ſeizing the Perſons accuſed of the 
Popiſh Plot; among which the Earl 
of Powts, Viſcount Stafford, Lord 
Arundel of Wardour, Lord Peters, and 
Lord Bellafis were committed to the 
Tower : And upon the Parliament's 
Addreſs to his Majeſty to that Pur- 
pole, a general Faſt was order'd to be 
obſerved on the 13th of November, 
to implore the Mercy of Almighty 
God upon his Majeſty's Perſon, and 
in him upon all his Subjects, and 
that God would bring to Light all 
ſecret Machinations againſt his Ma- 
jelty and the whole Kingdom; 
which Day of Humiliation was ob- 
ſerved accordingly all over the 
Kingdom. Several Proclamations 
were iſſued for the Diſcovery and 
diſabling of Porith Recuſants, the 
firſt on the 36th of October, com- 
manding al! Papiſts or reputed Pa- 
piſts to depart from the Cities of 
London and Niiminſter, and all 
other Places within ten Miles ot . 
the ſame. And on the 2d of Ne- 
vember, an Order of Council was 
publiſhed, promiting a Reward of 
20 J. to thoſe that ſhould diſcover 
any Officer or Soldier of his Maje-

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taken the Oaths and Teſt, had ſince 


been, or ſhould hereafter be per- 


verted to the Remi Religion. All 
Papiſts were beſides conſined within 
five Miles of their own Habitati- 
ons, and a Reward of 20 J. was 
promiſed to the Diſcoverer of a Po- 
piſn Prieſt. 

None that were accuſed of the 
Plot came to Trial till Nowember 
the 27th, when Edward Coleman, 
Elq; who had been Secretary to the 
Dutcheſs of ork, was brought to 
the King's Bench Bar, and indicted 
for High Treaſon, in endeavouring 
to ſubyert the Proteſtant Religion, 
to introduce Popery, and kill he 
King: The Evidence againſt him 
were Oates and Bed/2e; the firit 
depoſing, That he had received

St. Omers, which contained Ex- 

reſſions that intimated a Deſign to 
kit the Ring; that Coleman was

Ius Story having been told by

By theie Letters it plainly ap- 
pears, that a Bargain was made 
n the Court of France, for an 
unual Sum of Money to be paid 
(the King of Great Britain, to 
kduce him to fit ill, and not 1n- 
rrupt the French King in the 
progreſs of his Arms in Flanders. 
ir, Montague, who haggled for 
e Ring at the Court of France, 
kzys inſiſted upon 200,000 /. per 
um during the War, and de- 
iced alſo tour Xlillions of Livres 
tne Concluſion of the Peace. 
I Arguments at that Court were, 
Wine King was unable to ſup- 
It his Affairs with a leſs Sum 
n 200,000 J. per Aauum; That 
ate might very well agree to 
Demand, fince the Increaſe of 


o- e by the Conqueits (which 
ir WT *blolutely owing to the King's 
ge ng still, was vaſtly great, and 
1 * Audition of Revenue no leſs 
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than ſix Millions cf Livres fer An- 
num. But it ſeems a French Mi- 
niſter at London had got the King 
toconlent to two Millions of Livres, 
which, as Mr. Montague argues 
(in writing to the King and to the 
Lord IJ reaſurer) was 12,000 J. leſs 
than the 200,000 J. he inſiſted on, 
and was ſure he could have ob- 
tained, beſides four Millions of Li- 
vres at the End of the War, which 
the King let drop. This is the 
main Subſtance of thoſe Letters, 
which ſeem to be publiſhed only 
to ſhew that Mr. Montague was 
deeper in that Negotiation than the 
Lord - Treaſurer; whoſe Letters 
ſhew him indeed to be in the Se- 
cret, but againſt the French, and 
ignorant of the King's Contract. 
And he ſeems to lay ſome Streſs 
and Glery upon the Money's not 
being paid to him, but to XII. 
Chiffinch, who, every Body knows, 
was the King's Cloſet-keeper, and 
one whom the King much confided 
in. 
Mr. Montague, who had defired 
to be Secretary of State, finding 
himſelf oppoſed in it by the Lozd- 
Treaſurer, came privately over in 
Aupul, 1078, and got himfelj 
choſen a Member of Parliament. 
lhe King was diſpleaſed with 
his Conduct, and Montague found 
himſelf in Danger; which at firit 
he endeavoured to avoid by Flight; 
but unable to endure , the ſtormy 
Weather his Ship was attacked 
with in Margate Road, he came 
aſhore; and att-rwards endeavoured 
to get off at Lover, but was flopt 
by che Officers, which obliged him 
to come to London; and finally, 
the King having ſent a Meſſage 
to the Houſe of Commons Dec, 
109, accuſing him of Correſpon- 
dence with the Pope's Nuncio at 
Paris, and having ordered his Pa- 
pers 
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1678. pers to be ſeized, Mr. Montague on 
that Occaſion told the Houſe, ©* He 


* had in his Cuſtody ſeveral Papers, 
„ which he conceived might tend 
« very much to the Safety of his 
« Majeity's Perſon, and the Preſer- 
vation cf the Kingdom.” A 
Commitee was thereupon immedi— 
ately ordered to fetch the Writmgs 
to the Houſe; and Mr, Montague 
ſhewed the Letters from the Lord- 
Treaſurer relating to the Bargains 
aboveiaid, eſpecially two, one where- 
of had a Poſtſcript of the King's own 
Hand. This Letter is «writ by my 
Order: C. R. wherein a Demand 
was made of 6 000,000 J. per Ann. 
for three Years, to be paid by France 
to the King, upon the Allies accept- 
ing the Terms of Peace offered by 
France, becauſe (ſays that Letter) it 
will probably be two or three Tears 
before the Parliament will be in Hu- 
mour to give any Supplies. 

The Indiguation that an Erg/þ 
Parliament, who had been ſo long 
labouring the Point of engaging the 
King to come into the War, tor 
preſerving Eurcte againſt the Inva- 
11ons of France, mutt neceſſarily have 
upon this Diſcovery, may well be 
ſuppoied .o create a Flame that was 
not caſily to be extinguiſhed. Mon- 
tague had the Art to ſkrecn himſelf, 
and turn the Blow upon the Lord- 
Treaiurer, who unable io ſtand it, 
at frit retired, but a Bill of At- 
taiader being brought againit him 
in the next Parliament, and near 

aſſing, he ſurrendered himſelf, and 
produced the King's Pardon; but 
in vain, for he was commiit.cd to 
the Toaver, Where he lay many 
Years, as 1s ſeen in the Courſe of the 
Hittory. 

This having put the Houle into 
a Ferment, the King thought it pro- 
per to ſeparate them, and accord- 
ingly, on the zoth of Dæerber, 


prorogued the Parliament to the 4th 
of February following, and after. 
wards on the 24th of January diſ. 
ſolved it (after it had continued in 
being 17 Years, 8 Months, and 17 
Days, and is therefore com monly 
called the Long Parliament) cauſing 
a new one to be ſummoned to meer 
at Weftminſter the th of March 
next. 

The Courts of Juſtice in the mean 
time were not idle; for on the 15th 
of December, 1678, three of the 
Popiſh Conſpirators, I illian He- 
land, Thomas Pickering, and Fubn 
Grove, were at the Seſſions-Houſe

A. D. 1679. But tho' the King 
hoped. by this, and many other 
Condeſcenſions, to diſpoſe the Rouſe 
of Commons to comply with his 
Defires, yet they were the ſame 
Men ſtill; for ſo ſoon as the uſual 
Preliminaries were adjuſted, they 
again imp eached the Earl of Dau- 
by, purſued him ſo cloſe, that he 
abſenting and producing a Pardon, 
they voted againſt the Validity of 
it, and drew up a Bill of Attainder 
againſt him; but as it was juſt up- 
on paſſing, he came in, and was 
committed to the Tower, where 
he continued a long Time with the 
Popiſh Lords that were there be- 
fore.

Addrel- 
ſes were made to the King to re- 
move ſeveral of the Miniſters of 
State and chief Counſellors, and all 
ſtanding Forces declared to be a- 
gainſt Law; a Diſpute raiſed, and 
hotly purſued, againſt the Biſhops 
Power of voting in Capital Caſes ; 
and the Proſecution of the Popiſh 
Plot began to be neglected; fo that 
the King perceiving them not in a 
Temper fit to do the Buſineſs he de- 
ſired, on the 27th of May prorogued 
them to the 14th of Jugn/?. 

Before the Prorogation of the 
Parliament, News came from Scot- 
land, that the Archbiſhop of Sr. 
Andrews was, on the 3d of Mar, 
molt barbarouſly and inhumanly 
murthered, by a deſperate Crew 
of blood thirſty Villains (being of 
the Party called Cameronians and 
Field Conventiclers) who aſſaſſina- 
ted him within a few Miles of his 
own Houſe, as he returned home 
from Edinburgh in his Coach ; and 
immediately atter a Rebellion broke 
out there: To ſuppreſs which, the 
King ſent down ſome Forces os

that there was, and had been for ſe. 
weral Years, à Popiſh Plot in Ireland, 


for maſſacring the Engliſh, and ſub- 


verting the Proteſtant Religion, and 
the E Habliſped Government of that 
Kingdom. And the Earl of Tyrone 
was impeached of High Treaſon, 


and committed to Priſon. 


Sir Edward Seymour was impeach- 
ed by the Houſe of Commons of 
High Mi:demeanours, for having 
miſapplied ſome Money formerly 
given by the Parliament, and ap- 
propriated to the Fleet. 

Some Men had preferred to the 
Grand Jury of Middleſex a Bill a- 
gainſt the Duke of York, as being 
a Papiſt, &c, which the Court diſ- 
countenanced, and the Lord Chief 
Juſtice Scroggs diſcharged the Grand- 
Jury, without giving them Oppor- 
tunity to preſent it. This was much 
reſented by the Houſe of Commons ; 
and after the Matter had been exa- 
mined into, for that and ſuch orher 
Things, Articles of Impeachment 
were drawn up againit the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Scroggs, and the ſame 
ordered againſt ſeveral of the other 
Judges. 

Near three Months had been now 
ſpent, and nothing of what the King 
defired done, or like to be done, 
the Heats rather increaſing than 
abating; his M:jeity therefore, on 
the 10th of January, prorogued 
the Parliament to the 2oth, and 
ſoon after diſſolved it; appointing 
another to meet at Oxford in March 
following. 

In this Interval of Parliament, a 
certain Perſon, one Fitz-Harris an 
Iribman, was ſeized for writing a 
moi ſcandalous and ſeditious Libel 
againſt his Majeſty and the Duke 
of York, and committed to Priſon. 
I mention this, becauſe there was a 
great Buſtle in the ſucceeding Par- 
kament concerning him. | 
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The 21ſt of March 1680-1, was 1689. 
the Day the Parliament met at Ox- Ways 


ford; to whom his Majeliy made 
a Speech to this Effect: 

That the unzarrantab/e Proceed- 
ings of the laſt Houſe of Commons 
was the 1eaſon of parting with them, 


for that he would never uſe Arbitrary 


Government himſelf, and <wuld net 
ſuffer it in others. That whoever 
calmly conſidered the Aſſurances he 
had renewed to that laſt Parliament, 
and what he had recommended to 
them, viz. his foreign Alliance, the 
Examination f the Plot, and the 
P reſervation of Tangier,ard reflefed 
upon their unſuitable Returns, might 
rather wonder at his Patience, than 
that be grew weary of their Pro- 
ceedings ; that it as his Intereſt, 
and jhould be as much his Care as 
theirs, to preſerve the Liberty of the 
Subject, the Crown not being ſafe 
when that was in Danger. 

' That by calling this Parliament (9 
ſoon, be let them ſee that no Irregu- 
larities of Parliaments ſhould make 
him out of Love with them: By 
ewhich Means he gave them another 
Opportunity to provide for the Pub- 
lick Security, and had given one E- 
wvidence more, that he had not neg- 
ſected his Part. He hoped tre ill 
Succeſs of former Heats would di/ſpo/e 
them to a better Temper. 8 

That as for the future Proſecution 
of the Piot, the Trial of the Lords in 
the Tower, Oc be omitted to preſt 
them, as being obvious to Confidera- 
tion, and ſo neceſſary for the publick 

Safety. Fut uejired them nit t9 lay 
fo much Wright upon the E xpedient 
againſt Peſery, as to determine ail 
others ineffectual.

Reaſon, they ſtrictly enquired after. 
Next, in taking his Majeliy's Speech 
into Conſideration, they came again 

pon the Matter of Eæcluſſon, and it 
was by ſome propoſed, that ſince 
it was plain the King would not pats 
the Bill, an Expedient might be pro- 
poſed: This took up a whole Day's 
Debate, but was over-ruled, and 
the old Bill ordered to be brought in. 
Next a Meſſage was ſent to the Lords, 
to demand judgment 2gaintt the 
Earl of Danby upon the 1mpeach- 
ment of the Commons. 

Then the Houſe went upon the 
Examination of Edward Fitz- Har- 
ris, who having been privy to the 
Popiſh Plot, was by the Commons 
impeached for the ſame ; and the 
Impeachment ordered to be carried 
up to the Lords by Mr. Secretary 
Ferkins, which he eſteeming an At- 
tront to the King (whoſe Priſoner,

* was afraid, and run away like 
to beſhit himſelf: * Haynes, who 
teſtified many Things to the ſame 
Purpoſe. Likewiſe ſeveral ſcanda- 
lous Pamphlets were produced, 
which he acknowledged himſelf the 
Author of. The Priſoner endea- 
voured to invalidate the Evidence, 
by diſcrediting the Perſons of the 
King's Witneſſes. Upon the whole, 
the Jury found him Guilty ; and he 
was accordingly executed the 3 iſt of 
Augu/? at Oxford 

The Earl of Shafiury being ac- 
cuſed of Treaſonable Practices, was 
committed to the Tower, and on 
the 24th of November a Bill of In- 
dictment was preferred againſt him 
to the Grand jury of London, be- 
fore whom was produced a Paper, 
importing an Aſſociation to o; poſe 
the Duke of Js coming to the 
Crown, by Force of Arms, Sc. 
which Paper was found in the Lord 
Shaftſdury's Cloſet, and eight Per- 
ſons ſwore againſt the ſaid Lord ve- 
ry treaſonable and irreverent Words 
that he had uttered againſt the King, 
and that he had hired fifty Men to 
attend him at the Oxford Parlia- 
ment, where, upon any Diſturbance, 
they were to have ſeized the Guards, 
Sc. But the Jury brought in the 
Bill nora mus, and fo obſtructed his 
further Trial. 

The Parliament which fat in Scot- 
land, July the 28th, under the Duke 
of York, the King's High-Commiſ- 
ſioner there, enacted ſeveral Lon. 
an 
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and appointed a Teſt (which that and ſet fail again for Scotland; 1682. 
Nation extremely reſented) for ſe- but when he was out at Sea, and 


curing the eſtabliſhed Government, 
and afferting the Right of Succeſ- 
fion ; and did likewiſe, in Anſwer 
to his Majeſty's Letter, which was 
read to them at the opening of the 
Seſſions, with all Expreſſions of 


Duty and Loyalty acknowledge 


the Honour his Majeſty had been 
pleaſed to do them, in ſending his 
Brother to preſide as High Com miſ- 
ſtoner among them. 

A. D. 1682, on the 12th of Fe- 
bruary, this Year, there happened a 
very ſad Accident, in this Manner ; 
Thomas Thynn, of Longleet, Eſq; a 
Gentleman of a very great Eſtate, 
was ſet upon in his Coach near the 
Hay-market, by three Ruffians, of 
whom one firing a Blunderbuſs at 
him, diſcharg'd two Brace of Bullets 
into his Belly, whereof he died ſoon 
after. The Murtherers were Chri- 
topher Yratz, George Boroki,and Fohn 
Stern, all three Foreigners, and De- 
pendents on Count Conig ſmark, a 
Sqzvediſh Lord, who had incited them 
to the Attempt. They were all 
apprehended, the three Ruffians in 
Town, and the Count in Diſguiſe 
at Graveſend, endeavouring to make 
his Eſcape beyond Sea; and being 
brought to Trial for the Murther, 
the principal Actors were condem- 
ned to be hanged ; but the Count 
was by the Jury brought in Not 
Guilty, They were accordingly ex- 
ecuted in the Pall. mall, near the 
Place where they had committed the 
Fact, and Boroli, a Pole, who fired 
the Blunderbuſs, was afterwards 
| hanged in Chains at Mi/e-End. 

The Duke of York came from 
Scotland in March, and having 
made ſome ſhort Stay in England, 
in t he Beginning of May embarked 
in the Glouceier Frigate, attended 
with ſeveral Perſons of Quality, 
and ſome other Ships and Yachts, 


off of Yarmouth Road, the Ship 
wherein he was, early in the Morn- 
ing, on the 5th of May, ſtruck up- 
on the Lemon Ore Sands, though the 
Weather was fair, and one Ayres, 
reckoned the beſt Coaſter in Eng- 
land, his Pilot ; the Duke put off 
in his Pinnace with ſome Perſans of 
Quality, and ſaved himſelf on 
board a Yatch, where he had 
not long been before he ſaw the 
Frigat fink to the Bottom, in which 
above an Hundred and Fifty Per- 
ſons periſhed, and ſome of them 
Gentlemen of Quality ; as the Earl 
of Roxborough, the Lord Obrian, 


and the Laird of Hopton, Lieute- 


nant Hyde, Brother to the Earl of 
Clarendon, and others; he after- 
wards arrived in Scot/and, and on the 
27th of the ſame Month returned 
with his Dutcheſs and Lady Anne, 
to Whitehall, 

The Election of Sheriffs for Lon- 
don, on Mid/ummer-Day this Year, 
cauſed a great Diſturbance; the Oc- 
caſion thus: It had been an ancient 
Cuſtom for the Lord- Mayor, at the 


Bridge- houſe Feaſt, to drink to ſome 


conſiderable Citizen, thereby nomi- 
nating bim for Sheriff at the next 
Election, which the Citizens had 
uſed to comply with, and common- 
ly choſe that Perſon with another 
for their Sheriffs. Sir John Moor, 
who was Mayor this Year, had, 
according to this Cuſtom, drank to 
Dudley North, Fſq; and iflued his 
Precept to the Companies to meet 
at Guildha!l tor the Confirmation of 


him, and chuſing another to be his 
Colleague. 


The Citizens met accordingly, 


and made a very numerous Aſſem- 
bly ; but this new Form of Confir- 
mation, which had never before 
been ſeen in the Precept, raiſed 
ſuch an Indignation, that it was re-

Election of two. out of four propo ed, 
vis. North and Pax on one Side, 
and Papillin and Dubois on the other; 
this was very warmly purſued, and 
was as zealouſly oppoſed by the 
Lord-Mayor's Party, who cryed 
out for ſupporting the Honour ot 
the Chair, and conforming to the 
ancient Cuſtom. And a Poll being 
demanded, the Lord Mayor, contra- 
ry to all former Practice, provided 
Books and Clerks to take it; the She- 
riffs, as uſual, claimed this as their 
Buſineſs, and provided other Books; 
ſo that there were two Pollings at 
the ſame time, which cauſed very 
great quarrelling and Diſorder, and 
made the Lord-Mayor interpoſe his 
Authority, and by Proclamation to 
adjourn the Court to another Day, 
and departed out of the Hall, but 
not without Indignities and Aſſuults 
from ſome of the other Party, who, 
notwithitanding the Adjournment, 
ſtaid ſtill with the Sheriffs, and pol- 
led on titl Night. 

For this the two Sheriffs were by 
the King and Counſel committed 
to the Zoxver, where they lay from 

Monday to Friday, that by a Ha- 
bow Corpus they were bailed. Af- 
ter their Enlargement, they fhll 
perſiſted, and declared Papi n and 
Dabois Sherifts for the Year enſuing; 
while the Lorc- Mayor went on al- 
ſo, and Mr. Box having the Ma- 
jority in his Books, he declared

tor the next Year The other Par- 
Ly petitioned the Court of Alder- 
men, that Mr. Papilluu and Mr.

and the whole City; 3 that they t

Law, if the Petitioners tłought they 
did otheraviſe, ; 

All the Buſtle was not over, for 
Mr. Box fined; fo another was to 
be choſen in his Place; this was re. 
jected by the other Party, who not 
ack ns Wy, the Election of him 
valid, refuſed to chuſe another, but 
clamoured againſt it. Nevertheleſ; 
the Lord Mayor proceeded, and the 
Majority of Voices falling upon Pe- 
ter Rich, Eſq; he was thereupon 
declared Sheriff, and the Court Gif. 
ſolved. 

On Michaelmas Day, at the Elec- 
tion of a Lord-Mavor, the Heats 
were renewed ; ior Sr Milliam 
Pritchard, who was ie ſenior Al- 
derman below the Cr. being, ge- 
cording to the ancigu Method, put 
up by one Party, was oy the other 
Party oppoſed, and dir Them 's Gould, 
who was of a far later ſtanding, 
and Henry Corniſh, Eiq; who ha 4 
been Sheriff but the Year betore, put 
up againſt him, and a Poll being 
taken, the Majority fell upon Gould 
and Corn, till by a Scrutiny it 
ap eared there had been many falſe 
Pollers on their Side, who being re- 
jected, the Election reſted upon Sir 
William P:itchard, who was accor- 
dingly ſworn. 

Mr. Pitkingtor, the late Sheriff, in 
the Court of Aldermen ufed ſome 
indecent expreſſions againſt the Duke 
of York; for which being ater- 
wards ſued in an Action of. Scan- 
dalum Mognatum, in the Court of 
IN 's Ber: * he was caſt, and an 
Hundred thouſand Pound Damages 


given the Duke, for which he lay

year of his Age, and was buried at 
Maſiminſier on the th of December 
following. 

A. D. 1683, the two late Sheriffs, 
Pilkington and Shute, the Lord Gray 
of Wark, Sir Tho. Player, Mr. Cor- 
niſp, Mr. Bethel, and 8 more, were 
on the 26th of March indicted tor a 
Riot, for continuing the Poll, after 
the Lord- Mayor had 26journed it 
on Midſammer- Day, as above menti 
oned; and were all ſeverally tned 
for the fame. 

In April following, one Brom. 
Coroner of the City, at the Suit cf 
Papillon and Dubois, ariefted the 
Lord-Mayor, the Sheriſis, and tome 
of the Aldermen, and for ſome time 
detained them at Siizners- Hall ; 
which being a ſtrange Affront to 
Authority, might well cauſe a great 
Conſternation; but to prevent any 
Diſorder, the Lieutenancy 1mme- 
diately aſſembled, and ordered all 
the Regiments of the Trained Bands 
to be raifed with all Speed : For 
this Sir William Pritchard after. 
wards ſued Mr. Papillon (Mr. Du- 
bois dying before it came to a Trial, 
and recovered ,10,0c0 J. Damage) 
againſt him. 

Theſe Proceedings in the City 
moved the King, that he might 
take away the Occaſion of all Heats, 
to bring a 2% Warrants againſt 
tne Charter, which was grounded 
upon ſome ExaCtions in the XIar— 
ket, and the having levied a Tax 
upon the Citizens, for rebuilding 
the Conduits, Sc. in which it was 
adjudged they exceeded the Bounds 
of their Charter ; and thereupon in 
Trizity- Term, this. Year, after long 
Pleadings on both ſides in the Couit 
of King:-Bench at Weft minſter- Hall, 
the Coutt declared their Opinion, 
That the Liberties and Franchiſes of 
the City sf London be /eized into the 
King's Hands. 

After which the King appointed 


the Magiſtrates all the Time of his 
Reign, and till the Reſtoration of the 
Charter by King James, at the Com- 
ing of the Prince of Orange. 

The like 2% Warrants: were 
aiſo brought againſt all the other 
Corporations in the Kingdom, which 
by like Judgment were {urrenared 
to the Ring. 

A fatal Remedy for a ſlight Dif- 
eaſe, and like cuiting off an Aim 
to cure a fore Finger. A Faction 
among the People was indeed too 
bold: But the Generality of the 
Nation were fo paſſionately affected 
to the King, that perhaps never had 
any Prince enjoyed a greater Share of 
his Peoples Love, which his Ma- 
jeſiy could not be inſenſible of; and 
there!ore (to ſay nothing of the II- 
legality of the Act) 'tis very won- 
dertul that a King ſo applauded for 
his Clemency, could ſo far forget 
the paternal Care of a Prince, as to 
permit (tor the Faults of a few, his 
Authority to be made uſe of in lay- 
ing the Ax to the very Root of all 
his Peoples Liberties; for it was 
no leſs, fince by this ſeizing the 
Franchiſes of Corporations, the King 
was virtually poſſeſſed of the Power 
ol chuſing a large Majority of the 
People's Reprelentatives in Parlia- 
ment ; and by the Management of 


* cunning Minilters, would ſoon have 


had the Power, it they could have 
the Will, to have repealed all thoſe 
Laws which our Anceſtors had ob- 
tained for the Security of our Liber- 
tles. | 


On the 12th of Fuze this Year, 
a wicked Conſpiracy was diſcovered 
by one Jeſah Keeling, a Citizen, 
and by Trade a Salter; a Perion of 
good Credit in his Calling, but a 
molt buſy Stickler in the late pub- 
lick Oppoſitions, particularly had 
committed that Aſſault upon Au- 
thority, in the Perſon of the Lord- 
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Mayor, being the very Man that, 
by being conſtituted a ſpecial Bail: 
for that Occaſion, did arreſt Sir 
William Pritchard in his Mayoralty, 
as above related ; by which bold 
Piece of Service, and his former 
Activity, he obtained that Credit 
with the Party, that he was made 
a Confident in all their Counſels, 
and was to have been one of the 
Forty that were to have aſſaſſinated 
his Majeſty. But it pleaſed God to 
touch his Soul with the Horror of 
his Crime, ſo that he could not reſt, 
till after much Conflict in his Mind, 
he had reſolved to diſcover it, and 
accordingly, by the Advice of a 
Friend, addreſſed himſelf to the 
Lord Dartmouth, who remitted him 
to Sir Lyonel Zenkins, Secretary of 
State ; before whom he depoſed, 
That there was and had been, for 
ſome Months paſt, a horrid Con- 
ſpiracy on Foot, for raiſing a Re- 
bellion or general Inſurrection all 
over the Kingdom, and for taking 
away the Lite of the King, and his 
Brother the Duke of Vox; whoſe 
Evidence being corroborated by his 
Brother's, who had allo been in the 
Cabals, Warrants were thereupon 
iſſued againſt the Conſpirators, and 
many of them were taken and com- 
mitted to Priſon, ſeveral of whom 
confeſſed, and confirmed Keeling's 
Evidence, - with a tull and ample 
Relation of the whole Affair; theſe 
were Thomas Sheppard, a Merchant, 
at whoſe Houſe ſome of the Con- 
ſults were held; Colonel John Rum- 


ſez, who had been a Soldier abroad, 


and fince a Dependent on the Earl 
of Shaftsbury, and was one of that 
Party that were for aſſaſſinating the 
King: Robert Weft, Barriſter at 
Law; who had been very active in 
this Deſign, and had himſelf bought 
a Quantity of Arms to be uſed in 
ac. Bourn, a Brewer, at whole 
Houte fergufon lodged, and ſeveral 


others; which, together wtih 
Confeſſions of ts that were = 
cuted, do give ſuch undeniable Proof 
of the Truth of the whole Relation, 
that there is no Room for Doubt. 
The Sum of the Evidence, in ſhort, 
according to the Hiſtory of this 
Conſpiracy, written by the then Bi. 
ſhop of Rocheſter, was thus: 

This Deſign was firſt ſet on Foot 
after the late Election in London, 
which being carried io contrary to 
their Expectation, had extreamly 
enraged the whole Party ; and they 
were now reſolved to get that by 
Force, which they had been ſo long 
endeavouring to obtain by Law. To 
which Purpoſe the E. of Shaftbury, 
the D. of Monmouth, &c. held fre- 
quent Conſults for raiſing a general 
Inſurrection in London, and in ſome 
diſtant Countries, and by that Means 
ſeize the Guards, c. And the 19th 
of Nov. was pitched upon to be the 
Day for this wicked Attempt; but 
it ſeems their Friends could not get 
ready ſo ſoon, ſo that nothing could 
at that Time be effected; the cun- 
ning Lord Shaftsbury, conſidering 
that Delays weredangerous, and that 


it being imparted to ſo many, it was 


impoſhble to be kept long ſecret, 
thought fit to take care of himſelf, 
and ſlipt over into Holland; where 
not long after he ended his Days. 
This haſty on of his at firſt 
fomewhat damp'd them, but ina 
little Time they recover'd their Spi- 
rits, and renew'd their Conſultations 
with great Vigour ; and now it was 
agreed, that one Grand Council 
ſnould be conſtituted, and frequent- 
ly held by the Chiefs of the Party, 
from whence Orders and Directions 
were to be iſſued to the inferior Ca- 
bals; which Council fat the firſt time 
about the middle of Fanuary 1682-3, 
and conſulted upon Meaps for an 
Inſurrection. | 


It ſeemed neceſſary that gate 
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no ſhould be drawn into the com- 
mon Concern, and the Diſcontents 
and Diviſions of that Kingdom be- 
ing grown to a great Height, eaſily 
made way for a Coalition; and « 
na Meſſage ſent to them, Sir John 
Coctrain, and others, came up to 
Lindon, agreed to raiſe a Rebellion 
in Scotland, in Concert with that in 
England, if they might be furniſhed 
with a Sum of Money to enable them 
it, which theſe did agree to and 
romiſe them. 

The Earl of Argyll had promiſed 
the (ame before, when Shafi/bury 
firſt began the Deſign ; but they 
tot making Haſte enough, he was 
fain to retire to Holland, for Fear 
of being diſcovered, having lately 
eſcaped out of Edinburgh Caſtle, 
where he lay under Sentence of Con- 
femnation for High Treaſon, for 
eluling the Teſt enjoyn'd by Act of 
Parliament made the laſt Year, when 
the Duke of Tor was High Com- 
niſſhoner there. 

In theſe Conſults and the inferior 
;bals it was projected, That the 
ty of London ſhould be divided 
Ino twenty Parts, and each Divi- 
mn aſſign d to ſome one principal 
pan of great Truſt, Courage, and 
andutt, and each of them to have 
ne or Ten under him, who were 
dengage as many as they could by 
tinvations againſt the Government, 
5. and by this Means they hoped 
dprovide ten thouſand Men, to aſ- 
lt them in their deſperate Deſign 
| ſizing the King's Guards, the 
"wer, Whitehall, and Savoy, &c. 
r this Purpoſe great Quantities 

Arms were provided by ſeve- 
| of the Conſpirators, and certain 
es of Rendezvous pitched upon, 
ice they might attack the above- 
ationed Places; an hundred old 
uerian Officers were to head 
Inſurrection, and thoſe in the 
were to be aſſiſted with 500 


Horſe from the neighbouring Coun- 1683. 
ties ; beſides which, all the Hories ww 


abont the Town were to be ſeized 
in the Stables. The Tower was to 
be ſurprized by Stratagem ; and 
Whitehall was to be attacked on all 
Sides, by a Party from the Strand, 
that were to ſeize the Guards and 
Meuſe; by a Party from Weſtminſter 
on that Side; and a Number of Sea- 
men were to aſſault it with Grana- 
does from the Boats in the River. 
And at the ſame Time a Party were 
to way-lay the Road to Winadſor, to 
ſeize the King, if he fled thither. 
An Intereſt was likewiſe made in 
the Country, and ſeveral conſidera- 


ble Towns were promiſed to be ſe- 


cured for them. Portſmouth was to 
have been ſurprized by Stratagem, 
and a Party in Brifto/ were to have 
ſecured that City, with the Ships in 
the Haven. This was one Part of 
the Plot. 

But another Party among them 
were not contented with this Way 
of compaſſing their wicked Deſigns, 
eſteeming it too difficult and tedi- 
ous, but were for a more compen- 
dious and expeditious Means, by aſ- 
ſaſſinating and murthering his Ma- 
jeſty and the Duke of York. This 
was briſkly agitated in the inferior 
Cabals, and many Ways propoſed 
to effect it. The chief Manager of 
it being one Richard Rumbald, a 
Malſter by Trade, a viruient Re- 
publican, and a moſt barbarous 
Miſcreant ; he with Ferguſon, N al- 
cot, Rumſey, &c. after much Con- 
ſultation, and many Ways propos'd, 
at length — upon the following 
Manner of perpetrating this horrid 
Villainy. 

This Richard Rumbald lived in a 
lone Houſe called the Rye, about 
two Miles beyound Hodde/don in 
Hertfordſhire, which ſtood in the 
King's Road to Newmarket: it was 
moated round, and the Road how 

ut 
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but narrow, having on one Side the 
Moat of this Houſe, and on the o- 
thera Hedge and Ditch, And this 
Houle Rumbald propoſed to be the 
Place for this barbatous Action, of- 
fering himſelf to command the Par- 
ty that ſnould do the Work. The 
convenient Situation of Which was 
immediately approv'd by all, and de- 
termined to be the beſt Place. The 
next Buſineſs was to provide Men 
and Arms, and after ſome Conſulta- 
tion, it was adjudged that Forty 
Men were neceſſary, who were to 
be armed with Blunderbuſſes, Mul- 
kets, Carbiacs, and Piſtols. Their 
Emiſlaries therefore were now ſent 
out to engage the molt hardy and 
truſty of their Friends, and they 
quickly made up a Roll of 40 Mil- 
creants, that promis'd to aſſiſt them 
in this deviliſh Attempt; and Arms 
for them were bought by If. 

The Manner of doing this villai- 
nous Action, was to have been thus: 

When the King returned from 
Nexw-market, {ome were to go out 
into the Road, to give an Account 
what Company attended him, which 
were commonly but very few at 
that Place, for it being near Hd. 
deſdon, where the King took treſh 
Guards, thoſe of the former Stage 
were uſually tired before that Time, 


and lagged behind, fo that not above 


five or fix came into Hoddeſdon. 
Notice being given of the King's 
Approach, the Afﬀaſiins were to 
iſſue from the Houle and Yard; 
ſome were to overthrow a Cart in 
the narroweit Place to ſtop the Way, 
others were to fight the Guards, 
others were to thoot the Coachman, 
Poſtillion, and Rories, Whilſt Rum- 
bald and his Gang were to fire into 
his Majelty's Coach, This they 
ſuppos'd feaſible without much Op- 
poſition. | 

The execrable Deed being done, 
they were, by back Ways over the 


Field, to fly to London ; where at 
the ſame Time was to be made z 
grand Entertainment for the Head 
of the Party, that they might be 
ready to head the Faction at the fuſ 
News. 

It was to be declared to the Peg. 
ple, That they ſhould be eaſed from 
Chimney-money,and haye Tolerati. 
on for Religion, which, they thought 
would engage all the common Peg. 
ple. And then for Money, it was 
agreed that half a Year's Revenue of 
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the Chimney money, which would ee 
be then due, together with what was . 
in the Exciſe-· Office and Cuſom -“! 
Houſe, ſhould be ſeized, and the . 
Money and Plate in Lambard. reer _ 
be borrowed upon publick Faith. _ 
But whilſt with ſtrange Preſump. the L 
tion and diabolical Remorſeleſnesz _ 
they were thus feed ing their accurſed 15 
Hopes, it pleaſed God Almighty to “ 
defeat all their pernicious Counſels, E.! 
by ſuffering an auſpicious and moſt wa 
providential Fire to break out at .

having driven his Mlajeſty out of his 5

Shep- 
herd (wore, That the ſaid Conſult 
was held at his Houſe, and that my 
Lord was there. That their Difſ- 
courſe was how to ſurprize the 
Guards; that the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, the Lord Gray, and Sir The- 
mas Armſlrong, went one Night to 
the Meuſe to view them; that Arm- 
ſtreng ſaid, the Guards were very re- 
miſs, and the Thing feaſible; that 
they had two Meetings at his Houſe; 
that in one of them ſomething was 
read by Ferguſon, in the Nature of a 
Declaration, in order to a Riſing ; 


that he could not ſay the Lord Ruſ- 


ſel was there when that was read, 


but that he was there when they 
talk'd of ſeizing the Guards. The 
Lord Hozvard of Eſcrick depoſed, 
That after the Earl of Shafrfbury's 
Flight, the chief Perſons concern'd 
agreed they had gone fo far, that 
they could not with Safety go back ; 
and that for the carrying it on, it 
was neceſſary to have ſome General 
Council. Which they therefore con- 
ftituted of ix Perſons, who were 
the Duke of Men mouth, the Earl of 
E/ex, the Lord Risi. Colonel A. 
gernoon Sidney, Mr. Hampden, and 
himſelf: That theſe Conſults were 
frequently held; ard the Things 
debated in them were concerning 
an intended Inſurrection, whether 
it ſhould begin firſt in Lonabn, or in 
the Country; what Counties and 
Towns were fitteſt; what Arms 
were to be provided, and how to be 
diſpoſed; and concerning raiſing a 
common Bank of 25 or 30,000 J. but 
that the greateſt Point was to draw 
in Scotland into a Conſent with 
them; to which Purpoſe a Meſſen- 
ger was ſent to the Farl of Agyll 
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in Holland, and another to Sir John 
Cockrain, &c. to Scotland. That the 
ſecond of theſe Conſults was held 
at the Lord Raſſel's Houſe, Againſt 
this Evidence the Lord Ruſſel's De. 
fence was, That the Meetings 
were only to talk of News in ge- 
neral ; and that he was at Shep- 
herd's to taſte Sherry. He denied 
the knowing of any ſuch Council ; 
thatthe Witneſſes ſwore to ſave their 
Lives; that a Deſign of levying 
War without an Overt-A& was 
not Treaſon; that to the Buſineſs 
at Shepherd's, there was but one 
Witneis, Sc. To which was ad- 
ded the Teſtimony of the Duke of 
Somer/et, the Earl of Ang/eſea, and 
many other eminent Perſons, for 
his Lordſhip's Probity, Virtue, and 
good Teraper, which rendered it 
 extreamly improbable he ſhould 
enter into ſuch Deſigns; and ſome 
of them witneſſed that the Lord 
Howard had declared, That he be- 
lieved the Lord Ruſſel innocent, and 
knew nothing again/i him. But all 
his Pleas were over-ruled, as may be 
ſeen in the printed Trial, to which 
we ref-r, being found Guilty by 
the [Jury ; and on the 21ſt of that 
Mon:n he was beheaded on a Scat- 
fold in Lincoln- Inn-Fie/ds, At his 
Death he delivered a Paper to the 
Sheriff, wherein he abſolutely de- 
nies having ever had the leaſt 
Thought of changing the Govern- 
ment, and would have iuffered any 
Extremity rather than. have con- 
ſeated to the taking away of the 
King's Life, for whom he expreſ- 
ſes the moſt earneit Withes of Hap- 
pineſs. He denied he was ever 
privy to the Underiaking of ſeiz- 
ing the Guards, but owned there 
was ſome Diucourlſe of the Feaſible- 
neis of it, Which he never con- 
curred in, and had on the contrary 
inveighed againit. He urged, That 
what was charged upon him could 
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at moſt amount only to Miſpriſia 
of Treaſon. And finally, he deni 
that he had ever had any Deſign a 
gainſt the King's Life, or the Life of 
any Man whatſoever. 

The Earl of Eye having been 
accuſed of being concerned in thi 
Conſpiracy, was quickly after the 
Diſcovery committed Priſoner 
the Towwey ; where on the ſame Day 
that the Lord Rue] was tried, he 
cut his own 'Throat. 

Fuly 13, John Rouſe alſo wa 
brought to Trial, againſt whom 
Thomas Lea, a Dyer, and Willian 
Leigh evidenced, that he under. 
took to provide 100 Arms for the 
Inſurrection; that he contrived to 
bring in ſome Sea Captains, who 
ſhould engage the Seamen to aſſiſ 
in ſeizing the Tower; and alſo to 
get Seamen to ſeize the Guard- 
Ships at Voolwich and Deptford, 
He was found Guilty, and on the 
19th of Juh made a Confeſſion and 
Information of the whole Plot; 
and at his Execution declared, He 
had deſerved the Sentence paſſid uso 
him, that he had heard and unter 
flood tos much in ſeveral Mettings, 
eſpecially of ſome, who though th: 
called themſelves true Proteſtant: 
avere Ten Thouſand Times worſe that 
any others. 

On the 7th of Nowember, Colo 
nel Algernoon Sidney was arraigi 
ed, and on the 21ſt of the fam 
Month brought to Tryal, for by 
ing one of the Council of Sh! 
boyementioned, for ſending a Me 
ſenger into Scatland to invite then 
into the Rebellion, and for writin 
a treaſonable Libel found in h 

Cloſet. The Lord H:ward dept 
ſed, That he was one of the Coun 
cil of Six, and that he ſent ti 
Meſſenger, Aaron Smith, to Sc 
land, to invite hither Melvin, Coe 
rain, and the Campbells. And k 
veral other Perſons witneſſed, * 
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thoſe Scotchmen were in London a- 
bout that Time. Concerning the 
Libel, it was proved that it was 
found in Colonel Sianey's Cloſet, and 
as far as ſuch a Matter will bear, 
to be of his own Hand writing. 
The Libel was of very treaſonous 
Import, as it was then called. But 
the Book having been ſince printed, 
the World is a Judge of it. To

And now not only the 
whole Rigor of the Laws, both Ec- 
cleſiaſtical and Civil, was let looſe 
upon the Diſſenters, of whom many 
Thouſands were proſecuted to Ex- 
communication; and many Hun- 
dreds thrown into Gaol for Non- 
Conformity only; I ſay, not only 
were the Diſſenters proſecuted with 
the utmoſt Severity, but alſo many 
true Conformiſts and loyal Subjects 
(but denominated hig, were vex'd 
with litigious Proſecutions upon the 
ſlighteſt Pretences, and often fined 
in very great Sums. By theſe Prac- 
tices, the Nhiggicb Party were fo in- 
tirely ſubdued, that during the reſt 
of this Reign, there was as much 
Quietneſs in England upon Politicks, 
as there is upon Religion in thoſe 
Countries where the Inquiſition 
reigns. 

But to proceed: On the 19th of 
Jul), this Year, 1683, Prince George, 
Brother to the King of Denmark, 
arrived at VHiteball, and on the 
28th of the ſame Month was marri- 
ed to the Lady Anne, ſecond Daugh- 
ter to the Duke of Jer 

Sept. 29, Sir George Jefferies was 
ſworn Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
King's Bench, in the Room of Sir 
Edmund Saunders, deceaſed; Sir 
Thomas Jones made Chief Juſtice of 
the Common Pleas ; and Sir Richard 
Holloway one of the Juſtices of the 
King's Bench. . 

The Parliament having neglected 
to provide for Tangier in Africa, 
and it having coſt the King a vaſt 
Treaſure, in building Fortifications, 
and a noble Mole in the Sea for 
ſecuring the Haven, and in main- 
taining a Garriſon continually in it ; 
beſides the great Expence in de- 
fending it when it was ſtraitly be- 
ſieged the laſt Year by the Moors; 
and continuing till to be a greater 
Charge than the Crown was willing 

do 
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to bear, it was this Year lighted ; 
the Lord Dartmouth being ſent thi- 
ther by his Majeſty, with a Fleet 
of Ships, to bring away all the In- 
habitants and their Effects, demoliſh 
the Town, blow up the Mole, and 
ſpoil the Harbour, that it might not 
be uſeful to any other Nation; Which 
was accordingly done in Nowerber 
and December, 

The Duke of Monmonth having 
been accuſed of being concern'd in 
the late Conſpiracy (at the firſt 
Diſcovery of it) withdrew and ab- 
ſconded ; upon which be, among 
others, was Put into a Proclama- 
tion, and an Out-lawry ſucd out 
againſt him, which being a:moit 
drawn to an Iflue, the ſaid Duke, 
about the Middle of November, 
ſent a Leiter to his Rlajeſty, cra- 
ving his Pardon for what was pail, 
with Promiſe of exact Obedience 
for the ſuture, and to reveal many 
Things yet unknown. Wich the 


King granted, and he accordingly 


ſurrendered himſelf to Secretary 
T enkins on the 24th of Nowember, 
and was introduced to his Majeſty, 
where, with Signs of moit humble 
Contrition and fincere Sorrow for 
his paſt Miſcarriages, he did fully 
and freely acknowledge his having 
been conſcious of the Contpiracy, 
but without any the leaſt Dctign 
upon his Majeſty's Lite, which he 
firmly denied to have ever thought 
of; and gave his Majeſty much 
greater Light into many Particu. 
lars of it, chan he could poſſibly 
elſe have obtain'd ; but prayed that 
he might not be obliged to be a 
Witnels. Upon this the King grant- 
ed him a Pardon, and received him 
into his Favour, and withal pro- 
miſed him he ſhould be exculed from 
Evidencing. But no ſooner was 
the Pardon paſſed, when he again 
aſſociated with Perſons that his 


Majeſty had Reaſon to diſlike ; and 


his Dependents began to brag, That 
he had made no Confeſſion, but al. 
ſerted the Innocence of {ome th 
ſuffered ; this alarm'd the king, and 
made him put the Duke in wind 
of his late Promiſes, and bid him 
beware of Relapſing; and further 
demanded of him to give fome fuci 
Sa'isfaftion to the Nation in pub. 
lick, as he had already given to his 
Majeſty in private; which he ſeem. 


ed ready to comply with, and rc. 


cordingly did actually {ſubſcribe a 
Letter of the ſame Import with the 
Confeſſion he had made :o the King; 
but it ſeems the Solicitation of his 
old Adherents was of more Force 
with him, than the Conſideration 
of his Duty and future Hlappireßz; 
for, at their Inſtigation, he came to 
the King, and earnclily entreated

100,000/, Damages awarded à. 
gainſt each of them, for which they 
were committed to the King's. Bench 
Priſon. 

In Michaelmas Term following, 
the ſaid Dr. Oates was indicted for 
Perjury in the King's Bench Court, 
and afterwards in December, a ſe- 
cond Time at the Seſſions houſe in 
the Old Baily, upon Account of the 
Evidence he gave in the Poi Ply, 
Both which Indictments were to have 
been tried the next Term, but the 
Death of the King intervening, re- 
ſpited him till the next Reign.

AMES Duke of York, ſecond 
Son of King Charles the Firit, 
was born on the 14th of Octo- 

ber 1638, and ſucceeded his Bro- 
ther King Charles the Second on 
Friday the 6th of February, 1684-5, 
on which Day he was with great 
dolemnity proclaimed in the uſual 
Places of the City of London, and 
afterwards through all England and 
all the EAgl Domimons, 

All Offices and Places, both Mi- 
ltary and Civil, in Englaud and 
leland being void by the Death of 
the late King; a Proclamation was 
ſued to confirm the preſent Poſ- 
ſelors in them till the King' far- 
ther Order. And the Orders and 
Directions of the Privy- Council of 
the late King were commanded to 
be of the ſame Validity as in his 
lik. Which Order was alſo ſent 
bo all the Foreign Plantations be- 
longing to the Hug liſb Crown. 

The firſt Time the King fat in 
ue Privy-Council, he made a 
preech to them to this Effect: 

That lince it had pleaſed God to 
Pace him in that Station, he thought 
to declare, That he would follow 
"Exanple of his Brother, in Ten-

derneſs and Clemency to his People. 
That he affefed not Arbitrary Power 
as was laid to his C barge: Dat he 
ewuld preſerve the Government, both 
in Church and State, according to the 
Eftablifbed Laws: That he was ſa- 
tisficd and ſecure in the Loyalty and 
wſhaken Fidelity of the Church of 
England, and avould therefore al- 
AWAY 7 «bport it: That be aimed to 
be no greater than the Laws avould 
make him, and therefore as he would 
ut part avith his own ut Rights 
aud Prerovatives, fo could he nei 
ther invade uuy Man's Property: That 
as be had often wyentured his Lift in 
Defence of the Nation, he evould go 
as fur as any Man in p- eſerwixg it in 
all its jufi Rights and Liberties. 

And, at the Requcit of the Lords 
of the Council, this Speech was 
printed, 

The AR of Parliament that im- 
poſed the Duties of Tonnage. and 
Poundage, or Cuſtoms upon Mer- 
chandize, given to the late King, 
being expired by his Death, the 
Merchants ſcrupled now to pay 
then The King therefore publiſh- 
ed a Proclamation, commanding 
the Payment of the ſaid Duties, as 

n 
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1684. in the Life of the late King, to 
Lay maintain the Fleet for the Defence of 


the Nation and Security of Trade, 
till the Parliament that was ſoon to 
meet, ſhould take Care of a ſuffici- 
ent Settlement on the Crown for the 
Support of the Government. Which 
although a manifeſt Violation of the 
People's Rights, and an Aſſumption 
of arbitrary Power,was at this time 
takten little Notice of. 

On the 14th of February, in the 
Evening, the Corpſe of his late Ma- 
jeſty King Charles the Second was 
privately interred in the Chapel of 
King Henry the Seventh in Veftmin- 
fter Abbey, ma Vault under the 
Eaſt- End of the South Iſle. The 
Prince of Denmark being the chief 
Mourner, attended by many Lords 
and Gentlemen of both the late 
and preſent King's Servants. 

The next Day, the Duke of Or- 
mond, the Earl of Arlington, the 
Lord Viſcount Neawporr, the Lord 
Maynard, and Henry Sawil, Eſq; 
were confirmed in their Places of 
Lord Steward, Lord Chamberlain, 
Treaſarer, Comptroller, and Vice- 
Chamberlain, which they enjoyed 
in the late King's Time. 

On the 16th, Laurence, Farl of 
Rocheſter, Lord Prefident of the 
Council, was made Lord High- 
Treaſurer of England; on the 18th 
the Lord Marquiis of Hallifax was 
declared Lord Preſident of the 
Council; the Lord Clarendon Lord 
Privy Seal; the Duke of Beauſor: 
Prefident of Yates, and the Lord 
Goadolphin Lord Chamberlain to the 
Queen. Several other Perſons were 
at the ſame time confirmed in the 
Places they enjoyed in the late 
King's Reign. 

The News of the King's Death 
being arrived at Edinburgh, the 
Lords of the Privy-Council were 
immediately called together by the 
Earl of Perth, Lord High Chancel- 

lor, and the Duke of Queenſbury,

ter to the King, containing an Ac. 
count of their Proceedings, with 
Aſſurances of hazarding their Lives 
and Fortunes in Defence of his Per. 
ſon and Dignity. And at the fame 
time, the Archbiſhops and Biſhops 
of that Kingdom ſent a Letter to 
the King, expreſſing both their Sor- 
row for the Death of his late Ma. 
jeſty, and their Duty and Affection | 
to himſelf. | 


On the 11th of the ſame Month, 
the King was proclaimed in Lreland 
alio, with no leſs Solemnity and 
Expreſſions of Joy, by his Grace 
the Duke of Ormond, aflilted by the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen of Daz- 
lin, &C. 

In the mean Time Addreſſes dai- 
ly arrived from all Parts of the 
Kingdom, congratulating his Ma- 
jeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne. and 
to thank him for his Promiſe of 
maintaining their Religion and 
Laws: Which were all kindly re- 
ceived by the King; and the Aſſu- 
rances repeated, 

Nor were foreign States wanting 
in their Reſpect, each ſending their 
Ambaſſadours to congratulate his 
Majelty's Accefiion to the Throne. 
The firlk of which, that arrived, 
was the Count Serclais de Tilly, 
who was ſent from the Marquis de 
Grana, Governor of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, with Compliments of 
Condolance and e ee 

an 


and was followed by the reſt of the 
princes of Europe. 

In Scotland, on the zoth of Fe- 
bruary, a Proclamation was publiſh- 
ed to ſummon a Parliament to meet 
at Edinburgh, on the gth of April 
following. And an Addreſs of Con- 
gratulation was ſent to the King 
from the Magiſtrates and Council 
of that City, as were likewiſe others 
ſrom ſeveral Corporations in that 
Kingdom. 

The King's Coronation being 
now under Conſideration, in order 
to it, a Proclamation was publiſhed 
on the 6th of March, commanding 
all thoſe who by "Tenure of Lands,

eſtabliſhing the Revenues upon the 
King, as amply as his Predeceſſors 
had enjoyed them: And that et- 
fectual Means might be found to 
deſtroy the deſperate Fanatick Party, 
that had brought that Kingdom to 
the Brink of Rum. 

The Lord Chancellor made alſo a 
| Specch to them, wherein he remem- 
bered them of the Diſorders the Na 
tion had been ſubject to, through 
the reſtleſs FEndeavours of the Fa- 
naticks ; and by what gentle Means 
the King, when he was Lord Com- 
miſſioner, had quieted them; and 
therefore urged them to ſerve the 
King, promote his Intereſt, and 
deſtroy that Brood of villainous 
Men. 

Which Speeches being over, the 
Parliament drew up a Letter to the 
King, expreſſing how ſenſible they 
were of his Remembrance of their 
former Services, and their Reſolu- 

tions to exceed what they had for- 
merly done, and be exemplarily 
loyal in advancing ſuch Laws as 
might iecure his Authority, extirpate 
the Fanatical Party, and punith the 
late Conſpirators. 

And ſoon after, they paſted theſe 
Four Acts, wit, 1. For ſecuring the 
Proteſtant Religion 2. For aune xing 
the Hæciſèe upen Foreign and Inland 
Commodities to the Crown of Scot- 
land for ever. 3. Concerning Cita- 
tions and P raceſjes of 7. reaſon, rati- 

fing the former Cuſloms of the Ju. 
fliciaries Proceedings againſt Pannels 
already in Priſon, &c. 4. Concern- 
ing Witne/jes, That thi/e that are 


be proceeded againſt as guilty of {| 
ſame Crime they avere to witneſ;. 

On the 28th of April, a Procla. 
mation was publiſhed for puttins 
the Kingdom of Scotland into a Po. 
{ture of Defence, againſt the Ene- 
mies of the King and Government, 
commanding all the King's Subjects 
to be in Readineſs, and with their 
beſt Arms to aſſiſt againſt any Com- 
motions and Inſurrections: And, 
That care be taken of the Coaſts, 
and ordering all the Militia and 
{landing Forces of that Realm, 

But to return to England. 

On the gth of May, Dr. Oates 
was tried at the King's Bench Bar, 
upon the two Indictments of Perju- 
ry, preferred againſt him in the laſt 
Reign, and was found guilty of 
both. And about the middle of the 
{ame Month, was brought again to 
the Bar, where the Lord Chief [u- 
ſtice being on the Bench, he re- 
ceived judgment, To be diveſted if 
his Canonical Habit for ever: To be 
carried round Weſtminſter Hall, ci 
an Ir/cription upon his Forehead, de. 
claring his Crime: Afterward, t» 
ſtand in the Pillory; and to be aubip. 
ped from Aldgate to Newgate, an! 
from Newgate to 'Tyburn. Allo, 
to ſtand in the Pillory five times car. 
ly, during his Life ; to pay looo 
Marks for each Perjury, and to bt 
impriſoned during Life. 

And on the 3oth of May, Thoma: 
Dangerfield was tried upon an In- 
formation, for writing a Live! cal- 
led his Narrative, and being found 
guilty, was on the 29th of Far. 
ſentenced to /tand in the Piliory ; 15 
be <whipp'd from Aldgate 10 New- 
gate, and from Newgate #9 Iy burn, 
and fined 5001. He was according!y 
whipp'd 3 bur, as he return'd to 
Newgate, was run through the Eye 
into the Brains, of which Wound 
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he died; and the Perſon that did it 
was tried, found guilty,and hanged 
for it. f 

Near the ſame time the King con- 
ferred ſome Honours; wiz. Henry 
Jernayn, Eſq; was created Baron 
of Dover; John Lord Churchill, who 
had been created Baron of Aumouth 
in Scatland by King Charles II. in 
the Year 1683, had the Title of 
Baron of this Kingdom conferred on 
him, by the Name and Stile of Ba- 
ron Churchill of Sandbrid-e in the 
County of Hertford ; and Sir George 
Jeffries, Lord Chief-! ultice, Was 
made Baron of em in the County 
of Salop. 

But King James was hardly ſet- 
fled in the Throne, when two At- 
tempts were made to lieu ve him out; 
one by the Earl of A.gyll in Scot- 
aud, and the other by tae Duke of 
Monmouth in England You have 
heard that the Earl of Ayl was 
condemned for High-Treaton in 
Scotland, but made his Eſcape, and 
fled into Holland; and that the Duke 
of Monmouth, having been pardoned 
by King Charles, offending again, 
was baniſhed the Court. After which 
he alſo went over to Hollaud, where 
theſe two meeting together with 
ſeveral others that had been con- 
cerned in the Rye- Houſe Conſpiracy, 
and were fled, immediately after the 
Death of the late King, ſet them- 
ſelves at work to form a Rebellion, 
and reſolved to invade both Eng- 
land and Scotland at the fame time. 
Accordingly, Arms and Ammuni- 
tion were bought, and as many Men 
got together as they could find in 
thoſe Countries fit for their Purpoſe. 
Wich part of theſe, and five Ships, 
Argyll firſt ſet forth for Scotland, and 
on the gth of May, appeared before 
Oringy; where ſending his Secre- 
tary and Surgeon on Shore, they 
vere both ſeized by the Inhabitants 
or the Iſland, and the News imme- 
Cately ſent to Edinburgh, from 


. 


whence an Expreſs was diſpatched 
to the King. 

On the 19th of May, the Parl ia. 
ment met at Niminſter, where the 
King being on the Ihrone, and the 
Houſe of Commons attending, the 
Lord Keeper told them, /e King 
eworld defer ſpeating to them, till 
they had taken the Oaths: And that 
it vas his Pleaſure they ſhould im- 
mediately proceed io mare Chiiceof a 
Speaker. And they returning to 
their Houſe, unanimouſly choſe Sir 
7 obn Trevor, Wits was that After— 
noon preſented to the King. And 
on the 22d the King came again to 
the Houſe of Lords; whither the 
Hou'e of Commons being come up, 
his Majeſty made the following 
Speech to the Parliament. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
* Fter it pleaſed Almighty 
& * God to take to his Mer- 
cy the late King my deareſt Bro- 
ther, and to bring me to the pꝛace- 
able Poſſeſſion of the Throne of 
my Anceliors, I immediately re- 
ſolved to call a Parliament, as the 
beſt Means to fet.le every thing 
upon thoſe Foundations which 
may make my Reign bothea'y and 
happy to you; towards which J 
am diſpoſed to contribute all that 
is fit for me to do. What I ſaid to 
my Privy Council at my fiſt com- 
ing there, | am deſirous to renew 
to you; wherein I fully declar- 
ed my Opinion concerning the 
Church of England, whole Mem- 
bers have ſhewed themielves io 
eminently loyal in the worlt of 
Times, in Defence of my Father, 
and Support of my Brother, of bleſ- 
ſed Memory, that I will alway 
take Care to defend and ſupport it. 
Iwill make it my Endeavour to 
preſerve this Government, both in 
Church and State, as it is now by 
« Law eſtabliſhed; and as I will 
never depart 1rouu the jult Rights 
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and Prerogatives of the Crown, 
ſo I will never invade any Man's 
Property : and you may be ſure, 
that having hitherto ventured my 
Life in defence of this Nation, I 
ſhall ſtill go as far as any Man, in 
preſerving it in all its juſt Rights 
and Liberties. And having giv- 
en you this Aſſutrance concern- 
ing the Care I will have of your 
Religion and Property, which I 
have choſen to do in the fame 
Words I uſed at my firſt coming 
to the Crown, the better to evi- 
dence to you, that] ſpoke them 
not by Chance, and conſequently 
that you may the more firmly 
rely upon a Promiſe ſo ſolemnly 
made; I cannot doubt that I ſhall 
tail of ſuitable Returns from you, 
with all imaginable Duty and 
Kindneſs on your Part, and par- 
ticularly in what relates to the 
ſettling my Revenue, and conti- 
nuing it during Life, as it was 
in the Time of the King my Bro- 
ther. I might uſe many Argu- 
ments to intorce this Demand, 
from the Benefit of Trade, the 
Support of the Navy, the Neceſ- 
ſity of the Crown, and the Well. 
being of the Government it{elf, 
which I muſt not ſuffer to be 
precarious 3 but I am confident 
your own Conſideration of what 
is juſt and reaſonable, will ſug- 
geſt to you whatſoever might be 
enlarged upon this Occauon. 
There is one popular Argument, 
which l foreſee may be uſed againſt 
what | aſk of you, from the In- 
clination Men may have tor fre- 
quent Parliamente, which ſome 
may think would be beit ſecured, 
by teeding me from time to time 
by ſuch Proportions;as they ſhall 
think convenient : and this Ar- 
gument, it being the firſt time J 
ſpeak to you from the Throne, 
J will an{wer once for all, That 
this would be a very improper 


Method to take with me; and 
that the beſt way to engage me to 
meet you often, is, always to uſe 
me well. Jex pect therefore, That 
you will comply with me in what 
I have deſired, and that you will 
do it ſpeedily ; that this may be 
a ſhort Seſſion, and that we may 
meet again to all our Satisſactions.

My Lords and Centlemen,

* doubt but that you all will bemore 
* zealous, to ſupport my Govern» 
ment, and give me my Revenue 
as ] have deſired it wichout Delay,

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The firlt thing the Houſe of 
Commons did, was to vote their 
moit humble and hearty Thanks to 
the Fang, for his moſt gracious 
Speech and Declaration; and then 
unanimouſly refolved, That all the 
Revenues enjoyed by the late 
King ſhould be ſertled on his Ma- 
jeſty for Liſe: And next both 


louſes made an Addiels to the 
King, to afore his Majcſly, That 
they would fand by him wil 
their Lives and Fortunes againk 
Argyll, and all other Enemies. 

In Scotland the Parliament, 
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purſuance of the King's Deſire, paſ- 
{ed an Act, wherein they ordained, 
That any that ſhould hereafter 
preach in any Houſe, or Field-Con- 
venticle, or ſhould be Hearers at 
ſuch Conventicles, ſhould be pu- 
niſhed by Death and Confiſcation 
of Goods. And another Act, to 
make it Treaſon to Give or Take 
the National Covenant, as interpre- 
ted in the Year 1038, or League and 
Covenant, as it is commonly called, 
or to write in its Defence: And a 
third Act for railing 260, 000Pounds 
yearly for the King's Life. 

The Earl of 4rgy//, upon his Se- 
cretary's being ſeized, quitted Or4- 
ney, purſued his Courſe to the Weſt 
of Scotland, and landed at Dun/ta ff - 
xage, an old ruinous Caſtle in Lorn, 
formerly belonging to himſelf: 
Having put a Garriſon into this 
Cale, he marched up farther into 
the Country, and publiſhed his 
Declaration ; the Title of which 
was, 

The Declaration of the Proteſtant 
Perple, that is to ſay, the Noblemen, 
Barons, Gentlemen, and Commoners 
of all forts, in Arms, within the 
kingdom of Scotland, with the Con- 
currence of True and Faithful Paſtors, 
and of [everal Gentlemen of the Eng- 
liſh Nation joined with them. 

In this Declaration they pretend- 
ed many Advantages had accrued to 
the Proteſtant Religion by the War 
againſt King Charles I. aſcribing 
the Succeſs of the War to the Fa- 


our and Bleſſing of Heaven, gained 


by the Goodneſs and Juſtice of their 
Cauſe: And extolled the Fidelity 
of the Cowenanters of Scotland, te- 
proaching the Parliament for de- 
liroying the Laws made in thoſe 
Times, and turning out the Fana- 
tical Miniſters; arraigned the Go- 
vernment for putting Men to Death, 
Fc. declared againſt the King's Su- 
premacy, and his Succeſſion, term- 


ns him only James Duke York. 


The Engliſb Parliament they decla- 1685. 
red againſt as packed; next, gave Way 


their Reaſons for taking up Arms, 
Viz, To reſtore and ſettle the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and entirely to ex- 
clude Popery ; ſolemnly declaring, 
That they would never capitulate 
with the King; but proſecute the 
War till they had perfected what 
they came for, 

'The other Declaration was in the 
Name of the Earl of Argyll him- 
ſelf ; wherein he declared he ap- 
peared not in Arms for any private 
Reaſon, but upon thoſe only con- 
tained in the general Declaration, 
and deſired no more than his own 
Eſtate, with which he promiled to 
pay his own and his Father's Debts, 
Sc. 

The Parliament in the mean time 
continued firm to the King, and en- 
acted, That the Oath of Allegiance 
ſnould be taken againa t that Junc- 
ture, by all the Scorch Subjects ; 
and that they ſhould aſſert the Pre- 
rogatives of the Crown, whenever 
the Council ſhould require it of 
them, on Pain of Impriſonment, Ba- 
niſhment, &c. 

Argyll being come to Loch head, 
alias Campleton, eight Miles from 
the Mill-head of Kintire, he ſent 
out Summons, ſubſcribed by him- 
ſelf, and dated at Campleton, May 21. 
requiring all Heritors, 'Tenants, and 
others, and all ſenſible Men within 
the Diviſion of Gowall, of the Age 
of Sixteen to Sixty, to come to 
the Tarbut by the 26th of May, or 
ſooner, with all their uſeful Arms, 
and Proviſions for a Fortnight. And 
to back this Summons, put his Son 
Charles into Coxvall, who ſent Let- 
ters to ſeveral Gentlemen to repair 
to him without Delay under the 
Penalty of Fire and Sword. But 
neither the one nor the other had 
any Effect, for the Gentlemen and 
Heritors came not near him. 

The Number of his Army was 
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variouſly reported, but all Accounts 
came within 50003; Whereas the 
King's Party were, in ſeven Days 
time, no leſs than 22,000 Men, part 
of which, under the Command of 
the Marquiſs of Athol, the Earl of 
Broad- Albin, and Sir Exvan Came- 
ron, marched into 4 23///hire after 
che Enemy, and had like to have 
ſurprizedCharle;Campbell,the Earl's 
Son, who lay there with a Party 
of 120 Foot, and 12 Horſe, having 
upon Notice of the Marquis's Ap- 
proach, but juſt time to recover his 
Poats,to which hefled, loſing three 
of his Men, one killed, and two 
taken Priſoners. 

From Campleton the Earl of Ar- 
£3/{ marched to Tyrber, thence em- 
bark'd to the Town of Ro/5 in the 
Iſland of Boot, where taking Provi- 
fions for himſelf and his len for 
one Night, he failed round the 
Iſland, and returned to Ro, again, 
and fired {even Guns at his Landing, 
having with him 2500 Men. Upon 
the Arrival of the King's Ships, he 
quitted the Iſland of Boat, and paſſed 
10 Call, and would have brought 
Mis Ships into Loch- Finne, towards 
Inverary ; but being detained by 
contrary Winds, the King's Ships 
came firſt up to the Entrance of 
Loch. Rawwan, and obliged him to 
bring his Ships under the Shelter of 
the Caſtle of Ellengreg, and to for- 
tity that, and a Rock, that lay near 
it in a little Ifland, to ſecure his 
Ships in Loch- Raban. After which 
himſelf marched towards the Head 
ot Loch-Finne, leaving 150 Men for 
the Guard of the Ships, and firit 
putting his Cannon, Arms, and 
Ammunition, into the Caſtle. 

On the 11th of Fuze a Party of 
tie King's Forces under the Mar- 
quils of Lthel, conſiſting of 300 
Foot, deteated a Party of Argyll's 
0: 400 Foot, and 80 Horſe, killing 
and wounding a great Number, and 
% taking ſome Priſoners, and ma- 


ny Horſes and Arms. This made 
them retire to Ellengreg, where the 
continued till the 15th, and then 
paſting Loch- Long, marched towards 
Lenox, in the Shire of Dun barten. 
The ſame Day the King'sShips came 
up to the Caſtle, where Arens 
Arms and Ammunition {ill lay, 
with a Reſolution to batter it, and 
deftroy the Ships. But upon fring 
a Gun, two Men put off in a Boat 
with a White Flag, telling them 
there would be no Oppoſition made, 
the Enemies being all fled ; which 
proving true, they took Poſſoſſion of 
the Caſtle, and found in i: 5000 
Arms, . and 500 Barrels of Powder, 
with Ball, and all other Ammuni- 
tion in Proportion. 

On the 16th, Argyll marched to 
the Head of Gi, Loch, towards the 
Fords of the River Levin. 

On the 17th the Earl of Dunbar. 
ton, Commander in Chief of the 
King's Forces, having an Account 
of their paſſing the River Levin a- 
bove Dunbarton, marched from Gla/: 
gow after them, and overtock them 
in the Pariſh of Killerne, in the 
Way to Szer/izg. The King's Horſe 
and Dragoons kept up with them 
till the Foot arriv'd ; but it being 


late in the Evening, and the Ene-- 


my very ſtrongly poſted,.it was not 
thought fit to attack them tnen : 
The Army therefore continued in 
Battalia all Night, intending to fall 
upon them as {oon as Day appear'd, 
But Argyll found Means in the 
Night very ſilently to march off, ard 
ook his Way towards the River 
Clyde, which he and his Horle 
ſwam over and procured: Boats for 
the Foot, and got into Refa. 
The King's Forces miſſing them in 
the Morning, march'd back to 2 
goꝛu, and after two Hours Reſt the 
Earl of Dunbarton, with the Horie 
and Dragoons, marched after them, 


ordering the Foot to follow with | 


all the Haſte they could make. 8 
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At Renfrew, Sir Fehn Cockrain, 
ane of Argylls chief Friends, un- 
gertook to provide Guides to carry 
them ſafe into Galloway ; but they 
miſtaking their Way, led them in- 
to a Bog, where having loſt their 
Horſes and Baggage, the Foot were 
diſperſed into imall Parties; which 
the King's Forces having Notice ot. 
divided to purſue them. Aigyll 
himſelf returning towards Clyde, 
was ſer upon by two of Gremock's 
ceryants at whom he fired, and 
refuſed to yield; but receiving a 
wound in his Head he left his Horſe, 
and run into the Water. This Noiſe 
brought out a Countryman, who 
run into the Water, where Argy// 
being almoſt up to the Neck, pre- 
ſented a Piſtol at him, but that miſ- 
ſing Fire, the Country man gave him 
a Blow over the Head, with which 
ke fell, and in falling cried out, 
Unfortunate Argyil! and before he 
could recover himſelf, . the Soldiers 
took him up and carried him to 
their Commanders. 

A Party of 40 Horſe, comman- 
G&d by the Lord Roſs, with as many 
Dragoons, fell in with a Party 
commanded by Sir Fobn Cockrain, 
who had taken the Way to the Sea, 
Upon the Approach of the King's 
forces, they poſted themſel ves with- 
in a {mall Incloſure, which cover- 
ed them Breaſt high: This hindered 
not the Lord Roſs from charging 
mem; but the Ground being too 
lrong for the Horſe, and the Cap- 
nin of the Dragoons being killed in 
tie Approach, the Lord NH flight - 
ly wounded, Sir Adam Blair ſhot 
lirough the Neck, and Sir [/7/liam 
#allace ſhot in the Side, gave them 
an Opportunity to make up into a 
Wood, before the Dragoons could 
umount, and come up on Foot; 
but were, however, ſo ſurrounded 
the King's Party, that they could 
dot eſcape ; yet Sir Fobz and his Son 
Bade a Shift to break through, but

A Party of five of the Earl of A.- 
ran's Militia of Cldde/dals, took 
Rumbald the Maltfier, and his Man, 
who fought with great Courage, 
and killed one of the Militia ; but 
being wounded, was forced to ſub- 
mit; and Colonel Af with 200 
more were ſoon after brought Pri- 
ſoners to G/a/ponv, 

On the 22d of June the Earl of 
Argyll was brought to Edinburgh, 
and committed to the Caſtle; Co- 
lonel Ale, who ſhould have been 
brought with him, vrevented it b 
ripping up his own Belly with a 
Penknife. Ruzmbald was tried and 
condemned tor High Treaſon, and 
was hanged on the 26th of June; 
and on Tucſaay following, Argyll 
was beheaded on a Scaffold at the 
Croſs in Edinbargh, his Head was 
fixed on the Tolvooth, and his Body 
buried in St. Magdalen's Chapel in 
the Coaugate. I his Execution was 
in purſuance of his former Condem- 
nation. He made no Speech on the 
Scaffold, only delivered a Paper to 
the Dean of Edinburgh, to be given 
to the Lord Chancellor. And thus 
ended this Tragedy. 

The Eng/i Parliament, accord- 
ing to their Vote, paſſed an AR. for 
ſettling the Revenue on the King 
during his Life, which received tlie 
Royal Aſlent on the 3oth of Aay ; 
at which Time the King made a 
Speech to thank them for it, and the 
Diſpatch they made in it; and deſi- 


red a farther Supply for the Stores, 


Navy, Ordnance, Debt of the late 
King, Sc. recommending the Na- 
vy in particular, and aſſuring them 
of his Zeal tor the Glory of the Na- 
tion. Which Speech the Commons 
took immediately into Conkderati- 
on, and relolved to give the King a 
Supply for the Occaſions mention- 
ed in his Speech.

I have told you that the Duke of 
Monmouth was making Preparati- 
ons in Holland to invade England, 
and ſecond Arpy//, Accordingly 
having made the beft Proviſion he 
could, with his {mall Force, being 
but three Ships, and not above 150 
Men. he ſet Sail from the Tee] and 
fleering to the Welt of England, on 
the 11th of June landed at Lyme 
Regis in Dorſeiſbire, the Mayor of 
which Town ſent an Exprels tothe 
King to inform him thereof; which 
the King having communicated to 
the Parliament, they immediately 
expreſied their Deteſtation of the 
ſame, in an Addreſs from each 
Houle, wherein they offered their ut- 
moit Ajtiltance,and promiſed toſtand 
by his Majelty with their. Lives and 
Fortunes againſt the Duke of Mon- 
, and all his Adherents. c. 

A Proclamation was iſſued imme- 

diately, declaring, That the King 
having received Advice, That the 
Duke of Monmouth, the Lord Grey, 
and ſeveral others were landed at 
Lime, in a hoſtile Manner, and had 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Town, 
and ſent their Accomplices into the 
adjacent Country, toexcite the Peo- 
pie to join with them; the ſaid 
Duke of Monmouth, and all his Ad- 
herents, were therefore declared 
Traytors and Rebels, Wc. 
The Parliament, to make good 
their Promiſe, ordered a Bill of At. 
tainder againſt Je Duke of Min- 
mouth, which being brought into the 
Houſe of Commons, on the 14th, 
was read three times and paiied the 
{ame Day, and received the Royal 
Aſſent on the 16th ; together with 
two Acts more, granting a Supply 
to the King, by an Impoſition on 
Tobacco, Suvars, Wines, and vi- 
Begars,

The ſame Day a Proclamatign 
was publiſhed for the apprehendin 
all Perſons that ſhould publiſh or 
diſperſe the Duke of Monmout!)s De.

of James Duke of Monmouth dead 
or alive. 

Ihe Duke of Mynmouth's Decla- 
ration was intitled, The Declarg.

ligion, and of the Laws, Rights, and 
Privileges of England. from the Inva. 


fron made upon them,and for deliwer— 


ing the Kingdom from the Uſurpation 
and Tyranny of James Duke of York. 
And in it he charged the King with 
poiſoning his late Majeſty. 

On the 14th of June, Monmouth 
having already increaſed his Num- 
ber, marched out of Lime with 60 
Horſe, and 120 Foot, went with 
them two Miles, and then left them 
to the Command of the Lord Grey, 
Theſe entered Bridport (where were 
aſſembled ſome of the Gentlemen 
of the Country, and Soldiers of the 
Militia} in a very hoſtile Manner, 
firing the Guns and Piſtols very 
thick; ſome of them attacked an 
Inn, where they ſeized ten Horſes, 
and killed two Gentlemen, Mr. 
Il advam Strangewways, and Mr. Ed- 
&vard Coaker, and wounded a third, 
one Mr. Harvey. This alarmed the 
reſt of the Gentlemen and Soldiers, 
who ſoon got to their Arms and 
charged them, killed about ſeven, 
and took twenty three Priſonets, 
and put the reſt to flight, who left 
behind them about forty Muikets, 
but carried off one of their Officers 
that was killed.

The Duke of Monmouth marched 
and ccuntermarched from Place to 
Place, till Jah the 2d he came to 
Bridgwater ; the King's Forces, 
July the 4th, marched from Semen 
ton to Melon, within three Miles 
of Bridgavater.

the Duke of Monmouth reſolved 


Night. Accordingly late in the 
Evening he drew his Men out 
of Bridzwater, and ordered his 
March with that Care and Silence, 
that he paſſed without Oppoſition 
into the Moor, and formed his 
Foot into Battalia, being in Num- 
ber between 5 and 6000 Men ; the 
Duke himſelf at the Head of them. 
With theſe, in the Morning before 
Day-break, he advanced very near 
to the King's Camp, before they 
were diſcovered. But when Notice 
was given of their Approach, the 
Earl of Fewerſham immediately 
ranged the King's Forces, being 
2000 Foot and 700 Horſe, in or- 
der to receive them. The Duke of 
Moanmouth's Party began with a 
great Volley of Shot and Shouts, 
which was returned by the King's. 
In the mean time, the former in- 
tending to bring up their Horſe, 
which werecommanded by the Lord 
Grey, to ſecond their Foot, were 
hindered by a Party of the King's 
Horſe, commanded by Colonel 
Ozlethorp, who engaged them till 
the Earl of Oxford's Regiment and 
a Detachment of the Guards came 
up to form the Line; and fo the 
Duke's Horſe performed nothing, 
but quitted the Field in a little 
Time, and were never drawn up 
into a Body, notwithſtanding they 
were between 1000 and 1200 Men. 
But the Foot on both Sides ſtood 
firm, exchanging ſeveral Volleys of 
Shot, before they were able to cloſe, 
becauſe of the Ditch we have men- 
tioned. But the King's'Cannon com- 
ing up, and his Horſe breaking 
in upon the Enemy, they were at 
laſt entirely routed, their Cannon 
taken, and near 2000 of their Men 
killed, beſides a great Number ta- 
ken Priſoners. Of the latter,the moſt 


conſiderable were Colonel Holas,

Perrot, his Major, the Confabte of 
Crookhorn, and the Duke'; Servant 
with 200 Guineas of his Nala“ 
The Duke's Coat he uſually wore 
was found in the Field, which gate 
Occaſion to a Report of his being 
killed in the Fight. Ofthe Kino"; 
Forces about 300 were killed, and 
a great many wounded. 

The Duke of Monmouth, and the 
Lord Grey made towards the Sea. 
ide, and coming to Gillingham, 
were conducted by a Guide to Hex. 
good, but Parties being ſent out in 
Purſuit of them, on the 7th of 745 
the Lord Grey was taken ina Wood 
near Holt-Lodge, With his Guide; 
and the next Day the Duke of 
Monmouth, with a German Colonel, 
was alſo taken in an Inclo'ure ad- 
joining to the Wood, by ſome of 
the Lord Lumle)'s Regiment of 
Horſe, and was immediately brovght 
to London, and committed cloie Pri- 
{oner, in the Tower. And on the 
roth of the ſame Month was be- 
headed on Tower- Hill, by Virtue of 
an Attainder in Parliament. 

'Thus ended the Life of this Duke, 
who made himſelf unhappy by his 
imprudent Ambition. He was the 
eldeſt of King Charles's Natural 
Sons, and dearly beloved of his Fa- 
ther, who had jheaped upon him 
Honours and profitable Employ- 
ments, and married him to the 
Heireis of one of the Richeſt and 
Nobleſt Families in Scotland, with 
whom he lived in great Splendor 
and Reputation till he loſt his Fa- 
ther's Favour, as before related. 
He left two young Sons, Who were 
for ſome time confined, but Win 
honourable Attendance. 5 

And now the publick Peace being 
reſtored, the King by Prociamatt 
on appointed a publick and ſolemn 
Thankſgiving to Almighty God, to 
be made on the 26th Day of Ju lor 
the happy End of this Diſturbance.

Henry Corniſh, Eſq; ſometime 
Sheriff of London, was now accuſed 
of having been concern'd in the 
Conſpiracy in the late King's Reign, 
for which he was committed to Pri- 
ſon, and on the 19th of Of-ber 
brought to a Trial at the Scfhons 
Houle in the Old- Baily. The Evi- 
dence againſt him was Colonel Rum: 
ſey, who depoſed, That he being at 
Shepherd's Houſe at a Meeting of 
the Duke of Monmouth, the Lord 
Grey, &c. a Paper was read, being 
a Declaration deſigned to be diſper- 
ſed at the intended Inſurrection: 
That Mr. Corn iſb coming in, it was 
again read to him, who being aſked 
his Opinion of it, ſaid he liked it 
very well, and that what poor Inte- 
reſt he had, he would join in it; and 
that it was out of Compaſhon to 
Mr.Corni/p, being his old Acquain- 
tance, that he had not accuſed him 
before. Next Goodenongh, who had 
been lately pardon'd, ſwore, That 
he being at Mr Cor; Houſc, and 
diſcourſing him alone, ſaid Tir Law 
evill not defend us, ſome other Way 
muſt be thought upon; to which Cor- 
nſp reply'd, He wwonder'd the City 
aba ſo unready : Gordenough aviiwer d, 
Something aas to be dine here, but 
firſt the Lower muſt be ſciæcd: Nr.

And on the 23d of 
OXeber, was executed in Cheatfide 
over againſt King-flreet. AC everity 
that juſtly gave occaſion to much 
Indignatior. 

On the zoth of October, Willing 
Ring, John Fernley,and Elix. Gann; 
were alſo tried and condemned af 
the O/Z-Baily, for High-! reaſon, in 
having concealed and ſuccoured 
three Perions concerned in the late 
Rebellion. 

On the 27th of Ocber, Richard 
Nelthorp and John Ab, Vere 
brought from Nexwoate to the Kins'; 
Bench Par; where being aſked why 
Sentence thould not pals upon them, 
being out-lawed for High-Treafon, 
in conſpiring the Death of King 
Cyarles; and having nothing te ſay, 
they were both, by Rule of Court, 
exccated the zoth, the firit before 
Grey's Inn, and the other before 
the Temple Gates. 

The King had, during the late 
Rebellion, made great Levies of 
Men to increaſe his Army lor ſup- 
preſſing it; and although that was 
ſo eati!y accompliſhed, yet the For. 
ces: were continued and increafcd; 
and not only fo, but Rama“ Caths- 
licks were made Officers, without 
taking the Oaths and Teſt, as com- 
manded by Act of Parliament. 
This was much reſented by the 
Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry, 
eſpecially thoſe of the Church of 
England, who had faithfully and 
effectually ſerved the King's Inte- 
reſt, againſt all his Enemies, ar- 
ticularly againſt Monmouth. But the 


King, it {cems, was reſolved to 


gratify thoſe, however ungraceful 
it ſeemed to theſe, as appeared by 
his Speech to the Parliament; which 

accur- 
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according to the Adjournment, met 
on the 9th of November, to whom 
the King ſpoke to this Effect: 
That he was much ſatisfied, af- 
« ter the Storm that threacen'd, to 
meet them in Peace and Iranquii- 
« lity : That the ſtrange Progreſs 
« { {mall a Beginning had made, 
would convince them, he hoped, 
« that the Militia was not {ufficient 


for ſuch Occaſions ; and that no- 


„thing but a good Force of well 
* diſciplin'd "Lroops in conitant 
pay, couid defend us irom ſuch as 
either at Home or Abroad were 
* diſpoſed to diſturb us: Ihat this 
© made him to think it neceſſary to 
« increaſe his Forces to what he had 
© done, Which he owed to the Ho- 
© nour as well as Safety of the Na- 
© tion, whoſe Reputation was much 
* expoſed by the having lain open 
to the late Attempt.” te therefore 
aſked their Aſſiſtance for the Sup: 
ply of this Charge. And then ſaid, 
© Let un Man take Exception, that 
© there are ſome Officers in the Army 
' wt qualified according to the late 
« Teſts, for their Employments : The 
6 Gentlemen, I muſt tel! you, are moſt 
' of them well known ta me; and 
© having formerly ſerved <vith me on 
' ſeveral Occafions, and always ap- 
proved the Loyalty of their Principles 
* by their Practice, 1 think them fit 
ue to be employed under me: and 
* vill deal plainly with ou. That af- 
© ter having had the Benefit of their 
* Serwices in Time of ſuch Need and 
* Danger, 1 will neither expoſe them 
' to Diſgrace, nor my ſe!f to the Want 
* of them, if there fhould be another 
* Rebellion, to make them neceſſary 
to ne. Then told them, He fear- 
* ed ſome wicked Men hoped, that 
a Difference might happen be- 
* tween him and them upon this 
* Occaſion ; but if they conſidered 
the Advantage had already ac- 
« crued by a good underſtanding 


* between them, he hoped they 
would continue ſteady and loyal 
to him, who would give them 
all Returns of Kindneſs and Pro- 
* teCtion. 

This Speech occalioned pretty 
warm Debates in the Houſe of 
Commons, many of the Members 
ex; reſling their Reſentment of this 
Breach of the Laws, in employing 
Popiſh Officers: But however, the 
agreed to grant the King a Supply 
for his Army, though not ſo much 
as he demanded; for heafk'd 12, 
but they voted him only 5coo00 /. 
which they computed would main- 
tam the Army two Years; and at the 
{ame time voted al'o an Addreſs to 
his Nlajeſty, wherein, aſter thank. 
ing him for his Care in ſuppreſſing 
the Rebellion, they humbly repre- 
{ented, That the Officers not qualifi- 
ed according to the late Teſt- Act, 
being incapable of their Employ- 
ments, and ſubject to great Penalties, 
which were no ways to he taken off, 
but by Act of Parliament, they were 
therefore preparing a Bill to indem 
nify them for what was paſt. But 
becauſe the Continuance of them in 
thole Employments was diſpenſing 
with Laws, the Conſequence of 
which is of the greateſt Concern 
to his Subjects, they humbly be- 
ſought his Majetty to give ſuch Di- 
rections therein, as that no Appre- 
henſions of Jealouſy may remain in 
the Hearts of his good and faithful 
Subjects. . 

his Addreſs was preſented on 
the 17th of Member; to which 
the King was pleaſed to anſwer in 
thefe Words:

After which they fate but three 
Days, which time was employed in 
preparing a Bill for the Supply, and 
in conſidering upon a Bill for ma- 
king the Militia more ſerviceable ; 
but had not time to perfect either; 
For, 

On the 20th of Nowember, the 
King prorogued the Parliament to 
the loth of February neut: But they 
fate no more; for after ſeveral Pro- 
rogations, they were finally diſſol- 
ved on the 2d of July 1687. 


The next conſiderable Matter that 
occurr'd, was the Trial of the Lord 
Brandon Gerrard, Son to the Earl of 
Macclesfield, who on the 28th of No- 
vember was brought to the Xe 


Bench Bar, and arraigned for High- 


Treaſon, in endeavouring to raile 
Rebellion, and depoſe the late King 
Charles; of which he was found 
Guilty, but ſhortly after obtained 
a Pardon. And, 

On the 9th of December, Charles 
Bateman (a Surgeon) was likewiſe 
tried for High-Treaſon, in conſpi- 
ring the Death of the late King, and 
found Guilty, for which he was ex- 
ecuted the 1 8th of the fame Month. 

On the 4th-of December the Earl 
of Sunderland was made Preſident 
of the Privy Council. 

His Majeſty was pleaſed to con- 
ſtitute the Earl of Clarendon Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland; who, on the 
16th of December, ſet out from Lon- 
don on his Journey thither. And 


his Lordſhip being at that time Lord 
Privy-Seal, the Lord Trewor, Col 
Philips, and Mr. Evehn, were a5. 
pointed to execute that Office in 
his Abſence. 

On the 15th of December, the 
Ambaſſadors extraordinary, which 
the Republick of Venice ſent to con. 
gratulate the King, and to defire 
Permiſſion to make Levies in Egan 
for the Service of the State, apaink 
the Turks; made their publick En. 
try through the City from the Toy. 
er to their Houſe in St. Janes 
Square ; and three Days alter were 
admitted to publick Audience,heins 
condufted by the Earl of Derly, 
and Sir Charles Cotterel, with the 
Honours uſually given to the Am- 
baſſadors of Crown'd Heads. But 
they effected not their Deſign; for 
it was not eſteemed adviſeable by 
any Means to give Jealouſy to the 
Grand Seignior, by reaſon of the 
great and profitable Trade our Na- 
tion yearly made to Turkey. So that 
after ſome Months tarry ing here, 
and having been honourably enter- 
tained, they departed home. 

On the zoth of December, John 
Hamden Eſq; was indicted for High- 
Treaſon, to which he pleaded guil- 
ty, caſting himſelf upon the King's 
Mercy, and obtained his Pardon. 

On the 14th of Fanuary, Henry 
Baron Delamere was brought to 
Trial in Weftminſler Hall, before 
the Lord Zefferzes, conſtituted Lold 
High Steward pro hac wice, and 
ſuch Peers of the Realm as the king 
had appointed ; and was arraigned 
for High Treafon. The Indictment 
being read, &c. the Lord Howard 
was firſt ſworn, who gave an Ac- 


count of the Lord Shaft/our's de- | 


Gon'd Inſurrection. Next, the Lord 
Grey of Wark depoſed, That Che- 


/hire was one of the Places pitch'd 


upon for the Riſing ; for which end, 


the Duke of Monmouth went his 
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Progreſs in thoſe Parts; and, That 
the Priſoner was one he was direct- 
ed to adviſe with. Then gave an 
account of the Duke of Monmouth's 


preparing in Holland for the Rebel- 


lion; and that the Duke at firſt in- 


tended to land in C&ghhire, he very 
much relying upon that County. 
Next Nath. Wade was ſworn, and 
| gave an account of the Manner of 
carry ing on the Deſign of the late 
© Invaſion ; and, That the Duke of 
| Monmouth ſending over one to ac- 


quaint his Friends, he heard the 


| Lord Delamere named for one. 


And, That when the Duke was 


landed, he ordered his March ſo, 


that he might meet his Chefhire 


Friends. Richard Grodenough depo- 
| ſed, That being beyond Sea with 


the Duke of Monmouth. a Meſſenger 
was ſent from thence to the Lord 
Delamere among others, to give 
notice to him to be ready. Jones 
{wore, That the Duke of Monmouth 
ſent a Meſſage from Holland by 
him to Captain Matthezvs, or Ma- 
jor Windbam, to deſire them to ac- 
quaint the Earl of Macclesfield, 


Lord Brandon, and Lord Delamere 


with his Deſign. Several other 
Witneſſes were alſo produced, to 
prove the Priſoner acquainted with 
Minmouth*'s Deſign ; and that he 
went down into the Country about 
the end of May privately, under a 
feigned Name. And laſtly, Thomas 
Sdaxton Was ſworn, who depoſed, 
That he was ſent for to my Lord 
Delamere's Houſe, on the 3d or 4th 


| of June; where being come, he 


found Sir Robert Cotton, and Mr. 


Offey Creav, with my Lord: That 


they told him, my Lord camedown 
into the Country to have rais'd 1000 
Men for the Duke of Monmouth in 
Chehire, but could not get them 
ready time enough; and therefore 
aked him if he would undertake to 
carry a Meſſage to the Duke of Mon- 
mut, Which he ſaid he would; 


* 


and that thereupon the Priſoner gave 16859. 
him eleven Guineas and five Pounds 


in Silver, and hired him a Horſe 
for his Journey ; and that he did 
deliver the Meſſage accordingly. 
And here ended the King's Eyi- 
dence. 

Io which the Lord Delamere be- 
gan his Deſence, with Proteſtation 
of his Innocence; and urged his 
Father's and his own Loyalty. And 
as to the Evidence, he obſerved it 
was all circumſtantial, and by 
Hearſay only, except Saxtor's; and 
therefore applied himſelf particular- 
ly againſt that. And ſeveral Wit- 
neſſes were produced, who teſtified 
Saxton to be an ill Man, and guilty 
of Cheating and Forgery. Next 
he called ſeveral to prove, That nei- 
ther he, nor Sir Robert Cotton, nor 
Mr. Offey Crew, were in Cheſhire 
at the Time that Saxton ſwore he 
was with them there : Which being 
declared, he proceeded to give an 
Account of the Reaſon of his going 
down, which was to ſee a ſick Child. 
That he went under a feigned Name, 
becauſe he heard there was a War- 
rant againſt him: That he came to 


his Houſe on the 2 1ſt of May, and 


returned again to London on the 3d 
cf June, his Son in London being 
allo fallen fick; which he alſo prov- 
ed. by ſeveral Witneſſes. After 
which the Peers retired for halt an 
Hour; and being returned, declared 
him Not Guilty. 

And it having manifeſtly appear- 
ed that Saxton was perjured, the 
King ordered an Indictment to be 
preferred againſt him; and accord- 
ingly on the ioth of February, he 
was tried and found GH of the 
ſame. 

The Earl of Stamford, who was 
committed, as you heard, in 729 
laſt, no Proſecution being made a- 
gainſt him, petitioned to be admit- 
ted to Bail, which was this Hilary 
Jerm granted; and he was bound 
de 
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1636. to appear at the Bar of the Houſe 
ard of Lords, or at the Council- Board, 


when he ſhould be required : But 
his Lordſhip in a little time after ob- 
tained a Pardon. 

Philip Vernatti, who had long 
ſince been out-lawed for the Maur- 
ther of Sir Eamundbury Godfrey, a p- 
peared now at the King's Bench Bar, 
and was allowed to reverſe the Out- 
lawry, and take his Trial on the 
10th of February. Upon which no 
Evidence appearing againſt him (for 
Prance had retracted, and Bealoe 
was dead) he was acquitted. 

And now theſe Trials being over, 
the King was pleaſed, on the 18th 
of March to publiſh a Proclamation 
of General Pardon, with the uſual 
Exceptions of Murther, Felony, Sc. 
and of very many Perſons by Name.

The Army, as we have ſaid, was

Tune 21. Mr. Samuel Fohnſon,

Tuly 17, the Farl of Pubs,, the 
Lord Arundel of Wardour,the Lord 
Bullafis, and the Lord Dower, all 
Roman Catholicks, were ſworn of 
the King's Privy-Council. 

The King having named Dr. 
Cartwright Dean of Nippon, and 
Dr. Par#er Archdeacon of Canter- 
bury, to ſucceed theemineatly learn- 
ed and pious Dr. Pearſon, and Dr. 
Fell, deceaſed, in the Biſhopricks 
of Cheſter and Oxford, they were 
accordingly conſecrated on the 17th 
of October. 

The King, that he might de- 
monſtrate his Reſpect to the Church 
and Court of Rome, was pleaſed to 


lend the Earl Caſllemaine Ambaſſa- 


dor to the Pope, where he made a 
very ſplendid Entry, and was re- 
ceived with much Affection. 

The Pope, in return, fent a Nun— 
cio to the King, Count Dada, who 
made his publick Entry at JYind/or, 
and relided here, in that Quality, 
all the reſt of his Reign.

The King was very uneaſy under 1686. 
the Reſtraint of the Teſt Act, by Wye 


which Roman Catholicks were ex-

This 
was brought into H"e/tminfier Hall, 
and cauted to be declared for Law 
in the following Manner;

And thus all the Laws made for 
the Security oi the Subjects Liberty 
ever ſince the Conqueſt, were at once 
declared of no Force; tor ſince thoſe 
reſtrained the Prerogauve that Vi. 
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1686. liam and his Succeſſors ſometime 

had, and fince the Kings could not 
renounce that Prerogaive, the Na- 
tion of conſequence was reduced in- 
to a conquered State. But to do Ju- 
{tice to the Gentlemen of the Long 
Robe, it was with ſome Difficulty 
that the Judgment was obtained, 
moſt of the old Judzes having been 
removed in order to it. 

From hence we muſt date King 
FJames's Ruin, and the Nation's Mi- 
ſery. Twas this extravagant Judg- 
ment that gave the Pretence of Law 
to, and ſo encouraged the executing 
of the moſt illegal! Actions. 

The Popiſh Prieſts, in order to 
the gaining of Proſelytes, daily pub- 
liſhed Pamphlets and Sermons, in 
which they dreſſed up their Reli- 
gion in the moſt plauſible Outſide 
they could invent, by palliating the 
uncouth Doctrines of Adoration of 
Images, Plenary Indulgences, Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, Oc. perſuading the 
Proteſtants they were much miſre- 
preſented; and exerted their utmoſt 
Stock of Learning to defend their 
Catholiciſm. But all their Argu- 
ments were quite baffled by the 
Clergy of the Church of England, 
who moſt ingeniouſly and learnedly 
detended her Doctrines, in the Books 
and Sermons they wrote in anſwer 
to thoſe of their Adverſaries. So 
that the Papiſts finding they could 
not conquer the Clergy by their 
Pens, were reſol ved to do it by their 
Power. To which Purpoſe they 
perſuaded the King to ſet up a 
Court for inſpecting Eccleſiaſtical 
Affairs. By whoſe Power they 
thought to curb the Exgliſb Clergy 
at their Pleaſure. 

Accordingly at the latter end of 
this Summer, a Commiſſion paſ- 
ſed the Great-2eal, to conſtitute the 
Lord Archbithop of Canterbury, the 
Lord Chancellor the Earl of Ro- 
cheſter Lord High- Treaſurer; the 
Lord Sunderland Preſident of the 
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Council, and the Biſhops of Da- 
ham and Rocheſter, and Lord Chic 
Juſtice Herbert, Commiſſioners ſo- 
inſpecting all Eccleſiaſtical Matters; 
with Power to puniſh, by all man. 
ner of Eccleſiaſtical Penalties and 
Cenſures, all Matters and Things 
puniſhable by the Eccleſſaſtical 
Laws. Alſo to viſit the Univerſities, 
Cathedral, Collegiate, and Parihh 
Churches, Schools, Hoſpitals, and 
other Houſes under Eccleſiaſtical u- 
riſdiction; and Authority to make 
new Laws, and aboliſh the old Con- 
ſtitutions, notwithſtanding any 
Rights, Privileges, or Exemptions 
whatſoever. And all their A&t« to 
paſs under their peculiar Seal, But 
the Lord Archbiſhop of Carter ui 
refuſed to fit, or be concerned in it 
So a new Commiſſion was iflued, 
wherein the Lord Chief Jultice 
Wright was inſerted. 

The firſt remarkable Cauſe that 
came before theſe Commiſſioners 
was that of the Biſhop of Lend, 
upon account of Dr. Sharp. 

The Biſhop of London, when tlie 
diſpenſing Power in the laſt Sefton 
of Parliament was under Debate, 
made a pretty ſmart Speech again 
it; which the Papiſts watched an 
Opportunity to revenge; and there- 
fore made uſe of the following Pie 
text. 

Dr. Sharp, then Rector cf 8. 
G:les's, afterwards Lord Archbiſhop 
of York, had in a Sermon uttered {ome 
Words againſt Popery, which ſome 
buſy Popiſh Emiſlary immediatel 
carried to Court with all imag- 
nable Aggravations ; ſo that the 
King took Offence at it, and ws 
pleaſed to ſend to the Biſhop of La. 
din, commanding him forthwith 
to ſuſpend Dr. Sharp from preach- 
ing in his Dioceſe, till Satisfaction 
was given. The Biſhop in Anſwer 
wrote a Letter to the Lord Sunder: 
land, and ſent it by Dr. Sh, 
wherein he ex preſſed his Reacine(s'0 
J.. 
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vield Obedience to the King in all 
Things that he could do with a ſafe 
Conſcience. That in this he could 
not comply, till he had heard the 
Doctor's Defence. That he had in- 


form'd the Doctor of the King's Dil- 


leaſure, and found him ready to 
give all Satisfaction to his Majelty ; 
to which Purpoſe he made him the 
Bearer of this Letter, in hope that, 
being introduced to the King's Pre- 
ſence, he might have an Opportu- 
nity to clear himſelf: But the Doc- 
tor could not gain Admittance, nor 
the Biſhop get an Anſwer. The 
Doctor therefore drew up a Petition 
to the King, wherein, with all Hu- 
mility, he expreſſed his Sorrow for 
having fallen under his Diſpleaſure, 
That he had always been careful not ta 
utter any thing that might any abays 
tend to the Diſturbance of his Majeſty's 


Government ; however, if any thing 


had unwarily ſlipt from him, that 


bad given his Maje/!y Offence, he was 
heartily ſorry; that he had noill In- 
tentions in it, and would hereafter be 
more careful of his Duty ; and that 
be had, in Compliance to the King's 
Command, abſtained from all publick 
Exerciſe of his Function: and prayed 
bisMajeſtyto reſtore him to his Fawour. 
This Petition the Doctor endeavour- 
ed to preſent to the King, but could 
by no Means gain Admittance. 
The Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners 


in the mean Time {ent out their Ci- 


tations to the Biſhop of Landon to 
appear before them. 

Accordingly, on the 4th of Au- 
gut, the Biſhop appeared, where 
the Lord Chancellor Fe#7:es aſked 
him, why he did not ſuſpend Dr. 
Harp, when the King commanded 
him ſo to do? and told hin; it was 
for preaching ſeditiouſly, at d againſt 
the Government. The Biſhop an- 
lwered, That if he had done amils, 
it was not a wil ful Fault; that he had 
taken the beſt Advice he could get, 


who inform'd him he could not le- 
gally do it. After which he deſi- 
red lime to make his Defence, and 
a Copy of their Commiſſion ; the 
latter they would not grant, but 
gave him to the ꝙth of Huguſt to 
prepare for his Defence. At which 
time he again appeared, but deſiring 
longer time, his Council being out 
of Town, they granted him a Fort- 
night more. 

On the 24th of Auguſt, the Bi- 
ſhop of London appeared before the 
Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners, where 
after a ſhort Apology, he ſaid his 
Council told him, that their Pro- 
ceedings in the Court were directly 
contrary to Law, and were ready 
to plead it. But the Chancellor told 
him, they were ſatisned of the Lega- 
lity of their Com miſſion, and there- 
ſore would not hear his Council. 
Then the Biſhop urged, That their 
Commitizon did not extend to the 
Faults laid to his Charge; for they 
were to cenſure Faults which ſhall 
be committed ; but this was before 
the Date of their Commiſſion: but 
this was over-ruled. Then the Bi- 
ſhop · proteiling in his own Right to 
the Laws of the Realm as a Subject, 
and to the Rights and Privileges of 
the Church as a Biſhop, gave in his 
Anſwer, and Dr. Harp's Petition, 
which he had endeavoured to deli- 
ver tothe King. 'The Anſwer con- 
tained only the King's Letter tothe 
Biſhop, and the Biſhop's Letter to 
the Earl of Sunder/and, betore- 
mentioned. Which being rend, the 
Chancellor aſked it he had any more 
to ſay. The Biſhop then delired his 
Council might be heard, Which 
was granted, and they were called 
in, being four Doctors of the Civit 
Law. Theſe pleaded, That the 


King's Letter did not mention the 


particular Cauſe; that the Biſhop 
could not abſolutely ſuſpend the Doc- 
tor without Proof of tuch Crime 
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as the Laws direct: Tnat there was 


no ſuch Thing in their Law as ſuſ- 
pending from Preaching; it muſt 
therefore be meant Silencing him, 
which the Biſhop had done, and in 
ſuch a Method as is obſerved in their 
Courts: That the Doctor had com- 
plied with the King's Command; 
and that the Biſhop having written, 
and heard no further from the King, 
he ought to conclude, that the 
King was ſatisfied. After the Coun- 
ci] had done, the Biſhop ſaid, if he 
had errred in any Circumſtance, he 
was very ready to beg his Majeſty's 
Pardon, and would make any Re- 
paration he was abie. After which, 
the Biſhop withdrew, and being 
called in again he was deſired to at- 
tend again on the gth of S-prember, 
at which time his Lordſhip appear - 
ing, the Sentence of the Court was 
read, by which the Biſhop of Lon- 
don was ſuſpended from the Execu- 
tion of the Epiſcopal Office during 
his Majeſty's Plealure upon Pain of 
Deprivation. Which Sentence was 
ſealed with the Commiſſioners Seal, 
but ſubſcribed by no Body. And 
on the 28th of September an Order 
was ſent to the Dean ard Chapter 
of St. Paul's, to cauſe this Sentence 
to be affixed on the South Gate of 
the Church, and on the Chapter- 
Houſe Door. | | 

Ard the Biſhops of Durham, Ro- 
e heſter, and Peterborough, were ap- 
pointed to officiate during the Suſ- 
penſion, which laſted till the Ap- 
Proach of the Revolution. 

On the 8th of Och ober the Parlia- 
ment was by Proclamation proro- 


gued to the 15th of February, and 


on the th of Zanuary, they were a- 
ain prorogued to the 28th of April. 
The Lord Clarendon, as you have 


heard, was made Lord Deputy of 


Zreland in Dec. 1685, where he had 
governed to the great Satisfaction of 
the Subjects of that Kingdom ; how- 
e727 was ordered to reſign to Col. 


Talbot, a Roman Catholick, no 
made Earl of Tyrconnel, whom the 
King appointed to enjoy theCharge; 
and accordingly, about the Middle 
of February, the Earl of Clarendon 
delivered up the Sword of State to 
him, and ſoon after departed ſor 
England. 

On the 2d of February the Lady 
Anna Sophia, and on the 8th, the 
Lady Mary, Daughters to the Prin- 
ceſs of Denmark, both departed this 
Life. 

The Kivg was now pleaſed to 
exert the Power of diſpenſing with 
the Execution of Penal Laws, in 
granting a 'Toleration of all Reli 
g10ns, notwithſtanding the Laws to 
the contrary ; but he began fift 
with Scotland, whither he ſent a 
Declaration for Liberty of Con. 
{cience, which he commanded the 
Council to publiſh. The Subſtance 
of which was : 

* That all the Diſturbances that 
© have happened of late Years, ow d 
their Riſe to the Differences in Re- 
ligion, Which he thought fit to 
obviate, by uniting his Subject 
Affections to God and himſelf in 
Religion and Loyalty; to which 
Purpoſe he granted a 'Foleratioa 
for Religion by Virtue of his Pre- 
* rogative and Ab/elute Parver, to 
© all moderate Preſbyterians, Qua- 
© kers, Roman Catholicks, Cc. 
provided they would meet inHcu- 
les, and forbear preaching Se- 
dition, Sc. Alſo, that all Laus 
© againſt Roman Catholicks be ful. 
* pended; and that they be tree, 
not only in the Exerciſe of Rel 
gion, but in the Enjoyment of O. 
tices and Places, notw/ithſtanding 
their refuſing the Oaths ; and (0 
* that End, all Oaths which inc 
pacitate any of the King's Subject 
from ſerving him, were hereby 
annulled. And further, an Indem- 
nity was granted to all Roman 
Catholicks that had incurred tie 
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penalty of the Statutes about the 


* Oaths.” The King further decla- 


4 red. That he would protect the 


« Biſhops and Clergy in the Poſlei- 


3 ſion of their Religion and Rights: 
And as his Principle always was, 


that Conſcience ought not to be 
* forced ; that he would not at- 


1 * tempt any ſuch Thing, aiming at 


the univerſal Eaſe of his Subjects, 
without Exception of any but the 
Field Conventiclers, whoſe fun- 
* damental Principles were againlt 
the Government.” 

Which Declaration was accor- 
dingly publiſhed : And the Coun- 
cil ſent an Account of the ſame to 
the King, with an Afurance of their 
firm Adherenceto him, and Thanks 
for his Promiſe of protecting the 
Church as by Law eſtabliſhed. 

In [rel/and the Proteſtant Party 
were very much grieved at the 
Change of their Government. The 
new Lord Deputy, by his being a 
Romaniſt, made that Party very 
briſk, and gave the Prateſtants 
great Diſtruſts and Jealouſies; to 
allay which, a Proclamation was 
publiſhed at Dublin on the z 1ſt of 
February, by the Lord Deputy and 
Council, to aſſure the People, that 
notwitlſtanding the Endeavours of 
diſaffected Perſons to perſuade 
them to the contrary, his Majeſty 
relolved to govern them by him, 
according to Law, and in the quiet 
Poſſeſſion of all their Rights and 
Privileges. But for all theſe fair 
Promiles, the Proteſtants fared ve- 
ry hardly all this King's Reign ; 
all Offices of Power and Profit be- 
ing given to the Li Papiſts, they 
mitted over them as they pleaſed, 
inſomuch that great Numbers of the 
wealthier Sort left the Kingdom, 
remembring the barbarous Cruelty 
theſe Sort of Men had formerly ex- 
erciſed there. 

In England, about this Time, 
were ſeveral Promotions made, Mr.

James Fitx- James, the King's na- 
tural Son, who had all along been 
privately educated in Tab, and 
came over to England the laſt 
Year, was on the 11th of March 
created Duke of Berwick, Earl of 
Tinmouth, and Baron of Boſworth, 
The Earl of Poxvis was made Mar- 
quiſs of Poxwis, The Lord Arundel 
of Wardour was conſtituted Keeper 
of the Privy Seal; and the Lord 
Thomas, Howard Maiter of his Ma- 


jeſty's Robes. 


On the 18th of March, the King 
in Council declared his Delign of 
farther proroguing the Parliament, 
which was accordingly by Procla- 
mation prorogued to the 22d of 
November. _ 

At the ſame Time the King de- 
Clared his Reſolution to grant Li- 
berty of Conſcience to all Diſſen- 
ters. And the Attorney and Solli- 
citor General were ordered not to 
permit any Procels to be iſſued a- 


gainſt any Diſtenter whatſoever, 


On the 4th of April, tie King's 
Declaration for Liberty of Conſci- 
ence was . publiſhed, containing in 
Subittance : 
© unite his Subjects to him, by In- 
clination as well as Duty ; which 
he thought could by no Means ſo 
effectually be done, as by grant- 
mg to all the free Exercite of 
their Religion; and tho? he could 
not but wiſh, that all his Subjects 
were Members of the Catholick 
Church, vet he declared, it had 
always been his Opinion, That 
Conſcience dught not to be con- 
trained, the corurary having been 
the Occaſion of the Deſtruction 
of Trade, depopulating Countries 
and the Diſcouragement of Stran- 
gers. Wherefore he did in the 
firit Place declare, That he would 
protect the Church of Eglaudin 
the free Exerciſe of their Religi-

That the King was willing tos 


on, and the quiet Enjoyment of 
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And did likewiſe de- 
clare, That the Execution of all 
Penal Laws in Eccleſiaſtical Mat- 
ters is ſuſpended, and command- 
ed that all Perſons be permitted 
to meet and exerciſe their Reli- 
gion without Diſturbance, ſo that 
nothing ſeditious be preached a- 
mong them, and that the Meet- 
ing be peaceably and publickly 
held, and that they do ſignify 
the Place of their Meeting to the 
next Juſtice of the Peace. And 
further did declare, That the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Suprema- 
cy. and the Teſts enjoyned by the 
Act of Parliament, ſhould not here- 
after be required to be taken by a- 
ny Perſons im ployed in any Office 
or Place, Military or Civil. He 
added a Pardon and Indemnity to 
all Penalties incurred by Noncon- 
formity, and an Aſſurance of 
maintaining all his Subjects in 
the free Enjoyment of all their 


Properties, as well Church and 


Abbey Lands, as any other Lands 
and Properties whatſoever. 
This Declaration was followed by 


Addreſſes to the King, from the 
Diſſenters of all Perſuaſions all over 
England. filled with moſt hyperbo- 
lical Exprefſions of Gratitude and 
Loyalty, with a thouſand Aſſuran- 
ces of ſtanding by him with their 
Lives and Fortunes. 


And now many Popiſh Chapels 


were erected in and about London, 


al 


ſo in all the chief Cities and 


Towns of the Kingdom, as at 7or4, 


Briftal, Gloucefler, Cambridge, St. 
Camundſbury, &c. 
ſo, but two Convents of Monks 
a ere erected in London, the one at 
vt, John's near Smithfield, where 
they purchaſed the Earl of Ber4ley's 
Houſe, and were at great Expence 
a fitting it to their Purpoſe ; the 
other was in Lincoln's Inn Fields, 
here they began to build a very

large Chapel ; but both this ard 
that were deſtroyed at the Reygl,. 
tion. Beſides theſe, there was , 
College of Jeſuits planted in the $4. 
voy, where they erected a Schoal 
for the Education of Youth, and 
publiſhed fair Promiſes of teaching 


Children gratis, without meddlin 


with their Religion; theſe had alſo 
a very large Chapel. The King, 
for his own Uſe, built a new Cha. 
pel at Mhileball, which was very 
finely beautified with Paintings, Ge. 
But all their Endeavours procured 
them but few Proſelytes, for though 
their Chapels were crowded, it was 
by ſuch only who went for Curio. 
ſity to ſee the Pageantry, a very 
{mall Room containing thofe who 
came for Devotion. 

On the 16th of April. Sir Rf; 
Wright, one of the Juſtices of the 
King's Bench, was made Lord Chick 
Juſtice. 

On the ſame Day his Grace the 
Duke of Buckingham departed this 
Life at his Houle in Jerghirt. 

About this Time was reviy'd the 
ancient Order of the Knights of vt, 
Andrew, or the Thiſtle, in Scotland, 
which was firſt inſtituted there by 
King Achaius, but had been diſcon- 
tinved for ſome Reigns. 

Juh 29, the Parliament was by 
Proclamation diſſolved. 

This Summer ended with the 


King's Progreſs round the North- 


Weſt Parts of England, where he 
was received in every Town wich 


all Reſpect. The King and Queen 


tarried ſome Time at Bath, maicing - 


uſe of thoſe Waters. From which 
Time the Conception of the Prince 
of Wales was dated. 

One Edward Petre, a ſeſuit, com- 
monly called Father Petres, whs 
ſome time ago came from Tas. 
ders, being related to the late Lord 
Petre, had by his Means been in- 
troduced at Court, where he made 
a Shift to gain ſuch Intereſt, that 
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5 me King was pleaſed to make him 
eren a Privy Counſellor, into which 
41 Place he was ſworn on the 11th of 
November. 
Liberty of Conſcience, had re peated 
his Promiſe of protecting and main- 
taining the Church of England in 
the free Exerciſe of their Religion, 
and in the quiet Enjoyment of all 
their Poſſeſſions; which how well 
© he perform'd, may be Judged by 
the Proceedings againſt the Biſhop 
olf London already related; and by 
tile Proſecutions of the Vice Chau- 
cellor of the Univerſity of Cam- 
rige, and the Fellows of St. Ma- 
in Magdalene College in Oxford, 
E which J am now going to relate. 
And firſt that of Cambridge, which 
vas thus; 
One Alban Francis, a Benedictine 
Monk, obtained the King's Letter 
io the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
commanding them to admit him to 
tie Degree of Maſter of Arts, with- 
Fout taking the uſual Oaths. This 
Letter he poſted with to Cambridge, 
here arriving the gth of Februa- 
Ela, he immediately ſhew'd it to 
the Vice Chancellor, and demand- 
l Obedience to it, which the Vice 
Chancellor deſired Time to conſider 
pf. and to conſult the Senate of that 
Univerſity, whom he accordingly 
Fſembled on the 21ſt, And the 
Tetter being read to them, it was 
Feſov'd, That the Vice Chancellor 
Pe adviſed to forbear admitting the 
Jad Francis till they had petitioned 
De King to revoke his Mandate; 
Ind in order to it, the Vice Chan- 
pellor wrote a Letter to the Duke of 
Hbemarle, their Chancellor, to in- 
ſercece with the King for the fame, 
plich the Duke accordingly did, 
but without Effect; wherefore he 
Kviſed them to petition the Kin 
demſelves, ſuppoſing that ſuch a 
body as the Univerſity might have 
lore Prevalency with his Majelty ;

upon which they ſent the proper 1687, 
Officers to inform Mr Francis, that 


the Senate were ready to admit 
him upon his taking the Oaths re- 
quired by Law ; which he refuſing, 
and inſiſting upon the King's Diſ- 
penſation, they made Choice of two 
of their Body (to avoid tumultuous 
Petitioning) to wait upon the King, 
and with all Submiſſion, to repre- 
ſent to him, That they thought the 
Admiſtion of Mr. Francis, without 
the uſual Oaths, illegal, and contra- 
ry to the Oaths themſelves had ta- 
ken. But in the mean Time Fan- 
cis was poſted to London, to poſſeſs 
his Patrons with the Stubbornneſs, 
as they call'd it, of the Univerſity; 
this obliged them immediately to 
diſpatch a Squire-Beadle with a 
Letter to their Chancellor, and an- 
other to the Earl of Sunderland, 
purporting a Submiſſion to the King 
in all legal Commands; and pro- 
teſting that what they did, pro- 
ceeded not from Diſobedience, or 
Want of Reſpect to his Majeſty, 
but out of a conſcientious Senſe of 
the Obligations they were under to 
the Laws and the Oaths they had 
taken ; and that they were ready to 
peiition the King, if his Majeſty 
would pleaſe to admit them; to 
which Purpoſe they entreated his 
Lordihip to mediate for them. But 
the Oſſicer was ſent back without 
any Answer; on the contrary, a 
ſecond Letter was ſent down to the 
ſame Purpoſe with the former; two 
of their Members were thereupon 
ſent up to London with Letters, but 
were received as before, and told 
that the King was offended at the 
Proceedings of the Univerſity, and 
would take Order very ſhortly to 
give a farther Anſwer, Not long. 
after a Meilenger was ſent down 
from the Ecclefiaſtical Commiſtio- 
ners to ſummon the Vice Chan- 
cellor and the Senate by Der uties 


to appear, to anſwer what ſhould 


be 
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7 be objected againſt them; accord- 


ka ingly the Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Pea- 


chell, and eight Members of the Se- 
nate,appeared in the Council-Cham- 
ber at Mhite- hall, where were pre- 
ſent ſix of the Commiſſioners for 
Eccleſiaſtical Affairs; who demand- 
ed of the Vice-Chancellor, why he 
did not obey the King's Commands, 
and admit Mr. Francis; to which, 
after a Week's Time granted to 
him to prepare it, the Vice-Chan- 
cellor put in his Anſwer in Wri- 
ting, containing a Recital of ſeveral 
Statutes, which commanded ſeveral 
Oaths to be taken by all Perſons 
promoted to any Degree in the U- 
ni verſities, and infilting, that him- 
ſelf, and every Member of the Se- 
nate and Univertity had taken the 
ſaid Oaths; that they had tendered 
the ſaid Oaths to Alban Frances, 
but he refuſed to take them; that the 
admitting him without the ſaid 
Oaths was a Breach of their Truſt, 
and Violation of their Oaths; and 
therefore they could not admit him : 
to which they added, That this be- 
ing no Eccleſiaſtical Matter, they 
detired their Lordſhips to conſider 
if this Caſe were under their Cog- 
nizance ; and laſtly, That by the 
Statute of 16 Car. 1. it was or- 
dained, That no Court, like the 
High. Commiſſion- Court, ſnould be 
thereafter erected, but that all Com- 
miſſions for ſuch be void. 

This Anſwer being read the far- 
ther Confideration of it was ad- 
journed for ten Days, and they were 
commanded to attend again on the 
-th of May, which they did acco. d- 


ingly, and ſome Queſtions being 


put, concerning Perſons being for- 
merly admitted without the Oaths, 
and concerning any former Refuſal 
of the King's Mandate, to Which 
the Vice- Chancellor gave direct An- 
ſwer; That none had been ſo ad- 
mitted, and that the King's Letters 
had been refuſed.

Dr. Fairfax, one of the Delegates 
were however ſuſpended upon pre- 
tence-of the undue Election, and 
Contempt of the King's Letter. 
The King then granted a new 
Mandate to Dr. Parker, Biſhop of 
Oxford, commanding the Feliows 
to admit him for their Preſident, 
but they ſtill perſiſted in their Re- 
ſolution of obſerving the Statutes of 
their College, accorcing to which 
they had already elected; - ſo that 
nothing was done in it, which made 
the Ring, when he came through 
Oxford, in his Progreſs this Sum- 
mer, fend for them to come to him, 
where himſelf was plealed to tell 
them, they were undutiful, and 
had affronted him, and commanded 
nem to admit the Biſhop of Ox: 
their Head; the Fellows, upon their 
knees, offered a Petition, which the 
King rejected, and again command- 
ed them to elect the Biſhop, tel- 
ling them they muſt expect to feel 
the Weight of his Hand. Upon 


which they returned to their Col- 
lege, where Dr. Pudſey, the Senior 
F eiiow, propoted to the 1eft of the 
Fellows whether they. would elect 
the Biſhop; to which they anſwered, 
That they were ready to obey his 
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their Power, but the electing the 
Biſhop o e being directly con- 
trary to the Statutess de Oaths 
they had taken, they app rehended it 
not in their Power to obey him in 
this Affair. In this State the Mat- 
ter continued till Ocᷓober 19, when 
the King ſent down the Biſhop of 
Chefter,the Ld.Chief juſtice Night, 
and Baron Jennor, with a Commil. 
fon of Viſitation, who ſummoned 
the Fellows to attend them in the 
Chapel of the College, on the 22d 
of October, where they appearing 
were demanded if they ſubmitted to 
the Viſitation; to which they an- 
ſwered they did, ſo far as it was 
conſiſtent with Law, but withal ob- 
ſerv'd, that their Commiſſi on im- 
powered them to change and alter 
the Statutes, which they told their 
Lordſhips they were bound by their 
Oaths not to admit of. Afterwards 
ſome Expoltulations were made con- 
cerning Perſons formerly admitted 
by Mandate, whom the Fellows 
proved to have been all Statutable 
Men. After which the Fellows were 
all aſked if they would chooſe the 
Bp. of Oven Preſident, which they 
reſuſed, as being not in their Power, 
having already elected Dr. Hough, 
who was duly elected, ſworn, and 
inſtalled, as the Statutes directed, 
and therefore it was not in their 
Power to put him out again, It was, 
among other Things, urged by the 
Commiſſioners, that they ouglit not 
to have made an Election till the

Upon which, 
the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
together with theBiſhops of d. {/aph, 
Ely, Chicheſter, Nath and Wells, Pe- 
terborough, and Briflol, drew up a 
Petition in the following Words:

A Weel: after this Trial, the 
King removed Sir Richard Holloauay 
and Sir Jame, Pawel from their 
Places of Juſtices of the King's- 
Bench. 

On the 21ſt of Fuly, his Grace 
the Duke of Qrmz:d departed this 
Life, in tlie Seventy Ninth Year of 
his Age; a Perſon of great Honour 
and Merit, vio had faithfully ſerv- 
ed three Kings in the higheſt Poſts 
of Honour and Truſt, having been 
ſeveral Times Lord Lieutenant of 
Irelard, and was now, and had been 
for ſeveral Years Lord High Stew- 
ard of his Majeſty's Houſhold, one 
of the moſt Honourable Privy Coun- 
cil, and Knight of the moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter. To him ſuc- 
ceeded in his Honour and Eftate, 
his Grandſon the Earl of Oh, a 
worthy Son of that eminent Exam- 
ple of true Honour and Nobility, 
the late Karl of OHory. 

Though the Seven Biſhops had 
eſcaped, the Clergy were not to 
come off ſo; the Lords Commifion- 
ers for Eecleſiaſtical Affairs were 
ſtill right (except the Bithop of 
Rocheſter, who now quitted it) and 
went on as the King pleaſed to 
command. The Order for reading 
the Declaration io Churches had 

met with but cold Entertainment a- 
mong the Clergy, ſes having paid 
Obedience toit. Ihe Commuſion- 
er 
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1688. ers therefore, in order to the ſe- 
GW, vere puniſhing thoſe that had neg- 


lected it, ſent forth their Mandate to 
the Chancellors, Archdeacons, &c. 
of every Dioceſe in Erg land, to 
make Enquiry, and ſend them an 
Account where, and by whom the 
King's Order had been obeyed, and 
where not. But the approaching 


' Revolution put a Stop tv this. 


On the 24th of Augu/?, the King 
declared in Council, That in purſu- 
ance to his late Declaration, he was 
reſolved to call a Parliament, to 
meet on the 27th of Nowember next, 
and the Chancellor was directed to 
iſſue out Writs accordingly. 

On the 21ſt of September, came 
out a Declaration to remove Preju- 
dices and Miſtakes,in the Choice of 
Members to ſerve in the enſuing 
Parliament; aſſuring the People of 
his Majeſty's Intentions to eſtabliſh 
by Law the univerſal Liberty of 
Conſcience; and for the Security of 
the Eſtabliſn'd Church he was wil- 
ling that the Remanifts ſtill remain 
incapable of being choſen Members 
of the Houſe of Commons. 

The King was molt zealouſly in- 
tent upon his Reſolution of eſta- 
bliſhing Toleration of Religion by 
Act of Parliament; and that he 
might be ſure to effect it, he cauſed 
a Regulation to be made in all the 
Corporations in the Kingcom ; to 
which Purpoſe, certain Perſons, of 
mean Character enough, were ſent 
up and down to examine Mens O- 


pinions 3 and on thoſe that would 


promiſe to aſſiſt in taking off the 
Penal Laws and Teſts, the Honours 
of Mayors, Aldermen, c. were 
conferred, which generally happen'd 
very prepoſterous 3 for the wiſer 
and better Sort of Men refuſing it, 
the meaneſt and moſt ignorant Mem- 
bers were commonly advanced to 
the higheſt Dignities in Corporati- 
ons, and the moſt conſiderable ones 
quite turned out, In London purti- 


cularly, all the old Aldermen, en 
cept two or three, were removed, 
and others put in their rooms, Al. 
ſo the Companies of London wee 
reformed, in order to the obtain. 
ing a Majority inthe Livery, And 
not only in Corporations, but in all 
Offices throughout the Kingdom 
the like Alterations were made; 21 
Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutcnantsc 
the Militia, and [uſtices of the 
Peace, all Officers in the Cuſton: 
Exciſe, Hearth-Money, Treaſury, 
Sc. were all cloſetted and interic. 
gated upon this Point; and up 
Refuſal, removed. This made x 
ſtrange Alteration in the Kingdom, 
which was ſo far from pleaſing, that 
even the Diſſenters, for whole Sake 
all this was ſaid to be done, did not 
take it very cordially, many refy. 
ſed to be concerned in it, or to take 
Offices offered to them. | 

This Matter had been the Buf. 
nels of all this Year, and was hot. 
ly proſecuted, but now abated For 
a Rumour began to ſpread, That 
great Preparations of War were 
making in Holland, which M 
feared were deſigned againſt Ex- 
land. This diverted the Kings 
Mind, and in a little Time te 
thought it more adviſeable to re- 
ſtore every body to their former 
Poſts, than to diſplace more. Ac- 
cordingly, 

About the latter End of Sten. 
ber, the Lords Lieutenants were 
im powered to grant Deputations to 
ſuch Gentlemen as had been remoy- 
ed from being Deputy-Lieutenants; 
and Directions were given to the 
Chancellor, to put into Commiſion 
of the Peace ſuch Gentlemen as had 
been laid aſide, and ſhould now 
be recommended by the La 
Lieutenants.

On the 10th, the Ring in Coun» 


cil authorized and requir'd the Lora; 
Lieutenants of the ſeveral Counties 
to examine into the Abuſes and Ir. 
regularities committed in the Regu- 
lations of Corporations, and to give 
their Advice what they thought con- 
venient to be done in that Caſe. 

On the 11th a Form of Prayer, 
drawn up by the Biſhops, at the 
King's Command, was publiſhed and 
order d to be uſed in all Churches; 
in which were three Prayers, one for 
Repentance, another for tbe King, 
and the third for Peace and Unity. 

On the 12th of the ſame Month, 
the King order'd the Biſhop of Min- 
cheſter, as Viſitor of Magdalene Col- 
lege, to ſettle that Society according 
to the Statutes ; which was accord- 
ingly done, and Dr. Hough, and the 
former Fellows recall'd and reſtor d. 

On the 17th a Proclamation was 
publiſh'd for reſtoring Corporation: 
to their ancient Charters, Rights, 
Liberties, and Franchiſes, as full). 
and amply as they had held them 
before the Duo Warranto's and dur 
renders. On the ſame Day the Earl 
of Derby was declared Lord Lieute- 
nant of Cheſhire and Derbifhire. 

On the 2oth a Proclamation came 
out to command all Lieutenants, 
Deputy Lieutenants, Juſtices of the 
Peace, Sc. to cauſe the Coaſts to 
be carefully watched, and all Cat 
tle, Horſes, &c. to be removed 
twenty Miles from the Place where 
the Enemy ſhall attempt to land, 
to ſecure them from falling into 
their Hands, The ſame Day the 
Earl of Oed was reſtored to the 
Lieutenancy of Egex.

Papiſts aſſured themſelves that ſhe 
would have a Son. The Princeſs 
of Denmark was at the Bath at the 
Time of the Birth, which with o- 
ther Circumſtances, cauſed a very 
common Diſcourſe and Belief, that 
the Prince of Wales was not the 
true Son of the King and Queen. 
The King had hitherto taken no 
manner of Notice of it, but now he 
ſaw Things brought to that paſs, 
that he muſt do ſomething to ſatis- 
fy the World. Wherefore on the 
22d of October, an extraordinary 
Council was called at Whitehall, 
being, beſides the Privy-Council, 
all the Peers that were in and about 
Lond;n, as well Spiritual as Jem 
poral, and the Lord Mayor, and 
Aldermen of London. Where the 
Queen Dowager, and all the La- 
dies and others that were preſent at 
the Birth of the Prince of ales ap- 
peared, and gave, upon Oath, an 
Account of what they knew con- 
cerning the ſaid Birth; which De- 
poſitions were afterwards printed 
and publiſhed, 

Three Days after this, a Pro- 
clamation was publiſhed againit 
ſpreading falſe News; for wich 
there was Cauſe enough, the great 
Averſion the People had to the

On the 18th the Earl of Sande; 
land was removed from his Office 
of Secretary of State, and the Lord 
Preſton put in his Place. 

On the 29th, News came, that 
the Dutch Fleet, conſiſting of 5 2 
Men of War, and a numerous Com- 
pany of Tranſport Ships and Ten- 
ders, ſet fail on the 19th from the 

lats near the Bui, his Highnets 
the Prince of Orange, with the Ma- 
reſchal Schomberg, Count de Soimes, 
Count Nau, the Heers Ore: bir 4 
and Berrin4, and many other Per- 
ſons of Quality being on Board, 
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But were hindered from proceeding 1688. 
in their Voyage by bad Weather, 
which drove them back again, and 

caſt away two or three of their 

Ships. But they quickly got them- 

ſelves in order again, and on the 

firſt of Nowember {et Sail a ſecond 

Time. 

The King had been careful in 
fitting out a Fleet to intercept them, 
which was commanded by the Lord 
Dartmouth, as Admiral; but the 
Wind happened fo contrary, that 
he could not get out of the Channel 
Time enough. 

In the mean Time the Prince of 
Orange's Declaration had arrived at 
Courr, and becauſe it contained, 
that he was invited over by ſeveral 
of the Nobility, as well Spiritual 
as Temporal, the King lent for the 
Biſhops, and required a Paper under 
their Hands in Abhortence of the 
Prince of Orazzr's intended Invaſi- 
on, Which he com manded them to 
bring him by ſuch a Day. But the 
Archbiſhoo of Canterbury, the Bi- 
incps of London, Peeerborangb, and 
Rocneſter, refuied to do it, as con- 
trary to tae Priviiege of Peerage, 

as Divines, 
that being declaring War againſt a 
Sovereign Prince; and earneſtly 
deuted this might be leit to a Free 
Parliament. This the King was 
mach diſplraſed at, and left them 
in great Indignation. 

On the 24 of No vornber was pub- 
lifhed 4 Prociamation ſor Suppreſ— 
ſing the Prince of Orange's Decla- 
ration. 

On the 3d of Newember about 
Five in the Morning, the Dutch 
Ficet was diſcovered half Seas over, 
between Dover and Calais, ſteering 
Weſtward, the Wind at Ea, North- 
Eat. And the fame Day a Fly- 
boat belonging to them, was taken 
by one of the King's Shigs, and 
brought into the Downs, Paving ON 
board four Captains ef Fest; this 
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Ship had by an Accident loſt her 
Rudder, and ſo could not continue 
her Courſe, but it was the only 
one of all that numerous Fleet that 
miſcarricd. 

The Prince of Orange continuing 
his Voyage Weſtward, on the 4th 
the Fleet was ſeen to paſs by Dart- 
;»outh, and it being a thick foggy

which was the Port they deſigned ; 
but the Wind changing W. S. W. 
they made it again, and the fame 
Day the whole Fleet, conſiſting of 
between 6 and 700 Ships, entered

The Bi- 
mop therefore left the City, and 
cams to London to Wait upon the 
ing, with an Account of the State 
of Affairs, with which his Majeſty 
was {o pleaſed, that he tranſlated

On the 8th, about One in the 


Atternoon. the Prince enter'd Exe- 


tet with Part of his Army, and 


was ſo far from being reſiſted, that 
they were received with Shouts, and 
Quarters willingly allowed to his 
Soldiers. 

The King had been all this while 
buſy in his Preparations for War, 
having, beſides the Army already 
in England, ſent for Six Regiments 
of Horſe and Foot out of Scotland 
and three Regiments of the very 
Flower of that Army out of Jrelang. 
And alſo had newly here raiſed five 
Regiments of Horſe, and eight Re- 
giments of Foot ; beſides which, 


there were ſeventeen Men added o 


each Company of the old Forces. 
By which Means the Army was ex. 
treamly larger than it was laſt Sum. 
mer, and did now conſiſt of 2. 
Regiments of Horſe, reckoning the 
four Troops of Guards, three Re. 
giments of Dragoons, and 31 Re- 
giments of Foots, and could not 
contain leſs than 6000 Horſe and 
Dragoons, and 15000 Foot. Be- 
ſides Garriſons in all the uſu;) 
Places, which took up 92 Compa 
nies more. 

On the other ſide, the Prince of 
Orange's Army conſiſted of but 14 
Regiments of Horſe and Dragoons, 
containing 3660 Men, and 15 Re- 
giments of Foot, containing 10692 
Men, in all 14352. His Fleet con- 
ſited of 57 Men of War, co F- 
Boats, 60 Pinks, and 10 Fire-ſhips. 

The Prince of Orange continued 
three Days at Exeter without any 
Body's coming to him. 

On the 11th the Lord Lovelace 
was ſeized at Cirenceſter, going to 
the Prince with 60 or 70 Men, by 
the Militia, by Order of the Duke 
of Beaufort ; three Gentlemen be- 
ing killed, and Six Soldiers wound- 
ed, in the Reſiſtance they made. 

The King's Army were by th 
Time marched as far as S/. 
where they lay ſome Time. 

On the 12th the Lord Cornbury, 
who commanded the Royal Regi-

ment of Dragoons, pretending Or- 
ders from the King, cauſed the Roy- 
al Regiment of Horſe, his own Re- 


iment of Dragoons, and the Duke 


of St. Alban's Regiment of Horſe, 
commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
Langſton, to march from Sa/bury to 
Dorcheſter, and thence to Bridport ; 
where ſome of the Officers, appre- 


| hending ſome Deſign, refuſed to fol- 


low him ; but he, with as many of 
his Regiment as would follow him, 


and Lieutenant Colonel Langſton, 


with almoſt all his Regiment, went 
over to the Prince; the reſt, being 
the major . Part of the Dragoons, 
and the Royal Regiment, came back 
to Saliſbury, The ſame Day the 
Farl of Fever ſham came down to 
Saliſßury, to command the Army 
in Chief. | 

A Proclamation, to forbid the 
holding of Exeter-Fair, was pub- 
liſhed on the 16th.

II. And for this Reaſon he can- 
not longer forbear declaring his

III. and IV. thoſe Counſellors 
have ſet on {oct the diſpenſing Pow- 
er, which renders the Laws for the 
Security of the Religion avd the 
Properties of the People, eſtabliſh d 
by the joint Power of the King and 
Parliament, ineffectual and of no 
Uſe; tho' it be moſt certain, Laws 
can only be repealed by the {ame 
Authority that made them. 

V. Theſe Counſellors, to colour 
the Matter, have gained from the 
Judges a Sentence, That this Diſ- 
penſing Power is a Right inherent 
Tm the Crown; as if Twelve Men 
could give up all the Rights of the 
Nation, in ſpite of the Laws en- 
acted for their Security: Tho' this 
Opinion of the Judges, being be- 
forehand privately agreed on, raiſed 
them to the Bench, ſeveral having 
been removed for refuling ; and 
ſome of theſe new Judges make o- 
ven Profeſſion of the Popiſh Religi- 
on, by which they are incapacita- 
ted by Law to enjoy the Place, 

VI. J hat as his Majeſty was un- 
animouſly received and acknow- 
jedged as King, tho' openly. proſeſ- 
ling the Pop:ſh Religion, ſo he did 
then promie, and at his Corona- 
tion ſolemnly ſwore to maintain 
nis Subjects in all their Kights and 
Liberties; and particularly, That 
he would maintain the Church of 
England, as it was eſtabliſhed by 
| Law. That it is no leſs evident 
that Laws have been enacted for 
the Security of the lame ; eſpecial- 


iy that none ſhould be admitted (5 
any Eccleſiaſtical Dignity or Em. 
pioyment, Civil or Military, with. 
out declaring themſelves no Papiſi, 
by taking the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy, and ſubſcribing the 
Teſt; yet theſe evil Counſellors 
have in effect annulled and aboliſh. 
ed thoſe Laws both in Eccleſiaſtical 
and Civil Employments. 

VII. In Eccleſiaſtical Affairs they 
have, contrary to Law, ſet upa 
Com miſſion for certain Perſons to 
have Cognizance and Direction of 
Eccleſiaſtical Matters; one of which, 
tho' he be one of his Majeſty's chief 
Miniiters of State, is a profeſs'd Pa. 
piſt. That by this means the Pro- 
teilant Religion 15 reduc'd to a moſt 
deplorable Condition, the Church 
of ngland being ſubjected by Com- 
miſſioners, not only legal in their 


Inſtitution but in their ts alſo. 
They ſubmitting en in all 
Things to the Lirectie „ thoſe 


Evil Counſellors; who ate careful 
to raiſe none to Eccleſiaſlical Dig- 
nities, but ſuch as have no Zeal for 
the Proteſtant Religion. The {aid 
Commithoners have ſuſpended the 
Biſhop of Londsr, only for retufing 
to ſuſpend a worthy Divine with- 
out formal Proceſs. They hare 
turned out a Preſident of Magda- 
{ene College legally choſen, and at- 
terwards all the Fellows, without 
ſo much as citing them to a Legal 
Court to make their Defence ; and 
the only Reaſon given for it was, 
That they refuſed to chule for 
their Preſident one recommended 
by thoſe Evil Counſellors, though 
the Right of tree Election lay un- 
doubtedly in them. Notwithſland- 
ing Which they have turned them 
out of their Freeholds, contrary 
to Law, and the expreſs Words 
of Magna Charta, which ſays, That 
no Man fall loſe his Life or Gods 
but by the Laws of the Land. And

on, Monaſteries and Convents, e- 
ſpecially of Jeſuits, are expreſly 
| forbid by the known Laws of the 


Land; yet have been ſet up by theſe 
E evil Counſellors ; and further, they 
E have raiſed up one of the Order of 
E the Jeſuits to be a Privy Counſellor 
and Miniſter of State. 
E Gently ſhews, That no Laws or 
Rules bind them, but that they have 


W hich evi- 


| ſubjefted the Honours and Eſtates 
of the Subjects and the eſtabliſhed 


Religion to a deſpotick Power and 
arbitrary Government ; in all which 
they are ſerved by Eccleſiaſtical 
Commiſſioners. 

IX. In Civil Affairs they have 
followed the ſame Methods, for 
they have examined all Lieutenants, 
Deputy Lieutenants, Juſtices of the 
Peace, &c. of each County ; and 
thoſe who out of Conſcience refuſed 
to concur in the taking off the Pe- 
nal Laws and Teſt, were turned out 
of Commiſſion, and others put in, 
more compliant to their Deſigns of 
defeating the Intent of the Laws 
made for the Security of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion; and in many of 
theſe Places have put profeſs'd Pa- 
bite, though diſabled by Law. 

X. They have invaded the Privi- 


leges, and ſeized on the Charters of 


moſt of the Towns that have a 
Right to ſend Repreſentatives to the 
Parliament, and have placed new 
Magiſtrates as they thought fit. 

Al. And tho' no Nation can ſub- 
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ſiſt without the due Adminiſtration 
of juſtice, yet theſe evil Counſel- 
lors, that they might ſubject all to 
an arbitrary and deſpotick Power, 
have admitted only ſuch Perſons to 
the Bench as would conform them- 
ſelves to their Intentions, without 
any Regard to their Abilities; and 
have preterr'd even profeſs'd Papiſts 
to the Courts of Judicature, not- 
withſtanding their Incapacity by 
Law, and that their Sentences are 
invalid; and further, have depriv'd 
Judges, who in the common Admi- 
nitration of Juſtice have been go- 
vern'd by their Conſciences, rather 
than their Directions. By which it is 
apparent they deſign to make them- 
{elves abſolute Maſters of the Lives, 
Honours, and Eſtates of the Sub- 
jects, without regard to the Equity 
ot the Cauſe, or the Conſcience of the 
Judge, whom they make to ſubmit 
to their Will and Pleaſure in all 
Things; and hope by theſe Means 
to intimidate thoſe that are now in 
Employment, as well as thoſe they 
ſhall hereafter put in their Rooms, 
Much Blood had been ſhed in the 
Kingdom by Judges governed by 
thoſe evil Counſellors againſt the 
Rules and Forms of Law. 

XII. By putting the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice into the Hands of 
Papiſls, all Matters of Civil Juſtice 
are brought into great Uncertain- 


ties; their Sentence in Law being no 


more to be regarded than a private 
Man's; ſo that thoſe who had been 
caſt by their Sentences may jultly 
look upon them as of no Force, but 


void in themſelves. The Military 


Employments too, both by Sea and 
Land, of the higheſt Command, 
have been, contrary to Law, put into 
the Hands of Papiſis; ſo that having 
made themſelves Maſters of the Af- 
fairs of the Church, the Govern- 


ment of the Nation, and Courts of 


Judicature, ana ſubjected all to a 
deſpotick and arbitrary Power. they 
Y 4 might 
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1688. might be able to maintain it, and 
e xccute their wicked Deſigns by the 


Aſſiſtance of the Army, and thereby 
enſlave the Nation. 

XIII. The diſmal Effects of this 
Subverſion of Laws, Liberties, Oc. 
appear by what we ſee done in Fe- 
land, where the whole Government 
is in the Hands of the Papi, ſeveral 
of the Proteſlants having left their 
Habitations and Eſtates, remem- 
bring the cruel Maſſacre in 1641. 

XIV. Thoſe evil Counſellors have 
prevailed with the King to declare 
in Scotland, That he has an ab/e/ute 
Power, and that the SubjeAs are 
bound zo obey him without Reſerve ; 
which ſhews what England muſt 
expect when Things are prepared 
for it. 

XV. Thoſe Oppreſſions, and the 
Contempt of all Law, put the Sub- 
jects under juſt Fears, and made 
them have Recourſe to lawful Re- 
medies, but without Effect: and 
even Petitioning has been made dun- 
gerous by the Proceedings againſt 
he Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
the other Biſhops, for preſenting an 
Innocent Pctition to the King, full 
of Reſpect, ſetting forth the Rea- 
ſons why they could not obey that 
Order, which by the Inſtigation of 
thoſe evil Counſellors was ſent them, 
to appoint the Clergy to read in the 
Churches the Declaration for Liberty 
of Conſcience 5 they being ſent to 
Priſon, and brought to Trial, as for 
ſome enormous Crime, before pro- 
feſs'd Papiſts, and by Conſequence 
intereſted to condemn them, and 
thoſe Judges turned out who gave 
their Opinion in their Favour. 

XVI. It cannot be pretended a 
Crime for Subjects to petition a King, 
how great ſcever, provided they do 
it in the Manner the Law allows. 
Thoſe evil Counſellors have treated 


. a Peer of the Realm as a Criminal, 


for ſaying, that the Orders of a Po- 
pifſh Juſtice of the Peace were not 


obligatory ; tho' they be evidently 
by Law deprived of all ſuch Trup: 
it being the Security the Subjects 
have by the Law, for their Lives, 
Eſtates, &c. that they are not to 
be ſubjected tothe arbitrary Proceed. 
ings of Papi/ts. 

XVII. That both the Prince and 
Princeſs of Orange have, with all 
Reſpect, ſignified to his Majeſty 
their great Regret at theie Proceed- 
ings; and at his Deſire declared 
their Thoughts concerning the re. 
pealing the Penal Laws and Teſt; 
which they did in ſuch a Manner, 
a:, they hoped, they had propoſed an 
Expedient for ſettling the Peace of 
the Kingdom, and a happy Agree. 
ment among the Subjects; but this 
has been wreſted by thoſe evil Coun. 
ſellors, to alienate the King from 
them, and to perſuade him tlat the 
Prince deſigned to diſturb the Quiet 
of the Kingdom. 

XVIII. The laſt and great Reme- 
dy for theſe Evils, is the calling of 
a Parliament, for ſecuring th iti.

That fince the Printing of the for- 
mer, thoſe Subverters of the Religi— 
on and Laws had given ſome ſeem- 
ing Redreſs in the Grievances therein 
com plained of, to perſuade the Peo- 
ple not to have Recourſe to the Shel- 
ter of the Prince's Arms for the Re- 
eltabliſhment of their Religion and 
Laws. And they have given out, 
That the Prince's Deſigns were to 
conquer and enflave the Nation ; 
wherefore this Addition is made, 
That his Highneſs 1s confident no 
Perſon can ſo far miſtike his Inten- 
dons, ſince as his Forces are not 
ſufficient, if he could conceive ſuch 
a Defign, ſo neither could the great 
Number of the principal Nobility 
and Gentry, that invite, accompany, 
and aſſiſt him, ſo far forget them- 
ſelves, as to join in a Deſign that 
muſt make void their own lawful 
Titles to their Horours and Eſtates 


That his Deſign is no more than to 
procure a Settlement in Religion 
and of the Liberties and Properties 
of the Subjects ſo as that they may 
not be again invaded. 

That as the imperfet Redre; 
now offered, is a Confeſſion of thoſe 
Violations of the Government he 
has ſet forth in his Declaration; ſo 
the Defect of it is no Jeſs apparent, 
they laying down only what they 
can take up again with Pleaſure, the 


Ground of them, Arbitrary Power, 


being {till retained. And it is plain 
there can be no Redreſs but in Par- 
lament, by a Declaration of the 
Rights of the Subjects that have been 
invaded: His Hig':nefs therefore 
declares he will reter all to a free 
and lawful Parliament.

This Declaration was ſeconded 
with Letters; one to the Officers 
and Soldiers of the Army, the other 
to the Officers and Seamen aboard 
the Engliſb Fleet, to invite them to 
join in the Common Cauſe.

Advice of the Prince's landing, al- 
ſembled 50 Horſe, and went to Man- 
cheſter, and the next Day to Badu.

Conjunction with the Prince of O- 
range, to recover the almoſt ruined 
Laws, Liberties, and Religion : 
That they ought not to be Bug-beared 
out of their Reaſon, by the oppro- 
brious Name of Rebels, it being no 
Rebellion to reſiſt one that makes 
his own Will his Law. And there- 
fore all good Proteſtants ought, and 
they hope will join with them : 
And that the Redreflesalready made 
were not to be regarded, but all to 
be referred to a free Parliament. 
On the 25th of Nowember, the 
Prince of Denmark, the Duke of 
Grafton, the Lord Churchill, and 
many more of the Nobility, did ac- 
tually leave the King, and go ever 
to the Prince. Prince George and 
the Lord Churchill left each of them 
a Letter to the King, to this effect; 
viz. To allure him, That it awas with 


great Grief they complied with the 


Difates of Honour, fince they obliged 
them to forſake him ; but it was in 
the Common Cauſe of Chriſtendom, 
and for the Security of the Proteſtant 
Religion, themſelves, &c. 

This ſtruck ſo great a Damp up- 
on the King, that on the next Day, 


with ſome Precipitation, he left 


Saliſbury, and ordered the Army to 
retire to Reading. His Majeſty lay 
that Night at Andover, and came the 
next Day to London. 

The Princeſs of Denmark the 
Day before retired privately from 
t/hitchall, with the Lady Church- 
il. 

Immediately after the King's Re- 
turn to London, he removed vir Ed- 
ward Hales from being Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, and put Sir Be- 
wil Skelton, a Proteſtant, in his 
ſtead. 

And now at laſt the King was 
contented to call a Parliament; 
which he declared in Council on 
the 28th. And, 

On the zoth a Proclamation was 

pub- 
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publiſhed for chuſing a Parliament 
to meet at We/tminſler, January 
the 15th, which he declared ſhould 
be free in all it Circumſtances. To 
which Purpoſe Indemnity was grant- 
ed to all that ſhould be choſen Mem- 
bers, though they had been in Arms 
againſt him. But alas! it was now 
too late, the Nation was in ſuch Fer- 
ment, that it was not much regard- 
ed. However, the Chief Officers of 
the Fleet, as ſoon as they heard the 
News, drew upan Addreſs of Thanks 
to the King, which was ſubſcribed 
by the Lords Dartmouth and Berkley, 
Sir Roger Strickland, and 38 Com- 
moners. 

Soon after the Prince of Wales with 
his Nurſe was ſent to Portſmouth, in 
order to his being tranſported to 
France; but either upon my Lord 
Dartmouth's refuſing to do it, or up- 
on ſome other Reaſon, he was brought 
back again to London, on the 8th of 
December. 

In Norf9/k, the Duke of Norfolk, 
and a great many of the Gentry of 
the Country, declared for a free Par- 
liament and the Proteſtant Religion. 
The Earl of Shrewſbury, and Sir 
Fohn Guiſe ſeized Briſtol, and the 
Lord Lowelace was delivered by the 
Gentry of the Country out of G. 
ceſter Caſtle. 

The Lords Molineux and Alon, 
being Roman Catholicks, ſeized Che- 
fer for the King. And Berwick 
ſtood firm to him; but Newcaſtle 
received the Lord Lumley, and de- 
clared for a free Parliament. York 
was in the Hands of the Earl of 
Danby, and the other aſſociated 
Lords: and Hull ſeized their Go- 
vernor the Lord Langdale, diſarmed 
the Papiſts, and declared ſor a free 
Parliament: And Plymouth had 
long before ſubmitted to the Prince 
of Orange.

but was far from producing the de- 
ſired Effect; for the King immedi- 
ately ſtopt the Writs for the Parlia- 
ment, and ordered a Caveat to be 
entred againſt the executing thoſe 
that were ſent down, and immedi- 
ately reſolved to leave the Kingdom. 
He ſent a Letter to the Earl of Fe- 
verſbam to inform him of his De- 
ſign, and to thank him, and the o- 
ther Officers that ſtuck to him, for 
their Services, telling them he did 


not expect they would further ex- 


poſe themſelves, Upon the Receipt 
of which, the Earl of Fever ſham 
diſbanded all the Army he had then 
under his Command, and immedi- 
ately (ent a Letter to the Prince of 
Orange to inform him of the King's 
Order and Departure.

i London of the King's being at

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Fewerſbam, upon which ſome of his 
Servants were ſent down to wait up- 
on his Majeſty. 

On the 14th the Lords publiſhed 
an Order commanding the Ii Of- 
ficers and Soldiers to repair to their 
reſpective Bodies, promiſing them 
Subſiſtence- Money till they could be 
otherwiſe provided for; and order- 
ed them to deliver up their Arms 
to the Officers of the Ordnance, 
commanding all others to be ſeiz- 
ed. 

The Lords ſent the Lords Fever- 
ſham, Ailſbury, Yarmouth, and Mid- 
dleton to the King, humbly to en- 
treat his Majeſty to return to Mhite- 
hall; and alto ſent down the Guards 
to protect his Perſon, and with them 
the Servants of his Houſhold to 
carry him Neceſſaries. 

On the 15th the King removed to 
Rocheſter, in order to his Return, 
where the Guards met him, and the 
next Day, being Sunday, came to 
London, where he arrived about five 
in the Evening, and was welcomed 
by the Acclamations of the People 
quite through the City. a 

The Prince of Orange, upon the 
Invitations he received from London, 
was come as far as Wind/or, whence 
he ſent Monſieur Zuiliſteine to the 
King, to defire him to tarry at Ro- 
che/ter, but he miſſed his Way. As 
ſoon as the King came to Vhite- 
hall, he {ent the Lord Fewerfbam 
to invite the Prince to St. Fames's 
with what Number of Troops he 
thought fit. But the Lords, with 
the Prince, thought it advileable, 
That the King ſhould be deſired to 
retire to ſome Place near London, 
Ham houſe being thought moſt con- 
venient; and accordingly the Prince 
ſent a Letter to the Lord Marquiſs 
of Ha/lifax, the Earl of Shreawſbu- 
73, and the Lord De la Mere, deſi- 
ring them to Jet the King know, 
that for the Quiet of the Citv, and 
Safety of his Perlon, it was conve- 

nien: 
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nient that his Majeſty remove to 
Ham, where he ſhould be attended 
with his Guards, &c. | 

As ſoon as the King arrived at 
Whitehall, he ordered Leiburn, the 
Popiſh Biſhop, to be diſcharged out 
of Neaugate, whither he had been 
committed in the King's Abſence. 

And the next Day publiſhed an 
Order againſt the pulling down Hou- 
ſes, Sc. commanding all Magt- 
ſtrates to ſuppreſs thoſe Diſorders. 

The Popiſh Prieſts and Party, 
preſuming upon the King's Protec- 
tion, began now again to reſume 
their wonted Temper, encouraged 
by the favourable Acceſs they had 
at Whitehall, whither they reſorted 
in great Numbers. 

'The Lords, with the Prince, in 
the mean Time, thought it not ſafe 
for his Highneſs to venture his Per- 
ſon to London, till his Guards had 
ſecured the Way, Wherefore the 
Lords at indian reſolved to ſend 
rhe Prince's Guards to take Poſſeſ- 
lion of the Poſts about Whitehall. 

The Lords, whom the Prince ſent 
with the Meſſage to the King, con- 
cerning his Removal, arrived not at 
Whitehall till twelve at Night, when 
they ſent Word to the Lord Midale- 
ton, that they had a Meſlage to de- 
liver to the King of that Impor- 
tance, that they deſired they might 
be immediately admitted ; he ac- 
cordingly preſently introduced them, 
tne King being by that Time in Bed; 


where, aſter an Apology for the un- 


ſeaſonable Time, they delivered their 
\leſſage, which the King ſaid he 
would comply with; upon which 
the Lords defired his Majeſty would 
remove before Noon, to prevent 
meeting the Prince, who intended 
to come to London that Day ; to 
which the King alſo agreed. But 
afterwards delired he might rather 


return to RNocheſler, to which the 


Lords anſwered they would acquaint 
the Prince; and accordingly ſent to 


the Prince, who readily agree 
it ; and thereupon his Math 
Whitehall before Noon, and went 
that Night in his Barge to Grave.

The King continued at Recbef 
till the 23d of December, when in 
the Night he privately went Out, 
with one Mr. Ralph Sheldon and 
Mr. De la Badie in his Company, 
and embarked in a Veſſel for France; 
but before his Departure, left a Pa- 
per, which was afterwards printed, 
containing the Reaſons of his with- 
drawing. The Queen, who went 
hence the 10oth, arrived at Calais 
the 11th, and wrote to the King of 
France to inform him of her Arrival, 
and crave his Protection. 
| Upon the Prince's Arrival, the 
Common- Council of London, aſſem- 
bled, and ordered, That the Alder- 
men and their Deputies ſhould wait 
upon his Highneſs to congratulate 
his Arrival, which they accordingly 
did the next Day ; the Recorder, 
Sir George Treby, made a Speech to 
excuſe the Lord-Mayor, who was 
at that Time ſick, and to tellify to 
his Highneſs their Gratitude for the 
happy Deliverance he had wrougit 
for them.

. Count of Naum, 
| Prince of Orange, and now 

King of Eng/and, was the ſole 
Heir of an illuſtrious Family, who 
had been Sovereign Princes for a 
Thouſand Years pail. Four Flun- 
dred Years ago had the Honour to 
wear the Imperial Crown in the Per- 
jon of Aaulfhus of Nuſſaav, who ſuc- 
ceeded Rhodo/phus of Hajſourrgh in 
the Year 1292. Egilbert I. in 404 
married the Heireſs of Locke and 
Breda, and added thoſe Eſtates to 
the Demeſnes of the Family. Eg... 
Bert II. was a Prince of great Re- 
nown for Wiidom and Valour, and 
therefore was conſtituted by the Em- 
peror Maximilian I. Governor of 
the Netherlands in the Beginning of 
the Sixteenth Century. Henry the 
eldeſt Son of 7obz, Brother to Egle 


bert, was very inſtrumental in ad. 
vancing Charles V. to the Impe- 
rial Dignity, and was afterwards 
choſen by King Francis I. of France, 
tor Huſband to Claude de Chal, 
only Siſter to Philibert Prince of 
Orange, in the Year 1515, in whole 
Right after the Death of P4!liber!, 
his Son Rene ſucceeded in that Prin- 
cipality ; who dying without Iſtue, 
lett it to his Uncle William, younger 
Son to John, and Brother to Henry. 
Which William embraced the Re- 


formed Religion, and was Father to 


the great William Prince of Orange. 
who ſo gloriouſly aſſerted the Cauic 
of Liberty in the Netherlands. Ile 
was born in 1533, and was killed 
by Aſſaſſination at Dei, in the Year 
15 84. Prince Maurice, his ſecond 
Son (the eldeſt having been ſome 

ume 


time detained in Spain, and there- 
fore not confided in by the States) 
was a Perſon of ſo great a Character 
for military Skill, that perhaps none 
has ever exceeded him. Henry Fri- 
ſerict, Brother to Maurice, ſucceed- 
ed and acquired juſt Fame by his 
military Atchievements. William 
his Son, who ſucceeded to all his 
Honours, and the Stadtholderſhip of 
Holland, was by his Majeſty King 
Charles I. of Great Britain, thought 
a proper Huſband for his eldeſt 
Danghter Mary, whom he accord- 
ingly eſpouſed in the Year 1641, 
by whom he had Iflue II- 
LIAM HENRY our King, of 
whom we are now to ſpeak. This 
Prince was born on the 14th of Ne- 
vember 1650, eight Days after his 
Father's Death, His Hiſtory, dur- 
ing his Minority, while he was by 
a prevailing Faction in Holland ex- 
cluded from the Dignities his An- 
ceſtors had ſo worthily poſſeſſed; or 
during thoſe Years he ſo gloriouſly 
executed the Offices of Stadtholder 
and Captain General of the United 
Netherlands, are not the proper Sub- 
ject of this Work, and therefore 
we ſhall omit that, as having been 
too long already in ſpeaking of this 
Family; if it were not neceſſary, 
in order to remove a Contempt which 
the common People have been poi- 
ſoned with, by the malicious Inſi- 
nuations of ſome among us, That 
our King was an Upſtart, who from 
General of a Neighbour's Army, 
was lifted up to Honours his Ance- 
ſtors were Strangers to. But let the 
Publick judge, after this ſhort Ac- 
count of a very ſmall Number of 
the many Honours this Family hath 
enjoyed, whether the Crown of 
Great Britain was diſhonoured by 
his wearing it. . 

King Charles II. whoſe penetrat- 
ing Judgment is univerſally acknow- 
ledged, declared of the Prince of 
Orange, that he was the honeſteſt 
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Man in the World, and in that 1688. 
Confidence gave him that moſt Vir- Wyw 


tuous and Beautiful Princeſs his 
Niece, the Lady Mary, in Mar- 
riage, to whom he was betrothed, 
November 4, 1677. 

MARY, eldeſt Daughter to his 
Royal Highneſs James Duke of 
York, and afterwards King of Great 
Britain, was born April zoth, 1662, 
and now ſucceeded her Father in the 
Throne conjunctly with her Spouſe, 
who were both accordingly, as hath 
been already ſaid, proclaimed King 
and Queen of Erg/and and Ireland, 
Feb. 13th, 1688-9. 

Their Majeſties being thus ſeated 
on the Throne, nominated the Pri- 
vy Council, and the Miniſters of 
State, which Dignities were con- 
ferred on the principal Nobility ; the 
three great Offices of Lord High 
Admiral, Lord High Treaſurer, and 
Lord Chancellorexcepted, all which 
were put into Commiſſion for the 
preſent. And then propounded to 
the Privy Council, Whether the pre- 
ſent Convention might not be legally 
turned into a Parliament. Which 
being by the Majority anſwered in 
the Affirmative, the King, February 
18th, went to the Houſe of Lords, 
where the Commons alſo attending, 
he made a Speech to them, ſetting 
forth the preſent Poſture of Affairs, 
and demanding their Advice upon it. 
The Houſe of Lords immediately 
brought in a Bill to prevent Que- 
{tions and Diſputes concerning the 
aſſembling and fitting of this Par- 
liament, which imported the Con- 
tinuance of it asa Parliament, with- 
out a new Election. It paſſed the 
Houſe of Lords in two Days, but 
occaſioned ſome Debates in the Houſe 
of Commons; however it paſſed 
there too, and on the 23d received 
the Royal Aſſent. 

The firſt Matter of publick Na- 
ture in the Houſe of Commons was, 
the Qellion whether the Revenue 

24 ex- 
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1688, expired by the Vacancy of the 
Wy Throne, or devolved on their Ma- 


jeſties, which was carried Expired. 
And the firſt Bill preſented to the 
Lords, was For regulating the Trials 
of Peers. And next to that, A Bill 
fer exempting the Proteſtant Diſſen- 
eV From the Penalties of certain 
Laws, which was read the firſt Time 
in that Houſe on the 25th of Febru- 
ary. 
_ TheSefſion was of long Continu- 
ance, becauſe of the Variety of Mat- 
ters tranſacted in it, the Relation 
whereof in a contiaued Thread can- 
not be conveniently carried on, be- 
cauſe divers Matters abroad will re- 
quire immediate Attention. At pre- 
ſent therefore we can only ſay, that 
the Buſineſs which came before the 
two Hooaſes in the Beginning of the 
Seſſion were chiefly theſe; 1. An 
Examination of the Circumſtances 
of the Death of the late Earl of E/ 
/ex by the Houſe of Lords. 2. Two 
Meilages to the Houſe of Commons 
from his Majeſty. (1.) That in the 
preſent Conjuncture of Affairs, it 
was neceſſary to detain ſome ſuſpect- 
ed Perions in Cuſtody, longer than 
the Act for Habeas Corpus admitted. 
(2) To declare the King's Conlent 
to the taking away the Duty on 
Fire-hearths, which had been en- 
joyed by his two Predeceſſors. (3.) 
The ſeveral Bills for Toleration, Ab- 
rogating the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy, and appointing new ones, 
And the Bill for ſuſpending the Ha- 
beas Corpus Act. All which were 
the Subjects of Debates, but paſſed 
at laſt, as we ſhall have Occaſion to 
Jay hereafter. | 
On the 27th of February the King 
received Advice, that the late King 
James was ſailed from Bre/?, with 
a conſiderable Number of French 
Troops, for Treland; which he im- 
parted to the Parliament, and there- 
upon the Commons voted, That 
they would ſtand by, and aſſiſt the 
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King in reducing Vreland; which 
being communicated to the Lords. 
was agreed to, and both Houſes pre. 
ſented an Addreis to his Majeſty to 
that Purpoſe. In the Aniwer tg 
that Addreſs, the King ſet forth not 
only an Eſtimaie of what Forces were 
neceſſary for Jre/and, wiz. 25,050 
Men, but alſo preſſed the Parlia- 
ment to conſider the Condition of 
the Dutch, who now wanted on: 
Aſſiſtance againſt Hauce; and ecom- 
mended the providing a ſufficient 
Fleet for both theſe Services, 

Some of the Scotch Forces now in 
England, wiz. the Royal Regiment 
of Horle, and Part of Dumbartin'; 
Regiment of Foot, preteided to de. 
ſert the Service, and accordinz1y ſet 
forward for Scetland; but the King, 


purſuant to the Advice of Parliament, 


(March 15.) tent Forces after them, 
which ſoon reduced them to their 
Duty, and to prevent future Evil, 
they were immediately ſent to Hal- 
land. 

On the 11th of ri, 1629, their 
Majeſties were crowned at Hein 
fer, with the Magnificence, Splen- 
dour, and Ceremony, uſual on ſuch 
Occaſions. But antecedent to it an 
Act was paſled for eſtabliſhing the 
Coronation Oath ; and divers new 
Honours were conferred, namely: 

Prince George of Denmark Wis 
created Baron of Ockingham, Vari 
of Kendal, and Duke of Cumberiand. 
And ſoon after by Act of Parliament 
he was naturalized, and thereby 
qualified to fit in the Houſe of Lords. 
The Marquiſs of Winche/'er was 
created Duke of Bolton, The 
Earl of Danby, already Preſident 
of the Council, was made Marquiſs 
of Carmarthen. Mynheer Bentinc#,

The Duke 
demanding an Indemnity and Secu- 
rity, the Convention granted it to 
him, and by the Earls of Taveedale 
and Lothain, ſent him a Pardon in 
Writing ; but he defiring twenty- 
four Hours to conſider, the ſame 
Earls went to him the 15th, and 
then he demanded twelve Days: And 
in ſhort, held the Caltle till it was 
forced from him. | 

On the 16th of March, one Crane, 
an Eng liſbman, preſented to the Con- 
vention a Letter from King James. 
And the fame Day the Lord Levin 
arrived Expreſs with a Letter from 
King Villiam to the Convention. 
It was debated which Letter ſhould 
be read firſt, but carried for King 
William's, which, in pathetic and 
affectionate Terms, adviſed them to 
conſult on the Means of ſettling and 
ſecuring the Peace and Happineſs 
of their Country, and recommended 
to them an Union of the two King- 
doms. King James“, Letter adviſ- 
ed them to ſhew their Fidelity and 
Loyalty to him, who had always 
had great Affection to them his an- 
cient People; that they ſhould not 
be frightened nor bugbeared, for he 
would give them ſpeedy Aſſiſtance 
and Protection, and concluded with 
Threats on thoſe who were wanting 
in their Duty. 

The Convention were ſo far from 
minding theſe Threats, that they 
impriſoned the Meſſenger; but not 
thinking him werth detaining. they 
ſent him away without any Anſwer, 
To King William's Letter they or- 
dered an Anſwer to be drawn up 
in the moſt thanktul and dutiful 
Manner; which being done by a 
Committee, it was read in the Houſe

on the 23d, and being figned by 


vention, was ſent to London by the 
Lord Ro/s, The Care that was ne- 
ceſlary to be taken for preſerving the 
Peace, and with-holding thoſe that 
were diſpoſed to raiſe Arms, took 
up the Convention's Time for ſome 
Days; which being done, on March 
26, a Committee was appointed to 
conſider of the proper Ways of ſet- 
tling the Government ; which Com- 
mittee, after five or fix Days fitting, 
came to a Reſolution : 

That King James being a pro- 
feſſed Papiſt, and acting as King 
* without ever taking the Oaths re- 
* quired by Law, had invaded the 
fundamental Conſtitution of the 
Realm, and altered it from a Legal 
and Limited Monarchy, to an 
Arbitrary Deſpotick Power, ſub- 
« yerted the Proteſtant Religion, vio- 
* lated all the Laws and Liberties 


of the Nation, and inverted all 

the Ends of Government, where- 
* by he had forfeited the Crown, 
and the Throne was become va- 
* cant. 

Which being reported, the whole 
Houſe, except I'welve, agreed with 
the Committee, and patied it into 
an Act. They alſo appointed the 
ſame Committee to bring in an Ack 
for ſettling the Crown on Their 
Majeſties King William and Queen 
Mary, and to conlider of the Terms, 
and prepare an Inſtrument of Go- 
vernment. to be offered with the 
Crown, for Redreſſing Grievances, 
and ſecuring the Liberties of tlie 
People. |

The Earl of TJyrconnel, who, as 


Wd we have formerly ſaid, was ſent over 


by King James as Lord Deputy of 
Ireland, had taken effectual Care to 
ſecure all the Fortreſſes and impor- 
tant Places. He diſarm'd the Pro- 
teſtants, and ſo afflicted them, that 
they all fled into the Northern Pro- 
vince of Le, where through the 
Neighbourhood of Scotland, the Pro- 
teſtants had been always more nu- 
merous than in the other Parts of 
the Kingdom. That Province there- 
fore upon the Revolution, declared 
for King VMilliam and Queen Mary, 
and ſtood upon their Defence againſt 
the Deputy. In this Poſture Things 
flood, when 

King Jace, on the 2th of March, 
arrived in [-cland ; he landed at 
Kinſal:, and went immediately to 
Cork, where Tyrconnct receiv'd him. 
And on the 24th of the ſame Month, 
made a triumphal Entrance into 
Dublin. Among the firit Buſineſſes 
he tranſacted, he diſplaced the Lord 
Granard and others from the Coun- 
ci], putting Papi/ts, and among the 
reſt the Count  Avanux in their 
rooms, and then made Tyrconne! a 
Duke. He publiſhed a Proclama- 
tion to call a Parliament to aſſem- 
ble at Dublin, May 7, and ordered 
the Forces he brought with him 
from France, which were Vete- 
ran Soldiers, commanded by ex- 
perienced Officers, to march for- 
wards. 

The Proteſtants at the ſame Time 
formed themſelves into as ſtrong a 
Body as they could make, and pre- 
tended to keep the Field, but being 
rouled at Drummore, they were for- 
ced to retreat to Faſtneſſes. And 
King Jams, on the other hand, 
treated all the Proteſtants in his 
Power with Severity, and reſolved 
to march with an Army of 20000 
to reduce thoſe that were in the 
ſtrong 'Towns.

This Town 
on the 11ta of March proclaimed 
King William and Queen Mary, and 
having choſen Guftavus Hamilton, a 
Perſon of great Courage and Con- 
duct, for their Governor, raiſed a 
Regiment of 12 Companies, which 
they put under his Command, and 
retuſed all Overtures that were made 
to them from King Janes. In the 
many Excurſions which they made 
upon the Enemy, they always re- 
maincd Victors; and on the very 
Day that Londonderry was relieved, 
2000 of them fought and routed 
boo Iriſb, and took Mackarty their 
Commander Priſoner; and not to 


mention many ſmall Exploits, in 


September following 2000 of them 
defeated 5000 1r;4 going to Sligo. 

King James in the mean time was 
employed at Dublin, where he met 
his Parliament the 7th of May. His 
Majeity made a gracious Speech, 
vherein he omitted not to own the 
Obligations he had to the 7rerch 
King; and the next Day publiſhed 
a Declaration, expreiing an Aſlec- 
tion to his Subjects, as well Proteit- 
ants as Catholicks, Leuity and great 
Mercy to thoſe that had offended, 
Protection to the Church of Z»-- 
land, and Li! of Conſcicice to 
Diſſenters, Sc. 
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WILLIAM and MARX. 


The Parliament, the Majority 
whereof were Papiſls, immediately 
voted an Addreſs of Thanks to the 
King, and another to the French 
Monarch, which Count 4 Avaux 
was deſired to tranſmit. And then 
a Bill was brought in to recognize 
the King's Titles, and condemn the 
Prince of Oranges Uſurpation. The 
King had in his Speech intimated, 
his Willingnels to relieve thole that 
were injured by the Act of Settle- 
ment; which it ſeems was under- 
ſtood to mean a Repeal of it; for 
a Bill was brought in on the 12th 
of May to that Purpoſe ; and paſſed 
in a few Days. Next followed a 
Bill of Attainder, wherein two Arch- 
biſhop*, one Duke, ſeventeen Earls, 
ſeven Counteſſes, twenty-eight Viſ- 
counts, two Viſcounteſſes, teven Bi— 
ſhops, eighteen Barons, thirty-three 
Baronets, fifty-one Knights, eighty- 
three Clergymen, 2182 Eſquires and 
Gentlemen, were declared Traitors, 
although none of them had been 
heard. And the beſt Reaſon given 
for it, was what the Speaker told 
the King when he preſented it, That 
many were attainted upon ſuch Ewi- 
dence as ſatisfied the Houſe, and the 
reſt upon common Fame. And as a 
farther Inſtance of their Cruelty, 
this AQ was not, made publick till 
four Months after, whereby thoſe 
that were in the Kingdom could 
not eſcape, nor thoſe out of it come 
over to crave Mercy. They alſo 
paſſed an Act for Liberty of Con- 
ſcience, -and ſome few others of leſs 
Importance, and were prorogued 
on the z0th of Jah to the 12th of 
Fanuary. : 

At the ſame Time that the King 
was declaring his mercifal Diſpo- 
fition, and the Parliament enacting 
Liberty of Conſcience, the Profeſ- 
ſors, Fellows, and Scholars of the 
College or Univerlity of Dublin, 
were all turned out, and their Places 


poſſeſſed by Papiſts, And the next 


Year all the Churches in Du 
were ſeized upon for the Uſe of the 
Papifls. And on the 18th of June 
1690, Colonel Latterel, Governor 
of that City, iſſued Orders, That 
all Proteſtants that were not Hcuſ. 
holders ſhould depart the City, arg 
all that were ſuch ſhould deter 
up their Arms; and forbad. 757 
above five Proteſtants ſhould mui 
together, upon Pain of Death. 

And the Governor being aſked, 
whether this was to extend to meet. 
ing in Churches, he anſwered, Ia. 
And accordingly all the Proteſtant 
Churches were ſhut up all over the 
Kingdom. Thus much for Fe. 
land; we muſt now return to Ei. 
land. 


On the 24th of April, the King 
gave the Royal Aſſent to the Acts, 
For impowering his Majeſty to im- 
priſon ſuch as conſpire againſt the 
Government; for removing Pajiſ! 
from London; for taking away the 
Duty of Hearth-Money ; for abro- 
gating the Oaths of Supremacy and 
Allegiance, and appointing new. 
Oaths, and ſome others. 

The King having a due Senſe of

ral Perſons, That for Declaring the 
Rights of the Subject, and ſome 0- 
thers, had not lengthened it fo far 
as to induce the King on the 28th 
of June to come to the Houſe, and 
adviſe them to diſpatch. 

Eeſides the Bills already mentio- 
ned, there paſſed in this Seflion ; 
an Act for granting an Aid to their 
Majeſties of 68820/. per Mer/. for 
ſix Months. An Act for raiſing 
Money by a Poll. An Act for grant- 
ing an Aid of 12 4. in the Pound 
upon Land. An Act for an addi- 
tional Duty of Exciſe. An addi- 
tional Act to the Land- Tax. And 
an Act for granting to their Maje- 
ſties che ſame Revenues that were 
enjoyed by the late Kings, except 
Hearth Money, till the 25th of De- 
cember 1689.

1689. with as many of the Forces as were 


yet ſnipped off at C heſter and Lewer- 


pool. On the 13th he arrived in 
Carickfergus-Bay, which lies over- 
againſt the South-Weſt Coaſt of 
Scotland, and landed on Bangor, that 
is, the South Shoar of the Bay, 
without Oppoſition; and having 
ſent out Parties to ſcour the Coun- 
try he marched forward towards 
Belfaſt, which the Enemy upon his 
Approach quitted ; this 'Town hes 
at the Mouth of the River Logan, 
or the Bottom of the Bay, on the 
oppoſite Side to that they landed 
on. - From thence {ome Regiments 
were detached towards Carickfer- 
gus, Which ſtands on the Sea-Coait 
on the Northern Shoar of the Bay, 
which Town they beſieged on the 
22d of Auguſt, and took on the 
26th, And Auguſt the ziſt, the 
reſt of the Forces arrived, but the 
Artillery was ftill behind. The 
Duke therefore ſent repeated Or- 
ders that the Train, with all be- 
longing to it, ſhould {ail with all 
Expedition, and put in at Carling- 
ford Bay, which lies more to the 
South, almoſt over againit Cheer, 
and was a much ſhorter Voyage: 
And then marched forward to meet 
it. He encamped for one Night at 
Drummore, and the next Day, as he 
marched forward, he was joined by 
the nniſtilling Horie and Dragoons, 


Wh Iriſh at Newry, a Town that 


defended a ſtrong Paſs, quitted and 
burnt it, which made the General 
{end Word to the Duke of Beravick 
their Commander, that if the Ji 
proceeded in that barbaroas Man- 
ner, he would give no Quarter, 
which had the Fftect to make them 
abandon Dundalk without Harm, 
Here the General encamped to ex- 
pect the Arrival of his Cannon, and 
there he lay in a moiſt Ground ſo 
long expecting it, that his Men 


and Mary, 


were all ſick, and many died, On 
the 2oth of September, they had 
Notice that King Fames, at the 
Head of all his Forces, marched to. 
wards them, and in Effect the next 
Day they appeared in Order of Bat. 
tle; the Eng/i Army was too much 
weakened by Death and Sicknef; 
to march out of their Camp to mee: 
them, however they ſtood to their 
Arms, and were well prepared to 
receive an Attack, if the Enemy 
dared to offer it. But it ſeems they 
found the Entrenchments too ſtrong, 
and therefore a great Party of Horz 
having advanced within Cannon 
Shot of the Entrenchments with. 
out being able to draw us cut, 
they at lait marched off. The J 
niſkeillingers on the 27 of Seßten. 
ber deieated a great Body of 111, 
that were marching to attack / 
a ſtrong Town ſeated on the Wet 
Coaſt over againſt Dundalk, at 20 
Miles Diſtance from it. It was 
hoped at firſt that this Defeat mich: 
have ſaved the Town, but it did 
not, for Sarsfeld with a large Body 
marched thither, and attacked it 1» 
vigorouſly, that although it was 
well defended by St. Sauveur, I 
his Company of French, and Colo. 
nel Ll;z4 with the Innifiliinger;, 
he took it. The Weather in the 
mean Time proving wet, and Pos. 
viſions being ſcarce, the Soldiers 
in the Camp fared very ill, and 
a violent Sickneſs raging among 
them, many died, inſomuch that be- 
fore they decamped to go into Quar- 
ters, at leaſt half the Army were 
either dead or ſick. 

There was nothing done at Ses 
this Summer, for Admiral Torrimg- 
ton attempting to ſurprize Cort, was 
diverted by a falſe Intelligence that 
the French advanced towards him, 
and his Men being fickly he ie. 
turned to Terbay,

We ſhall not pretend to give the 
Hiſtory of Foreign Affairs; but the 
Death of Pope Innocent XXI. which 
haopened on the 12th of Auguſt this 
Year, is too momentous to be omit- 
ted. His Family Name was Ode. 
chalchi, and by that he is known 
to us, with whom he had no ſmall 
Reſpect, becauſe of the Oppoſition 
he always made to the growing 
Power of France, and the Counte- 
nance he gave to the preſent Confe- 
deracy againſt it. 

During the Receſs of the Parlia- 
ment, the King, after having taken 
a Turn to New-market, and vilit- 
ed the Univerſity of Cam#riage, 
ſet to Work to prepare Matters for 
the next Seſſion; and becauſe a 
Convocation was at the fame Time 
| to be aſlembled, a Commiſſion un- 
der the Great Seal was iſſued to 
| the Archbiſhop of York, the Biſhops 
of Lonaon, Winton, Roffen, and 
others, to the Number of about 
Twenty in all, to prepare Matters 
| for the Convocation. The Subject 
| of this Commiſſion was an Occa— 
fron of ſecret Cenſure, till Dr. 
| Sacheverell, in his famous Sermon, 
| having ſeverely reflected upon Com- 
prehenſion, gave Occaſion to Dr. 
Nate, then Biſhop of Lincoln, to re- 
veal the whole Matter in the Par- 
lament Houſe, and appeal to the 
Lords for their Judgment upon it, 
as may be ſeen in that printed 
| Speech. 

We omitted to ſpeak of Dr. Bur- 


net's Promotion to the See of Sali 


| bury, which by the Death of Dr. 
eth Ward was vacant ſoon after 
| the Revolution, At this Time theſe 
| Sees, vacant by Death, were like- 
| wile filled up, wiz. Worceſter. by Dr. 
Stillingfleet ; Chichefter, by Dr. Pa- 
trick; and Briſtol, by Dr. Lonſide; 
| Who were all conſecrated the 1 3th 
| of October. 


The Time for the Clergy's tak- 


ing the Oaths expired in Auguſt, at 1689. 
which "time the Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, the Biſhops of Gloceſter, 
Ely, Noravich, Chichefter, Bath and 
IWells, and Peterborough, with ſome 
few of the . Lower Orders, ſtood 
out, 

Previous to the Meeting of the 
Parliament, the Marquis of Halli/ax 
was, at his Requeſt, removed from 
his Place of Speaker of the Houle 
of Lords, and the Lord Chief Baron 
Atkins was appointed to perform 
that Office. 

On the 19th of OZober the Par- 
lament met, to whom the King 
made a gracious Speech, exhorting 
them to prepare ſuch Supplies as 
they ſhould think fitting for the Ser- 


vice of the War, with as much Diſ- 


patch as might be, that the Prepa- 
rations for the next Campaign 
mizht in due Time be made, and 
that our Allies, who were ſpeedily 
to meet in Congreſs at the Hague, 
might be informed how to take their 
Meaſures. Telling them alſo, that 
to ſatisfy them how the Money they 
had given had been Jaid out, his 
Majetty had ordered the Accounts 
to be laid before them. And then 
recommended to them a Bill of In- 
demnity. 

Becauſe of the many Debates in 
the lait Seſſione, which might be 
revived, unleſs the Parliament were 
prorogued, it having hitherto been 
only adjourngd, it was by Conſent 
of both Houſes accordingly pro- 
rogued by his Majeſty on the 21ſt, 
and appointed to meet again the 
23d. 

11 the Addreſſes of Thanks to 
his Majelly, a Committee was na- 
med, to report what Bills were de- 
pending laſt Seſſiops, wherein the 
Bill of Rights being of moſt Im- 
portance, was revived, and ſoon 
paſſed. A Bill of Indemnity was 
alſo brought in, and the Houſe 
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WILLIAM and Mary, 


1689. voted a Supply to their Majeſties of 
Way 'I wo Millions Sterling 


Colonei Ladlaau, one of thoſe who 
ſat as Judges on King Charles I. 
and ſigned the Warrant for his 
Death, preſuming to come over to 
England this Winter, and appear 
publickly at London, the Commons 
addreſſed the King againſt him, who 
accordingly publiſhed a Proclama- 
tion, Nowember 14, ordering him 
to be apprehended, which drove him 
back to his old Retirement in Swwze- 
zerland. 

The Lord Griffin. who had been 
made a Peer by King James a very 
little Time before the Revolution, 
was one who adhered heartily to his 
Intereſt, but did not retire with 
him. The Houſe of Lords there- 
fore required his Attendance, and 


upon Neglect thereof, addre ſſed the 


King to ſummon him by Proclama- 
tion, which obliging him to appear 
on the Day the Parliament met, he 
was required to take the Oaths, up- 
on which he defired Time to con- 
ſider. But it ſoon appeared he had 
no Inclination to it, for on the 21ſt 
of October a Diſcovery was made, 
of a Correſpondence that Lord held 
with King 7ames. The Matter was 
diſcovered thus: A Pewter Bottle, 
with a double Bottom, was brought 
late at Night to a Pewterer, to have 
the falſe Bottom ſoldered on, which 
the Workman prying into, diſco- 
vered a Packet between the two Bot- 
toms, and opening it, he found Let- 
ters to King James, the Duke of 
Beravick, &c. This occationed him 
to ſeize the Perſon, who proved to 
be the Cook of the Lord Grin. 
Upon Examination of the Letters by 
the Secretary, it was found, that 
they gave Advice of the ſecreteſt 
Councils, and the Strength and Poſ- 
ture of our Forces, The Lord him- 
ſelf had Time to eſcape, and his 
Lady only was ſeized and ſent to 


the Tower, but ſuch ſtrict Guard 


was kept upon the Coaſts, that he 
could not get out of the Kingdom, 
and therefore he {urrendered himſelf 
alſo. The Examination of the Mat- 
ter was left to the Houſe of Lords, 
where it having been lately reſoly. 
ed, that Colonel Szaney was un. 
juſtly condemned, ſince nothing but 
Writings in his Cuſtody was brought 
againſt him, ſome Lords argued 
a Parity of Caſe, and fo he was let 


go. 

The Lord Preſton preſented to 
the Houſe of Lords a Patent of 
King James, to create him a Viſ. 
count of England, dated at Ver. 
ſailles, Jan. 21ſt, that is, one Day 
before the Parliament declared the 
Throne vacant; wherefore he urged, 
that his Patent was good; but 
upon Conſultation with the ſudges, 
the Houſe declared that the Throne 
was vacant from the Time King 
James left the Government, and 
ſo his Plea was over ruled, and 
he was committed to the Tier, 
but, upon Submiſſion, ſoon after ſet 
free. 

The Convocation met in Nowen- 
ber, and adjourned to the 21ſt of 
that Month, and then the Upper. 
Houſe choſe the B:ſhop of London, 
in Abſence of the Archbiſhop, to 
preſide, and the Lower Houſe choſe 
Dr. Fames their Prolocutor, who 
carried it againſt Dr, T:Ulot/m, 
whom the King deſigned for the 
Place. Ihe Biſhop made a Speech, 
wherein he adviled a Temper in 
Things not eſſential in Religion, in 
order toopen the Door of the Church, 
and enlarge the Number of its 
Members ; and binted that the Cha- 
rity and Indulgence formerly pro- 
miſed to the Diſſenters ought now 
to be exerciſed. Dr. James's Speech 
was an Eulogium on the excel/ent 
Conſtitution of the Church of g- 
land, and a Caution againit chang 

ing 
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: ing Laws, Before they entered up- 
on any Debates, the Biſhop of Lon- 
In told them there was a Defect in 
the Commiſſion, as wanting the 


Great Seal, and therefore adjourned 
them for ſome Days; the Defect 
being ſupplied, they met again, and 


received a Letter from the King, 
wherein he expreſſed his Affection 
to the Church, and promiled his 
protection, defired their Aſſiſtance 
in promoting its Welfare, and ad- 
© viſed that ſuch Things as ſhould be 
© propoſed to them ſhould be calmly 
and impartially conſidered. The 


Upper Houſe drew up an Addreſs 


of Thanks to the King for his Fa- 
vour to the Church, and for aſſem- 


bling them to endeavour the recon- 


ciling the Diſſenters. But the Jat- 
ter Part was diſagreed to by the 


Lower Houſe, and a new Form 
drawn up by them in very general 


E Terms, which was preſented, and 
received a very gracious Anſwer. 
But the King perceiving little was to 


be done of what he propoſed, the 
Convocation was adjourned to the 


© 24th of January. 


The Commiſſioners appointed by 


ele King had contidered what Con- 
deſcenſions might be made by the

and ſome other Things they were

Time with-held, that the Men and 
Horſes were ill provided, and there- 
by the Army incapable of making 
that Progreſs which he ſhould have 
done, it the Supplies from England 
had been duly ſent over ; alledging, 
that when he firſt landed, the Jr: 
were ſo frighted, that he could have 
marched to Dublin, but waiting 
above a Month for the Artillery, 
they had Time to recover them- 
ſelves, and diſcover his Weakneſs : 


The Fault of all which lay upon 


Mr. Shales, the Purveyor General, 
a Perſon who had ſerved King James 
in the ſame Office in his Camp at 
Houn/ſ9w.

He 
was reinforced from Ireland, by as 
many Ofticers, Arms, Clothes, and 
Ammunition, as King James could 
{pare; which fluſhing his Party, 
they ventured to appear in a large 
Bod, but were ſet upon ſo vigo- 
roully by Sir Thomas Leving ſton, 
near Sather, in the County of 
Mr; ray, that 500 of their Men 
were Killed, 100 taken Priſoners, 
and the reſt put to flight. And ſe- 
veral other Advantage were obtain- 
ed by the King's Forces there this 
Spring 

In [e/azd the Army for ſome 
Time continued in ſickly State, but 
by the Care of the General, in pro- 
viding them good Food, they be- 
gan to recover, and by the Begin- 
ning of Spring were fit for Action. 
For the quicker recruiting it, the 
King had hired 7coo Dane, who, 
together with ſome Dutch Regiments 
and French Refugees being ſent over, 
the Army was become conſiderable. 
In February the Enemy began to be 
in Motion, and teemed to threaten 
the Frontier Garriſons. To pre- 
vent which ſeveral Bodies of Forces 


were ſent out, that under Colonel 


I colſſey from Belius bat, being not 
above loco Horle and Foot, adven- 
tured to attack a Bedy of the Ene- 
my, Whom they did not expect 
were ſo large, but found to be ooo 
Men. However, being in, they 
fought ſo bravely, that they entirc- 
ly deteated the Enemy, and purſu- 


ing them to Cavan, returned to 


Belturbat, With a good Booty of 
Cattle. Sir John Lanier took Bed-

LA 1,500 black Cattle, Sir Cludſiey 


Showel took in Dublin Bay the only 
Ship King James had. And in 
May, General Schomberg beſieged 
Charlemont-Caſtle, a Place of good 


Strength, furniſhed with a ſufficient 


Garriſon, but by reaſon of a Bloc- 
kade, for ſome Time paſt ſtraitned 
in Proviſions. This Place ſtands in 
the Heart of Ul//er, on the Bor- 
ders of the County of Armagh, 
towards Ty: one. King James con- 
ſidering the Importance of the Place, 
ſent a ſtrong Detachment, wich Pro- 
viſions, to relieve it, which were 
politickly let paſs by the Blockade, 
but none permitted to come out; 
whereby the Number of Mouths 
being increaſed beyond Proportion 
to the Victuals they carricd in, the 
whole Garriſon was ſoon ditlreſſed. 
And the Siege at the ſame Time 
being vigorouſly puſhed, they were 
forced to capitulate on the 13th of 
May. And on the ſame Day, Col. 
I volſley took Ballingary Callle, near 
Cavan. 

This was the Poſture of Affairs 
when King Villiam arrived, who 
landed at Carrichſergus, June 14tn, 
attended by his Royal Highneſs 
Prince George, the Duke of Or- 
mond, arid ſeveral other Noble- 
men. | 

As ſoon 2s King James heard of 
King William's Arrival, he ſet for- 
ward to take the Field; and de- 
parting from Dublin on the 19th, 
with 6000 Foot Veteran Soldiers, 
he marched to join the reſt of his 
Army, Which equalled King Vil- 
{iam's for Number, beſides 15,000 
in Garriſons. 

The Banks of the River Boyne, 
w hich is that River that falls into 
the Sea at Drogheda, was the Scene 
of that great Action, wherein the 
Empire of Britaunia was finally 
'oft by King James, and confirmed

to King William. For the forme; 
having firſt paſſed the River but 
afterward repaſſed it, chuſing to hem 
it in his Front, there expected his 
Enemy, who on the 3oth of June 
ordered his whole Army, by Freak 
of Day, to move. King Millan 
marching at the Head of his Army 
took a View of the Enemy, and 
rode 300 Paces into the River g dil. 
cover its Depth. The Triþ ſoon 
after having diſcovered the Kine 
fired hard upon the Place whee 
he flood, and at the firſt Shot killed 
a Man and two Horſes within 3 


Hundred Paces of his Mijelly, and 


in the next Shot, a Bullet grazing 
upon a Hillock, in its Rebound 
ſtruck the King aſlant on the Shoyl. 
der, tore through his Cloaths, ang 
raiſed the Skin. The Diſorder that 
this neceſſarily made in thoſe about 
the King, made the 7½% con- 
clude him killed ; which Report 
immediately run to Dublin, and 
from thence to Paris, where they 
had the Folly to make publick Re- 
joicings for it. 

King VHilliam, having got lis 
Wound dreſſed, mounted again, and 
ſhewed himſelf to the whole Army, 
That Evening a Council of War 
was held, wherein it was reſolved to 
pals the River on the Morrow. Duke 
Schomberg having adviſed ſomething 
that was not accepted, retired to 
his Tent in Diſguſt, and had buta 
ſmall Part in the Action: But hi 
Son was in the Heat of it, and ſhew- 
ed great Bravery.

but one Night at Dublin, where ge 


made a Speech to his Friends, adviſ- 
ing them to ſhift for themſelves. The 
next Day he rode to Waterford, 
where he went on board a Ship 
that lay ready for him, and failed 
back to France with all Speed. 

The Proteſtants at D Vin being 
hereby ſet at Liberty, poſlefled them- 
ſelves of the Militia Arms, formed a 
Committee to take Care of Things, 
and ſent away to King William to 
entreat his Preſence among them. 
His Majeſty ſent the Duke of Or- 
mond and Monſieur Owverkir4, with 
a ſufficient Body of Troops, thither 
the zd of Tuly, and himſelf with 
the whole Army followed on the 
3th. For he thought proper firſt to 
take care of Drogheda, where lay a 
gocd Magazine of Stores. The Go- 
vernor of that Place at firſt rejected 
the Summons, but being told that 
F he ſtood out he ſhould have no 
(Quarter, and having conſidered it 
was impoſſible he ſhould be relieved, 
accepted Conditions, and marched 
out with his Garriſon. > 

And now having brought the Kin 
to the capital City of his third King- 
dom, although the Enemy was pow- 
erful enough to give him che Trou— 
ble of a third Campaign there «ve 
may fairly ſay, he was in full Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Britannick Empire. 

But while the King was gaining 
Victories in Ireland, the Queen was 
alarmed in England with threatenin 
Dangers. The Diſaffected thereup- 
on concerted Meaſures with France, 
nieditated an Inſurrection in ſeveral 
Places of the Kingdom, which was 
to be {upported by the French Fleet, 
and aflitted by Men ent over from 
France. The Queen had Intima- 
tion of the Deſign, and therefore 
gave immediate Orders to the Ad- 
miral to put to Sea, and fight the 

French, Accordingly, 
On 
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On the 24th of June, the Earl 
of Torrington put to Sea, the French 
being at the ſame Time out, and 
lay hovering near the Coaſt. On 
the zoth, the two Fleets off of Bea- 
chy drew up in Line of Battle, and 
the Signal for Engagement being 
given, the Dutch, who were the 
Vanguard, begin the Fight, and 
were ſeconded by the Exgliſb Ships 
that lay neareſt, but the Admiral in 
the Centre not engaging, the reſt of 
the Fleet lay by, and did no more 
but make good a Retreat during the 
whole Day that the Fight laited. 
The Dutch fought bravely, but bear- 
Ing the whole Brunt of the Action, 
they muſt neceſſarily ſuffer, as in 
Effect they did, ſo far as to loſe two 
Rear Admirals, and one Captain, 
and had ſeveral Ships diſabled. The 
Engliſh alſo loſt two Captains of 
Ships, and two Captains of Ma- 
rines. The Adm.ral was univerſal- 
ly blamed, and though upon Trial 
before a Court Martial he was ac- 
quitted, upon his arguing the Ine- 
quality of Strength, the Enemy be 
ing eighty-two Men of War, yet he 
was no more employed. However, 
when aſter the Pcace the Frezch came 
promiſcuouſly to England, tome 
French Sea Captains who were in 
that Engagement, coming over hi- 
ther, applauded the Admirals Con- 
duct, as having, by preſerving the 
Fleet, entirely diſappointed them 
of the Advantages they hoped for 
from the Deſtruction their great 
Strength was able to have made in 
it, if they could have come to en- 


gage it. 


The Advantage the French were 
ſappoſed to have got, occaſioned 
dreadful Apprehenſions of Danger; 
every body expected a Deſcent, and

by England and Holland, the French 
Monarch's Pride had been effectual- 
ly pull'd down. For it was reſolved 
that 222,000 Men ſhould be the 
Complement of the Army to act a- 
ainſt France, whereof the Empe- 
ror's 20, the King of Erg/and's 20, 
the States General 35,000, and per- 
haps the Duke of Sawoy's Quota, 
were always compleat; but how 
ſhort the other Princes were in theirs 
may be judg'd by the taint Efforts, 
which were made before Eng/and and 
Holland much enlarged the Number 
of their Forces. 

The Entertainment, and the Con- 
ferences at the Hague were but juſt 
over, and the King retired to Loo, 
when he was alarmed with News 
that the French had beſieged Mons. 
On the 15th of March N. S. a De- 
tachment of French inveited that 
ſirong Fortreſs, and a few Days af. 
ter the King himſelf with the Dau- 
phin and Duke of Orleans came to 
command in the Siege. Eing l- 
liam halted to its Relief, ard drew 
an Army together for that purpo'e, 
which he broughi as tar as Ha!/ 
by the th of Ai, but thro' the 
Neglect of the Sponiaras in provi: 
ding Carriage his Artillery came not 
up in time; for the French advan: 
ced their Trenches with all poſſible 
Expedition and fired upon the 
Town from Go Pieees of Cannon 
and 25 Mortars, . with ſuch incet- 
ſant Fury, that the Burghers would 
not bear it, and as they were ſtrong- 
er than the Garriſon, they beat the 
Chamade, and forced the Governor 
(who was reſolved to hold out till 
the Succours came up) to ſign the 
Capitulation, whereby this 1mpor- 
tant Place was taken by the French 
King, April 10th, almoſt in fight of 
King William.

The Lines of Circumvallation 
were no ſooner finiſhed, than his 
Majeſty received Advice from Prince 
Vaudemont, who commanded the 
Army in Flanders, that Marſhal 
Filleroy, who commanded the French 
Army, was come out of his Lines, 
and, as it might be expected, in- 
tended to attack his Highneſs. But 
as a Defeat of that Army would 
have much diſturbed our Affairs, 
it was of the laſt Importance to pre- 


vent it; which Prince Vaudemont 


accompliſhed in the handſomeſt 
Manner; for after three Days Ob- 
ſervance of the Enemy's Motions, 
being confirmed that their Deſigns 
were againſt him, on the 14th of 
Tuly he at the ſame Time made a 
ſhew of ſtanding a Battle, when 
the Enemy was come in ſight of 
him, and retreated under the Smoak 
of his own Cannon, 
played againſt them. He defiled 
towards Deyn/e, brought off his 
Cannon, and encamped in a ſafe 
Ground, while the Enemy all the 
while believed he was making only 
the ordinary Movements for a Bat- 
tle. The next Day he continued 
his March, and encamped under 
the Walls of Ghent. And ſent a 


ſufficient Force to ſecure Newport, 
which Place the French purpoſed to 
beſiege. 

The Siege of Namur then was car- 
ried on with incredible Valour and 
Activity.

ſhewn laſt Summer, intimated that 
as large Supplies were neceſſary for 
the next Year's Service, and that 
an Augmentation. of Shipping was 
needtul ; declared that the Funds 
proved deficient, and that the Civil 
Liſt was in that Condition, that he 
could not ſubſiſt without ſome Pro- 
vinon for it.

ſuch Trial, firſt taking the Oaths 
required by Law. 'I'his Clauſe was 
added by the Lords, and now paſſed 
by the Commons; and the Bill re- 
ceived the Royal Aſſent on January 
the 21ſt following. | 

December 6th, the Commons 
voted for Sea Services for the Year

And that even the coun- 
terfeit Money of baſe Alloy ſhould 
not be refuſed. Thirdly, for a 
quicker Supply of Coinage, a Pre- 
mium was granted to all Perſons 
that wouid bring in Plate, And 
for a Diſpatch of the Coinage, 
Mints were erected at York, Nor- 
auich, Cheſter, Exeter, and Briſtol. 
And laſtly, all broad hammered 
Money was permitted to paſs ſor 
ſome time, after the Day prefixed, 
which was February the 10th, pro- 
vided it were punched thro? to pre- 
vent Clipping.

coming up of the Guards, the great- 
eſt Part whereof remained on the 
other Side, expecting the Ferry - 
Boat back again. The 1 5th of F- 
bruary was pitched upon to be the 
Day, but the King not then going 
abroad, it was put off to the ift. 
But on that Day too, News was 
brought them by Keys their Mei- 
ſenger, called the Orderly-Man, who 
went daily to Kenſingten for Intel- 
ligence, that the Guards were all 
come back, and that there was a 
Muttering of a damnable Plot dif- 
covered.

So that when 
Pendergraſs on the 14th of February 
in the Evening, went to that Lord, 
he was admitted into Privacy and 
liltencd to, when he told him that 
if the King went abroad to hunt 
the next Day, he would be mur- 
dered: The Earl carricd him that 
Night to the King, to whom he 
made a full Diſcovery of the whole 
Deſign. Mr. de la Rue, another of 
that Party, was by Brigadier Lezv/2r 
brought the next Day to his Maje- 


ly, to whom he allo made a full 


Diſcovery, which agreeing with 
what the former had ſaid, put the 
Matter out of all Doubt. But as they 
were Men of Honour, they relufed 
to name the Perſons. The King gave 
them great Thanks for their Genero- 
ſity in the Diſcovery, and uſed ſuch 
Reaſons to them, why as Men of 
Honour they ſhould diſcover the 
Names of the Conſpirators, that 
they were at laſt prevailed upon, 
under the Promiſe of not being made 
uſe of az Evidence. But Porter ſoon 
after coming in to make Diſcovery, 
and having accuſed Pendergraſs, al- 
tho' he himſelf was the Man that 
drew him in, he threw of all ſcru- 


ple, and became an Evidence.

Court anſwered, they could not at 
that time comply, as being unable 
to ſpare ſo many Men. But that 
Anſwer ſeems to have been given, be- 
cauſe they would not truſt the Party 
here with the Secret, for it after- 
wards appeared that from that Time 
they ſet to work upon this intended 
Expedition, and had got all Things 
ready, even before King James him- 
{elf was informed of it. It appeared 
by tne Evidence upon this Trial, 
that this Gentleman was privy to, 
and, next Sir George Barclay, a 
prime Manager of the intended 
Aſſaſſination. He made an artful 
Defence, and ſaid as much as was 
poſſible in a bad Cauſe, but could 
not exculpate himſelf, for the 
Evidence was tog full, and there- 
fore he was found guilty of 
High-T'reaſon, and ſentenced ac- 
cordingly.

With Pro- 
iv, that if this Sum or the Moiety 
if it be not ſubſcribed, the Power 
f ereing this Bank into a Corpo- 
ation ſhould ceaſe. Of this Sum 
dto be ſubſcribed, 560,000 J. and 
40,000 J. were to be applied to 
he paying off Loans on the Duties 
pf Coals, and Tonnage of Ships, 
hich being thought grievous were 
ken off; and 140,000 J. to make 
ood the former Duties upon Salt. 
he reſt was to be applied to the 
dervice of the War; and a Proviſo 
as made, that in caſe the Sub- 
ſeriptions to the Land Bank did not 
bil, that the King might iſſue Bills 
and Tallies upon the Funds here giv- 
0, with Intereſt of 7 per Cent. The 
Duties given to raiſe 176,480 J. per 
frmum, which the Intereſt amount- 
ed to, were the additional Salt Duty 
continued for ever; the Duty on 
Glals, Glaſs and Earthen Bottles, 
Ec, continued for ever, and a Du- 
yon Tobacco Pipes. But no Sub- 
ſriptions being made to this in- 
tended Land Bank, the Funds were 
Wterwards taken off. The Provi- 


ſion for raiſing the Money voted to 
the Civil Liſt, was a Duty on low 
Wines and Spirits. 

On the 1oth of April the King 
came to the Houſe, and paſſed ſeve- 
ral Acts, but refuſing the Bill for 
further regulating Elections to Par- 
liament, it was moved in the Houſe, 
and the Queſtion put, That who- 
ever adviſed his Majeſty to refuſe 
that Bill, was an Enemy to the 
Kingdom; but it paſſed in the Ne- 
gative. | 

On the 27th of the ſame Month, 
his Majeſty came again to the 
Houſe, paſſed all the reſt of the 
Bills, and then made a Speech to 
both Houſes, wherein he thanked 
them for the Concern they had 
ſhewn for his Perſon, and Zeal for 
his Government, and aſſured them 
of all Returns a King could make to 
his People. And then the Parlia- 
ment were -prorogued to the 16tE 
of Tune. 

His Majeſty now prepared for his 
Voyage for Holland, and in order to 
it, conſtituted the ſame Perſons Lords 
Juſtices for executing the Govern- 
ment in. his Abſence, as had per- 
tormed that Office laſt Year. 

He alto conferred ſome Honours. 
rz. the Lord George Hamilton was. 
created Farl of Orkney; Sir John 
Loauther was made Baron Lowtrher, 
and Viicount Lenſdale; and Sir Fol. 


Thomſon was made a Baron, with the 


Title of Hawer/bam. 

The King went from Kenſington: 
on the 3d of May, but the Wind not 
favouring, he ſailed not till two or 
three Days after, and arrived the 
7th in Holland.

The Fleet was ſo early out at Sea 


this Spring, that on the 3d of April 
they 
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they bombarded Calais. And that 


Wy commanded by Sir George Rook be- 


ing arrived from Cadiz, the Lord 
Beriley went on board, and Sir 
George reſigned the Command to 
Him about the End of May. Soon 
after his Lordſhip ſet ſail towards 
the Coaſt of France, Where he 


landed ſome Men, deſtroyed ſeve- 


ral Villages, brought off a great 
Booty of Cattle, and took ſeveral 
ſmall Ships. At the ſame 'Time Sir 
Martin Beckman, with the Bomb- 
Veſlels, failed in at St. Martins, 
where he threw in above 2000 
Bombs and Carcaſſes, and almoſt 
ruined the Place. 

On the other ſide, Du Bart, a fa- 


mous French Commodore, who crui- 


zed yearly Northwards, on the 18th 
of June fell in with a Fleet of Dutch 
Merchant Ships, bound homeward 
from the Scand; burnt four, deſtroy- 
ed thirty, and took the reſt. 

The Affairs abroad this Year were 
thus: Early in the Spring, March 
16, the Prince of Faudemont, while 
the Earl of Athlone ſurrounded Di- 
nant to keep in that Garriſon, ſent a 
Party to Givet (a Place wherein the 
Enemy had laid up a great Maga- 
zine) and threw Bombs and red hot 
Bullets into it, which ſet the town 
on Fire, and at the ſame time the 
Soldiers entered with Flambeaux, 
and burnt all the Magazines, and re- 
tired with little or no Loſs, 

The two Armies in Flanders came 
into the Field about the uſual 'Time, 
but the Circumſtances of Affairs 
were ſuch, that no Action happen- 
ed. On cur fide the Dehciency of 
the Funde, and the Scarcity of Mo- 
ney, by reaſon of the new Coinage, 
ſo ſtopped the Remittances for the 
Pay of the Army, that they wanted 
Subſiſtence. And a Mutiny, or ge- 
neral Deſertion, mult have happen: 
ed, if Mr. Hill, Pay-malter in Lan- 


ders, had not, upon his own Credit, 


borrowed One hundred thoutand 


Pounds, and afterwards by comin 
over to England with a Meſlage * 
the King to the Bank, prevailed 8 
on that Body to advance ſuch 2 a 
upon Tallies which lay in the Ez. 
chequer, as was neceſſary fy; ſul 
liſting the Army the reſt of che 
Campaign. 

Happily the French were at th 
ſame time in equal Straits, 2 
therefore applied their Mind; rather 
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to Peace than Conqueſt. Orettm ire u 
had already been made to the i ke 
at the Hague, by Monſicur C;//;,, e 
an Agent of France. And wal rar al 
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puſhed by them at Court. The 
Dutch inſiſted upon the Find 
King's acknowledging King Hin 
as the firſt Step; which was declined; 
but as an Expedient it was propoſed, 
that the General Terms might be 
named, which being found reaſon. 
able, ſhould facilitate the other, The 
Dutch therefore, beſides what France 
propoſed to give up, demanded the 
Reititution of Lorrain entire to in 
Duke, and the Surrender of Luxem- 
burgh and Hrasburgb. 

In the mean time the French, to 
ſpur on the King of Spain to Peace, 
reſolved to give him a Blow at Wat; 
accordingly the Duke of Yendijne 
{ct upon the Span; Army com- 
manded by the Prince of Het 
Darmſtadt at Oftarlick. But the 
Spaniards gave them io warm a Re- 
ception, that the French recoiled, 
and the Spaniards retreated in very 
good Order under the Cannon upon 
their Lines, having loſt only about 
300 Men. 

But the French had better Succeß 
in their Negociations in Sarg. 
Such Propoſitions had been made t0 
chat Duke in the Spring this Year, 
that he was tempted to accept them, 
but being watched at Turin by the 
Lord Ga/zvay, and the other Cot 
ſederate Cenera!ls, he durit do bo-

ral St. Ruth commanded in Chief, 
aſſiſted by Sarsfaild. On the other 
ſide, General Ginkle was aſſiſted by 
the Duke of Wirtembergh, Generals 
Mackay, Talmaſh, Tetleau, la Mel- 
lionere, &c. St. Ruth, perceiving 
cer Army intended to attack him, 
made a bluſtering Speech to his Sol- 
diers, and prepared to receive us.

Bill paſſed the Houſe of Commons 
for regulating Trials in Caſes of 
Treaſon, to which the Lords added 
a Clauſe in their own Behalf, that 
in caſe of the Trial of a Peer, all 
the Peers ſhould be ſummoned, and 
ſit to judge the Cauſe. Jo which 
the Commons diſagreeing, occaſion- 
ed many Conferences, and both 
Houſes adhering to their Opinions, 
the Bill was loſt. 

One Fuller, an obſcure Fellow, 
who pretended to have been a Page 
in the Family of the late Queen, at 
the Time of the Birth of the Prince 
of Wales, and to be employed in 
the Service of their Cauſe in Eng- 
land, appeared before the Houle of 
Commons, declaring himſelf capa- 
ble of making great Diſcoveries, and 
promiſed to produce Vouchers, if 
he might have a Paſs for two Per- 
{ons to come irom beyond Sea, which 
was accordingly granted him. but 
to no Purpoſe, for ſuch Perſons ne- 
ver appeared, nor could be heard of, 
and therefore the Houſe voted him 
an Impoſtor. And in conſequence 
of their Addreſs to the King to pro- 
ſecute him at Law, he atterwards 
ſtood in the Pillory. 

On the 24th of Febrnary, his Ma- 
jeily came to the Houle, paſſed ſe- 
veral Bills, and made a gracious 
Speech, and then the Parliament 
ad jout ned to the 32th of April. 
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It may not be amiſs to remark, 
that the King at this Lime made 
uſe of his negative Voice to a Bill 
for aſcertaining the Commiſſions and 
Salaries of the Judges. 

Theſe other Events were the only 
remarkable ones this Year, namely, 
November the 1toth at Night, a 
Fire happened in the Royal Palace 
at Kenſington, which did much Miſ- 
chief, but was ſuppreſſed before it 
came to the Royal Apartment No- 
wember the 25th, Doctor Tenniſon, 
Miniſter of St. Martin's, was no- 
minated to the See of Lincoln, in the 
room of Doctor Barlow deceaſed.

On the 1ſt of March the Earl of 
Pembroke was made Lord Keerer 
of the Privy Seal, Sir Edvard Sey- 
mour and Mr. Montague were made 
Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
in Place of Sir Jahn Lowther and 
Mr. Pelbam: The Lord Cornwal- 
lis was made Commillioner of the 
Admiralty. And on the zd of 
March, the Lord Sidney was made 
Lord Lieutenant of Heland. On

Streights, while the Men of War 
lav behind to cover them. In the 


Evening the French came up with 


the Stern-moſt, and took three 
Dutch Men of War, who had en- 
gaged Eleven French. The: Mer- 
chant Men making cf to Shoar, 
the Enemy followed them, and gave 
opportunity to thoſe Ships which 
lay to Windward to eſcape, Sir 
George Rook with the Men of War 
and ſome Merchant Men got fate 
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running into Gibraltar, were all 
either taken, burnt, or ſunk. The 
Lois was great, for beſides fifty Mer- 
chant Ships deſtroyed, the French 
took twenty-nine, beſides two Dutch 
Men of War taken by Tourwille and 
D' Etrees, and an Engliþ Man of 
War, and a rich Pinnace burnt. 

In Flanders, Huy was taken by 
the French, Fuly 23d. And ſoon 
after the Nuke of Luxemburgh, who 
commanded an Army much more 
numerous than the Confederates, at- 
tacked the King in his Camp at 
Neerbeſpin near Langen. 

On July the 28th was fought the 
terrible Battle of Landen, wherein 
after much Bravcry on the Confede- 
rates fide, the French obtained the 
Victory, and the Confederates were 
forced to leave behind them ſixty 
Pieces of Cannon and nine Mortars, 
beſides 6000 Men, who fell in the 
Battle and in the Retreat; for a 
ſmall River that lay behind them, 
whoſe oppolite Bank was ſteep, ex- 
poſed them to a double Danger, of 
Drowning and the Enemy's Fire, 
The Enemy did not acknowledge the 
Loſs of above 2000 Men, but for 
their Honour they ought to have 
confeſſed more, ſince if their Loſs 
was not greater, they were ſtupid to 
lie ſtill for fifteen Days togecher, and 
give the Confederates leave to re- 
cruit, which by the Junction of a 
Body of freſh 'Troops under the Duke 
of Wirtemberg, who had forced the 
French Lines in Flanders, and lay 
levying Contributions in the Ene- 
my's Country at the Time this Bat- 
tle was fought, the Army was fo 
reſtored, as to be able to make 


Head againſt the French all the Sum- 


mer, but were not however ſtrong 
enough to raiſe the Siege of Charle- 
roy, which the French ſat down be- 
fore on the 10th of September, and 
after a Siege of twenty-three Days, 
took it by Capitulation.

In Germany the French took Hey. 
delberg, {et both City and Caſtle on 
Fire, and miſerably ravaged the Pa. 
latinate. 

In Savoy a Battle was fought at 
Marſilia, wherein after an obſti. 
nate Combat the French got the Vic. 
tory. 

In England, the Lord Capel, Sir 
Cyril Wyche, and William Dunconb, 
Eiq; were appointed Lords Jultices 
in Ireland, and ſet out the 10th gf 
July on their Journey thicher. The 
Lord Sidney being recalled, who at 
his Return was made Maſter of 
the Ordnance. That Lord had ac- 
quired ſome III-will in 7reland, by 
inſiſting too poſitively on the Kiny'; 
Power of preſenting Draughts of 
Bills to the Parliament, whereby 
the Parliament's Power would 
be reduced to a Negative Voice 
only; but they infifled on tbeir 
Right of forming the Draught, 
and have ſince enjoyed it uncontel- 
ably. 

ihe Earl of Pellamont and Sir 
Janes Hamilton exhibited Com- 
plaintsto the Queen againit the Lord 
Coninrſoy and Sir Charles Porter, 
late juſtices in /re/and, which were 
referred to the Privy Council, but 
the Accuſers declining to appear, tie 
Matter tell.

The Haſt India Com- 
pany having obtained a new Char- 
ter from the King, Petitions were 
preſented to the Commons againſt 
it; this put the Hovſe.upon examin- 
ing into that Matter, which, it ſeems, 
appeared ſo difagreeable, that on 
January the 19th they voted, that 
all the Subjects of England have e- 
qual Right to trade to the E Ju- 
dies, till prohibited by Act of Parlia- 
ment:

'The next great Aﬀair which em- 
ployed the Houſe of Commons ſeve- 
ral Months, was the Enquiry into 
Briberies, which from one Step to 
another grew to alarge Extent.

12, from the Town of Roy/ton, a- 
gainſt Abuſes of the Soldiery, in ex- 
acting Subliſtence Money, which 
was voted arbitrary and illegal. And 
Tracy Pauncefort, an Agent, being 
guilty of it, 'was taken into Cuſto- 
dy 3 and for Obſtinacy in not an- 
ſwering the Queſtions propounded to 
him, committed Priſoner to the 
Tower. His Brother Edward Paun- 
cefort being accuſed of contriving to 
cheat Col. Haſjtingss Regiment of 
zoo Guineas, was alſo ordered into 
Cuſtody. And a Member of Par- 
liament, who had taken a Brite of 
200 Guineas, was committed to the 
Tower. On the 26th of February 
the Commons made a Repreſenta- 
tion to the King againſt the Colonels 
and Agents.

bart, a Servant to the Duke of Leeds, 
had received 5000 J. of it, which 
ſome Enemies of that Lord catched 
ſuch hold of, as to urge for an Im. 
peachment. His Grace came td 
the Houſe to defend himſelf, but 
could not divert the Storm, for at 
Impeachment was carried up to the 
Houſe of Lords; but Rebart, wid 
was the only Witneſs, being with 
drawn, the Matter never came t0 
a Trial, though the Duke preſſe 
earneſtly for it.

Porter had great Offers made him, 
which he refuſed ; but Groaman 
gave into the Temptation, and fled 
away into France.

*T was upon this Encouragement, 
he ſaid, that he made. the Diſco- 
very he had done; to which the 
King anſwered, he ought more 
fully to make good what he had 
faid. He pretended he had ex- 
plained . his. Informations to the 


Council, but was ftill told it was not 


ſatisfactory. And in Effect told 
the Houſe he could go no farther 
without having a Pardon before- 
hand, In fine, ſuch were his Pre- 
varications to. avoid making good 


the Accuſations aboveſaid, or, di. 
cover what he knew of the Plotter; 
. e the Government, thut the 

ouſe, after much Debate, came 
at laſt to a Reſolution to attaint him 
by Act of Parliament. 

The Bill to attaint Sir 70% Fey. 
wick being brought in, many 
Speeches were made againſt it, ang 
more for it, till the Queſtion he.

was carried in the Affirmative, Yea's

On the 16th, he was 
again brought to the Bar, and then 
the King's Council exhibited the E- 
vidence, viz. Captain Porter, vive 
Voce, who depoſed, That Sir Johr 
Fenwick was one of thoſe who 
ſent over Charnock to invite King 
James, with a French Power, to 
invade England. And the Depo- 
ſition in Writing of Goodman to 
the ſame Purpoſe, ſworn exprels 
againſt Sir Fohn Fenwick before the 
Secretary of State; together with 
the Record of the ſame Goodman 
Depoſition at Cook's Trial, where 
he ſwore in open Court, That Sit 
Fohn Fenwick was one of the Com- 
pany with Cook-as aforeſaid. Here 
the King's Council left it ; and then 
the Council for the Priſoner urged 
what they thought proper again 
the Form of Proceeding, but no- 
thing. in Defence of the Innocence 
of their Client. Which being con- 
cluded, they were ordered to with- 
draw, and the Queſtion for Com- 
mitment of the Bill being propoſe d, 
another Struggle was made.

On the 19th of April, the Earl of 
Sunderland was made Lord Cham- 
berlain of his Majeſty's Houſhold, 
the Earl of 2 who had held 
that Place ever ſince the King came 
to the Crown, reſigning it in Conſi- 
deration of a Sum of Money. And 
on the 22d, the Lord Sommers was 
made Lord High Chancellor.

The King of Great-Britain pro- 
miſes reciprocally the ſame to the 
French King. 

5. That there be free Commerce 
between both Nations. 

6. That the ordinary Juſtice of 
both . ps ſhall be fairly exe- 
cuted and freely claimed by the 
Subjects of the other Kingdom, ac- 
cording to the Laws of that where- 
in they reſide or have Effects. 

7. The moſt Chriſtian King ſhall 
reſtore all Places which did belong 
to England before the War, as the 
King of Great-Britain ſhall alſo re- 
ſtore all that did belong to France 
before the War.

8. Commiſſioners ſhall be ap- 
pointed to adjuſt and determine 
the Pretenſions of both Nations tg 
the Places in Hudſon's Bay, But 
the Places taken by the HFench du.

Milan ſhould be given to the Arch- 
duke Charles, the Emperor's ſecond 
Son. But the young Prince of Ba- 
varia dying ſoon after, a ſecond 
Treaty was made the next Year, 
wherein the Archduke Charles was 
put in his Place. . 

This Treaty was the Ruin of 
King Villiam's Reputation. He had 
hitherto been eſteemed the beſt Po- 


litician, as well as the beſt Soldier, 
but France ſo outwitted him in this, 


that his Character ſunk with all the 
World. For (beſides all other Ob- 
jections) as he had only the French 
King's Word that he would abide 
by this Treaty, which indeed ' tis 
ſaid he ſo far gave us as to declare by 
Letter under his own Hand, that 
even a Will of the King of Spain in 
favour of his Son, ſhould not alter 

it, 


IV. That the Dutchy of 
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it, twas univerſally thought by his 
beſt Friends, that the Security was 
not ſtron enough. And ſo it ap- 
peared, for the French Court imme- 
diately ſet to work at Madrid to de- 
ſtroy it. And even this very Sum- 
mer, their Ambaſſador the Marquiſs 
de Harcourt was buſy with the 
Grandees, in his Infinuations a- 
gainſt the Houſe of Auſtria. But 
the Queen, who was nearly related 
to the Emperor, laboured hard with 
the King her Husband to ſupport 
the Intereſt of that Family, and to 
get a Ratification of the Will of Phi- 
lip IV. his Father, whereby the Suc- 
ceſſion, in default of Iſſue by his Son, 
was ſettled upon the German Branch 
of the Auſirian Family. 

The other Foreign Affair, where- 
in we were concerned, was the Peace 
between the Turks and the Confe- 
derate Chriſtian Princes. Wherein 
our King was Mediator, and ex- 
ceedingly inſtrumental. The Traf- 
fick our Nation maintains in the 
Dominions of the Grand Seignior, 
hath always made our Ambaſſador 
at the Port reſpected, and therefore 
the King's Overture of mediating a 
Peace which they very much want- 
ed, was acceptable enough. 

The Lord Paget was at this time 
the King's A at Conſtan- 
tinople; he was in the Vear 1689 
ſent over Envoy extraordinary to 
the Emperor, with whom he had re- 
fided ever ſince : But Sir William 
Huſſey firſt, and afterward Mr. Har- 
bord, who was ſent to ſucceed him 
at Conſtantinople, both dying, the 
Lord Paget was removed thither, 
and now, in Conjunction with Mr. 
Collier the Dutch Ambaſſador, had 
the Honour to mediate and perſect 
this Peace.

in Silence. The Kings of Poland 
and Denmark, with the Czar of 
Mu/covy, had entered into Confede- 
racy againſt the young King of 
Sweden. And the Daniſb Troops 
invaded Ho//iein, whoſe Duke was 
Brother in-Law and Ally to the 
King of Sweden. Peaceable Appli- 
cations were made to divert this 
Storm, which all proving ineffectu- 
al, King William and the States- 
General generouſly reſolved to reſ- 
cue the Oppreſſed. And accord- 
ingly ſent a Squadron of 30 Men 
of War, who entred the Sound the 
29th of July, which drove the Da- 
niſþ Fleet Home, and obliged that 
Monarch to agree to ſuch Jerms as 
the Mediators thought juſt ; ſo that 
on the 18th of Auguſt a Peace was 
concluded at Trawendal, between 
Sweden and Denmark, and Hol- 


flein. 


The Earl of Rocheſter being Lord 
Lieutenant of Jre/and, went over 
thither to execute in Perſon that 
Office. He arrived at Dublin Sep- 
tember the 18th, and was received 
with all poſſible Honour and Re- 
ſpect. His Lordſhip remained there 
all the Winter. a 

The King returned to England on 
the 18th of Oægaber, and ten Days 
after the Parliament of Scotland aſ- 
ſembled. The King's Letter to 
them was very Gracious, but de- 
clared his Concern for not being 
able to aſſert the Company's Right 
of eſtabliſhing a Colony at Darien 
without diſturbing the Peace of Eu- 
rope, and bringing the Nation into 
a War, and recommended to them 
the raiſing of competent Taxes tor 
their Detence. 

Since the laſt Seſſion, News arri- 
ved that the Colony at Darien had 
been forced to abandon that Settle- 
ment, which increaſed. the Fury 
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I D. of the Adventurers, and occaſioned

And now came on that great Af- 
fair, the Succeſſion to the Spanih 
Monarchy. By the Partition Trea- 
ty, as we have told you, it was to 
have been divided between the two 
Claimants ; but when this Treaty 
came to be communicated to the 
Emperor he utterly refuſed it. The 
other States of Europe, who were 
deſired to be Guarantees, declined 
it. And the Court of Spain in- 
veighed againſt it. All which gave 
the French ſuch Opportunity to puſh 
on the Intereſt of Phz/;p Duke of 
Anjou ſecond Son of the Dauphin 
of France, that the crazy King of 
pw was prevailed upon by his 

ill to appoint that Prince his u- 
niverſal Heir, and a Month after, 
namely, Now. 1. N. S. departed this 
Life. The French King, notwith- 
ſanding his fair Promiſes when the 
Treaty was made, accepted the 
Will, and immediately declared his 
Grandſon King of Spain.

Lord Sommers, Edward Earl of Or- 


ford, and Charles Lord Halifax hav- 
ing adviſed his Majeſty to enter into 
that Treaty of ſo dangerous Conſe- 
quence to the Trade and Welfare 
of this Nation, they beſought his 
Majeſty to remove thoſe Lords from 
his Council and Preſence, and alſo 
the Earl of Portland who tranſacted 
that Treaty. The Houle of Lords 
in the mean time, hearing of this 
Addreſs, before it was preſented, 
reſented a Counter Addreſs to the 
King, intimating that thoſe Lords 
being peaches at the Bar, they 
beſought his Majeſty that he would 
not paſs any Cenſure upon them be- 
fore they were tried and adjudged. 
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D. The Dutch being in the mean 
1700. time preſſed by France, applied to 
way the King with great Earneſtneſs to 


' fend the Relief ſtipulated by the 
old Treaty of Alliance ; which the 
King having communicated to the 
Houſe of Commons, they voted that 
they would provide immediate Suc- 
cours for the Dutch, but were not 
very forward in making it good. 

A Party ſtill remained in the Na- 
tion, who retained their Affection to 
the King's Perſon, and regretted the 
Hardſhips put upon him ; but the 
wiſe ones of them ſeeing the Tor- 
rent run againſt them, were forced 
to be ſilent ; which ſome leſs judi- 
cious not obſerving, caught a Fall. 
Theſe were the Gentlemen of the 
Grand Jury of Kent, who preſented 
a Petition to the Parliament ſigned 
by 12 Juſtices, and near 250 N 
tlemen, which was couched in too 
hard Terms, defiring the Houſe to 
have a Regard to the 2 of the Peo- 
ple, and to turn their Ihyal Addreſſes 
mnto Bills of Supply, that the King 
might be enabled to affiſt his Allies 
before it be too Inte. This Petition was 
voted inſolent and ſeditious, and five 
Gentlemen that preſented it were 
ordered into Cuſtody, and ſoon af- 
ter committed to the Gate-houſe. 
This produced a bold Memorial, 
which was ſent from an unknown 
Hand to the Speaker, and ſubſcrib'd 
Legion, which very roughly expo- 
ulated with the Houſe upon their 
Proceedings, 

The Commons went on with 
their Impeachments.

bury, who maintained, that a Clauſe 


in the Writ direQed to the Biſhops 
to attend in Parliament, obliged 
them to bring with them the Repre- 
ſentatives of their Clergy ; and be- 
cauſe the Clauſe begun with the 
Word Præmunientes, it was uſually 
ſtiled the Pramunientes Clauſe.

The two Parties into which the 
Nation was divided, were ſo inſpi- 
rited at this Time, that the Conten- 
tions in Elections were more than 
ordinary furious.

The King's Speech at this Time 
was incomparably pathetick and ju- 
dicious, with manly Energy ſetting 
forth the true Intereſt of the Nation; 
and compaſhonately exhorting them 
to purſue it. 

Both Houſes preſented to his 
Majeſty very loyal and affectionate 
Addreſſes, to thank him for this 
Speech, and to declare their Reſo- 
lutions to ſtand by and defend his 
Majeſty's juſt Title to the Crown. 
And indeed this Parliament main- 
tained ſo good a Temper, and ap- 
peared ſo entirely diſpoſed to vindi- 
cate the King's Honour, and provide 
for the Nation's Security, that if it 
had pleaſed God to have granted his 
Majeſty longer Life, *tis likely he 
would have enjoyed more Peace of 
Mind than for ſome Years paſt he 
had been permitted to do. 

The ſeveral Treaties andAlliances 
which his Majeſty had been making 
this Summer being laid before the 
Commons, the Houſe were well ſa- 
tisfied with them, and the 7th of 
January voted as an immediate 
Supply to his Majeſty, That who- 
ever ſhould lend Co, ooo J. for the 
Uſe of the Navy, and 50,000 /. for 
Guards and Garriſons, ſhould be 
repaid the ſame with ſix per Cent.

Call 
Joſe no Time in giving to our Allies 
all Aſſurances, that Nothing ſhall be 
ewanting on my part to purſue the true 
Interiſi of England, together with 
theirs, for the Support of the common 
Cauſe. In order to theſe Ends, I1ſhall 
always be ready to ask the Advice of

After this generous Declaration, 
her Majeſty was pleaſed to appoint 
the Lords of his late Majeſty's Pri- 
vy Council to continue in the ſame 
Poſt, and they were ſworn accord- 
ingly. And then a Proclamation 
was order'd to contmue all Officers 
zn their Places till further Or- 
der. 

In the Afternoon the Queen was 
proclaimed in London, with all the 
Solemnity uſed on ſuch Occaſions.

A few Days after the Queen ap- 
Peinted the Earl of Marlborough 
Peneral of her Forces, and ſent 
pum to the Hague with the Title of 
Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Ple- 
upotentiary, to confirm the Allies, 
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and concert with them the Means 
of carrying on the great Work ;

The Reſident of Farce preſented

The Buſineſs tranſacted 
this Seſſion were, 1. A Proviſion for 
raiſing the Money granted to her Ma- 
jeſty. 2. Eſtabliſhing a Revenue 
upon Prince George. 3. Making di- 
vers wholſome Laws. 4. Debating 
upon a Bill againſt Occaſional Con- 
formity. And 5. Inſpecting the 
Reports of Commiſſioners for 
ſtating the Publick Accounts. 

1. The Ways and Means for rai- 
ſing a Supply were, A Land-Tax 
of 4 s. in the Pound. Duty upon 
Malt, Sc. Duty on Coals. Annu- 
ities at 15 Years Purchaſe, for 99 
Years. And a Subſidy. 

2. Her Majeſty having intima- 
ted to the Houſes, that there was 
but ſlender Proviſion for the Prince 
of Deumark, in caſe ſhe happened to 
die before him, and being withheld 
herſelf by the Act for ſettling her 
Revenue, from making any vettle- 
ment upon him, recommended it 
to their Conſideration 3 which the 
Houſe unanimouſly acquieſced in, 
and accordingly on the iſt of De- 
cember they vated, that 100,000 /.

had been a Cuſtom ſeveral Years 
paſt, for Diſſenters to come for once 
to Church, and take the Sacrament, 
if it were neceſſary to qualify them 
for holding an Office; but as this 
ſeemed to be a Prevarication with 
God and Religion, it was a Practice 
which gave great Offence, and was

It was therefore thought rea- 
ſonable that a Law might paſs to 
prevent this evil Cuſtom. Accord- 
ingly a Bill was brought into the 
Houſe of Commons, to prevent 
Occaſional Conformity. The Pur- 
port whereof was, That any Per- 
Jon, having an Office or Imploy- 
ment, afterwards reſorting to Con- 
venticles or Religions Meetings in 
other Manner than according to the 
Liturgy and Practice of the Church 
of England, ſhall forfeit the Sum of 
500 J. and five Pounds for eve- 
ry Day that ſuch Perſon ſhall conti- 
nue in ſuch Office or Employment, 
after having been preſent at ſuch 


Conventicle. And ſhall he dite 
bled from holding ſuch Office, o, 
receiving any Benefit thereby. Ang 
ſhall afterwards for ever be incaps.

He/lens the 1ſt of Fuly ; they were 
detained in the Channel for ſome 
time by contrary Winds, ſo they 
arrived not before Lisbon till the 
24th. Sir Stafford Fairborn went 
on ſhore, and had Audience of the 
King, who received him very gra- 
ciouſly, and ſent a noble Prefent of 
Refreſhments to the Fleet. After a 
tew Days Stay, they failed for the 
Streights, and being arrived on the 
Coalt of Valencia, the Mariners to 
the Number of 2500, landed at A- 
tea, and form'd a Camp, where the 
Admiral publiſhed a Declaration, in- 
timating that he came not to injure 
the Spaniards, but to protect them 
from the Tyranny of the French. 
Which had the good Effect of pro- 
ducing Plenty of Prov inons, brought 
in and fold in the Fleet at reaſona- 
ble Prices. Prom thence they ſail'd 
to Leghorn, and in theWay ſome At- 
tempts were made of landing Men 
and Arms to relieve the Cæevennois, 
but as the Gulph of Narbonne was too 
dangerous for the whole Fleet to en- 
ter, two Ships only were ſent with a 
good Quantity of Arms, Ammuni- 
tion, and Money, and ſuch French 
Refugees, as had put themſelves on 
board the Fleet for that Service. 
'Thele lay on the 17th and 18th of 
September on the Coatt, and gave 
the Signal directed, which was to 
have been anſwer'd by their Friends 
on Shore, but was not. A Boat 
was ſent to go aſhore, but two 
French Gallies which lay there, in- 
terrupted it, and the Seaſon of the 
Year nor permitting the Ships to lie 
there, they returned to the Fleet. 
On the 19th of September, the Fleet 
arrived before Leghorn, where the 
Salute from the Town being but five 
Guns, the Admiral refented it, and

cauſed a Royal Salvo to be made. 
Count Lamberg came on board the 
Fleet there the 28th, and acquaint- 
ed the Admiral, that Charles Arch- 
duke of Au/?ria had been proclaim- 
ed at Vienna King of Spain. For 
which News great Rejoicings were 
made, and 15 Guns firedfrom every 
Ship. The Fleet having performed 
the Buſineſs they went upon, and by 
the cloſe keeping in of the Enemy, 
having had no Opportunity of en- 
aging any of their Ships, ſet Sail 
9 on the 22d of October, 
and arrived ſafe in the Downs the 
17th of November. 

The Advantage of the War in 
Germany this Campaign was on the 
French Side: They took Fort Kebl 
by the 3ziſt of March, and prepa-

. 19th of April, but was repulſed. 
owever he ſucceeded afterwards, 

and on the 6th of May joined the 
Bavarians. | 

In the mean time things went 
better on the Lower Rhine, where 
Bonne was beſieged and taken. And 
in the Netherlands, where the French 
fled before the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, and could not be brought to 
Battle; which gave Baron Spar 
Opportunity ta force their Lines in 
the Pais de Waes. But on the other 
fide, Monſ. Opdam, with the Dutch 
Forces which lay near Breda, were 
ſurrounded by the French and rout- 
ed: This was called the Battle of 
£cheren, wherein altho' the Dutch 
behaved themſelves bravely, they 
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took it the 25th. The Advani

Army inveſted Huy, Auguſt 16, and

The Duke de Vendoſine in 
the ſame manner was repulſed on 
his Side, when he advanced as far 
as Trent to meet him. The D. ag 
Bawaria next made an Attempt up- 
on Augsburg, but was repulſed by 
the Imperial Garriſon the Town 
had received.

On the 6th of Fuly, the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland met at Edinburgh 
and adjourned to the 11th, when 
the Queen's Letter was read. Her 
Majeſty expreſſed her Concern tor 
the Differences and Diviſions among 
them, promiſed to grant whatever 
could in Reaſon be demanded for 
rectifying Abuſes, and quieting their 
Minds. Recommended to them in 
eſpecial Manner the ſettling the Suc- 
ceſſion in the Proteſtant Line, and 
was willing to give into any rea- 
ſonable Terms and Conditions of 
Government with reſpect to the Suc- 
ceſſor. Laid before them the Ne- 
ceſſity of raiſing Funds, the former 
being expired and exhauſted, for 
maintaining the Forces, c. And 
laſtly, recommended to them the 
Advancement of Piety, and Diſcou- 
ragement of Vice and Immorality. 

The Lord Commiſſioner enlarged 
upon the Letter in aSpeech, and was 
ſeconded by the Earl of Cromarty.

But the Duke, with Prince Lexwts 


of Baden, and Baron Hampeſch the 
Dutch General (deſpiſing all Dift- 
culties) ſet out on the 3d of July 
N. S. at three in the Morning, and 
made a March of 20 Engliſb Miles 
with 6, ooo Foot, 30 Squadrons of 
Horſe, and 3 Regiments of Impe— 
rial Grenadiers, and a good Train 
of Artillery, thro' a bad Road, and 
over a River which lay in their 
Way: All which ſo fatigued the 
Soldiers, that it was ſix at Night 
betore they made the intended On- 
iet. Some of the Generals were of 
Opinion that the Soldiers ſhould be 
allowed to reſt thac Night, but his 
Grace was of the contrary Mind, 
and couragioully reſolved to give the 
Enemy no longer Time, but im- 
mediately to attack them. Which 
was undertaken and carried on with 
incredible Vigour. The Enemy 
«ere 18,000 Men, choice Troops, 
and had the Advantage of Entrench- 
ments, and were not wanting in a 
reſolute Defence ; but the Confede- 
rate Troops, after two Repulies, 

e forced 
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PPS and put them to Flight. 
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forced the Entrenchments, made a 
terrible Slaughter of the Enemy, 
The Count 
Arco ſwarm over the Danube, and 
many of his Officers took the ſame 
Way. 

The Enemy's Loſs was 5000 Men, 
and the Conlederates not much leſs, 
for the Fight laſted an Hour and 
half in moſt furious Action. Fif- 
teen Pieces of the Enemy's Cannon, 
and all their Ammunition, - Tents, 
and Baggage, and.a very rich Boo- 
ty, were taken.

They found 
here 20,000 Sacks of Meal, great 
Store of Oats, and Plenty of all

The Army purſued the Victory, 
and entering Bavaria took ſeveral 
Towns, and put the Country under 
Military Execution. 

The Franch on the other Hand 
were diligent in their Endeavours 
to relieve the Duke of Bawartia ; to 


which Purpoſe a gallant Army of 


22,000 Horſe and Foot under the 
Command of Count Tallard, ad- 
ditional to what they had already 
there under Marſhal Main, march- 
ed to the Danube, and on the 4th 
of Augu/i joined the Elector's Ar- 
my.

equal Advantage till 5 of the Clock, 
at winch Time the Imperialifts un- 
der Prince Eugere were hard prel- 
ſed by the Bawarians, but being 
relieved by the Duke of Marl.

Reſerve to advance, put a Stop to 
the Enemy, and in the third Attack 
about ſeven of the Clock broke 
them. The Englicb and Dutch in 
the mean Time gained ſuch Ground 
upon the French, that they oblige 
their Horſe to retire in Confuſion, 
and leave the Foot to our Mercy, 
Twenty eight Battalions and 1: 
Squadrons retired into the Village dl 
Blenheim, and defended themlfcives 
an Hour and Half, but being fur 
rounded by our Troops, they wei 
at laſt overcome, many killed, and 
the reſt ſurrendered themſelves Pr 
ſoners of War.

The Effect of this Victory was 
the Reduction of Bawaria to the 
Dominion of the Emperor, which 
was performed before Winter. But 
as that Work might be done with 
a Part of the Army, the Duke of 
Marlborough, Prince Eugene, and 
Prince Leauis, left it to General 
Thungen to accompliſh, and march- 
ed with their Armies to the Rhino. 
On the 12th of September the Im- 
perial Army fat down before Lan- 
dau, and formed the Siege of it, 
wherein Prince Lewis commanded,

The French Governor ated his Part 


ſo well, that although the King of HW 


the Romans came to command in 
the Seige in order to expedite the 
taking the City, it held out till 
the 23d of Newember, on which 
Day they capitulated, and marched 
out on the 25th, whereby the Ar- 
my was hindred from making the 
victorious Progrels into Farce, 
which would have been done in 
thele two Months time, had not 
this Siege been neceſſary. This, 
with the taking Traer bach, ended 
the Campaign on that Side. 

Before we preceed it mutt be no- 
ted, That the Emperor was ſo ſen— 
ſible of the Kindneſs her Majeſty 
had ſhewn in ſending her Army ſo 
far to his Relief, and of the Brave- 
ry and excellent Conduct of her Ge- 
neral, that immediately afrer the 
Battle of Schellenberg he ſent to the 
Duke of 1ar/borough the Dignity 
of a Prince of the Empire, which his 
Grace declined to accept ; the Em- 
peror therefore wrote to the Queen, 
wherein after his Thanks for her 
Favour, he entreated her Majeſty 
to command the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough to accept the Title of Prince 
of the Empire, which he purpoſed 
to confer on him. The Queen gave 
him Orders accordingly. And the 
Emperor by his Letters on he 28th 
of Augu/}, conferred that Honour 
upon him. The neceſſary Inſtru- 
ments were afterwards diſpatched 
to ratify it in full Form. And 
M:indetheim u Fief, lying in the Cir- 
cle of Suabia, at that time devolv- 
ed to the Emperor, was given to 
his Highneſs.

Dutch Flanders ; the former twice 
broke the Enemies Lines, bombar- 
ded Namur, and ſtood his Ground 
againſt the united Force of the Ene- 
my under the Duke of Bavaria and 
Marſh:1 Villeroy, when on the 28th 
of October they marched to attack 
him. *Tis true, it was ſaid that Fil- 
leroy checked the Reſolution of the 
Elector by producing politive Or- 
ders againſt Fighting, which made 
that Prince leave the Army in Dif- 

alt. The latter (Baron Spar) bom- 
Parded Bruges, and took Fort Ja- 
bella, which interrupted the Navi- 
gation to Sw. 

In Savoy the French had the bet- 
ter, they took Verceil, making the 
Garriſon Priſoners of War, altho' 
they had made a brave Defence, and 
got Poſſeſſion of the Valley of 4/?a, 
whereby the Communication with 
Germany through Switzerland was 
cut off. And on the 14th of October 
the Duke of Yendo/me fat down be- 
fore Verrue, a ſtrong Fortreſs ſeat- 
ed on the River Po, in the midway 
between Caſal and Turin, but the 
ſtrength of the Place, the good de- 
fence the Garriſon made, and the 
Communication with it which the 
Duke of Savoy was able to keep o- 
pen, rendered this Siege very painful 


and ruinous to the French; for ſo 


carneſt was that King in the Reſo- 
Jution of taking the Place, that the 
Siege was continued all the Winter, 
altho' the Froſt and Snow killed his 
Men almoſt as faſt as the Enemies 
Bullets: So, altho' at laſt, that is in 
April following, it was ſurrendered, 
the length of the Siege, and the Loſs 
the French ſuſtained in it, was as ta- 
vourable to the Duke of Sawsy as 
a Victory. 

Purſuant to the Alliance with the 
King of Portugal, the Queen and the 
States General hrd ſent over Forces 
to aſuſt that Prince. Duke &chom- 
berg was Commander in Chief gf 


the Engliſb, and Count Fagel of the 
Dutch. 

As ſoon as King Charles arrived 
the Councils for carrying on the 
War were frequently held, but the 
Reſolution taken therein not agree. 
ing with the Sentiments of Duke 
Schomberg, who maintained that aj] 
the Engl;/ ſhould act in the Field 
whereas the Portugueſe would put 
part of them into their Frontier 
Garriſons: And that Court refuſing 
him the Poſt of Commander in 


Chief, which his Father formerly 


enjoyed, there was no good Under- 
ſtanding between them. To pre- 
vent therefore the ill Effects, her 
Majeſty pitched upon the Earl of 
Galway, whom ſhe was pleaſed to 
ſend for from his Retirement in the 
Country, and impoſed on him {for 
he deſired to be ſuffered to decline 
it) the Command of her Forces in 
Portugal, which Office was confer.

The Kings of Portugal and Spain 
marched their Armies to the Fron- 
tiers to make head againſt the Army 
brought by the Duke of Anjou, who 
in Perſon invaded Portugal by the 
beginning of May.

But while 
the French lay before the laſt Place, 
the Marquiſs das Minas with i,500 
Men was ſent out the 2d of June 
to make a Diverſion on the Fron- 
tiers of Spain; he took Fuente (11 
nalds, and marched to Monſanto.

On the 21ſt 
they entred the Bay, and immediate- 
ly landed 1800 Mariners, headed by 
the Prince of Heſe Darmſtadt, and 
ſummon'd the Town. The Gover- 
nor ſtood upon the Defenſive, and 
ſo the Attack was purſued. The 
Fleet fir'd (on the 23d) 15,000 Shot 
upon the Town, which beat the Ene- 
my from their Guns. Boats were 
then ſent on Shoar with Men to at- 
tack the South Mole, which was 
well executed. And in ſhort, the 
Seamen on one ſide, and the Land- 
men on the other, ſo well performed 
their Parts, that by the 24th the Go- 


vernor capitulated. Never was a 


braver Act performed. In three 
Days was taken a Town well forti- 
fy'd both by Art and Nature ; for 
too Guns were planted on the Walls 
to the Sea Side, and on the Land 
ſide there were but two narrow Paſ- 
{es, which might have been defended 
by few agafnit Thouſands of ordi- 
nary Aſſailants; but the Seamen 


fought with ſuch Intrepidity, that 


they carried all before them ; and in 
fine, the Town was taken with very 
little Loſs on our Part. | 
The taking of a Place of ſuch Im- 
portance put a damp upon the Duke 
of Azjou's Affairs, and ſuch a Diſ- 
race upon his and the French 
King's Power, that it was neceſſary 
to give ſome {mart Blow to recover 
it. Orders were therefore imme- 
diately ſent to the Count de To- 
/ouſe to meet and fight the Confe- 
derate Fleet. The French Admi- 
ral was well pleated with theſe Or- 
ders, for beſides a great Superiori- 
ty in Strength, his Ships were all 
clean and full mann'd. The Con- 
federates on the other- Side, beſides 
the Diſadyantage in Strength, __ 
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lot many of their Men in the 
Length of the Time they had 
been at Sea, had ſpent their Provi- 
ſions and Stores; and by the Ex- 
pence of Ammunition in the taking 
Giberalter, were reduced to great 
Poverty in it. Beſides all this, ſix 
of the beſt Dutch Ships, and four of 
the Engliſb, were gone out but a 
few Days before to meet ſome Mer- 
chant Ships which wanted Convoy: 
Judge then if the French had not a 
fair Proſpect of a glorious Victory; 
and judge then what Applauſe 1s 
due to that Admiral, thoſe Com- 
manders, and thoſe Seamen, who 
with all theſe Diſadvantages fought 
the Enemy from Ten in the Morn- 
ing till Night, kept their Station in 
Sight of the Enemy all the next 
Day, and all that Night, wherein 
they retired, and even purſued and 
came up with them the Day follow- 
ing, bravely offering Battle, if the 
Enemy had had Courage to attack 
them, but they choſe to take the 
Advantage of the Wind, and link 
off, This Battle was fought off 
Malaga the 24th of Auguſt, N. 8. 
Our Fleet ſailed to Gibraltar, where 
they refitted ; and having put Men 


and Proviſions into the Place, Sir 


George Rook ſailed thence the 4th of 
September N. S. arrived at Spithead 
the 15th of the ſame Month O. S.

But the Autumn Campagin was by 


the Portugueſe Supineneis ſtrangely 
delay'd, inſomuch that it was the 
11th of October, before the long 
projected Siege of Badajox was com- 
menced. The brave Lord Galway 
loſt his right Hand at it, which com- 
pelled him to quit the Command, 
and ſoon after Marſhal 77% made 
a long and haſty March to come to 
its Relief. The Confederates faced 
the Enemy, but found it improper 
to fight them, and therefore raiſed 
the Siege. 
But now let us view the Motion 
of our own Fleet. Sir C/oudſley 
Showe! had the Command of it this 
Year. And the Earl of Peterbo- 
rough with 5000 Landmen went on 
board it. They failed the 24th of 
May, and arrived at Lisbon the zoth 
of Tune, N.S. where the Dutch Fleet 
under Admiral Allemond was alſo 
arrived, Here my Lord Peterbo- 
rough prevailed upon my Lord Gal- 
bay to ſpare him two Regiments of 
his Dragoons, and the Prince of 
Heſſe Darmſtadt being come thi- 
ther from Gibraltar, gave King 
Charles ſuch Aſſurances of the In- 
clinations of the Cataloniaus to- 
wards him, that his Majeſty reſolv d 
to put himſelf on board the Fleet; 
which thus furnithed failed from 
Lisbon July 28. King Charles lan- 


ded at Gibraltar to take Poſſeſſion of 


that Place, and then ſailed for Altea, 
in which Bay they anchored Augaſt 
the 12th, and publiſhed a Mani- 
feſto. The Spaniards about Deniz 
declar'd for King Charles, and ſeiz'd 
that 'Town, mto which the King 
put a Governor. On the 22d of 
Auguſt they arrived in the Bay of 
Barcelona. 'The Forces landed the 
next Day, and the King himſelf 
went on Shore the 28th. The 
Strength of Parce/oxe, and the ſmall 
Number of the Troops, made the 
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Siege of that Place a Matter of De- 
liberation. Twas concluded, that 
without bombarding it , from the 
Fleet the Attempt was hopeleſs. 
But the King would not allow the 
City ſhould be deſtroyed. The 
Prince of Heſſe being earneſt in the 
propoſed attacking Montjuic, which 
taken would facilitate the attack 
upon the Town: This Propoſal 
was accepted, and on the 14th of 
September put in Execution. The 
Valiant Prince of Hef? was killed 
in the Action, and Col. Allen with 
250 Men were taken Priſoners by 
Stratagem.

Fright, that they run out and ſur- 
rendered themſelves Priſoners. This 
Succeſs was followed by a formal 
Siege of the City, which on the 4th 
of October capitulated, and the 
next Day a Gate was delivered. 
The ſame Day Gironne ſurrendered 
itſelf to the Dominion of King Charles 
and the whole Province of Cata lo- 
nia, except Roſes, did the ſame ſoon 
after.

which accordingly was undertaken 
June the 8th, and ſo well puſhed, 
that it was furrendered on the 23d. 
Oftend was beſieged with great Fury, 
from June 28, to July 6, when it 
was ſurrendered.

In Spain the Duke of Anjou ex-

before the City. This ſo long Delay 
was principally owing to the Miſ- 
fortune the French Fleet under the 
Count 4 Tholouſe ſuffered in a ter- 
rible Storm between the zd and the 
21k of March, which hindered him 
from bringing the Cannon and Am- 
munition intended to be uſed in the 
Siege, ſooner.

There he received Letters from King 
Charles and the Earl of Peterbo- 
rough, declaring the Diſtreſs they 
were in, and defiring his Relief. 
The Admiral with great Expe- 
dition put the Fleet in order, and 
ſailed the 24th of April, leaving 
Orders for Sir George Byng, who 
was expected with a Squardron of 
Reinforcements to follow, which he 
did with great Expedition, andjoined 
the Fleet, as did alſo Commodore 
Malter, which made them 39 Erng- 
liſb and 13 Dutch ſtout Men of War. 
On the 7th of May being arrived 
at the heighth of Terragona, the 
Earl of Peterborough came on Board 
with 1,400 Land Forces, and on the 
8th the Forces and Marines landed 
at Barcelona. With theſe Succours 
the Beſieged made ſuch powerful 
Reſiſtance, that on the 11th the E- 
nemy drew off, leaving behind them

they propoſed to break the Bridge 
over the Tagus to hinder the Ene- 
my's Paſſage, they would go no fur- 
ther, but reſolved to march back 
and beſiege Ciudad Rodrigo, which 
was inveſted May 21, and taken 
May 26. And having then received 
Intelligence of the raiſing the Siege 
of Barcelona, the Portugueſe agreed 
to march for Madrid. They de- 
camped therefore the 3d of June, and 
arrived the 7th at Salamanca; they 


ſtaid there till the 12th, and then 


marched forward. And on the 18th 
Deputies from th Eſcurial came to 
Epinal to offer Submiſſion.

The 
Lord Galsvay receiv'd two Wounds 
in his Face, and a great many Of- 
ficers were kill'd, in all 88, and 
285 taken Priſoners, beſides a great 
Number of private Soldiers, 'The 
Earl of Galway collected the ſcatter- 
ed Remains of Exgliſb and Dutch, 
and retreated. The Marquiſs da: 
Minas with the Portugueſe had con- 
ſulted their Safety betimes, and drew

The Earl of Galway having put 
Garriſons in proper Places, did the 
lame. 

Valencia and Sara7ſa ſubmitted 
to the Enemy, Aativa and Aleyra 
were taken; Denia was beſieged, but 
being reliev'd by Troops from Ali- 
cant, and ſome of our Men of War 
coming before the Place in due 
Time, the Town was ſaved; and 
the Earl of Galway ſo well diſpos'd 
the Army, that the Enemy was not 
able to penetrate into Catalonia. 

The Duke of Mar/borough made a 
Journey to Hanover and to Alt-Ra- 


ftadt in Saxony, where the King of 


Sweden then kept his Quarters, be- 
fore he opened the Campaign. On 
the 16th of May he came to £ruſſels, 
aud on the 21ſt he went to the Army. 
But there was nothing done this 
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Campaign; for altho' the Duke en- 
deavoured to engage the Enemy di- 
vers times, they Het {o cloſe in the 
ſtrong Camp they lay in, that it was 
impracticable to attack them. 

The Affair that made moſt Noiſe, 
and molt raiſed our Expectations, this 
dummer, was the Siege of Thoulon in 
Provence, the Place where the French 
Fleet of great Ships lie. An Under- 
taking of great Glory to the Confe- 
derates, but too great Difficulty to 
bring to its deſired Iſſue. The Duke 
of Savoy and Prince Eugene led 
the Land Army appointed for the 
Siege, and Sir Cloud/ley S Hobel com- 
manded the Confederate Fleet to 
aſſiſt and ſuſtain them. This De- 
ſign had been concerted with the 
ſtricteſt Secrecy between the 
Queen of Great-Britain, the States 
General, and the Duke of Sawoy. 
And was ſo long a Secret to the 
French, that the Army was well ad- 
vanced on its March, before they 
ſuſpected the Deſign. 

It muſt be premiſed that the Im- 
perial Court at this time were too 
obſtinately bent upon reducing the 
Kingdom of Naples to its Obedi— 
ence; whether upon an Intimation 
of a ſecret Overture of Partition 
France had made for Peace, -where- 
in the Spar; Monarchy being di-

And it effec- 
tually ſecured the Emperor's Suc- 
ceſs in Naples. 

Count Taun commanded the Im- 
perial Army in Laly, and on the 8th 
of May began his March towards 
Naples. He call'd at Rome, to ob- 
tain the Pope's Inveſtiture of that 
Kingdom upon K. Charles, and ar- 
rived on the Frontiers of Naples, 
June 24, and reduced the whole 
Kingdom with little or no Blood- 
ſhed. 

In Spain, the French took Lerida 
in Catalonia Newember the 12th, and 
Ciudad Rodrigo on Portugal Side the 
17th of December. 

The Union taking Place on the 
1ſt of May, her Majeſty appointed 
a Thankſgiving to Almighty God 
to be celebrated on that Day, and 
came herſelf with the uſual State 
and Attendance to St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral to pay her Devotions. 

On the 4th of May, William Lord 
Cowper, Keeper of the Great Seal, 
was conſtituted Lord High Chan- 
cellor of Great Britain. 

On the 5th of June, her Majeſty 
by Proclamation declared her In- 
tention of holding the firſt Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain on the 23d of 
October, the preſent Members of 
England being declar'd Members of 
it, and thoſe tor Scotlaud ordered to 
be choſen. 

Sir Cloudſſey Shovel with 15 Sail 
of Men of War, failed from Gibral- 
tar in October for England. On the 
21ſt of October he arrived in the 
Soundings, but by Miſtake, fteer- 
ing in a wrong Courſe, he run up- 
on the Rocks of Scilly. The A. 
ciation, With the Admiral on board 
her, was loit with the Men ; the 
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Fireband daſh'd on the Rocks, and 
founder'd, but the Captain and 24 
of his Men got aſhore. The Phenix 
run aground, but her Men ſaved 
themſelves. Sir George Byng in the 
Royal Anne, by excellent Steerage 
changed her Courſe in a Moment, 
and ſaved the Ship, when ſhe was 
juſt running upon the Danger. 'The 
Lord Dur/ley in the St. George alſo 
miraculouſly eſcap'd. Sir Cloud/ley's 
Body floated aſhore, and was taken 
up by the Country People, and bu- 
ried in the Sands. On the 26th it 
was taken up again, and brought 
aboard the Saliſbury, and afterwards 
interred at Weſtminſter, where her 
Majeſty erected a ſumptuous Monu- 
ment over his Grave. 

On the 2d of Oæꝶober the firſt Par- 
liament of Great Britain met, and 
the Commons being commanded to 
chuſe their Speaker, they elected 
their former, John Smith, Eſq; who 
was preſented the zoth, and then 
by the Queen's Command, both 
Houſes adjourned to November the 
6th. On that Day her Majeſty made 
a Speech, wherein ſhe ſet forth the 
preſent State of Affairs abroad, ad- 
viſed them to provide the neceſſary 
Supplies, left to their Conſideration 
what might be thought neceſſary to 
make the Union more advantageous 
to both Nations, and recommended 
Unanimity. 

The Commons addreſſed the 
Queen upon her Speech, but the 
Lords omitted that, and turned the 
Motion of it into a Reſolution of 
taking into Conſideration the State 
of the Nation. November tht 19th 
that Houſe went into a grand Com- 
mittee upon that Subject. The Lord 
Hawerſham, and others, exhibited 
Complaints ; the principal whereof 
being upon the Management of the

in the Negative. And it was re- 
ſolved that an Addreſs be preſented 
to her Majeſty to thank her for ta- 
king Meaſures to reſtore the Af— 
fairs of Spain, and providing Fo- 
reign Troops for that Service. 

In the beginning of this Sef- 
fion divers Merchants made Com- 
plaints to the Houſe againſt the Ad- 
miralty with reſpe& to Convoys 
for their Ships. The Ry/fa Mer- 
Chants were heard November the 
27th, and on the 143th of December 
divers others trading to Portugal, 
Spain and Italy. And ſeveral ſmart 
Reſolves paſted thereupon. The 
Houſe of Lords alſo made ſtrict En- 
quiry into the Adminiſtration of 
the Admiralty, and laid a Repre- 
ſentation of their Obſervations be- 
fore her Majeſty, which was after- 
wards printed. The Commons re- 
ſolved, December the 18th, that a 
Bill be brought in to appoint Con- 
voys and Cruiſers for ſecuring the 
Trade of the Kingdom, which paſſed 
both Houſes, and received the Royal 
Aſſent. The Purport whereof was, 
That 44 Ships of War ſhall be em- 
ployed as Cruiſers, which ſhall be 
careened three times a Year, and 
the Seamen ſhall not be turned over 
to other Ships. Such Cruiſers ſhall 
be Convoys to Merchants-Ships as 
far as Cape Finiſterre. An Account 
ſhall be kept and laid before the 
Parliament annually at what time 
any of thoſe Cruiſers come into 


Port, how long . they tarry there, 


and when depart. All Ships taken 


from the Enemy during this War, 


and condemned as Prize, ſhall be 
the Property of the Commander, 
Officers, and Seamen, thatſhall take 
ſuch Prize. The Queen ſhall give 
a Bounty to all ſuch Captors of 5.

Other notable Tranſactions of 
this Seſſion were the Addreſs of 
both Houſes to the Queen on the 
23d of December : And the Exami- 
nation of the Affair of Gregg. 

On the 22d of December the Lords 
communicated to the Commons an 
Addreſs to her Majeſty, humbly of- 
fering it as their Opinion, © That 
no Peace can be honourable or 
* ſafe for her Majeſty, or her Al- 
« lies, if Spain, the Weſt- Indies, or 
« any part of the Span; Monar- 
© chy be ſuffered to remain under 
« the Power of the Houſe of Bour- 
% bon.” Wherein the Commons 
concurred, and both Houſes waited 
upon the Queen with it. To which 
her Majeſty anſwered, © My Lords 
* and Gentlemen, I am fully of 
* your Opinion, that no Peace can 
* be Honourable or Safe for Us or 
* our Allies, till the entire Monar- 
* chy of Spain be reſtored to the 
* Houſe of Auſtria, &c. 

The Affair of Gregg was petu- 
lantly extended, and made more of 
than it merited. 'This Man was a 
Clerk in Mr. Secretary Harley's Of- 
hce, and carried on Criminal 
Correſpondence with the Enemy. 
It was diſcovered by the Poſt-Ma- 
ſer of Bruſſels, and Gregg was ta- 
ken into Cuſtody on the laſt Day of 
December. The Houſe of Lords ſuſ- 
pecting he might have Correſpon- 
cents and Aſſoclates in England, ap- 
pointed a Committee to examine 
him in Newgate, but nothing ap- 
peared further than what J have ſaid. 
The Man was tryed, pleaded guil- 
ty, and condemned for High Trea- 
lon on the 19th of Jauuary, and 
executed ſoon after, confeſſing his 
own Guilt, bat acquitted every Bo- 
Cy as Acceſſaries with him.

Accord- 
ingly a Fleet of Men of War and 
Tranſports were expeditiouſly fitted 
out at Dunkirk, and 10,000 Forces, 
with many Officers, much Ammu— 
nition, Artillery, and Arms, put 
on Board. Major General Cadogan, 
who was her Majelty's Envoy in 
Holland, ſoon gave Advice of the 
Preparations, and then went to 
Bruſſels, and ſo concerted Matters 
with Monſieur 4˙ Auverquergue, that 
10 Battalions of the Eagliſb Forces 
in Flanders were immediately drawn 
down to the Coaſt ready to be ſhip- 
ped. The Admiralty here at the 
{ame time applied ſuch Diligence in 
fitting out a Fleet, that 23 Sail of 
Men of War under Sir George Byng 
and the Lord Dur/ely appeared be- 
fore Dunkirk on the 27th of Febru- 
ary, O. S. when the Enemy were 
promiſing themſelves we could have 
no Fleet abroad. The Pretender

Monſieur Fourbin write back to 
Court for freſh Orders. And to 
colour the Delay of Proceeding,

ting thither till the 23d, N. S. that 
is, the 12th of March our Style, 
'There are two Accounts of theirs 
extant, one a Letter from Marſhal 
Matignon to Monſieur CHamil lar 
the other from an J7ri/» Officer on 
board. The former ſays they did 
not go into the Fryth, but ſpying 
our Fleet ſtood off immediately, 
the other ſays they had juſt got 
into the Fryyth when the Engl 
Fleet came to the Mouth of it, and 
giving the Signal for anchoring, 
Fourbin, who underſtood it, imme. 
diately gave Orders to every Ship to 
ſlink out ſingly in the Night. 4; 
ſoon as the Day appeared our Fleet 
diſcover'd and gave them Chak, 
but they outſail'd us, fo that excent 
the Saliſbury, a Man of War for 
merly taken from us, they all e. 
ſcaped. They roved about, with 
intention to land at Inwerne/s, but 
having no Pilots, and the Wind 
not permitting a Frigate, which they 
ſent, for ſome to get aſhore 
they ſtood off, and by diſperſug 
themſelves in that wide Sea, and in 
hazy Weather, made a ſhift to get 
back to Dunkirk, but in very lor 
plight. 

There were taken Priſoners 0 
board the Saliſbury, the Lord Gif 
fin, the Lord Clermont, and M. 
Middleton. A Lieutenant Genen, 
his Aid de Camp, a Colonel, : 
Lieutenant-Colonels, 5 Captains, ant 
2 Lieutenants, French Officers, 1; 
1ri/5 Officers, 5 Companies of Frei 
Foot Soldiers, 250 Seamen, and al 
the Officers of the Ship.

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threatening Danger. And yet ſuch 
was the impertinent Diſpiritedneſs 
of the Publick at this Time, that 
during the ſhort Time the Fright la- 
ſed, and even after the Danger was 
over, there was ſuch raking and 
taring to get Money in, that the 
publick Credit ſunk extreamly, and 


the Bank of England was hard be- 


ſet. But that Body being duly ſu- 
ſtain'd by the Queen, and the Dire- 
ctors calling in 20 per Cent. from 
their Partners, ſtemm'd the Impetu- 
ofity of the preſent Tide, and ſoon 
abated the Demand upon them. 

The Parliament fat all this while, 
and by Addreſſes to her Majeſty, 
gave the Publick Aſſurance, that they 
would exert themſelves in defeating 
this bold Attempt of the Enemy. 
They paſſed a Bill alſo, to empow- 
er her Majefty to impriſon ſuch Per- 
ſans, as ſhe had Cauſe to ſuſpect 
were conſpiring againſt her Perſon 
or Government. In fine, the Dan- 
ger of the Invaſion being over, and 
the Bills all ready that were intend- 
ed to be paſſed this Seſſion, Her 
Majeſty came to the Houſe on the 
1ſt of April, and gave the Royal Aſ- 
ſent to the Bills, made a moſt graci- 
Gus Speech, and then the Parliament 
was prorogued. 

On the 15th of April her Maje- 
ſy iſſued a Proclamation for dif- 
ſolving the Parliament; and ſoon 


after another Proclamation for call- 


ing a New one, on the 8th of 7r/y. 
The Lord Grifin was committed to 
the Toxwer, and on the 15th of May 
was brought to the Queen's Bench- 
Bar, and, upon the former Outlaw- 
ry againſt him, received Sentence of 
Death. But her Majeſty was pleaſed 
to grant him a Reprieve for a 
Month, which was renewed from 
Time to Time till he died in the 
Tower, On the 2d of April her 
Majeſty nominated Dr. Fleetxvood to

Year was exceeding honourable, 
The Victory at Oudenard, and the 
taking of Lie, were Conqueſts of 
ineſtimable Value. The Emperor, 
concurring with the Queen and the 
States, was of Opinion, that a briſk 
Effort in Flanders would moſt ſen- 
ſibly affect the Enemy. He ſent 
therefore Prince Eurere of dave, his 
Preſident of the Council of War, 
and the General he moſt relied on, 
to the Hine, to concert with the 
Duke of Mr bor ugh and the States, 
the Operations of the next Cam- 
paign. The Duke arriv'd at the 
Hague, April! the 8th, N. S. where 
he found the Prince juſt arriv'd. 
They enter'd immediately into the 
ſtricteſt Amity ;z and after having 
held Conferences with the States De- 
puties, they went together to the 
Court of Hanover. They arrived 
there the 26th of Apri/, had Audi- 
ence of his Electoral Highneſs, and 
after divers Conferences, wherein all 
Things were adjuſted for the mili- 
tary Actions, Prince Eugene went 
to Leripzick, and from thence to 
Jie na, and the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough came to the Hague, where he 
arriv'd the zd of May. It muſt be 
noted, that the Elector of Hanover 
was now Commander in Chief of 
the Army of the Empire, and the 
Scheme for this Year's Service took 
a large Part of the German Army 
from the Rhine, to act under Prince 
Eugene. Which his Electoral High- 
nels, for the Good of the common 
Cauſe, gave way to, altho' it left 
him incapable of making any nota- 
ble Effort againſt the Enemy. 
About the latter End of May the 


Army was form'd, and conſiſted of 


18 Squadrons, and 112 Battali- 
ons. The French Army alſo took 
the Field about the tame Time, 
the Duke of Burgundy being Com- 
mander in Chief, and Ace Fea the 
Duke of Yerds/me ; the Duke of 

Ii 3 Berry 
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Berry alſo and the Pretender were 
in the Army, which was ſuperior 
in Number to the Confederates, as 
being 197 Squadrons, and 1 24 Bat- 
talions. Several Marches and 
Counter Marches paſſed, and there 
were daily Expectations of a Battle. 
The Confederates expected large re- 
inforcements from the Rhine, which 
were to be conducted into the Ne- 
therlands by Prince Eugene, and 
therefore lay the more quietly in 
their Camp expecting them; which 
the French being apprized of, ven- 
tured to detach off a large Number 
of their Troops on the 5th of Jucy, 
who advanced towards Ghent. The 
Eleftor of Bawaria, by his pro- 
fuſe Way of Living while Gover- 
nor of the Netherlands, had ingra- 
tiated himſelf ſo much with that 
People, as to be able to keep Cor- 
reſpondence with this Town, Bruges, 
ps Antwerp, and diſpoſed the In- 
habitants to betray them to the 
French. Ghent therefore was ſur- 
render'd as ſoon as the French came 
before it, as was likewiſe Bruges 
the next Day. 'The whole French 
Army decamped at the ſame time, 
and on the gth inveſted Oudenarde. 
The Confederate Army made along 
March after them the 6th, and be- 
ing join'd by Prince Eugene with 
3 of his Forces, they threw in a 
einforcement into Oudenarde, and 
marched the 1oth to the Camp of 
Leffine:, which the French endea- 
voured to have poſſeſſed. The E- 
nemy quitted Oudenarde, and paſſed 


the Schelde, and the Duke of Marl. 


borough and the Prince reſolving to 

ive them Battle, paſſed it alſo. 

hich produced, on the 11th of 
Jh, the Battle of Oudenarde. The 
Action began at 3 in the Afternoon, 
but could not be called a general 
Engagement till towards 7, when 
the Battle became very furious 
on both ſides; the French retired 
continually, but freſh Troops com- 


ing up, they maintain'd a Fight 
for ſome time; but the Superic 
Courage of the Confederates, and 
the Bravery and Activity of the D. 
of Marlborough and Prince Eugene 
put them to the Rout, and an en. 
tire Victory was gain'd. The 
French drew off in the Night, and 
made a tolerable good Retreat to- 
wards Ghent, having loſt above 
10, ooo Men, either kill'd or taken; 
for 700 Officers, and 7,000 privat 
Soldiers, beſides 24 Standards, 25 
Colours, and 5 pair of Kettle Drum 
were taken by the Confederates, 
While on the contrary, the Loſs on 
the Confederate fide amounted to ng 
more than 824 kill'd, and 2,146 
wounded. And at the ſame time 
abundance of Germans, Sauitæ, and 
Sawvoyards deſerted the Enemy, and 
took Service with the Allies. 

The reſt of the German Rein- 
forcements join'd the Army a few 
Days after, and then the Siege of 
LIS LIE was reſolv'd on. The 
Artillery and Ammunition nece 
for the Siege was ſent for, and in 
the mean time the Army broke 
thro' the Enemies Lines. 

When the German Troops mov'd 
from the Rhine, the Duke of Her- 
wick, who commanded the French 
Army on that fide, marched with 
his Troops to Flanders alſo. Prince 
Eugene obſerv'd theſe, while the 
Duke of Marlborough invaded the E. 
nemies Country, and ourArmy lived 
at Diſcretion there, the French lying 
ſtill entrench'd under the Cannon 
of Ghent. Auguſt the 13th Life was 
inveſted. | 

This City was the Capital of 
French Flanders, a Place of that O- 
pulency, Wealth, and Politenefs, 
that it was called Petit Paris, Litil 
Paris. Aud perhaps no City in all 
the French Dominions except the 
Capital exceeded it.

This General bein 
met by the French at a Place call 
Wynendale, in a Paſs between two 
Woods, diſpoſed his Battalions ſo 
judiciouſly, and his Men fought ſo 
bravely, that with 6,000 Men he 
# maintain'd a Fight of 2 Hours a- 
gainſt 24,000, with 40 Pieces of 
Cannon, and in the end made them 


Retreat in great Confuſion. The 


Convoy in the mean time paſſed un- 
diſturb'd another Way, and arrived 
ſafe in the Camp. The Loſs in this 
Action was 10 Officers and 111 Sol- 
diers kill'd, and 62 Officers and 
680 Soldiers wounded. The Arrival 
of this Convoy enabled them to 
continue the Siege of Life, which 
otherwiſe muſt very probabably have 
been raiſed.

the 24th ; on the zoth they capitu- 
lated, and on the 2d of January the 
Garriſon marched out.

The Effect of it, 
bleſſed be God, was not deſtructive 
in England, but in France it made 
ſad Havock, deſtroyed their Vine- 
yards, killed their Corn, tore the 
Trees, and ruined the Fruit. Which 
added to the bad Harveſt for ſome 
Vears paſt, left the whole Country 
in a ſtarving State. At the ſame 
time the King's Revenues being ex- 
hauſted by the War, and all the 
Funds inſufficient to enable him to 
pay the Intereſt of what he borrow- 
ed, the Banquiers who remitted his 
Foreign Payments, were forced to 
make a ſtop; and particular Perſons 
who had Money in the Hands of 
Mr. Bernard, the Principal of them, 
loſt near a Million Sterling. Theſe 
Calamities, together with the great 
Loſſes ſuſtained laſt Year, and al- 
moſt every Year of the War, made 
the French Monarch turn his

On the 21ſt of September Mons 
was inveſted ; on the 2oth of Ofoaber 
it capitulated, and on the 23d the 
Contederates took Poſſeſſion of it. 
The Seaſon being now far advanced, 
and the Army much fatigued, the 
Generals were willing to give them 
Eaſe, and therefore finiſn'ꝗ the Cam- 
paign, and the Army marched into 
Quarters. 

Nothing was done on the Rhine 
this Campaign. The Duke of Hano- 
ver, who commanded, laid a Scheme 
of Action, that with Succeſs had 
been of great Moment. Count Mercy 
was detach'd with a Body of Troops 
to march round thro” the Skirts of 
Swifſerlard into Alſace, and attack 
the French on the back, but it miſ- 
carried; Mercy got thither, but ven- 
tured to fight too ſoon, and was 
beaten. 

The Duke of Savoy had ſome De- 
mands upon the Imperial Court, 
whic he thougnt were too long de- 
layed, and therefore reſ1/ed to take 
tie Field till he was ſatisfied: Her 
Majeſty and the States by their Am- 
baſſadors at Vienna ſollcitet his 
Cauſe, and obtained ſuch an Anſwer 
as paciiod him. This retarded the 
opening the Campaign on that tide 
till the beginning of Fly.

For 
CountStaremberg paſſed the Segra on 
the 27th of Auguſt, and took Bala- 
guer with goo Men in it Priſoners 
of War. Guneral Stanhope having 
formed a Deſign to ſurprize Cadiz, 
put himſelf on board the Fleet com- 
manded by Sir George Byng at Port 
Mahon with ſome Forces, and failed 
to Gibraltar, where he expected to 
have met the Forces ſent from Eng- 
land on board the Rear-Admiral 
Baker ; but the contrary Winds de- 
tained the Fleet ſo long that the At- 
tempt was then impracticable. 

This Summer a large Number of

Day the 'Town capitulated, and our 
Forces took Poſſeſſion of it Septem- 
ber the 1ſt. The Siege of Aire, next 
the Capital, the principal Town of 
Artois, was next undertaken ; and. 
becauſe St. Venant lay betwixt Be- 
thune and that Town, it was thought 
proper to take that alſo. Accord- 
ingly the Siege was carried on at the 
ſame Time, and in 14 Days it ſur- 
rendered. The Siege of Aire laſted 
longer, partly by Reaſon of the 
good Defence, and partly by Reaſon 
of the frequent Rains which much 
interrupted the Progreſs of the Be- 
ſiegers; ſo that it was OZ#ober the 
29th before it was ſurrendered. 
Which finiſhed another very happy 
Campaign in Flanders. 

In Spain the Confederates were 
very ſucceſsful this Campaign. King 
Charles arrived in the Camp near 
Belaguer, (a Town ſeated on the 
River Gegra towards the Frontiers 
of Aragon, which was taken the 
laſt Campaign) June 7. But the 
Enemy's Army, commanded by 
King Philip, being much ſupertor 
in Force to that of the Confederates, 
he was obliged to caſt up Intrench- 
ments to hinder their attacking him, 
as they attempted to do on the 12th 
and the 13th. Bat the Strength of 
his Camp diverting that Inteiition, 
they contented themſelves with ex- 
tending their Quarters, and levying 
Contributions in Catalonia. No no- 
table Action happen'd till the latter 
End of July, when the expected 
Reinforcements being arrived in the 
Confederate Camp, it was reſolv- 
ed to incet the Enemy who were 
marching towards them. This pro- 
duced tg Battle of Almenara, 

K k which 
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July. The Action began not till Se- 


Wen in the Evening, for the Ground 


was incommodious, and too much 
{treightned the Front of the Army ; 
which made the Confederates ap- 
prehend, that as the Enemy had 
forbore all Day, if they were not 


now ſet upon, they would in the 


Night-time draw off. Wherefore 
the Horſe advanced, and puſhed the 
Enemy with ſuch Warmth, that their 
whole Cavalry was ſoon routed. 
The Foot advanced with Bravery, 
and purſued them for two Hours ; 
but the Darkneſs hindered their con- 
tinuing it. The Enemies Foot had 
little or no Share in the Action, but 
mingling with the Horſe, retreated 
in great Confuſion. On the Con- 
federate Side about 400 Men were 
loſt, whereof of the Erg/iþ 73 
wounded, and 113 killed of private 
Soldiers, beſides the Earl of Roch- 
ford, Count Nafſeu, and five other 
Officers killed, and Lieutenant-Go- 
nerals Stanhope and Carpenter, and 
13 other Officers wounded. On the 
Enemies Sides there were not leſs 
than 1,509 killed and wounded; and 
ſome conſiderable Officers taken Pri- 
ſoners. Mr. Stanhope ſignalized him- 
ſelf ſo much by Bravery in this Ac- 
tion, that King Charles. gave him 
Thanks in a very particular Manner, 
as he did alſo to Mr. Carpenter, who 
ſeconded Stanhope in all the Action. 

This Victory gave King Charles 
Entrance into Arragon, where he 
advanced in large Paces after the 
Enemy. A Skirmiſh happened near 
Penalva on the 15th of Auguſt, 
wherein many Men were killed and 
taken, and both Sides claimed the 
Victory. But 'tis certain the Spa- 
niards retired from Penalva with 
ſuch Haſte, that King Charles, who 
marched thither the Eine Day, eat 
the Dinner which was provided for 
his Competitor. The Enemy con- 
tinued their Retreat till they came 


within a Quarter of a League of be. 
ragaſſa, where they were attacked 
and defeated by King Charles on the fl 
zoth of Auguſt. q 

The Enemies Army conſiſted of : 
50 Battalions, and 60 Squadrons thi 
which was a ſuperior Force to that 
of the Confederates: But the Bra. ſec 
very of theſe made Amends for the 
Dete& in Number.

-nd the Advice was followed : Al- 
tho' King Charles with more Pene- 
tration kinted at the Importance of 
ſecuring Navarre, thereby to ſhut 
out the French, and the Difficulty 
that might happen in ſubſiſting the 
Army in Ca/tile, where Proviſions 
are ſcarce. The Army advanced, 
and General Stan hope took Poſſeſ- 
fion of Madrid, September 21. where 
the King alſo made his Entry the 
23th of the ſame Month; and ſoon 
after ſent a ſtrong Detachement to 
Toledo. 

The Duke of Yendo/me arrived 
in the Enemies Army about the lat- 
ter End of September. Aud King 
Philip put himſelf at the Head of it 
October the 3d. They apprehended 
that the Confederates expected to 
be joined by the Portuguexe, and 
therefore thought it adviſeable to 
march that Way; accordingly on 
the oth of October they encamped 
near Salamanca, and ſent Detach- 
ments forward to ſecure the Brigde 
of Almarez. 

King Charles ſent to the Court of 
Portugal to deſire their Army might 
march towards the Frontiers of Ca- 
file, to maintain a Correſpondence ; 
and General Stanhope, by the Queen's 
Miniſter at Li Ben, preſſed the ſame 
with great Earneſtneſs; and that Ge- 
neral marched to Almarez with 4,000 
Horſe to meet the Po:tugueze, but 
all to no Purpoſe. The Portugueze 
Army had been employed in ſmall 
dieges in the latter Campaign, and 
the Weather having proved v 
wet, the Marches were made ift. 
cult; and the Cavalry were all in 
very bad State. This ſerved for a 

eaſon to that Court to refuſe the 
Overture ; and moreover, when Ge- 
neral Stan hope and the Dutch Gene- 
tal urged that the Exgliſs and the 
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Dutch Forces might at leaſt be al- 
lowed to come to them, it was de- 
nied. And finally, all Hopes of Re- 
inforcement that Way being extin- 
guiſned, and King Philip's Forces 
approaching, General Stanhope left 
his Poſt at Almarex, and joined the 
Confederate Army. 

By this Time the Enemy had in a 
great Meaſure recovered themſelves, 
the Marquiſs de Bay had marched 
a good Body of Horſe from E/tre- 
mandura, and Troops were marching 
from all Parts of France to Philip's 
Aſſiſtance : Which added to the Diſ- 
appointment of the Portugueze, fo 
changed the Face of Affairs on the 
ContederateSide, that this Campaign, 
which had been ſo fortunate, pro- 
duced a Winter which ſunk King 
Charles's Power in Spain lower than 
he had known it ſince he firſt came 
there. The Uncertainty of being a- 
ble to keep the Correſpondence with 
Valencia open, rendered it neceſſary 
for the King to retire in time, which 
he accordingly did on the 11th of 
November, and arrived December the 
15th at Barcelona. 

The Army at the ſame time found 
it impracticable to ſubſiſt in Caſiile, 
and therefore endeavoured to re- 
treat, and, the better to effect it, 
took different Routes in Parties. 
General 33 with the Exglißb 
Forces paſling by Brihuega, a ſmall 
Town in the Way to Arragon, halt- 
ed there the 8th of December, and 
was the next Day overtaken by the 
Enemy, who by long marches fol- 
lowed cloſe upon the Heels of the 
Army, and by their Power and In- 
tereſt in the Country, hindered any 
Advice to be given of their Ap- 
proach. In this Place he was ſur- 
rounded by the Enemy, and altho'

| ons, and 80 Squadrons ; and Count 

Staremberg with 27 Battalions, and 

29 Squadrons, was fought on the 

10th of December, from Three in the 

| Afternoon till Night, with great Ob- 

| ſtinacy and much Bloodſhed ; 6,000 
= of the Enemy were killed, their Can- 
non was taken and played againſt 
them, and the Imperialiſts kept the 
Field; but underſtanding that the 
Engliſh in Bribuega were made Pri- 
ſoners of War, and the Army want- 
ing Proviſion, they marched towards 
Arragon the 11th, leaving the Ene- 
my's Cannon for want of Horſes to 
carry it off. The Enemy diſturbed 
them not in their Retreat, and there- 
fore were undoubtedly very much 
weakened in the Battle. Count Sta- 
remberg withdrew all the Garriſons 
out of Arragon, and arrived in the 
Beginning of February at Barcelona 
with 11,000 Men. Gironne, which 
was beſieged the Middle of Decem- 
ber, was ſurrendered to the French 
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January the 31ſt. And Balaguer was 
abandoned February the 23d. This 
unhappy End had that Campaign 
which began ſo gloriouſly. 

The Confederate Fleet in the 
Mediterranean, commanded by Sir 
John Norris and Admiral Somers. 
dyke, were active in the Service of 
tne Common Cauſe. They convoyed 
the Troops and Recruits that were 
ſent from Italy to Spain; and about 
the Middle of June, underſtanding 
that the Duke of Jui, was ſailed 
to invade Sardinia, taking ſome 
Land Forces on Board, the Admi- 
rals ſailed thither, and arrived Jun 
the 16th ;-and underſtanding that the 
Count de Caſtillo lay on Shore with 
the Forces he had newly landed, they 
landed their Men, and marched di. 
rectly to the Enemy, and ſo encom- 
paſſed them, that they were forced 
to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners. 
So that 250 Soldiers and 60 Oft- 
cers were taken, From thence they 
ſailed in queſt of the Duke of Tur- 
is, with his Gallies. But altho' 
they could not overtake him, they 
took 8 large Barks laden with 500 
Soldiers, with the greateſt Part of 
his Artillery, Ammunition, andPro- 
viſion. 

In July they went upon an Ex. 
pedition, which had been betore 
concerted, upon the Coalt of Lan- 

uedoc. 

One Monſieur de Seiſſan, who had 
been a Major-General in the French 
King's Service, but happening to be 
taken Priſoner at Tournay in theYeat 
1709, was neglected by that Court, 
and left to ſhitt: He made Overtures 
of ſerving the Confederates, andin 
the Courie of Negociation, under- 
took to ailiſt in landing a Force to 
invade Languedoc, where the Neigh- 
bourhood of the Camiſars (that 15, 
the Cevennois) gave him hope of 
Succeſs. Moniteur de Seiſſun was of 
that Country, and the Eſtate of his 


Family lay near Port Cette; fo that 
5 Place 
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place was pitch'd upon for the In- 
vaſion. Accordinly Forces being 
embark'd, they arrived on the 24th 
of July, and landed 700 Men with- 
out Oppoſition, made themſelves 
Maſters of the Town and Mole the 
next Day, and marched to Agde, 
which they took likewiſe. But the 
Duke de Roguelaure, who command- 
ed in thoſe Parts, march'd with 400 
Dragoons and 2,000 Militia againſt 
them.

The Common People took up an 
Opinion, that the Trial of Dr. Sache- 
wverell was a viſible Proof that the 
Church was in Danger, and there- 
fore as in London they aſſembled in 
Crowds oa the 1ſt of March at 
Night, and pulled down ſome Diſ- 
ſenting Meeting-Houſes ; fo all the 
Kingdom over they expreſſed their 
Rage againſt Diſſenters.

On the 19th of October the Duke 
of Ormond was made Lord Lieute- 
nant of Jre/and ; and Sir Simon Har- 
court Lord Keeper of the Great Seal. 

Her Majeſty having nominated 
Dr. Robinſon, Dean of Windſor, to 
ſucceed Dr. Hall deceaſed, in the 
Biſhoprick of Br:/?o/ ; and Dr. Bij5 
to ſucceed Dr Bulli deceaſed, in the 
Biſhoprick of St. Dawids, thoſe two 
Lords were confecrated Nowember 
the 19th. 

The Elections were carried on 
with great Warmth every where, 
but the High Church Party gene- 
rally prevailed ; and very many Gen- 
tlemen of great Intereſt in the Coun- 
try, loſt their Elections by being 
eſteemed Whigs.

His Grace expect- 
ed there the reſt of the 'I'roops which 
were to form his Army, and the Ar- 
rival of Prince Eugene of Savoy; 
who had been detained at Vienna, 
and in the Empire, by reaſon of the 
Death of the Emperor Jo/zph, who 
departed this Life the 17th of April, 
N. S. This diſmal and unexpected 
Accident obliged the Prince of Sa- 
day to ſtay ſome Days about Franck- 
fort, to concert with the Elector of 
Mentz, the neceſſary Meaſures for 
the Security of the Empire, and 
view the Lines and other Poſts. 
His Highneis having given ſuch Di- 
rections as he thought convenient, 
proceeded to the Court of the E- 
lector of Palatine, to regulate ſeve- 
ral Matters with that Prince (who 
as one of the Vicars of the Empire, 
was to have the chief Adminittra- 
tion thereof during the Interreg- 
num) and arrived at the Hague the 
5th of May, where he was obliged 
to continue for ſome time, ſo that 
he did not join the Duke of Mar- 
borough till the 21k of the ſame 
Month. Thoſe Princes reſolved to 
continue in the Camp as long as 
poſſible, in hopes that the Scarcity 
of Forage would oblige the Enemy 
to decamp; for after the ſeveral 
Attempts that were made at the 
Poit of Arleux, which was taken 
and retaken, there was no Likeli- 
hood of forcing their Lines. 

Mean time the French hoping that 
the Elector of Bavaria had many

from the Camp afore-mentioned, 
the 14th of June, and repaſſed 
the Scarpe, Prince Eugene taking 
his Way towards Tournay, and the 
Duke of Mar{borough marching to- 
wards the Plain of Lens, in Sight 
of the French, who did not offer 
to inſult his Rear. His Grace 
continuted there till the 2oth of 
July, when he advanced towards 
Aire, to make the Enemy believe, 
that he deſigned to beſiege St. O- 
mers, or attack their Lines on that 
Side.

Great-Britain and the States, reject- 
ed theſe Offers, declaring their In- 
tention to ele&t King Charles for 
Emperor, and without any Regard 
to the Requeſt and Proteſtations of 
the late Electors of Cologn and Ba- 
varia, tho' ſupported by the French 
and the Pope, unanimouſly elected 
on the 12th of October his Catho- 
lick Majeſty Emperor of the Ro- 
mans, by the Name of Charles VI. 
That Prince having given the ne— 
ceſſary Directions for the Regency 
of Catalonia, which he left to his 
Queen, imbarked on board the 
Confederate Fleet the 27th of Sep- 
tember, arrived at Vado the 5th of 
October, landed the 12th at Genoa, 
ſet out from thence the ſame Day, 
had the 13th an Interview at La 
Cawa with the Duke of Savoy, and 
arrived at Milan the fame Day. His 
Majeſty received there the News of 
his Election, was complimented by 
Cardinal Imperiali, Legate a Latere, 
was acknowledged by the Repub- 
licks of Feunice, Genoa, and Lucca 
for King ct Spain, afterwards ſet 
out for the Empire, made his Pub- 
lick Entry into Franchfort the 19th of 
December, and was crowned Emperor 
the 22d in that City in great So— 
lemnity. 

As ſoon as the Election of that 
Prince was over, Prince Eugene ſent 
the Imperial Forces, and thoſe of 


the Empire into Winter-Quarters, |

make new Inſtances for an Accom- 
modation; and her Majeſty's Inter- 
poſition proved ſo effectual, that 
ſome few Days before the late Em- 
peror was taken ill, he granted to 
the Poſſeſſion of 
the Fiefs in the Montferrat, with all 
the Rights and Privileges that were 
enjoyed by the former Dukes of 
that Country, and would have 
doubtleſs given a full Satisfaction 
to that Prince on his other Preten- 
ſions, had not his Death prevented 
the ſame. His Royal Highneſs, be- 
ing ſatisfied therewith, took the

and alarmed the French Frontiers, 
he was obliged to repaſs the Alps,

King out from the Topmaſt- head

Men that were wrecked, about 120 
ſaved themſelves, by ſwimming to 
the Lee Shore. 'The next Morn- 


ing, the Wind, ſpringing up from 


that Shore, carried the Fleet out of 
Danger from among the Rocks : 
and the Sloops and Boats were 
ſent, which brought off the ſaid 120 
Men. Afterwards a Council of 
War being held, 'twas judged pro- 
per for the Fleet to make the belt of 
their Way home to Erno/and, and 
Colonel Clayton was diipatched be- 
fore in the Leopard. 

The Loſs was conſiderable, for 
730 Perſons were drowned, among 
whom were divers Officers. The 
reſt of the Fleet arrived ſafe at Poi: 
mouth in due Time. But the Edgar 
of 70 Guns, which was one of 
them, had the Misfortune to blow 
up by Accident at Spithead, October 
the 15th, 

Colonel Nichol/on ſet out Auorn/? 
28th by Land towards Caradea, 
with a good Force to act in Con- 
junction with the Expedition, but 
he had no Notice of the Misfortune, 
and ſo returned to New- Erg/and. 

About the Beginning of June 
this Vear a Warrant was ſign'd 
directing a Patent to be paſſed the 
Great Seal for creating the Duke of 
Hamilton a Baron and Duke of 
Great Britain, which (altho' a Ca- 
veat was entered againſt it) paſſed the 
Seal accordingly: But when he 
came to take his Place in that 
Quality in the next Parliament, it 
was ſtrenuouſly oppoſed, as letting 
the Crown into a Power of callin 
to Parliament a greater Number of 
Scotch Peers than was allowed by 
the Union. This Matter was de- 

bated 
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bated Three ſeveral Days, and in 
the end a Vote paſſed, 'That Scorch 
Peers created Peers of Great Britain 
ſince the Union could not have a 
Right to ſit in Parliament. 

We have already ſaid, that at the 
latter End of the Campaign a Ne- 
gotiation for Peace with France 
was ſet on Foot. The Prelimina- 
ries or Propoſitions given in by 
France, and by her Majeſty com- 
municated to the Miniſters of the 
Allies, were, | 

I. That the French King will ac- 
knowledge the Queen of Great-Bri- 
tain in that Quality, as alſo the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Crown according to 
the preſent Settlement. 

IT. That he will freely and Bona 


fide conſent to the taking of all juſt 


and reaſonable Meaſures for hinder- 
ing that the Crown of France and 
Spain may never be united on the 

ead of the ſame Prince, his Ma- 
jeſty being perſuaded that this Ex- 


ceſs of Power would be contrary to 


the Good and Quiet of Europe. 

III. That the King's Intention is, 
That all the Parties engaged in the 
preſent War, without excepting any 
of them, may find their Reaſonable 
Satisfaction in the Treaty of Peace 
which ſhall be made: That Com- 
merce may be Re-eſtabliſhed and 
maintained for the future, to the 
Advantage of Great Britain, of Hol- 
land, and of the other Nations, who 
have been accuſtomed to exerciſe 
Commerce. 

IV. As the King will likewiſe 
maintain exactly the Obſervation of 
the Peace when it ſhall be conclud- 
ed; and the Object his Majeſty pro- 
poſes to himſelf, being to ſecure the 
Frontiers of his Kingdom, without 
diſturbing in any manner whatever, 
the Neighbouring States, he pro- 


miſes to agree by the Treaty which

Provided always, 
that their Ships ſhall come back 
from the South Sea the ſame Way, 
without ſailing to the Faſf-Indies, 
or departing above 300 Leagues 
from the Coaſt of America.

Eugene, aroſe to near Treble. Thus, 
in 1708, before Prince Eugene or 
any of the German Reinforcements 
arrived, the Line of Battle, upon 
the Review in the beginning of 
May, appeared to conſiſt of 112 
Battalions, and 180 Squadrons. In 
1709 the Army encamped between 
Courtray and Menin, were 110,000 
Men, while the Prince of Hehe at 
the ſame time commanded a ſepa- 
rate Army on the Fronties of Har- 
nault. In the laſt Campaigns the 
Army had been ſtill more itrong ; 
inſomuch that upon the Review in 
May laſt there were 94 Battalions 
and 159 Squadrons, under the Duke 


of Marthorough, and 48 Battalions, 


and 110 Squadrons, under Prince 
Eugene, till that Prince was called 
to Germany, and carried with him 
the Imperialiſts. It was alſo affirm- 
ed that the Dutch Regiments were 
always duly recruited, and the 
Complement of them kept up in 
the ſtricteſt Manner. 

Again, it was faid, That Eng- 
land bore all the Charge of the 
War, and that Holland paid but a 
ſmall Proportion of it. To which 
it was anſwered, That the United 
Netherlands, although it be a Coun- 
try, which for Extent of Ground, 
Number of Inhabitants, Stock on 
Land, or Sum in Wealth, cannot 
be computed to be above equal to 
a fourth Part of Great-Britain, yet it 
paid near upon, if not quite, as 
much to the Charge of the War as 
Britain. For that State paid an- 
nually to the War 48,167,208 Guil- 
ders, which reckoned at Ten Guil- 
ders to a Pound Sterling (the Rate 
they then bare) amounted to 4,816, 
720. beſides which they gave all 
the Revenue ariſing to the States 
out of Dutch Brabant, Dutch Flan- 
ders, the new Conqueſts, and by 
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the Imperial Troops under Prince. 
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A. D. Contributions, to the ſame Service.

And yet they incurred exceſſive 
great Debts, which will require 
very many Years to diſcharge. 
Now to compare this with the 
Charge we had been at, it muſt 
be remembered that in the firit 
Years of the War, but 3 Millions, 
or at moſt 4 Millions, and after- 
wards not much above 5 Millions 


per Annum, had been granted to 


the War. For altho' the whole 
Grants in the two laſt Years a- 
mounted to above Six, yet Guards, 
Garriſons, and Invalids, Intereſt 
upon Debentures, circulating Ex- 
chequer Bills, and other Utes, which 
were not part of the War, made 
above 700,000 /. of the Money. 
And as this was part of every Year's 
Grants, it reduces the Proviſions for 
the War to but little above 4 Milli- 
ons and half per Arnum, one Year 
with another, the Debts incurred 
in this War included. It was 
therefore ſaid, that the People of 
Holland paid extreamly more and 
heavier Taxes to the War, than the 
People of England. 

It would be tedious to go on 
with the Complaints and Anſwers 
concerning the reſt of rhe Allies. 
For the Emperor was blamed as 
contributing but little to the War ; 
and yet the Liſt of his Forces, deli- 
vered in to the Allies, ſhewed them 
to be 91,920 Men, which he offered 
to augment and make up above 
100,000, to act in Conjunction with 
the Allies. The King of Portugal 
was blamed, but the Conſideration 
of the vaſt and advantageous Trade 
of Eng/and to that Country, where- 
by a Balance on our fide aroſe of near 
as much as the Span; Trade in time 
of Peace yielded us, being the Effect 
of our Alliance with that King, it was 
urged in his Excuſe.

Accounts in a Letter to them, when 
this Matter firft began. But thoſe 
Gentlemen reported it nevertheleſs 
as an Abuſe, and the Party then 
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they were accordingly introduced . D. 
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A. D. Superior in the Houſe were able to 


carry it againſt him. 


Te Queen thereupon was pleaſed 


to declare in Council on the zoth of 
December, That her Majeſty thought 
fit to diſmiſs the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough from all his Employments. 

Thus was this Great Man, who 
had ſerved his Sovereign and Coun- 
try with an unparallePd Bravery, 
Fidelity, and Honour, who never 
omitted Fighting the Enemy, when 
it was poſſible to do it, or even 
when ever the World could have 
Occaſion to ſay he ought to have 
fought ; who never fought Battle 
where in he was not Victor, and who 
never beſieged Town he did not 
take, even altho* many of thoſe he 
took were eſteemed impregnable; 
and in fine, the Man who was the 
Glory of the Nation, and the Dar- 
ling of all the World, by a Faction 
at Home was thrown into Diſgrace 
with his Sovereign; but with no Di— 
minution of his Honour, in the Minds 
of all true Lovers of their Country 
at Home, and all Great Men abroad, 
even in France not excepted. 

January 1. The Duke of Ormond 
was made Captain of the Firit 
Troop of Guards in place of the 
Duke of Marlborough, and three 
Days after Commander in Chief 
of all her Majelty's Land Forces 
in England; the Duke of Northum- 
berland ſucceeded him in the Second 
Troop of Guards, and the Earl Rz- 
vers was made Captain of the Third 
Troop of Guards, and Maſter of 
the Ordnance. And on the 26th of 
February the Duke of Ormond was 
declared Commander in Chief of all 
her Majeſty's Forces. 

On the 17th of January the Duke 
of Somerſet was removed from his 
Place of Maſter of the Horſe ; but 
his Dutcheſs continued Groom of 
the Stole. 

The Duke of Beaufort was made 
Captain of the Band of Penſioners 


in the Place of the Duke of St. 47. 
bans, and Brigadier Hill, Brother to 
the Lady Maſſam, Lieutenant of the 
Tower in the Room of General Ca- 
dogan. 

The Commiſſioners of publick 
Accounts having formed Exception 
againſt the Contracts for F orage in 
Scotland, made by Nobert Walpole 
Eiqz who was then Secretary at 
War, the Houſe of Commons, af. 
ter long Debate committed him 
to the Tower, and expelled him the 
Houſe. 

On the 24th of January the Re- 
port of the Commiſſioners for Pub. 
lick Accounts, relating to the Duke 
of Marlborough, were taken into 
Conſideration by the Houſe of Com- 
mons, where, after a long Debate, 
it was voted, That the taking 
Money from the Contractors for 
* Bread for the Army in the NM. 
* therlands, was unwarrantable and 
illegal. That the two and half 
per Cent. deducted from the Fo. 
* reign Troops in her Majeſty's 
* Pay, was publick Money, and 
* ought to be accounted for. And 
that theſe Reſolutions be laid be.

* Houſe, which was done accor- 
* dingly on the 26th.

for Peace; and great Boaſts were

The Houſe of Lords in an Ad- 
dreſs to the Queen, deliver'd by the 
whole Houſe the 10th of February, 
repreſented to her Majeſty their juſt 
Indignation at France, by propoſing 
to acknowledge her Majeſty's Title 
no ſooner than when the Peace was 
ſign'd, and expreſſed their utmoſt 
Reſentment at the Terms of Peace 
ofter'd by France. 
This leads us to proceed upon the 
Negotiations of Peace carry'd on at 
Utretcht ; but it is neceſſary firſt to 
ſay, that about the beginning of 
April, Orders were given to the At- 


torney General to proſecute the 


Duke of Mariborough upon the Sub- 
ject of the Deduction out of the 
Bread-Money, and the Two and a 
half per Cent. out of the Pay of the 
Foreign Troops, as aboveſaid; not- 
withſtanding that the ſame Perqui- 
ſites out of the Bread-Money was 
claim'd by and granted to the Duke 
of Ormond ; and that the Houſe of 
Commons had voted, that the Two 
and a Half per Cent, ſhould be ſtill 
dedutted, and even the Foreign 
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A. D. Troops had agreed to continue to 


allow it to the Duke of Ormond. 


His Grace deliver'd in his Anſwer 


to the Accuſation, wherein he ſo 
well ſet forth the Juſtice of his 
Cauſe, that the Attorney General 
was not very fond of proceeding, 
ſo that the Matter lay ſtill; and 
his Grace, conformably to the wiſe 
Conduct he had always obſerv'd, 
choſe to remove from the Eyes of 
the Miniſtry an Object which per- 
petually put them to the Bluſh ; and 
about the End of this Year, aſked 
Leave to go Abroad, which was 
granted, and he remain'd there the 
reſt of this Reign. 

The Conferences for negotiating 
a Peace were open'd at Uzrecht the 
29th of January, on which Day the 
Biſhop of Briſtol, Lord Privy Seal 
and Plenipotentiary of her Britan- 
nick Majeſty, made a Speech, ex- 
preſſing in general Terms the In- 
tention of the Meeting. And was 
followed by the two French Pleni- 
potentiaries, the Marſhal  Huxel!es, 
and the Abbot Polignac, the Earl of 
Straffordand other Miniſters preſent. 
The next Day the Miniſters of the 
Allies met at the T'own-Houſe, and 
agreed to hold Conferences there 
twice a Week. They alſo refolved 
to demand of the French Miniſters a 
Plan or Scheme of what they had to 
propoſe ; which Demand they ac- 
cordingly deliver'd in Writing at 
the next General Conference, held 
the 3d of February. The French re- 
ceived it, and promiſed to give an 
Anſwer ; but wiſhed all the Mini- 
ſters of the Allies were preſent, that 
they might at the ſame time receive 
a Counter-Project from all the Mem- 
bers of the Grand Alliance. The 
Imperial Plenipotentiaries arrived 


the gth of February,and others daily 


came in. So that on the 11th, the 
French deliver'd in their Specifick 


Explanation (as *twas call'd) of the 
er, of France, 


The Confede: 


rate Miniſters were extreamly ſur 
priz'd at thoſe Offers, alledgine 
that if France had gain'd as much 
upon the Confederates, as the Con. 
federates had done upon them, (hey 
could not have made more ext. 
vagant Propoſals. The Viper 
proteſted againſt it: and the $/4;,; 
conceiv'd the utmoſt Indignat'on at 
it: And indeed none but the EF. 
liſb could forbear exprefiing they 


Reſentment. So that the Time wa; 


ſpun out with Delays till the Cam. 
paign begun, 

The Confederate Troops begun 
to take the Field by the Middle of 
April, and on the 22d of that Month, 
Prince Eugene left the Hague, in or. 
der to put himſelf at the Head of 
the Army. And on the 25th the 
Duke of Ormond, who now wa 
Commander in Chief for the Queen 
of Great-Britain, arrived at the 
Hague, and on the zoth went alſo 
to the Army. The Queen wrote z 
favourable Letter to the States, and 
the Earl of Szaffrd in the Conferen- 
ces at Utrecht declar'd on the 18th 
of April, * That her Majeſty de- 
* ſign'd her Troops ſhould act with 
the ſame Vigour againſt France, 
das if there were no Negotiation 
on Foot.” 

On the 22d of December 1711, 
N. S. His Imperial Majeſty Charlie 
VI, was crown'd at Franc fort, with 
all the Solemaity uſual on that Oc- 
caſion. 

The 12th of February, the Dau- 
phineſs, Maria Adelai le, Daughter 
of the Duke of Savoy, died at Fer 
ſailles; and on the 18th her Spouie 
the Dauphin, late Duke of Pu un) 
and Eldeſt Son of the late Dauphin, 
departed this Life alſo. So that the 
Title of Dauphin devolved upon 
his Eldeſt Son the Duke 0 
Bretaign, who died alſo on the St 
of March. The Duke of Avi 
Brother was ſo ill at the {ame time, 


that his Death was alſo — 
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but he recover'd, and now ſuc- 
ceeds his Great Grandfather on the 
Throne. 

France was diligent in her Prepa- 
rations for the Campaign, and to 
that Pupoſe had by the middle of 
February form'd a very large Maga- 
zine at Arras, intending to make 
ule of it in ſome very notable Expe- 
dition, which they intended to at- 
tempt in the beginning of the Spring, 
But the Confederates having Advice 
that their Troops were in Motion, 
the Earl of Alber mar le, with General 
Cadogan, formed a Deſign for burn- 
ing that Magazine, which was ef— 
fected accordingly by ſome Troops 
drawn out of the Garriſons of Tour- 
zay, Liſle, Doway, and Bethune, on 
the iſt and 2d of March, N. S. who 
with the Loſs of only 20 Men kill'd 
or wounded) burnt and deitroy'd 
at leaſt a Million of Ratious. At 
the ſame time the Count de Dona, 
Governor of Mons, adyanc'd with a 
Body of Troops to the Samvre, and 
by ruining ſeveral Bridges and Slut- 
ces on that River, render'd it un- 
navigable and of no Ule to the Ene- 
my to bring Forage for new Maga- 
Zines. 

But to return Home. On the firſt 
of March, Sir Thomas Hanmer re- 
ported to the Houſe of Commons, 
trom the Committee appointed to 
draw up a Repretentation to the 
Queen, that they had drawn it up 
accordingly, And he prelented 1t 
to the Houſe, where it was rea 
and agreed to, and on the 4th pre- 
lented to her Majeſty by the whole 
Houſe. The Subſtance of chis Re- 
preſentation was to ſet forth the 
Expences we had bcen at in the War, 
and to endeavour to ſliew that the 
reſt of the Allies had not contribu- 
ted equally to it. Ihe Length of 
this Piece permits us not to give it 
Place here, and therefore muſt refer

On the laſt Day of the ſame Month A. D.

Conſtable of the Tower of London 


and Lieutenant of the Hamlets. 

On the 21ſt of April, the French 
Refugees preſented au humble Pe- 
tition and Repreſentation to the 
Queen, to induce her Majeſty to 
{ſupport their Intereſt in the preſent 
Negotiation of Peace. To which 
the. Lord Dartmouth (Secretary of 
State) ſent them a very fivourable 
Anſwer ; and becauſe this Repreſen- 
tation inſinuated that her Majeſty's 
Predeceſſors were Guarantees of the 
Ediéts in favour of the Proteſtants 
of France, he defired them to ex- 
plain that Part of it; in Obedience 
whercunto they preſented a long 
Memorial, ſetting forth the ſeveral 
Initances wherein Queen Eixabeth, 
King James I. and King Charles I. 
kad intereſted themſelves in their 
Favour, atthe Treaties that had been 
heid by the reſpective Kings of 
France on their Account. Which 
Memorial was ſo favourdbly receiv- 
ed, that her Majeſty appointed the 
Marquiſs de Miremont, Nephew of 
the late Earl of Feve ſham, ;0 go to 
Utretcht to take Care in a particular 
Manner of the Intereſt of the French 
Refugees. And he ſet out accord- 
ingly on the 17th of June. 

We have mention'd the Burning 
the Magazines at Arras, and Count 
Dobna's having interrupted the 
Means of erecting new ones ; which 
had ejevated tbe Hopes of the Con- 
federates, and given them a Pro- 
ſpect of a happy Campaign. But 
what we cannot now omit to relate, 
made thoſe Plumes fall, and reduc'd 
them at once to the State the Ene- 
my wiſh'd for. 

The Duke of O,mand and Prince 
Eugene, after having held ſcveral 
Conferences at 7 our aay, let out from 
thence on the 21iit of Mar, to the 
Confederate Army, which in Num- 
ber 122, 250 Men, lay encamp'd be- 
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between Doway and Marchiennes. 


On the 26th of the ſame Month the 


Army broke up, and having paſſed 


the Scheld, encamped between Noy- 
elles and Montrecourt, and by throw- 
ing up Lines, took Care to keep their 
Communication with Marchiennes 
and other Places. The Enemy at 
the ſame time lay between Cha/telet 
and Cambray, with the Scheld be- 
fore them : But General Fe/s being 
ſent out to yiew the Country, re- 
turn'd with Advice, that he had 
diſcover'd a Space of Land between 


the Spring-Head of the Scheld and 


the Somme, large enough for 20 
Squadrons to march abreaſt ; which 
adminiſtring an Opportunity as fair 
as could be deſired, for attacking the 
Enemy with Advantage, Prince Eu- 
gene made all neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
to ſight them; and on Saturday the 
28th of May, communicated his De- 
ſign to the Duke of Ormond. His 
Grace took Time to conſider of it. 
And at firſt formed Excuſes, but in 
the End declar'd, That he had re- 
* ceiv'd poſitive Orders from the 
Queen not to agree to a Battle.” 
And when Prince Eugene replyed, 
That we can beſiege QAueſnoy and 
Landrecy, his Grace let him know 


that his Orders forbad him to enter 


into any Action againſt the Enem 
either by Battle or Siege. | 
Whatever Motives thoſe Perſons 
might have, who advis'd the Queen 
to give theſe Orders; the Declara- 
tion gave an univerſal Shock as well 
at Home as Abroad. 'The Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the States at Utrecht 


complain'd to the Biſhop of Briſtol, 


who declar'd he knew nothing of 
it. The States wrote a long Letter 
to the Queen, and the Court of Vi- 
enna repreſented their Concern at 
it; which produced an Order to the 
Duke of Or mond to concur in aSiege. 
The Houſe of Lords held a long De- 
bate on the 28th of May upon this 
Hubject, wherein many Lords ex-

N their Indignation; and altho 
y a Majority the Debate was ad. 
journ'd, 25 Lords enter'd a Pre. 
ſtation againſt the Orders given 90 
the Duke of Ormond. In the Houſe 
of Commons it was mov'd, that an 
Addreſs be preſented to her Majeſty 
to expreſs their Concern at the(e 
Orders, &c. but Secretary $7.

Confidence in her Majeſty's Af. 

rances, fe. | 
On the 6th of June her Majeſty 
having paſted divers Acts, made a 
Speech to both Houſes, wherein ſhe 
was pleaſed to communicate a Plan 
upon which a Peace might be made, 
containing in Subſtance as follows; 
* 'That Fance offer'd, that the Duke 
* of Anjouſhould, for himſelf and hi; 
Deſcendants, renounce for ever ll 
Claim to the Crown of Fance, 
and that the Performance ſhould 
accompany the Promiſe. And that 
the Succeſſion of that Crown, aſter 
the Death of the Dauphine, and

The 
Spaniſh Netherlands to go to his 
Imperial Majeſty, as alſo the King- 


doms of Naples and Sardinia, the 


Dutchy of Milan, and the Places be- 
longing to Spain on the Coaſt of 
Tu;cany. The Diſpoſition of Sici- 
Y not yet determined. The Inte- 
reſts of the States with reſpect to 
Commerce was agreed to, as 
they had been demanded by their 
own Miniſters, with Exception on- 
ly of a few Species of Merchan- 
diſe; and the Barrier demanded in 
1709, except 2 or 3 places, Her 
Majeſty told them further, That 
her Plenipotentiaries ſhould aſſiſt 
the King of Portugal in obtaining 
his Demands ; as alſo the King of 


Nemine Contradicente. And the ſame 
was done by the Houſe of Lords, 
after a long Debate. 

June 21. The Queen came to 
the Houſe, paſſed the reſt of the 
Bills that were ready, made a ſhort 
Speech, and then the Parliament was 
adjourned to the 8th of July, hav- 
ing firſt paſſed the Acts neceſſary 
for raiſing the Sums voted for the 
reſpective Services, which amounted 
in all to 6,656,967 J. 

We mutt now return to Flanders, 
where Prince Eugene was carrying 
on the Operations of the Campaign 
by the Siege of Queſnoy; which 
Place was ſurrendered to him July 
4. The Duke of Ormond encamped 
{o as to cover this Siege, but in the 
mean time, propoſed to Prince 
Eugene a Ceſſation of Arms for two 
Months ; which not being agreed 
to, he declared that he muſt ſend 
10 Battalions to take Poſſeſſion of 
Dunkirk, which France offered to 
put into the Queen's Hands ; and 
that he would march off with the 
Brit; Troops and the Foreigners in 
the Queen's Pay. But when his 
Grace communicated this Defign to 
the Generals who commanded thoſe 
Foreign Troops, and required their 
Obedience ; he found his Command 
not forcible enough, for they all de- 
clared they could not ſeparate them- 


felves trom the Army under Prince” 


Eugene without ęxpreſs Orders from 


their Maſter. 
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The Biſhop of Bie at Utrecht 
made, at the ſame time, the like 
Propoſals of Ceilation of Arms to 
the Miniſters of the Allies, ground- 
ing it upon the Terms that France 


had offered to the Queen; but was 


ſo far from meeting with a Compli- 
ance, that all thoſe Miniſters ex- 
preſſed themſelves extreamly ſurpriz- 
ed at it. And the States of Holland 
having formally declared againſt a 
Ceſſation, all the Allies adhered to 
that Reſolution. 

Prince Eugene having determined 
to beſiege Landrecy, the Army broke 
up July 16. N. S. leaving the Eng- 
liꝶ with only 4 Squadrons and 1 
Battalion of Hol/tein Troops and 
the Regiment of Hale; who two 
Days after marched towards Gent. 
The reſt following Prince Eugene. 

On the 7th of July, O. S. Sir 
Fohn Leake being arrived in the 
Haven of ' Dunkirk, with ſome 
Troops under the Command of 
Brigadier Hill, they landed the next 
Day, and were by the French Go- 
vernor put into Poſſeſſion of the 
Place. The Keys were delivered to 
the Erglißß, the French Garriſon 
marched out, and the Queen's Co- 
lours were ſet up. 

When the Duke of Ormond march- 


ed, he publiſhed a Suſpenſion of 


Arms for two Months, and the ſame 
Day Marſhal Villars ſent to acquaint 
his Grace, that he allſo had declared 
a Suſpenſion of Arms with her Bei- 
tanick Majeſty's Troops. The Duke 
of Ormond ſoon after took Poſſeſſion 
of Ghent and Bruges, and detached 
6 Battalions to Dank:ir4, whither he 
alſo ſent a Train of Artillery. 

Ju. 17. N. S. The Prince of 
Anhalt Deſau inveſted Landrecy.

About this Time a Perſon arrived 
here, named Tugghe, deputed by the 
Magiſtrates of Dunkirk, to ſolicite 
the Queen to ſpare the Harbour and 
Port of that Town.

Fleet; and finally took all poſſible 
Care to ſecure the quiet Succeſſion in 
the Throne to his Electoral High- 
neſs, our preſent gracious Sovereign 
King George. 

On Sunday the 1ſt of Auguſt, be- 
tween Seven and Eight in the Morn- 
ing, her Majefty Queen Anne expi- 
red, in the goth Year of her Age, 
being born the 6th of February 
1664-5, and in the 13th Year of her 
Reign; having ſat on the Throne 
from the 8th of March 1701-2, and 
ſo reigned 12 Years, 4 Months, and 
23 Days. 

Her Death was extreamly la. 
mented by her Subjects, who, durin 
her whole Reign, had an entire At- 
fection for her. 

She died without Iſſue, altho' ſhe 
had been Mother of many Children, 
but they all died young, except the 
Duke of Glouceſter, who lived, as 
we have ſaid, to the Tenth Year of 
his Age.

N the Demiſe of the late 
Queen Anne without Iſſue, 
the Princeſs Sophia, on whom 

and her Iſſue the Crown of Great- 
Britain in ſuch Caſe had been ſet- 
tled by Act of Parliament, dying al- 
ſo near two Months before, the Go- 
vernment of theſe Kingdoms devol- 
ved by Law on her eldeſt Son George 
Lewis, at that Time Prince EleQo0- 
dal of Branfwick Lunenburg. 


The moſt illuſtrious Princeſs Se- 
phia was the fifth and youngeſt

pon the firſt Notice of her Ma- 
jeſty's Deceaſe, great Numbers of 
Lords and Gentlemen aſſembled at 
St. James's Palace; where the afore- 
ſaid three Inſtruments were produ- 
ced, and publickly read. The ſeven 


Perſons appointed by the Act were,

It is ſomewhat ſurprizing to ob-

The Day following, January 10, 

the impeached Lords were brought 


From the Tower to the Bar of the 


Lords Houſe under a Guard, and 
the Articles of Impeachment were 


read, an Order made that the Pri- 


ſoners ſhould have Copies thereof, 


and a Day fixed for them to put in

Leal for the Intereſt of his Mcjeſty. 
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Upon which a Bill for Septennial 4 D. 


Parliaments was brought into the 
Houſe, and many warm Debates

The Thames was ſrozen over, many 
Booths erected on the Ice, and two 
whole Oxen roaſted thereon. 

December 4, a Fire broke out at 
Limebouſe, which conſumed near 
'Two Hundred Houſes ; and about 
Ten Days after, Sir William Trum- 
ball, who had been one of the 
Principal Secretaries of State in the 
Reign of King Villiam III. de- 
parted this Lite.

The next Morn- 
ing about Two o'Clock, an Officer 
of the Guards, with ſome Muſque- 
teers, were ſent to the Houle of 
Count Gy/lenborg, the Swediſh En- 
voy, with Orders to ſecure the A- 
venues to the Houſe, and they 
were followed by Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Wade, who was appointed to 
ſeize all his Papers, ſet a Guard 
upon his Perſon, and to ſuffer no 
Perſon to ſpeak with him ; but not 
to remove him out of his own 
Houſe. The Count, ſurprized at 
this Meſſage, deliver'd him by the 
Officer at the Door, refuſed for 
ſome time to admit them, and en- 
deavour'd to defend himſelf as 
claiming the Priyilege of an Am- 
baſſador ; but being told, that the 
Officer was not anſwerable for any 
Miſtake in the Orders to ſeize him, 
and that his Buſtagſs was only to

This Affair made a great Noiſe, 


and all the Foreign Miniſters ap. 


peared the next Day at Court, tg 
learn the Reaſons of ſuch a Pry.

allowed the Privilege of an Am. 
baſſador, according to the Law of 
Nations. They receiv'd a general 
Anſwer, that in a Day or two they 
ſhould be fully inform'd as to the 
Reaſons why the Court had taken 
this Step. 'I'wo Days after Letters 
were ſent by the Secretaries of State 
to the Foreign Miniſters giving an 
Account of the Motives which led 
to theſe Meaſures, 

Orders were alſo diſpatched to 
Mr. Leathes, the Britiſb Envoy at 
the Hague, to apply with the ut- 
moſt Secrecy to the States for Leave 
to arreſt Barn Gorzz. The Baron 
hearing what had happen'd to Gy: 
lenborg, haſten'd from the Hague, 
and went directly to Amſterdar, 
but thinking it not ſafe to continue 
there, purſued his Journey to A. 
heim, where he was ſeized, and 
his Papers ſecured, by which the 
Particulars of this dark Intrigue 
were laid open, In ſome of which 
he owned, that he himſelf had 
bought Ten Thouſand Arms, that 
he had ſent them to Sweden, and 
that he was to buy as many more. 

Feb. 20. the Parliament met. and 
the King in his Speech acquainted 
them, that the inveterate Rar cou 
of a Faction among us had «gain 

rompted them to ſtir up Fore! 
owers to diſturb the Peace 0! 
ho" 
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their native Country, inſomuch that 
they choſe rather to make Britain 
x Scene of Blood and Confuſion, 
than give over their darling Deſign 
of impoſing a Popiſh Pretender. 
The Letters of Count Gyllenborg 
and Baron Gortz were laid before 
the Houſe, and ſoon after pub- 
i'd by his Majeſty's Command. 
path Houſes addreſs'd his Ma- 
ty on this Occaſion, and ex- 
oreſs'd their Reſentment in ſuitable 
T's; -: 

Upon this all Commerce with 
green was prohibited, and a Squa- 
dron of 32 Ships immediately fit- 
ted out, which arrived in the 
Swurd, April 12, and fo blocked 
up the Saved;/b Fleet in their own 
Harbours, that they could not put 
in Execution the Defign they had 
been ſo long in projecting. The 
King of Sæveden finding himſelf 
thus diſappointed, and in Danger

This Meſſage occaſion'd no ſmall 
Stir in the Houſe, and it was 
very ſtrenuouſly urged, that to aſk

Oxford and Ear! Mortimer fand. 
impeached of High Treaſon and o-

After 
which the Court ſat perfectly ſilent, 
and looked one upon another, as if 
they expected the Commons would 
appear ; but no body appearing, the 
Lords about a quarter of an Hour 
after returned to their Houſe, where 
the Queſtion being put, whether 
the Earl ſhould be acquitted, it paſ- 
ſed in the Affirmative; and then 
the Method of giving Judgment 
was ſettled, the Words preſcribed, 
and Directions given to the Lord 
High Steward for the remaining 
Proceedings in the Hall. Whither 
being adjourned, the Queſtion was 
put ſeverally to their Lordſhips, and 
he was declared by the Lord High 
Steward to be acquitted by = 
Unanimous Conſent of all; and 
was immediately diſcharg'd. How- 
ever the Commons made an Ad- 
dreſs to his Majeſty, that the ſaid 
Earl ſhould be excepted put of the

At Sa/ifbury he 
was met by the Mayor and Alder- 
men in their Formalities, and com- 
plmented on their Part by Sir 
Robert Eyre, one of the Juſtices of 
the Court of King's Bench, their 
Recorder, The 07 preſented 
to his Majeſty the Keys of the City, 
and a Purſe with 100 Guineas in it, 
and another Purſe of 50 Guineas to 
he Prince. His Majeſty ſapped in 
publick at the Biſhop's Palace, where 
de lodged that Night. The Day 
blowing, his Majeſty having at- 


tended Divine Service in the Ca- 
thedral, proceeded to the Camp 


hard by, and on Horſeback review- yy 


ed the ſeveral Regiments there, 
being greatly pleaſed with the ex- 
cellent Order in which they all ap- 
peared. A very great Concourſe 
of People from ali Parts added not 
a little to this magnificent Appear- 
ance. At his Return to the Palace, 
the Biſhop, attended by the Dean 
and Chapter, and. many of the 
has | pers. Clergy made a very 
handſome Speech to his Majeſty, 
and had the Honour to kiſs his 
Hand. The two Nights of his 
continuing at Saliſbury, the Houſes 
of the ſeveral Streets in that City 
were finely illuminated, and his 
Majeſty was ſo well pleaſed with his 
Reception, that he gave upwards of 
two thouſands Pounds to relieve the 
Neceſſities of the Poor there, and 
other publick Uſes. From Sa/iſbury 


he proceeded to Wincheſter, where 


he was met by the Mayor and 
Aldermen in their Formalities ; and 
the Poor there were alſo Partakers 
of his Liberality. From thence he 
went to Portſmouth, where he was 
received by Sir John Norris and Sir 
Charles Wager, Commiltioners of 
the Admiralty, and by the Com- 
miiſioners of the Navy there, the 


Officers of the Dock, and a great 


Number of Sea Officers, His Ma- 
jeſty, having viewed the Yards and 
Magazines, went on board the 
Canterbury Man of War, and was 
ſaluted by the Shouts of a Muliitude 
of People (who filled the Decks 
and Shrouds of all the Ships in the 
Harbour) as well as by the Guns 
of all the Ships in that Neighbour- 
hood. His Majeſty having conferred 
the Honour of Knighthood on 7/aac 
Tewrfend, Eſq; Commiſſioner of 
the Navy there, and on Jacob Ack- 
evorth Eſq; Surveyor of the Navy, 
and having ordered 500 J. to be di- 
Rributed among the Workmen of 
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A. D. the Dock, proceeded into the 


Town, and was received by the 


Mayor and Aldermen in their For- 


malities, the Garriſon of that Place, 
commanded by Lieutenant General 
Maccartney, being under Arms, and 
the Cannons of the Ramparts firing; 
and paſſing through the Streets, 
which where all thronged with Peo- 
ple, alighted at the Houſe of Mr.

in their Numbers, and not diſ- 
couraged by their former ill Succeſs, 
they reſolyed once more, upon their 
own Strength, to attempt the Sub- 
verſion of the Government ; and 
that ſome of the Confpirators had 
been taken up and ſecured, and 


Endeavours were uſed for the ap- 
prehending others. Upon this it 
was moved that the Habeas Carta, 
ſhould be ſuſpended for a iche 
which after ſome Struggles was car. 
ried in the Affirmative. The Ear 
of Orrery, Biſhop of Rockefter, and 
the Lord North and Grey were 
committed to the Tower for High 
Treaſon, and the Duke of No 
who had been ſeized by his Ma. 
jeſty's Order, was with the Con. 
ſent of the Houſe of Peers com. 
mitted to the fame Place. 
Nowember 21; i 2 Layer, 
Efqz was tryed at the King's Bench, 
FF eftminfler, on Account of the 
ſaid Conſpiracy, and after a very 
long hearing the Jury brought him 
in guilty of High Treaſon, and he 
was executed at Tyburn on the Se- 
venteenth of May, by virtue of x 
Rule of Conrt. He was Charged 
with having kept a Correſpondence 
with the Pretender, and other Ene- 
mies of the Government beyond the 
Seas, and a Scheme was produced

About this Time great Number 
of diſorderly and ill deſigning Per- 
ſons aſſociated themſelves under the 
Name of Blacks, and being armed 
with Swords, Fire Arms, and other 
offenſive Weapons, entred, in dif 
guiſed Habits, with their Face 
blacked, into ſeveral Foreſls and 
Parks in the Counties of Berks and 
Southampton, and killed and carried 


away many Deer; and frequent 
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fent menacing Letters to the Own- 
ers and Keepers of Parks, demand- 
ing Veniſon and Money to be ſent 
to them in certain Places mentioned 
in the Letters, threatned, in Caſe 
of Failure of Performance of their 
illegal Demands, to murder the Per- 
ſons to whom they ſent ſuch Letters, 
or to burn their Houſes, Barns, or 
Hay Stacks. And to ſuch a Pitch 
of Audaciouſneſs were ſeveral of 
theſe Perſons grown, that they al- 
ſembled in large Bodies, ſhot at ma- 

Perſons in their Houſes, maimed 
heir Horſes and Cattle, broke down 
their Gates and Fences, and cut 
down Avenues, Plantations, and 
Heads of Fiſh Ponds, and robbed 
them of their Fiſh. To prevent 
theſe outrageous Practices, a Pro- 
cdlamation was publiſhed by the 
King and Council, dated February 
2, offering one Hundred Pounds 
Reward for every Perſon apprehend- 
ed and convicted of the Offences 
aforeſaid. 

March 13, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer acquainted the Houſe of 
Commons, that his Majeſty having 
had juſt Reaſon to apprehend Dr. 
Freind, one of their Members, for 
High Treaſon, had cauſed him to be 
ſecured, and defired their Concur- 
rence, on which the Houle, after 
ſome Debate, addreſſed his Majeſty 
to confine him. Both Houſes ap- 
pointed Committees to examine the 
Papers and other Evidences relating 
to the Conſpiracy ; who having {c- 
verally made theie Reports, the Pri- 
ſoners were permitted to defend 
themſelves in Regard tothe Bills then 
depending againſt them. Which, 
with the Time ſpent in examining 
into the Management of the Har- 
turgh Lottery, imployed a good 
Part of this Seſſion. 

This Conſpiracy was ſo artfully 
carried on under fictitious Names, 
mat it required much Application 


to come at the true Knowledge of J D. 


ſome of the Perſons concerned there- 
in. Among others the Name of 
Digby often occurring in the Papers 
ſeized by the Government on this 
Occaſion, and appearing to have 
had a conſiderable Hand in the Con- 
trivance, Orders were ſent to Mr. 
Crawfird, his Majeſty's Reſident at 
Paris, to diſcover, if poſſible, the 
Perſon meant by that Name; which 
was found out by this Artifice : Mr. 
Crawford, folded up a Paper in the 
Form of a Letter, ſcaled it, and di- 
rected it to Mr. Digby at Paris:

in it, to be informed at Mr. Ma- 
ters's, Banker in Chriſirine Street, 
in what Part of Paris Mr. Digby 
lived.

The Report made by the Com- 


1723. mittee of the Houſe of Commons 
[ having been printed, from whence 


the curious Reader may inform 
himſelf as to Particulars, I ſhall 
only obſerve in general, that the 
Committee delivered it as their 
Opinion, That a Deſign had been 
long 22 on by Perſons of 
Figure and Diſtinction at Home, 
in Conjunction with Traitors a- 
broad, for placing the Pretender 
on the Throne of theſe Kingdoms. 
That various Methods had been 
attempted, and different Times fix- 
ed for putting this Deſign in Exe- 
cution. That the firſt Intention 
was to have procured a regular 
Body of foreign Forces to invade 
theſe Kingdoms at the Time of the 
late Elections; but that the Con- 
ſpirators, being diſappointed in this 
Expectation, reſolved next to make 
an Attempt at the Time that it was 
generally believed his Majeſty in- 
tended to go to Hanover, by the 
Help of ſuch Officers and Soldiers 
as could paſs into England unob- 
ſerved from abroad, under the 
Command of the late Duke of 
Ormond, who was to have landed 
in the River with a great Quantity 
of Arms, provided in Spain for 
that Purpoſe, at which Time the 
Tower was likewiſe to have been 
ſeized, and the City of London to 
have been made a Place for Arms ; 
but this Deſign being alſo diſap- 
pointed by the Diſcoveries made in

gratulated them upon the Succels 


of their Endeavours, laſt Year, for 
the Safety, Intereſt, and Honour 
of the Kingdom ; and told them, 
that the Rite of the Publick Cre- 
dit, the flouriſhing Condition of 
our Trade and Manufactures, and 
the great Tranquility of the Peo- 
ple, were the happy Conſequences 
of their prudent Reſolutions ; and 
that it was to be hoped, that the 
few Examples which were made 
of ſome notorious Offenders, would 
be ſufficient to deter the moſt diſ- 


affected from engaging in the like 


deſperate, and wicked Practices: 
Recommended to them to make 
uſe of the Opportunity, which 
their own good Conducf had put 
into their Hands, in conſidering of 
ſuch farther Laws, as might be 
wanting for the Eaſe and Encou- 
ragement of Trade and Naviga- 
tion, for the Imployment of the 
Poor, and for the exciting and en- 
couraging a Spirit of Induſtry in 
the Nation. And concluded with 
exhorting them to join heartily in 
every Thing that might tend to 
promote the mutual Happineſs of 
the Kingdom, and to extinguiſh 
the Hopes of thoſe, who long have 
been and ſtill are reſtleſs in their 


' Endeavours to ſubje& this Nation 


to the whole Train of Miſeries, that 
are inſeparable from Popery, and 
Arbitrary Power. 

Upon a Complaint made of a 
great Number of written Prote- 
ctions, granted by ſome Members 
of both Houſes, the ſame were 
declared to be void; and Orders 
made for preventing the pernici- 
ous Conſequences of this evil 
Practice. 

The Truſtees appointed to ſe- 
cure and diſpoſe of the Eftates and

The Parliament having provided 
the Annual Supplies, and paſſed ſe- 
veral Acts, among which were, An 
AX for compleating the Rebuilding 
of the Pariſh Church of St. Martin's 
in the Fields; and an Ad for the 
Revuilding the Pariſh Church of 
St. Botolph's Biſhepſgate, in the 
City of London, at the Charge of 
the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh ;

And as the three moſt ſerene 
Kings are reſolved to cement, and 
more and more confirm the ſtrict 
Union that ſubfiſts between them, 
by all poſſible Teſtimonies of good 
Faith, and mutual Confidence, 
they have reciprocally agreed, not 
only to decline entring into any 
Tony; Alliance, or Engagement 
whatſoever, which might any way 
be prejudicial to their reſpective In- 
tereſts 3 but alſo faithfully to com- 
municate to each other the Propo- 
ſals that might be made to them; 
and upon ſuch Propoſals to take no 
Reſolution but in Concert, and after 
having jointly examined what wou!d 
be convenient for their common In- 
tereſt, and proper to preſerve the Ba- 
lance of Europe, which is ſo entire- 
ly neceſſary for the Good of the 
general Tranquility. 

V. As his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
who in Quality of Guarantee of the 
Treaties of We/pha/ia is particularly 
intereſted in the Preſervation of the 
Rights and Privileges of the German 
Body, and their Britannich and Pruſ- 
ſian Majeſties, as Members of the 
faid Body, behold with Regret the 
Seeds of Diſcord that are ſowing, 
and hear with Gnef ſuch Com- 
plaints, as may at Length break out, 
and occaſion a War, whoſe terrible 
Conſequences would incvitably al- 
feQ all Europe; their ſaid Majeſties, 
always attentive to what might one 
Day or another diſturb the Tran- 
quility of the Empire in particular, 
and that of Europe in general, pro- 
miſe and engage mutually to aiſiſt 
each other, for the defending and 
preſerving the above- mentioned 
Treaties, and other Acts, which, 
by their Determinations upon the 
Affairs of the Empire, are looi%k'd on 
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as the Baſis and Foundation of the 
Tranquility of the German Body 


ad the Support of its Rights, Pri- 


vileges, and Immunities ; for the 
Maintenance of which their ſaid 
Majeſties are truly deſirous of mak- 
ing a fixed and ſolid Proviſion. 

VI. This Alliance ſhall ſubſiſt 
fifteen Years, commencing from the 
Day of its being ſigned: _ 

VII. Their Britannick, moſt 
Chriſtian and Pruſian Majeſties 
will invite ſuch Princes and States, 
as they ſhall agree on, to accede to 
the preſent Treaty; and they have 
from this Day agreed to invite by 
Name the States General of the U- 
nited Provinces. 


VIII. "This preſent Treaty ſhall 


be approved and ratified by the 
King of Great Britain, the moſt 
Chriſtian King, and the King of 
Pruſſia; and the Ratifications de- 
liver'd within two Months from 
the Day of its being ſign'd, or ſoon- 
er if poſſible.

dods, to prevent the committing 
f any thing contrary to it. But 
f acainſt all their Expectations and 
ndeavours, the Empire ſhoald 
are War againſt France, (tho' 
that Caſe, being no longer 
Defenfive One, they would not 
e obliged to furniſh any Contin- 
ents) however, to remove all Dii- 
ute from between their 141d Ma- 
lies, if they thought themſclves 
biged to fulfil their Duties, as 
lembers of that Body, their ſaid 
Intih and Pra ſſian Majeſties re- 
me to themſelves the Liberty of 
miſhing their Contingents in In- 
ntry or Cavalry, out of their 
mn Troops, or other Foreign For- 
s taken into their Pay, as they 
emſelves ſhall think proper; and 
eir Britiſb and Pruſſian Majeitics 
all not, by reaſon of their Con-

whatſoever. And, on the other 
Hand, the ſaid Dominions and Sub- 
jets ſhall not furniſh his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty's Enemies with 
any of the {aid Things; who like- 
wiſe engageth and promiſeth, on 
his Part, that if the Empire ſhould 
take any Reſolutions, like thoſe 
mention'd in this Article, to the 
Prejudice: of tlie Kings of Great 
Britain did Praia; his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty would ovenly take 
their Part, and alitit them with all 
n-c:{tary Vigour, purſuant to this 
treaty, till tne Diſturbances be ap- 
deaſed, and the Wrongs and In- 
{ractions rectified. 

On Thurſday, January 20, the 
Parliament inet, and the King in 
his Speech laving declar'd to tnem 
the Pleaſure he had in meeting a 
Parliament of whoſe Wiidom and 
Jeal he had had frequent Expert- 
ence, was pleas'd to tell them, that 
the diſtreſſed Condition of ſome 
Proteſtant Brethren abroad, and the 
Negociatioas and Engagements en— 
tred into by ſome Foreign Powers, 
ſeem'd to have laid the Foundation 
of new Troubles and Diſturbances 
in Europe, and to threaten the Bri- 
ib Subjects with the Loſs of ſeve. 
ral of the moit advantageous Bran- 
ches of their Trade, which obliged 
him, without Loſs of Time, to 
concert, Wt other Powers, ſuch 

Meaſures, 
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Meaſures as might give a Check 
to the Ambitious Views of thoſe 
who were endeavouring to render 
themſelves formidable; and that for 
theſe Ends he had entred into a 
Detenſive Alliance with the moſt 
Chriſtian King, and the King of 
Pruſta, to which feveral other 
Powers, and particularly the States 
General had been invited to accede, 
and that he did not doubt of their 
Concurrence; told them of his 
Deizgn to have a ſtrong Fleet at Sea 
early in the Spring ; hinted that 
the Enemies to his Government 
might conceive Hopes that ſome 
favourable Opportunity for renew- 
ing their Attempts might occur 
from the Proſpect of new Troubles 
and Commotions; that they were 
already very buſy by their Inftru- 
ments and Emiſſaries in thoſe Courts 
whole Meaſures ſeemed moſt to fa- 
vour their Purpoſes, in ſoliciting 
and promoting the Cauſe of the 
Pretender; but that he did not 
doubt, notwithſtanding the Coun-

Horatio Walpole, El 
his Majeſty's Ambaſſador Plenip 
the Court of Fran 
open'd the Debate in a long Speed 
to the following Purpoſe: Th 
ſince his Majeſty's happy Acceid 
to the 'Throne of this Realm, 

conſtant Care and Endeavours hi 
been to ſettle the Balance of Pow 
on a folid Foundation, and 
preſerve and ſecure the Tranqu 
ty of Chriſtendom; to protect at 
defend the Proteſtant Cauſe, at 
promote the Honour and Intereſt 
his Britiſb Subjects.

theſe great Views his Majeſty v 
become Mediator and Guarant 
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led in 1715, and of a Convention 
made in 1718 for the Execution of 
thac Treaty, between the Empe- 
tor and the States General of the 
United Provinces. That in the 
Year 1716 his Majeſty concluded 
; Defenſive Alliance with the Em- 
peror 3 and in 1717 another with 
the moſt Chriſtian King and the 
States General, the genuine Deſign 
of both which Treaties was only to 
preſerve the publick Repole of 
Chriſtendom, eſtabliſhed by the 
Peace of Utrecht, and to guaranty 
the Succeſhon to the Crown of 
Great Britain in the Proteltant Line. 
That in order to tortify all the ſaid 
Treaties, and to extinguiſh the 
War which the Spaniards had kind- 
kd in Italy, his Majeſty in 1718 
made a Convention with the moſt 
Chriſtian King, for propoſing ulti- 
mate Conditions of Peace between 
tue Emperor and the King of Spain, 
and between his Imperial Majeſty 
and the King of Sicily. That this 
Convention was ſoon after followed 
by a Treaty of Alliance between 
the Emperor, the King of Great 
Britain, and the moit Chriſtian 
king, which was concluded at 
Lindon, and figned July 22, 1718, 
and in which tne States General 
ere named as one of the Contra- 
ding Parties (on a Suppolition that 
MF their High Mightineſſes would ac- 
ede thereto) whence it was called 
dhe Quadruple Alliance.

Congreſs, which was afterwards 
opened at Cambray, under the Me- 
dation of his Britarnick Majeſty, 
and the moſt Chriſtian King; but 
that, by Reaſon of ſeveral Difficul- 
ties, induitriouſly raiſed by the 
Courts of Vienna and Madrid, the 
great Pains (ken for three Years by 
the Miniſters of the Mediators prov- 
ed unſucceſsful, and at length the 
Congreſs was ſuddenly diifolved, 


upon Advice that the Emperor and. 


King of Spain had ſecretly adjuſted 
the Difference which had ſubſiſted 
between them, and concluded a 
Treaty of Peace at Vienna. That 
this unexpected Event occaſioned 
ſeveral Surmizes, and raiſed ſome 
Jealouſies, which appeared not to 
have been ill grounded, when it 
was publickly known, that the ſaid 
Treaty of Peace was ſoon after 
followed by a Treaty of Commerce 
alſo, the main Deſign of which 
was to ſupport and countenance the 
Eaft-India Company ſome Time 
before eftabliſhed at Oftend, by 
granting to the Inhabitants of the 
Auſtrian Netherlands greater Privi- 
leges, both in the Eaſt and Weſt- 
Indies, than were ever granted to 
either the Englihb or Dutch, which 


viſibly tended to the entire Ruin of 


many valuable Branches of our 
Trade, and was repugnant to ſeve- 
ral "Treaties ſtill in Force. That 
thereupon his Majeſty, who was 
always careful of the Intereſts of 
his Britiſb Subjects, cauſed lively 
Repreſentations to be made againſt 
the {aid Treaty of Commerce, both 
to the Emperor and the King of 
Spain. That the Court of Madrid 
received theſe Complaints with 
Coldneſs and Indifference, and the 
Court of Vienna entertained them 
with much Stiffneſs and Haughti- 
neſs, ſo that the Imperial Miniſters 
did even inſinuate, that if his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty ſhould perſiſt in his 
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poſition to the Treaties of Vienna, 
the Emperor would not only think 
himſelf to be diſengaged fuom the 
Guarantee of the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion to the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain; but that the ſame might be at- 
tended with ill Conſequences in rela- 
tion to his Majeſties Dominions in 
Germany. That theſe inſulting Me- 
naces made but little Impreſſion on 
his Majeſty's Firmneſs and Reſolu- 
tion, nor deterred him from con- 
certing ſuch Meaſures with other 
Powers, as might give a Check to 
the ambitious Views of thoſe who 
endeavoured to make themſelves 
formidable. I hat theſe Meaſures 
ſeem'd to be the more neceſſary, 
becauſe of the juſt Grounds to be- 
heve, that the unforeſeen Reconcili- 
ation of the Emperor and the King 
of Spain was owing to the.conſtant 
View of the Houle of Auſtria, of 
rendering the Imperial Dignity he- 
reditary in their Family. That in 
order thereto it might with juſt 
Reaſon be ſuppos'd, that the Frea- 
ties of Jienna were to be cemented 
by a Match between the Emperor's 
eldeſt Daughter, and the Intant Don 
Carlos, and it was eaſy to foreſee 
the Conſequences of ſuch a. Mar- 
riage. For the Male Iſſue that 
might ariſe from thence, might in 
Time be poſſeſſed not only of all 
the hereditary Dominions belonging 
to the Houſe of Aufiria, and of 
the Imperial Dignity, but alſo of all 
the Dominions of the Spani/p Mo- 
narchy ; which would entirely over- 
throw the Balance of Power, and 
render the Liberties of all the reſt 
of Europe very precarious, That 
this Suppoſition would appear the 
more probable, if it be conſidered,

By this Means we do 
not doubt but a fincere Reconcilia- 
tion might be adjuſted betwixt us 
and your late Conſort, and an 
entire Friendſhip and good Har- 
mony eſtabliſhed between our re- 
ſpective Dominions and Subjects, 
for their mutual Advantage, and 
that by the ſame Means, the Peace 
and Tranquility of the North 
would alſo be citabliſhed on a ſolid 
and durable Foundation. 

To attain to thoſe great and 
good Ends, and in Contormity to 
his late Majeſty's Intentions, which 
the Miniſter of his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty had frequently reported, 
a Plan of a Treaty was formed, in 
Concert with the Court of France, 
and ſent to his late Majeſty for his 
Approbation and final Conſent. 
But the accompliſhing of this good 
Work was prevented by his late 
Majeſty's ſudden and unexpected 
Death. 

Nevertheleſs, as we {till retained 
the ſame good Intentions to preſerve 
the Peace of the North, and to 
renew our ancient Friendſhip with 
the Crown of ia, immediately 
after your | Mayetty's Acceſſion to 
the Throne, we declared, in Con- 
juction with his moit Chrittian 
Majeſty, that we were ready to

tions in the Treaty projected, as 
did not concern the Intereſt of the 
Ruſftan Empire, and ſuch as were 
not only contrary to the ſolemn 
Engagements, which we and his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty were under 
to other Powers, but ſuch as would 


have involved all the Northern 
Crowns in new Troubles and 
Diſtractions. 


Neither can we conceal from 
your Majeſty the extraordinary 
Surprize we were under, to hear, 
that while we were carrying on 
amicable Negotiations, and had 
not given the leaſt Provocation on 
our Part, Meaſures were taking at 
your Court in Favour of the Pre- 
tender to our Crown, and great 
Encouragement given to his Ad- 
herents. 

After what we have now ſet 
forth, your Majeſty will not be 
ſurprized, that we, being indiſpen- 
ſibly obliged to provide for the 
Security of our Dominions, to 
perform our Engagements with our 
Allies, and to maintain the publick 
Tranquility in the North, which 
leemeth to be very much in Danger 
from your Majeſty's late Prepara- 
tions, have thought it neceſſary to 
ſend a ſtrong Fleet of our Men of 
War to the Baltich, and that we 
have given Orders to our Admiral 
who commandeth it, to endeavour 
to prevent freſh Troubles in thoſe 


Parts, by hindering your Majeſty's.

But as it is our firm Intention to

Though the Czarina was a little 
provoked at the Britifh Fleets block. 
ing up her Ports, yet in the preſent 
Situation of her Affairs ſhe thought 
it neceſſary to conceal her private 
Reſentments, and returned an An- 
{wer to the foregoing Letter, in 
which ſhe fet forth, that the Ren- 
ſon of her Armament was chief) 
to put her Affairs in ſuch a Potture, 
as to be able, at all Times, in 
Cafes of Need, to ſuccour her 
Allies, to perform her Engige 
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ments to them, to protect her 
subjects againſt any Inſults, and 
to oppoſe ſuch as ſhould offer to 
diſturb the Peace of her Subjects 
or Alles. 

During this, Count Rabutin, the 
Emperor's Miniſter at the Czari- 
17's Court, laboured inceſſantly in 
thwarting the Negotiations propo- 
ſed by Sir Charles to the Ryufians, 


and frequently ſuggeſted, that the 


Britiſþ Admiral being come with 
open Force to negociate an Accom- 
modation, it would be a Diſparage- 
ment to the Court of Nuſlia, to 
enter into a Treaty with him, 
while his Fleet lay at Anchor ſo 
near an Jſland belonging to them; 
and that they ought at leaſt to ob- 
lige him to quit their Coaſts, be- 
fore his Inſtructions were taken 
into Confideration, that the Sena- 
tors might be left intirely at their 
Liberty to determine therein as. 
they ſhould think convenient. The 
Admiral having tranſmitted th 

Czarina's Anſwer to his Majeſty's 
Letter, continued in the ſame 
Station, waiting for further Orders 
and Inſtructions. The Britiſo Mer- 
chants in thoſe Parts were unde 

no ſmall Concern on Account of 
theſe Tranſactions, and had reaſon 
to apprehend, that their Perſons 


and Effects were in imminent Dan- 


ger; but the Cgarina, to put 
them out of their Fears, Was pical- 
ed ſoon after to publyh a Declara- 
tion, in which ſhe aflured them, 
that although any open Hoſtilities 
ſhould be committed againſt her by 
the Britiſß Squadron, neverthelets 
that the ſaid Merchants ſhould not 
be injured in their Perſons, Goods, 
Poſſeſſions, Ships going or coming, 
nor in any other Manner whatſo- 
ever; and that, as well for 


the preſent as for the Time to 
eome, they might ficely and at 
their Pleaſure and beſt Advantage,

without any Fear or Apprehenſion,

Nations in Friendſhip with the 
Ruſſians; and on all Occaſions be 
unalterably aſcertained and aſſured 
of her gracious Protection and 
Care for them ; provided only 
they themſelves, through no dit- 
agreeable Meaſures, or forbidden 
Proceedings, rendered themſelves 
obnoxious. And notwithſtanding 
a new Battery was erecting at 
Rewvel on this Occaſion, and the 
Naſſiaus continued Night and Da 

on their Guard for Fear of a Sur- 
prize, Sir Charles Wager had 
Liberty to furniſh his Squadron 
with freſh Proviſions as often as 
At laſt it being judged 
that the Czaring's Affairs were 
not in ſuch a Situation, as to be 
able to matte any conſiderable At- 
tempt this Year {for though they 
wanted not for Ships, they were 
in great Need of able and expert 
Seamer) the B-7r77/ Fleet left thoſe 
Parts, and returned to their own 
Harbours. 

Neither was the Imperial Court 
ſatisfied with ſpiriting up the Nor- 
thern Powers againſt our Court 
this Summer; but they purſued at 
the ſame Time unkind Meaſures 
in endeavouring to cramp our 
Trade, in the South, and that too 
in that very Iſland, whole Conqueſt 
for the Houſe of Au/!ria was but 
a few Years finte chiefly owing to 
the Valour and Treaſure of the 
Jritiſb Nation. For Orders were

HBerlayne, the Britiſh Conſul general 
in that Kingdom; but all the An- 
ſwer to it was, that the Orders

much longer deferred ; and for 
ſuch Sorts of Goods, already on 
the Way thither, as were com- 
prized in the ſaid Prohibition, they 
would only be admitted in Porto 
Franco, there to remain unſold till 
further Directions from the Court 
Vienna. 

But to return Home; in January 
this Year died Philip Stanhope, 
Earl of Cheſterfield ; and in the 
Beginning of March, Evelin Pier- 
point, Duke and Earl of Kingſton, 
departed this Life. 

May 26, a Chapter of the moſt 
noble Order of the Garter was 
held at St. James's, and Charles 
Lenox, Duke of Richmond and 
Lenox, Knight of the Bath, and 
Sir Robert Walpole of Houghton in 
the County of , Knight of 
the Bath, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and firſt Commiſſioner 
of the Treaſury, were elected 
Knights Companions of the ſaid 
Order, in the Room of FEwaclin 
Pierpoint, Duke of King/tor, and 
Charles Beauclerk, Duke of St. 
Albans, both deceaſed. 

In July, Mr. Humphry Manley, 
Library Keeper to the Earl of Ox- 
ford, a Perſon famous for his great 
Learning in Antiquities, as well as 
Skill in ancient Manuſcripts, de- 
parted this Life. In the ſame Month 
died ſuddenly, at Vienna, Duke 
Maximilian William of Brunſwick 
Hanover, Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Cuiraſhers in the Empe- 
ror's Service, his Britannich Ma- 
jeſty's Brother; as allo William

His Majeſty, upon the humble 
Petition of the United Company

In September, Sir John Fryer, 
who had been ſome 'I'tme before 
Lord Mayor of London; and Ko- 
bert Dormer, Eſq; who had been

Preliminary Articles for a general Gary 


Pacification by the Emperor, King 
of Great-Britain, the moſt Chriſti- 
an King, and the States General, 
were mutually exchanged by the 
Miniſters of thole reſpective Pow- 
ers; but Difficulties were ſtarted by 
the Court of Spain concerning the 
Execution of the Articles, particu- 
larly with reſpect to the actual rai- 
ſing of the Siege of Gibraltar, 
which Great-Britain inſiſted on, 
and SH did not care to comply 
with till Admiral Heier ſhould re- 
turn with his Squadron from the 
Weſt-Indies ; and the Reſtitution of 
the Ship Prince Frederick, belong- 
ing to the Sourh-Sea Company. 
Thus by the Chicanes of the Court 
of Spain, in the Execution of the 
Preliminaries, .a great deal of Time 
was taken up in little more than 
diſpatching Expreſſes after Expref- 
ſes from one Court to another; till 
towards the End of the Year, 
Matters began a little to clear up, 
and the King of Spain promiſed to 
draw off his Forces from G:braltar, 
as ſoonas he ſhould be informed that 
Admiral I/ ager had received Orders 
to quit the Coaſts of Spain with his 
Squadron.

Endeavours to alter and explain 
ſome Articles, in ſuch a Manner, as 
immediately affected the Poſſeſſions 
and the juſt Rights of theſe King. 
doms : But that by the laſt Advices 
from abroad, he had great Reaſon 
to hope, that the Difficultics, which 
had hitherto retarded the Execution 
of the Preliminaries, and the open- 
ing of the Congreſs, would ſoon 
be entirely removed. However he 
told them, it would be abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to continue the Preparati- 
ons, which had hitherto been our 
Security; and concluded with re- 
commending to them ſome Method 
for the Increaſe and Encouragement 
of Seamen, and a farther Proviſion 
for Greenwich Hoſpital.

Their Excellencies Count W'elde- 
ren, and M. Silvius, having been 
ſent over Ambaſſadors Extraordina-

Talbot Jeſwerton, Earl of Suſſex, 
Deputy Earl-Marſhal of England, 
died in October: And Hugh Camp- 
bell, Earl of Loudoun, one of the 
Sixteen Peers for Scotland, in Na- 
vember. 

The following Month, the Right 
Honourable Francis Howard, Ba- 


ron of Effingham, was advanced to

And the Duke of Norfolk, Heredi- 
tary Earl-Marſhal of England, with 
his Majeſty's Approbation, appoint- 
ed him Deputy Earl-Marſhal. 

January 13, his Majeſty went

preſented to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, complaining, That by the 
moſt notorious Breach of Truſt in 
{ſeveral of their Managers, the ſaid 
Corporation had been defrauded of 
the greateſt. Part of their Capital, 
amounting to ſeveral Hundred thou- 
ſand Pounds; and that all the Pe- 


titioners were become great Sufferers 


thereby, and many of them redu- 
ced to the utmoſt Diſtreſs, Ec. And 
therefore praying, that the Houſe 
would vouchſafe to enquire into 
the State of the ſaid Corporation, 
and the Conduct of thoſe who had 
the Care and. Management of their 
Affairs; and would give ſuch Re- 
lief to the Petitioners, as to the 
Houſe ſhould ſeem meet. 

The Houſe entered upon this Af- 
tair with a Zeal and Concern ſui— 
table to the Importance of the Caſe, 
and referred the Petition to a Com- 
mittee of 21 to be choſen by Bal- 


loting; upon whoſe Report it was 


ordered, that Leave be given to 
bring in a Bill to encourage and 


compel George Robinſon, Eſq; and 


John T homſon to appear and prody 
the Books and diſcover he Effect 
of the ſaid Corporation, within a 


Time limited; which paſſed both 


Houſes, and had the Royal Aſſent: 
And they not appearing by that 
Time, Mr. Robinſon, who had been 
returned a Burgeſs for Great Mar. 
low, was Wer v. the Houſe. The 
beginning of May they came tg 
ſeveral Reſolutions upon this Affair; 
and among the reſt, That it ap. 


peared to that Houſe that many no- 


torious, fraudulent, and indireq 


Practices had for ſome Years laſt 


paſt been carried on by Perſons 
concerned in the Direction and Ma- 
nagement of the Charitable Corgo- 


rati n, their Servants, Agents and | 


Accomplices, to the utter Ruin of 


many of his Majeſty's faithful Sub- 


jects, in manifeſt Violation of the 
Truſt repoſed in them. 


Honourable Sir Robert Sutin, 
Knight of the Bath, &c. had been 
guilty, as one of the Committee 


for managing the Affairs of the 


Charitable Corporation, of promo- 
ting, abetting and carrying on ſe- 
veral indirect and fraudulent Prac- 
tices ;-and that he. for his ſaid Of, 
fence, ſhould be expelled the 
Houſe. That it appeared to them, 
that Sir Archibald Grant, Baronet, 
was guilty of having been concern- 
ed in Copartnerſhip, in which the 
Caſh of the ſaid Corporation had 
been employed, and great Sums 
loſt and embezzled, and of having 
been principally concerned in pro- 
moting, abetting, and carrying on 
many other indirect and fraudulent 
Practices in the Management of 
the Affairs of the ſaid Corporation; 
and that he, for his ſaid Offence, 
ſhould be expelled the Houſe. ve- 
vera] others alſo fell under the Cen- 
ſure of the Houſe on the ſame Ac- 
count ; and it was reſolved. . 
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they ought to make a juſt Satisfa- 
ation for the Loſſes they had Occa- 
ſoned. A Bill was alſo brought in 
ind paſſed both Houſes, to reftrain 
the {aid Gentlemen from going out 
of the Kingdom, for the Space of 
one Year, and until the End of 
the then next Seſſion of Parliament, 
and for diſcovering their Eftate and 
Effects. And another Bill for the 
Relief of the Sufferers in the Cha- 
ritable Corporation. 

The Commons having in Febru- 
gry enter'd upon the Conſideration 
of a fraudulent Sale of the Eſtate of 
the late Earl of Derwwentavater, the 
utter End of March came to ſeveral 
Reſolutions relating to that Affair, 
and among the reſt, That Dennis 
Bend, Eſq; and John Birch, Ser- 
jeant at Law, were guilty of a no- 
torious Breach of Truſt repoſed in 
them, as Commiſſioners and T'ruſ- 
tees for Sale of the forfeited Eſtates 
for the Uſe of the Publick ; and 
that they ſhould for their ſaid Of- 
fence be expelled the Houſe : That 
vir John Ejles, Bart. was guilty of 
great Irregularity, as a Commiſ- 
ſoner and Truſtee for Sale of the 
forfeited Eſtates, by empowering 
Mr. Samuel Allen, Secretary to the 
Commiſſioners and Truſtees, to ſign 
his the ſaid Sir 7% Eyles's Name, 
when abſent, in order to make up 
the Number of Commiſſioners and 
Truſtees required by Act of Parlia- 
ment; and it was ordered, that he 
ſhould for his ſaid Offence be re- 
primanded in his Place by Mr, 
Speaker: And in fine, it was reſov'd, 
That the Thanks of the Houſe 
ould be given to the Lord Viſ- 
count Gaze, for the great Service he 
had done the Publick, in detecting 
this fraudulent Sale. And a Bill 
was brought in, and paſſed into a 
Law, ſor making void the Contracts 
lor the ſaid Sale. 

On February 17, the Penſion Bill, 
which was a Third Time paſſed 


by the Commdts, was again re. 
jected by the Lords. 
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In this and the following Month yay 


there were great Debates in both 
Houſes upon the Bill for reviving 
the Duties on Salt, which were ta- 
ken off two Years before. The Re- 
ſult was, that the Bill paſſed both 
Houſes, and receiv'd the royal Aſſent. 

About this Time died Colonel 
Francis Charteris, lately condemn'd 
for a Rape, and pardon'd : Major- 
General Crofts, a natural Son of the 
late Duke of Monmouth : And Sir 
Lyttleton Powis, Knight, for many 
Years one of the Judges of theKing's 
Bench, till he receiv'd his Quietus, 
and had a Penſion allow'd him. And 
a little after, Thomas Parker, Earl of 
Macclesfield, departed this Life : He 
was Chief Juſtice of the King's- 
Bench about eight Years, and Lord 
Chancellor about Six. 

Several Courts of Chivalry were 
held about this Time, when Articles 
were exhibited againit divers Per- 
ſons for uſing Arms not belonging 
to their Families. 

A Letter from Signior John An- 
gelo Belloni, a Banker of Rome, to 
the Committee of Parliament for 
inſpecting the Affairs of the Chari- 
table Corporation, touching the ſeiz- 
ing and confining of F. Thomſon at 
Rome, Which was voted by both 
Houſes an audacious Libel, attemp- 
ting to impoſe upon the Parliament 
and the Britiſb Nation, and to a- 
muſe the unhappy Sufferers of the 
Charitable Corporatian with deceit- 
ful Hopes of Relief, was burnt be- 


fore the Royal Exchange by the 


Hands of the Common Hangman, 
purſuant to the Order of both 
Houſes, 

About this Time died the Reve- 
rend Mr. John Laurence, famous for 
his Wriangs on the Art of Garden- 
ing: and the Reverend Dr. EA. 
mund Calainy, an eminent Diſſent- 
ing Miniſter. 
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On the iſt of June his Majeſty

An Accident happen'd this Year, 
which. open'd the Scene of a moſt 
terrible and bloody War in Furope.

tain'd a Reprieve for fix Weeks, 
which arrived at Edinburgh the 2d 
of September. And now a moſt ex. 
traordinary and tragical Scene en- 
ſued : For on the 7th of that Month, 


about ten at Night, a great Num-! 


ber of Men enter'd the City of E- 
dinburgh, and by Surprize ſeized all 
the Fire-Arms, Battle-Axes, and 
Drums belonging to the City Guard. 
The Mob in a few Minutes locked 
and ſecured all the City Gates, and 
with Drums beat an Alarm, and 
then attempted to force open the Pri- 
fon Door where Porteous was ; but 
not being able to do it, they ſet Fire 
to it and burnt it: When being en- 
tered, they made the Under-Keeper 
open the double Locks of the Cap- 
tain's Apartment, and fo forcing in 
upon him, they drag'd him down 
the Stairs, and immediately hurried 
him away. They marched out with 
lighted Torches before them, and 
proceeded to the Place wire the 
Gallows uſed to be fixed for Exe: 
cution, and where the Murder was 
committed; where after ſtaying 3 
little while, they opened a Shop 
and brought out a Rope, one End 
of which they threw over a Sign: 
Poſt, and pull'd him up in the Dreh 
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n which they found him, wiz. a 
Night Gown and Cap : But he hay- 


WH ng bis Hands looſe, fixed them 
between his Neck and the Rope; 
WI © they let him down, and he hav- 
WH ing two Shirts on, they wrapp'd one 
chem about his Face, and tied 
Inn Arms with his Night-Gown ; 
Iden pulling him up again, they 
J pat an End to his Life. The Bold- 
Jess, Secrecy, and Succeis of this 
fnterprize, made ſome apt to be- 
eve, that Perſons above the vulgar 
unk had a hand in it, and con- 
acted the whole Affair. It is re- 
narkable, that after the Execution 
Jas over, they left the Arms and 
Drums on the Place, and departed 
quietly without offering any other 
Violence. This Affair drew the 
Cenſure of Parliament upon the Lord 
Provoſt and the City of Edinburgh; 
for after long Debates, an Act paſ- 
{ed both Houſes, and received the 
Royal Aﬀent, dr/abling Alexander 
Wilſon, Ey; (the then Lord Pro- 
wt) from holding any Office of Ma- 
titracy at Edinburgh, or elſewhere 
in Great-Britain, and for laying a 
Fine of 2000 l. ou the City of Edin- 
burgh. An AR allo then paſſed, 
for bringing to FJuſtice the Perſons 
ancerned in the Murder of Captain 
Porteous, aud puniſhing thoſe who 
twingly conceal them.

the ſeveral Treaties ſubſiſting be- 
tween the two Crowns. — And 
being fully ſatisfied, that the Ho- 
nour of our Crown, the Intereſt 
of our Subjects, and that Regard 
which ought to be had to the 
molt ſolemn Treaties, call upon 
us to make uſe of the Power 
which God hath given us, for 
vindicating our undoubted Rights, 
and ſecuring to our loving Sub- 


jects the Privileges of Navigation 


and Commerce, to which they 


are juſtly entitled: We therefore 


relying on the Help of Almighty 
God, who knows the Upright- 
neſs of our Intentions, have 
thought fit to declare, and da 
hereby declare War againſt the 
ſaid King of Spain; and we will, 
in purſuance of ſuch Declaration 
vigorouſly proſecute the ſaid War, 
being aſſured of the ready Con-

any Pretence whatſoever, ſhall 


have been firſt obtained, as a Pre- 
itminary thereto,
